| JEn-laxyjel Beſieged by 13000 Imperial Horſe 
| and Foot, they run their Trenches within

! againſt it, inſomuch that divers houſes were beat- 
| en down, and agreat number of the Enemy ſlain, 
| yet encouraged by a Party of Turks who had polt- 
| ed themſelves upon an Eminence near Gran , 
| watching their opportunity to annoy the Chri- 
| ſtians, they made divers brisk fallies ſo that

before Comera, immediately upon whoſe depar- 
ture the Turks in the Town fired all their Can- 
Pon for joy of their deliverance, being a little be- 
fore in great diſtreſs for Proviſion and other neceſ- 


faries, having over and above loſt five hundred * 


of their m ojt rcſolute Souldiers. 


Durinz the Siege of New-Hanſel the Palatine of | 


Hungary with a thouſand Foot, and five hundred 
Horie, marching, to Scaree a Fortreſs of the Turks, 
1o ſuddzinly Belieged it, that the Garriſon being 
altogether inprovided » after a ſhort . Battery 
ſounded a parly, and upon condition that they 
might march out with Þag and Baggage, offered 
to ſurrender the place z but that not being grant- 
ed, they to fave their lives were contented to be- 
come.

The ſudden advancement of the Twrks cauſed the 


/ Emperour to ſend an Expreſs to Count Chakay 
' Commander in chief of the Garriſons upon the 


Banks of the River Neytray, to demoliſh ſuch as 
he ſuppoſed not tenable, which was accordingly 
done . And now the two potent Arinies approach- 
ing, great was the expectation of a: battle, but 
the Turks expedtting a ſupply of twenty thouſand 
Tartars, who wereon their march through MMolag- 
via, protracted the time, as likewiſe did the Im- 
perialiſts, expecting ſomething trom the Tranfilva> 
rian Prince, who (ſecretly envying Teckelies ad- 
vancement, who had by this time proclaimed him- 
{elf Prince of Hungary, Coyning money in his own 
name, and uſing the antient Iniigns of Royalty) 
had underhand promiſed to put himſelf under the 
Emperours proteCtion, and take the field with 
eighteen or twenty thouſand men. But on the 
ſecond of 7#'y 1683, the Duke receiving notice that 
a body of Tarks and Tartars raving paſled the Waag 
at Segith, and uſedall manner of hoKilities, burn- 
Ing and plundering, kiliing and taking priſoners

The Duke of Lorraine having paſſed through the | 
City with his Army, incamped himſelf ſtrongly | 
near Kemps, reſolving there to expect the King of | 
Poland, and the Troops of the Confederate Prin- | 
Ces, which were on their march, and as opportu- | 
nity offered both to encourage and ſuccour the be- | 
fieged, whom by this time the Viſier had with his |} 
Aray conſiſting of one hundred thouſand men } 
blocked up, being the flower of the Ottoman Em- | 
pire, running his Trenches with great celerity, | 
though to hinder it, the Cannons from the walls | 
nc eſlantly played , and the beſieged frequently | 
iailyed, killing and repulling the Infidels, follow- | 
ing the execution even to their Camp, yet the| 
number of their Pioniers increaling,they under the | 
ſhelter of the night, and favour of their Cannon, | 


in two dayes lodged themſelves, running their 


works to a-great depth, leaving the earth arch-| 


_ thinking ſo to reach the walls and blow} 


hem up, by ſpringing their Mines, but ſuch dili-} 


=— ce was uſed by the German Enginiers, that af 
great number of the Infidels were buryed in theirſ 
works,& ſeveral poyſoned by the ſtench of dead bo-| 
dies they met with in their Subterranean Progreſs, 
which had been buryed in the laſt plague, whichf 
the Viler perceiving commanded eighr thouſand} 
Fanizaries to lodge themielves 1n the ruines, andf 
immediately from fix batteries containing thirtyf 
whole Cannon, he cauſed the City to be battered 


a whole day without intermiſfſion,and having there-ſj - 


by y N Jade a breach near the Carinthian Gate, com: 
Manicd his men to enter, who ina deſperate man- 
nes 
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| ner came on, but were ſo warmly received by the 
| beſieged, that after three thouſand were {lain upon 
{ the place, they were obliged to retire, which fo 
| enraged the Vifier that he commanded them to 


make a ſecond Attack, which was done but with 


; altogether as bad ſucceſs as the former: 


TheCity of 77emma thus ſtraitned, the Biſhop 
of Azichſtade the Imperial Miniſter, repreſented 


| the danger it was in, to the Diet for that purpoic 
| aſſembled at Ratisbone, recommending it eſpecially 
| to the care of the Electoral Princes , requiring 
| them in thenameof the Emperor to find out ſuch 
| effectual ana ſpeedy ways to raiſe men and money 
| for its relief, that it might not fall into the hands 
| of the Infidels, and thereby open a way for them 
; to conquer all the Cities of Auſtria. 
being debated, it was reſolved that a fand of mo- 
ney ſhould be ſpeedily raiſed, and all other nece® 
| faries provided, for the ſubliftence and relief of

the belieged, and to ſtay the further progreſsof the 
Turkiſh Arms. Upon notice of which the Eleftor 
of Bavaria drew his forces into the field, and 
ordered them to the number of ten or eleven thou- 
ſand, immediately to march and joyn the Duke of 
of Loraine, whom they found 'encamped near 
Kremþs. 

Whilſt theſe things were doing, the Rebels un- 
der the command of Conht Teckely made great. 
{ſpoil upon the borders of Croatia and Szlefia: be- 
fie zing and taking Budekzm by ſtorm, ravaging and 
deftroying all rhe pleaſant places about it, which 


| putthe adjacent Gariſons into ſuch conſternation, 

| "that ſeveral whether through fear or treachery 1s 
uncertain, put themſelves under his Proteciiong 

whereby he was putted up to that CXLTGVagana 
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that he ſent Summons to divers of the Nobility 
to attend him in Arms as their Prince, under the 
Penalties of Confiſcation, Impriſonment and death, 
which ſo afrighted divers, that they came in, but 


many there were whoſe Loyalty could not be ſha- | 
ken which ſo enraged the Rebel that he deſtroyed | 
their Country dwellings, and ſeized on whatſo- | 


ever of theirs he could find. 


- By this time the Turks had far advanced their | 
Trenches, and began to throw their Bombs into | 
the City, whereupon the Citizens covered many | 
of their houſes near the wall with earth, and with | 
the ſhot of the Cannons from the Tower, over- | 
threw the mortars, fallying out at the ſame time, | 


and making a terrible ſlaughter of the enemy, who 


were advancing to the wall with a deſign to enter | 
the new breach, recovering from them a Baſtion þ 


of which they had poſleſſed themſelves,and cutting 
in pieces all they found therein. 


This bad ſucceſs making it apparent that the | 
City was not ſo caſie to be taken as the Viſter had | 
ſuppoſed, he commanded Arrows to be ſhot over | 
the walls, with Letters faſtened to them, contain- | 
Ing. his admonitian to the beſieged, ſpeedily to | 
ſurrender and receive liberty in their perſons, a | 
freeexemption of their goods, and ſuch treatment | 
as they ſhould deſire, but if they refuſed, and held | 
out obſtinately, till the City ſhould be taken by | 


ſtorm, or reduced by famine, no miſchief ſhould 


be left unpractiſed that wit or horror could in- | 
vent, but this device not at all prevailed, but ra- 


ther induced the beſieged to contemn the beſfieg- 
ers, whoſe weakneſs thereby they the better un- 
derſtood, as obſerving from former atts of the 
ke nature, they never capitulate underhand, till 
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ity | they deſpaire of obtaining their ends, or grow 
the | weary of the ſiege. All this while the Duke of 
th, | Loraine lay cloſe in his Camp within ſight of the 
Mut. | City, the better to incourage the beſieged, daily 
ha- þ increaſing his number, and as earneſtly expeCting 
ed | the Polonian King, who had ſent the Prince Lbs» 
ſo- | mirskie before him with fix thouſand horſe, and 

daily Curriers pafled between him and the Empe- 
ror, who with the Court was retired to Paſhaw, 
| there to expect the great event, on which theeyes 
' of all Nations were hxed.

| The increaſe of the Chriſtian Camp did not a 
{ little trouble the Viter, who well knew that if he 
| could not make himſelf maſter of the City before 
| theKing of Poland arrived, he mult be obliged to 
| give battle, or raiſe his ſiege, and that if he miſ- 
| carried in the former, it would greatly redound to . 
| his diſgrace, if not hazzard his life, by rendring 
| him obnoxious to the Grand Signiours diſpleaſure, 
' whom he had aſſured of raking the City; where- 
| upon to haſten the enterprize he ſpared not his 
men, but thruſt them on even into the mouth of 
| ſlaughter, ſwearing by Mahomet that in whomſo- 
| ever he found the leaſt mark of cowardiſe, or neg- 
| left of duty he ſhould be put to death, and there- 
| upon he commanded the Cannon from all the Bat- 
! teries to play without ceaſing, but ſuch was the 
| care and skill of the Chriſtian Engineers, that they 
with their great ſhot diſmounted divers of them, 
overthrowing their battery, and burying ſuch as 
were there poſted in their ruins, yet having made 
7. | two breaches in the wall, one near thered Tower, 
1- | andtheother not far from the Imperial Pallace, he 
e | commanded hve thouſand 7anizaries, and ten thous 
lj} fand other ſonldiers to enter the Breach, but

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Count Staremberg having drawn his chief ſtrength 


on that fide to oppole the Torrent, although ag © 


men deſperate they came on, yet the beſieged fal-| 
lying out and coming to hand ſtrokes, by plain 
force drove them back, killing about three thou-| I 
iand, and recovering the Raveling, and Coun-| 
terſcarp, of which they had ſtrongly poſleſled}, ; 
them{elves, yet in this fally five hundred of the| 

Imperialiſts fell, and two hundred wounded. | 


This hot diſpute over, and the Turks beaten out | 
of divers of their Trenches, they lay ſtill for two: 
days, not attempting any thing, when on the| 
third the Vitier ſent to the Count Sraremberg for af 
Ceſlation, or a five days Trace to bury the dead, | 
whoſe noifome ſmells greatly afflifted his Campf} 
with ſickneſs, but the Count returned for an an-þ 
ſwer, that he had no need of a Truce, nor wouldPF 
he accord to any, upon which under the ſhelter} 
of the night, the Turks in great numbers approach-| 
ed the walls,but being diſcovered by lights thrown | 
out for that purpoſe, the ſhot from the Flankers | 
and Battlements, gauled them fo deſperately, that | 
they were obliged to return two thouſand leſs F 
thaa they came on, when upon their retreat three | 
thouſand of the Imperialiſts fallyed, and did great | 
execution 3 whereupon the Vilier ſtorming, and 
finding the greatne{s of the loſs he had at divers | 
times ſuſtained , 1: his unſucceſsful attempts, | 
repaired 115 Batteries, and plaated as nar as he} 
could his Mortars .to the wall, with which hef| 
threw divers Granadoes and Bombies into the | 
Town, f{ctting ſome houſes on fire, and killing, 
many of the tnhabitants, the which he continued 
all the 21 ana 22 of Fu'y, bat by the extraordi- 
aary diligence of the belieged , who {till counter- 
mure 
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| mured the breaches, repaired what was ſhattered 
and earth behind to keep the Bullworks fromrent- - 
| ing, and the wall from ſhaking by the force of the 

| furious ſhot, the Turks at that vaſt expence of 
. powder and ſhot were little advantaged.

Things being at this paſs, the Duke of Zoraine 
in his Camp where he lay had notice that a Con- 
voy 
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voy of proviſion and Ammunition was on its way 
to the Turls/h Camp , and arrived within three 
Leagues thereof > whereupon he commanded out a 
party to intercept it, who accordingly performed 
his deſire, killing and taking priſoners, and put- 
ting to flight thoſe Turks who guarded it, nor was 
the booty leſs worth then forty thouſand Dollars. 


On the 24 of Z7aly the beſieged made a vigorous 
fally with five thouſand horſe and foot, and charg- 
ing the Txrks in their Trenches with much brave- 
ry and reſolution, drove them thence, thereby re- 
covering, though not without conſiderable ſlaugh- 
ter on either part, divers redoubts of which they 
had poſſeſſed themſelves,firing the bavins and planks 
with which they attempted to fill up the Ditch, 
in order toa ſtorm, which the next morning was 
intended, but ſeven thouſand Turks being ſent to 
reinforce thoſe that were routed, they with freſh 
fury returned upon the Imperialifts, to ſaccour 
whom two thouſand iſſued out of the Town, at 
what time the fight was renewed, and for a long 
time continued bloody and doubtful, and moſt of 
the works the Chriſtians had poſſeſſed themſelves 
of were recovered, the Turks ſtill preſſing on to 
enter the Town with the beſieged, but being 
within danger, the Imperial Engeniers ſprung a 
mine, and thereby deſtroying about two hundred 
of the forwardeſt, put a ſtop to the courage of 
the reſt, and gave frefh vigor to the beſieged, in- 
ſomuch that again charging the enemy with the 
former courage and bravery, they overthrew 
them far and near, inſomuch that five thouſand 
were computed to fall during the action, which 
carnaze ſo infefted the Tarkiſh Camp, that the 
toidiers dyed in great numbers, which obliged the 

Vitier 
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Viſier to remove three or four miles further with 
the groſs of his Army, leaving onely a compe- 
tent number to guard his former Camp, and cover 
the liege. 

The Eleftor of Bavaria according to his pro- 
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miſe, having raifed an Army of thirteen or four- 
teen thouſand men, for the ſerviceof the Empire, 
after having muſtered them in the preſence of the 
Emperor, cauſed them to march dire&tly towards 
Kremps, to joyn the Imperial Forces, reſolving in 
perſon to follow them with all convenient ſpeed, 
when in the mean while General Danwalt, having 
notice that ſeven or eight thouſand of the enemy 
were fallen into the upper Asſtria, he ſtrengthen- 
ing himſelf with what Forces he could, march- 
ed with all diligence to oppole their progreſs, in 
which they made ſuch devaſtation that the like had 
not been formerly known, and ſuch was his good 
ſucceſs, that coming upon them at unawares, he 
put them to the rout, killing a great many af 
them, and reſcuing two thouſand Captive Chriſti- 
ans, whom they had taken in their progreſs, as 
alſo recovered a great booty. | 

Upon notice of theſe and the like ſucceſſes the 
Imperial Confederates haſtned their quotaes to joyn 
the Army, and for that purpoſe a Conference was 
held at Hasford on the 27 of July between the de- 
puties of the Eleor of Bra7denbarg, the Biſhop of 
Bamberg and Wittenberg, the Princes of Hanſpatch, 
Bereith, &c. wherein it was reſolved that the 
Troops of Franconia, detigned for the afiſtance of 
the Emperor ſhould ſet forward on the ſecond of 
Auguſt, and that the Biſhop ard Chapter of Wirrz- 
berg ſhould for this ſervice furniſh out two Regi- 
ments of foot, and that four Companies of the 


Grards of the Elestor of &randenbarg, over and 
| above 
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above his Quota, as likewiſe a Regiment of new 
raiſed horſe ſhould be imployed againſt the Turks 
under the command of the Velt Marſhal Dor- 


fling. 


Freſh Troops daily arriving at .the Imperial | 
Camp, and the beſieged receiving new aflurance|} 


of being ſuddenly relieved, wonld by no means 
admit of any Treaty with the Turks, but gene- 
rouſly ſcorned their pretended advantagious pro- 
poſals, which not a little inraged them, ſo that on 
the Zo of FJaly they renewed their Battery with 
great fury againſt the Red Tower and Scotenburg 
Gate , continually thundring againſt them for 
twenty four hours, when having made two {mall 
Breaches they came. on with great reſolution, 
bur were by the fallyers as ſtrongly oppoſed,whilſt 
the Cannon from the Tower, Battlements and 
Flankers, made ſuch deſtruction amongſt them, 
that they retired in great diſorder, but whilſt the 
Imperialifts hotly purſued, their own Cannonters 
not diſcerning them from the enemy, by-reaſon of 
a great miſt that fell about that time, divers of 
them were killed by the great ſhot,and ſcarcely was 
the miſtake rectifyed er the 7 arks, being ſeconded 
with ix Regiments of Fanizaries and Spabies re- 
turned upon them, fo that the fight on all ſides 
was continued with great fury; each being deſti- 
rous of honour and victory, but at length the 
Turks not being able to endure the Force of the 
Chriftians retired , yet being commanded to a 
third aſſault, and receiving fr Sh ſupplies from the 
Camp, they again returned, ſtrongly poſleſling 
the works out of which they had been before beat- 
en, but Count Srtaremberg accompanyed with di- 
vers Commanders ard one thoufand foot ſoldiers 
coming upon then, fo incouraged his weary men» 
who

who had been in the heat of the aCtion,- with lit- 
tle intermiſſion for the ſpace of ten hours,” that a 
greater flanghter then ever was made, and in fine 
the 1urks put to flight. 

During theſe three aſſaults not le then elght 
thouſand of the Beſi iegers were flain, nor fewer 


then three thouſand of the belieged. So that the 
Vifier fearing the noiſomneſs of the Carnage might 
oblige his men to forſake their Trenches, again 
defired-a. Ceſſation to bury his dead, but it would 
not be granted, - but rather the ſlaughter Increa- 
kd by another fally the beſieged made, whilſt 
their Cannon on the wall being skillfully mounted, 
overthrew the 7 wrks Canyon, and ruined their 
new Battery againlt the Scotenburg Gate. 


This great City; in the fiege of which the Turks 
have been alwayes unfortunate , had not above 
ſixteen hundred Gariſon. ſoldiers in it the morning 
of the day wherein 1t was belieged, and but light- 


ly ſtored with provition ; but ſo providence order- 
ed it that in the ſight of the Tarkiſh Army, two 
great Veſſels laden with proviſion coming, a, the 
River. Dazubins, got into the Port {atgp, aid the 
Garriſon augmented by ſixteen thouland horſe and 
foot , left there by-the Duke of Loraine as he 
marched through the City in his retreat, nor were 
the Burgers and Religious Orders lefs diligent in 
the defence thereof then the ſouldiers, being Þy 
the women animated thereto, but more eſpeci- 


ally by the unwearied example of their Gover- 
nour, who ſpared no pains nor labour, being ever 
ſeen in Phaces of greateſt danger, ſacrificing his 
reſt and fatety to the Publick 200d of Chriſten- 
dom, and prefervat

money was moſtly wanting, he borrowed it of 
the Monaſteries and Religious foundations, pro- 
miſing to refund it with great intereſt if the City 
ſcaped falling into the hands of the Infidels, or if 
it did, ſo be it, his Life and Liberty remained to 
him they ſhould loſe ny 

By this time the King of Poland having muſter- 
ed his Army under the walls of Cracovia, and fur- 
niſhed himſelf with all things neceffary, divided 
It into two parts, and by haſty Marches advan- 
ced to joyn the Imperial Camp, now {welled big 
by the daily arrival of freſh Troops, and longing 
to be in ation, which the Grand Vizier well no- 
ting, uſed all diligence 1in running his Trenches 
chiefly truſting to his Mines, many of which be- 
ing ſucceſſefully ſprung, ruined a great part of the 
outworks, but ſuch was the indefatigable endea- 


vours of the beſieged that they made them for theſ 
moſt part good e'r the Turks could enter, andy . 


frequently by digging deep ſounds, laying pibbles 
vpon drums, and ſetting baſons of water near 
the walls, diſcovered their Mines, which they 
countermining fruſtrated, deſtroying the Miners in 
_ for Me moſt part, or taking thence the pow- 
er. 
Teckely imagining that the Duke of Lorain 
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durſt not adventure out of his Camp for fear offj 


being attacked by the Ottoman Forces, he with 
twenty five thouſand Turks and Hungars advan- 
ced towards Presbarg with a deſign to beſiege it, 
of which the Duke having notice, drew out 2 
ſtrong power, and came upon him ſo ſuddenly, 
that in great diſorder he retired, but the Imperia- 
liſts falling in with his rear, cut off ſix or ſeven 
hundred of his men, taking a like number priſo- 
ncrs, together with a thouſand Waggons laden 

with 
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with Ammunition Tents and Proviſion, as likewiſe 
burnt a great number of Boats and Casks, brought 
to pak a branch of the River Danube, ſending af- 
ter him the. Prince Zubomirskie with the Poliſh 
Horſe-under his command,, to prevent his falling 
into Moravia, who ſtill cut off his rear, fo that 
from the beginning to the end of the action 
fifteen hundred of the Rebels and Turks were 
ſlain and taken priſoners, with the remainder of 
which Army Teckely paſled the Waag, where the 
Turks, ſeparating from him returned to the Gari- 
ſons, out of which they were drawn, yet the 
Duke ſtayed upon the banks of the River Merch, 
two miles from Presbure, till he had certain notice 
thereof, when increaſing the Gariſon of that City 
he returned to his Camp near Kremps, where upon 
his arrival he had certain notice that the King of 


Poland was within ten dayes March of FYienna, 


when to aſlure the beſieged thereof, he ſent a 
perſon into the City, who fately” arrived there, 
and thereby gave them great incouragement, 1n- 
ſomuch that fſallying abour twilight, they mare a 
terrible ſlaughter of the 7anizaries, that were 
lodged in the Counterſcarp, taking divers or them 
Priſoners, who being ſtriftly examined , confel- 


fed the Turkiſh Camp. was exceedingly weakened 


through ſickneſs and want of proviſion, but eſpe- 
cially ſince the Convoy that was: on it's way thi- 
ther fell into the hands of the Imperialiſts. 


During theſe TransaCtions a body of Turks ar 
Tartars tell into Croatia, vurning and deſtroying 
all betore them, leaving no manner of cruelty un- 
practiſed ; to oppoſe which Torrent, the Vice- 
Roy gathered the frength of the Country, and

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coming upon them at unawares; put them to flight, 
following the execution for ten'or twelve miles ;|. 
Nor was the ſucceſs of Count Leſhly leſs againſt an-J. 
other party, of the Infidels, who greatly - infeſtedP].: 
the Frontiers 0 Ts iruittul Countrey of Moravia 
from whom, aiter. he kad put them to flight, he, 
took 78 Waggons laden with the ſpoils of thoſe, 
Countreys, and. became the deliverer of divers ſi 
Chriſtians, whom the Inhdels were leading faſth;; 
manacled into miſerable Bondage. h {| 


The Duke of Loraine fearing by this time that p 
the beſieged were in ſome ſtrait for that he had P 
received frequent advice that the Turks preſſed the; 
ſiege with great reſolution, he ta be the better ſatis}, 
fied ſent another perſon into the City, who-in the F 
habit of a Hungarian Ruſtick fately paſſed the Lea, 
guers, and under the ſhelter of the night ſwam;, 
over the Darabe, giving upon his arrival the fig-fc: 
nal agreed on, and the 1zme night returned with 
advice that the betieged were not as yet in anyf;; 
wanteither of men or proviſion, though the Turks], 
almoſt without intermiſſion kept them in aCtion,lg 
Þut that which anoyed them moſt, was the bloody 
flux, of which thirty or forty died ina day. t 


The Turks having advice of the daily increaſeof}; 
the Imperial Forces now encamped at Enzesdorf, 
nearer then before to the City of Yzexna, to the 
2reat incouragement of the beſieged, the more 
eagerly preſſed the ſiege, the Viſier no ' way 
iparing his men, but rather asa man deſperately 
reiolved rather to loſe the whole Army than go 
without that City, whoſe Keyes he had promiſed 
to lay at his Maſters feet. He on the twelfth of

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Eht, 1uguſt cauſed the Cannon from all the Batteries 
© 3Fto fire upon the Scottenburg Gate and Red Tower, 
 a1-E-ommanding at the ſame time ſixteen thouſand Gre- 
ItedÞ cans, Hungarians, and people of other Nations 
©:4\Kabject to the Orroman Scepter, to make the Attack, 
» End enter the Breach by plain force, promiſing a 
noſef coo Sultanas to him that ſhould plant the firſt en- 
eISEfgn upon the Wall, which ſo animated them that 
faltflike men altogether careleſs of their lives, they 
threw themſelves into the Ditch, where many of 
, [them were impailed upon ſtakes, and although a 
hathgorm of ſmall ſhotyand the loud mouths of eighty 
had pieces of Cannon, plyed them with fearſul flaugh- 
the ter, yet they preſſed on and lodged themſelves in 
US Ethe ditch, but upon the beſiegeds fallying and 
FFpringing a Mine, they were driven thence, and 
£<4'Faithough great ſcarcity raged in the Turkiſb Camp, 
anfinfomuch that horſe-fleſh was accounted dainty 
1g- fare, and an Ammunition loaf of bread fold at five 
th Dollars, yet the proud Baſla ſent agaln to ſummon 
anyfthe Governour to ſurrender, but the Meflenger 
TK not being admitted to enter the City,or parley with 
OMEfach as kept the outworks. 
G9] That evening a Letter from the Governour to 
the - Duke of Loraine which the Turks had inter- 
cepted, was ſhot into the City, and another paper 
in it ſigned by the Yiſier , admoniſhing the Go- 
rf vernour time! y to provide for his own and the pec- 
ples ſafety, 2nd not by obſtinately reſiſting Irri-

treat moſt of them were cut in pieces, yet in this 
action divers of the beſieged fell. 0 


The better to incourage the beſieged a party of 
Imperial horſe ſent by the Duke of Lorarne, paſling 
a branch of the Danube, landing upon a ſmall: 


Iſland, fell upon three hundred Twrks, put moſt of 
them to the ſword, and with inconſiderable loſs 
on their own part, returned with two hundred 
Camels laden with proviſion, and other neceffaries 


which good ſucceſs was ſeconded with certain In- 


telligence of the King of Polands advancing with 
all ſpeed, and that for haſte he with his horſe was 
four dayes march before his foot, as fearing the 11! 
conſequences that might. happen by the leaſt de- 
ny. 

The Turks finding the time grow ſhort in which 
they muſt of neceſſity win the City or fight a Bat- 
tle, they preſſed the ftiege with more eagerneſs, 
eſpecially upon their receiving a ſupply of men aud 
proviſion ; So*that on the fourteen, fifteen, and 
{iixteenth of Augz# they advanced their works in 
the Ditch, and lodged themſelves upon the point 
of the Ravelin, from whence they had been before 
beaten, gave two fierce aſlaults, in which they 
were repulied, with great loſs on either ſide, and 
on the ſeventeen day, being about to make ano- 
ther attack, the Governour and Count d' Sorches 
fallyed, and having beaten them back;ruined their 
works in the Ditch, making a terrible ſlaughter 
of inch of the Infidels as they found too far ad- 
vanced, and then returning into the City with the 
Turkiſh Entigns, theenſuing day they made an- 
other ſally wherein they beat the enemy from the 
point of the Ravelin, which they had again poſ- 
ſeſied, killing about three thouſand of them, in

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which Action Count Sraremberg was wounded in the 
head with a ſtone raiſed by a Cannon bullet that 


Þ| fell three yards ſhort of him, and the Count 4e 


Souches received a hurt in his leg by an arrow from 


4 one of the Trenches, yet like men devoting their 


lives to the ſervice of their Countrey, they preſ- 
ſed on couragiouſly, animating the ſoldiers to pur- 
ſue the flying enemy, which they did, making 
great ſlaughter, and recovering almoſt all the 
works they had poſſeſſed, till ſuch time as eight 
thouſand Fanizaries advancing, the Turks thereby 
encouraged, returned furiouſly , inſomuch that 
the beſieged not being able to ſtand the charge, un- 
cer the favour of the Cannon, retreated into the 
Town, where during the fally the breaches had 
been made good, yet in this ation they loit rwo 
thouſand men, and amongſt them divers officers of* 
note, yet as men not diſmayed, finding ſtill the 
Turks 1ncroach, they on the 22 fallyed again, and 
finding the enemy had made great lodgments in 
the Ditch, beat them thence, and ruined their 
works, and the better to hinder their approaches 
made {ſeveral retrenchments within the Baſtion, 
which the Turks perceiving, threw that day a 
great many Bombies into the Town, which killed 
twenty men, and fired fix or ſeven houſes, playing 
very furiouſly from four Batteries, and by this 
time having poſſeſſed themſelves of divers imall 
Iſlands in the River Dannbe, as it were blocked up 


| the City by water, yet the Governour reſolving 


to hold out. the tiege to the laſt extremity, rather 
then to deliver the City, or come to any capitu- 
lation, he on the twenty {ixth made another re- 


folate ſally, in which, coming to handy blows with 


the enemy, and the fight continuing hot for the

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ſpace of eight hours ; the loſs was great on boti 
ſides, yet in the end the Turks were beaten out off 
all their works, and three great Mines of their | 
being diſcovered, the powder was taken out, butf 
ſo much Chriſtian blood was ſhed in the attionÞ 
that the Garriſon was greatly weakned, and greatf 
was the want of Officers, for ſince the beginningf 
of the fiege were ſlain one Colonel, five Lieute- 
nant Collonels, thirty Captains, and thirty eightÞ 
Lieutenants, beſides divers that dyed of the blood;

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This advice greatly alarmed the Imperial 
amp, not ſo mnch for fear as with a deſire im- 
ediately to march, and adventure the relief of 
he City, at the hazard of a Battle, whereupon 
the Duke afſembled the Great Commanders in 
his own Tent, laying before them the Danger the 

ity was in, andat the ſame time informed them 
hat he was reſolved to attempt its relief, though at 
the hazard of a Battle, which reſolve was liked 
by moſt, though ſome there were, who alledged 
that ſeeing the King of Poland was near at hand, 
it was not fate to attempt any thing till both 
Armies were joyned, and that it was better .to 
hazard the City, than the Army, upon which the 
fatety of the Empire depended. Notwithſtand- 
ing the Army had expreſs orders to March, and 
had ſet forward the next day, had not advice in 
the mean while arrived in the Camp from the - 
Count 4" Staremberg, informing his Highneſs that 
he had diſcovered and defeated the great Mine un- 
der the Court Baſtion, and diſlodged the Turks 
in the Counterſcarp , by ſucceſsfully ſpringing 
two Mines, which had inabled him to hold out 
much longer: then he ſuppoſed, therefore he ear- 
neſtly beſought his Higneſs not to hazard any 
thing raſhly. 

This advice altered the former reſolves, elpe- 
cially upon notice-of the near approach of the 
Poonian Horſe, yet the Scouts giving information 
that a great body of 7 zrks and Hungarians, were 
on their way to joyn with the Beliegers, under 
the leading of the Baſ/a of Buda; Prince Lubo- 
mirskie, with the horſe under his comrand, and 


three Regiments of Imperial Dragoones, advan- 


ced to meet them, upon whem coming unex- 
pectedly 
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pettedly, after a hot diſpute he put them to flight, 
with the flaughter of four or five thouſand of 
them, taking many priſoners, and a great Con- 


voy of Proviſion and Ammunition, ſuch as eſca- 
ped flying to Gran, New-hauſſel, and other adja- 


cent Garriſons. 


The Prince was no ſooner returned with theſe 
ſpoiles to the Camp, but an Officer arrived from | 


the King'of Poland, aſſuring the Duke of Loraine, 


that the King was - with thirty Regiments of þ 
Horſe within twelve or fourteen hours of” the | 
Imperial Camp, whereupon his Higneſs diſpatch- | 
ed the Margrave of Baden, to complement him | 
upon his arrival, and immediately drew up his 
Army in' Battalia, to receive him' at the head | 
thereof, reſolving with all convenient ſpeed to 
give the Turks a Camiſado, and withal ſent an} 
expreſs to the Emperour lying at Paſhaw, to let | * 


him underſtand the Polonian Kings Aproach, and 
his reſolves to fight the Orroman Army with the 
firſt advantage offered, as alſo in what danger the 
City of Yiewna had been, and was in, giving at 
the ſame time ſtrait command to every officer 


throughout the Army to be in readineſs to March 


upon fix hours notice. 


The Imperial Camp being put into good or- 
der, and a reſolution taken to fight the Infidels, 
the King of Poland on the 29 of Aupuft arrived 


with all his Chivalry, and was immediately follow-f 


ed by the remaining Troops of horſe, his foot 
being at the ſame time advanceds6 within 8 && 
Cerman Miles of the Imperial Camp; when upon 
his arrival, having been by the Margrave con- 
gratulated, firſt in the name af his Imperial Ma- 
jeſt y 
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jeſty, and then in the name of the Duke and all the 
great Commanders of the Army; he encamped 


about a mile on the left of the Imperialiſts, and 
the next day a Tent Royal was pitched between 


| both Armies, where the King, the Duke of 
| Loraine, the Eleftors of Bavaria, Saxony, and di- 
| yers other Princes met, and after paſling the uſu- 
| al complements, fell to: debate about the neceſſi- 
ty of their attempting to raiſe the ſiege, and that 
'no time was to be loſt in that affair, for that the 
| Garriſon Souldiers from twenty thouſand were by 
| divers diſtempers and the fire of the enemy, re- 

| duced to five or ſix thouſand, nor were they flow 

[in coming to a reſolve upon the Method to be ob- 
| frved therein. 


During theſe tranſaQtions the Turks inceſſantly 


| Battered the City of Yienna, labouring earneſtly 
[in their works, as being greatly deſirous to take 
it by ſtorm, and more eſpecially to ſave the 


Grand Vifiers oath, who had ſworn by the head 
of Aahomet, to take it or dye under the wals, 
though afterward it appeared he had not ſtrength 
enough to acquire the former, nor courage fuf- 
ficient: to keep his word in the latter, for ſuch 


was the courage of the befieged , that fallying 
| they beat the enemy once more out of all their 


works, but by the former fallies and ſickneſs as 
before mentioned , they were exceedingly weak = 
ned, intomuch that they deſpaired much longer to 
maintain- the City, againſt the aſſaults of fuch ſo 


numerous and reſtleſs enemies, ſo that on the 


fourth of September Count Staremberg at the ear- 
neſt intreaty of the Bare hers, cauſed it to be igni- 
hed from: St. Srephens Tower, by ſetting vp a pur- 
ple flag, the fignal appointed that the City = 1 
d:ft res, 
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diſtreſs, which being perceived by the Imperial I. 


Scouts, they acquainted the King and Duke, who 


thereupon drew up in Batalia, and ſent out four: 


hundred horſ, to obierve whether the enemy had 
poſſeſſed the Forreſt, and immediately ſet forward 
with the whole Army, altogether full of courage 
and brave reſolution, deſiring nothing more than 
to be in aftion with the Infidels, when in the mean 
time, the City being preſſed by two ſucceſlive af- 
faults, and a Mine ſprung on the point of the 
Baſtion, the Beſieged on the eight, made another 
fign from the Tower of the great danger they 
were in, and ſent out two Enginiers to inform 
the Duke of Lorainve thereof by word of mouth, 
the better to haſten relief before the enemy had 
finiſhed the new Batteries within Muſquet ſhot of 
the Scotrenburg Gate, but one of them was taken 
by the Turks Scouts, and the other ſuppoſed to be 
drowned in paſling the Danube. 

But the General having received ſufficient no- 
tice (and dreading of what evil conſequence the 
leaſt delay might prove) in good order paſſed the 
Forreſt of YViema, which the Turks to their great 
diſadvantage had no where Fortified. But com- 
ing to the hill of Cz/emberg on the 11th. of Ote- 
ber found it ſtrongly poſſeſſed ; whereupon a ſqua- 
dron of horſe, and eight Regiments of ioot aſcen- 
ded to Attack the enemy, and remove them from 
their poſt, who charged up with ſuch bravery, 
that after a hot diſpute, the Turks gave ground, 
and retired in great confuſion to a ſtrong re- 
trenchment, made at the bottom of the hill to- 
wards their Camp, where being reinforced, they 
made a ſtand, and again diſputed it, but being 
cut ofF in great numbers by the ſhot of the Im- 


perial 
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:clal- Cannon, from the hill, on which by this 
time they were planted, and charged on the one 
hand by the Folonian horſe, and on the other by 
the Bavarian foot, they after an hours diſpute were 
driven thence, leaving an open field. to the Imperial 
Army, which ander the Duke of Loraine, advanced 
in good order to charge the Baſla of Szel:ftra, who 
as the forlorn, with ten or twelve thouſand men, 
advanced, though in ſome diſorder, by reaſon his 
Ranks were broken by the ſhot from the Hill, 
which played furiouſly, till the Dykes ſquadron-of 
horſe under the leading of the Margrave of Ba- 
den, cauſed the Baſla, after a ſharp diſpute to re- 
tire to the main Body, when the Duke of Loraine 
with fifteen thouſand horſe, taking the advantage, 
fell into the left wing, with ſuch fury, that the 
Turks in ſpite of the reſiſtance they made began to 
fall into diſorder, when as the King of | Poland 
charging on the Right, where the Viſier fought 
in perſon, great was the ſlaughter, till in the end, 
the Turks as men diſcouraged and diſmayed, began 
to ſhrink together, which the Margrave of Baaer 
perceiving, drew off to relieve the beſieged, and 
by fix in the evening poſted himſelf before the 
Scotch gate, yet did not the Tarts in the Trenches 
deſiſt from aſſaulting the City, but like men detpe- 
rately reſolved to loſe their liyes, or win it, but 
the ſcale of victory, by this time turaing appa- 
rently on the Chriſtians ſide they being! ſeconded 
by ſix thouſand freſh horſe made great ilaughter,

though the Baſſas laboured to encourage their men, 


and reſtrain their flight in vain, for by this time 
the King of Poland with his own Troops, and ſuch 
Imperial Auxiliaries as. ſeconded him, having bro- 
ken and quite diſordered the Jleit wing, pierced

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| Even to the flank of the right, which the Viſier 
perceiving, and finding his Forces two weak 


longer to maintain - the field, fled with the for-. 
moſt, whilſt the Confederate. Princes followed, 


making great ſlaughter, having the execution of 
the enemy even till night came on, at what time 
they prudently weighing that the Tarks,as their cu- 
ſtom 1s, might Rally, returned to charge the 
Turkiſh Camp, in which were left almoſt all the 
Fanizaries, but the King of Poland breaking in 
with great fury, after a hot encounter poſlefſed 
himflf of it, putting ſuch as he found there to 
the ſword, whilſt the like ſucceſs had the Mar- 
gYave of Bader, who perceiving the Turks Army 
in rout, entred the Trenches and Works, of 
which'(afliſted by the beſieged, who at the ſame 
time fallyed) he ſoon became Maſter, cutting in 
pieces the Turks, that were left to continue the 
ſiege, and pofleſſed himſelf of all the Cannon, 
Mortars, Powder, and Granado ſhells, entering 
rhe ſame evening the almoſt ruined City, which 


was by ſixty dayes cloſe fiege brought to ſuch di-| 


ſtreſs that the moſt couragious doubted to defend 
it 2gainſt another aſſault, which the enemy was 
about to make, had they not been prevented ; for 
1n1t at the time it was delivered, no more then 
four thonſand five*' hundred fighting men were 
found, and all the works ſo ruined, that 1t was 
left in a manner open to the approaches of the 
enemy; the Cannon ſpoiled, the powder ſpent, 
and the ſtore of Proviſion brought to its ultimate 
CTri!ts. 

This ſo great and memorable victory, obtained 
over the daring Infidels on the eleventh of Oftober, 
and the City Yienna intirely left at liberty -

and in the evening the Duke of Loraine arrived, 
and was by the Emperor received in a moſt ob. 
liging manner, and had a long Conference with 
him relating tothe preſent war, at what time 
the King of Poland ſent his under Chancelor in 
his name to congratulate his Arrival, and pre- 
ſented him with the Ottoman Imperial Standard, 
richly Imbroidered and ſet with precious Stones, 
toa great value, the which together with two 
horſe-tatles the uſual fignals of war amongſt

The Original of the Turks according to the 

| Opinion of ſundry Learned Authors , with 
the Means by which they acquired their firſt 
Monarchy in Perſia ; Together with the 
Reign and Death of Tangrolipix their 


firſt King. 


T has, and at this day does cauſe ſundry Diſputes 
amongſt the Learned, from what Nation or Peo- 
ple the Turks, now ſo formidable by extending 
their Empire o're a third part of the known 
World;are ſprung or derived;ſome being of opi- 

nion that they are deſcended of theRemnant of the 
Trojans that ſcaped the Sword at the Deſtruftiou of 
the City of Troy, and ſtrengthen their Argument with 
this Reaſon , viz. That the Word Turci: ſignifying a 
Trojan, is corruptly called Twrci or Tzrk, and that 
B 2 
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all hands it 1s affirmed that they originally inhabited 
the lefler 4a, where the City fo much Renowned in 
Story for its holding out a ten years Stege againft 
the Power of the then Grecian Empire ſtood ; others 
affirm they ſprung from the ten Tribes carried away 
captive by Salmanafer the Ailyrian King, and that from 
them likewiſe ſprung the Tarrars inhabiting the Nor- 
thern Climes, and their Reaſons are,for as much as the 
great Lords of Tartary derive their Pedigree from 
Tribes, calling themſelves Daniſts, Zebulonians and 
Napthaliſts, and that the Word rk in the Hebrew 
ſignifies a baniſhed man, or one in diſgrace ; and fur- 
tber, that they ftill retain many Ceremonies of the 
Fewiſh Nation, as Circumciſion, and the like, as alſo 
frequeritly to repeat to themſelves Lamentations, 
though corruptly for the fall of Jeruſalem , and Da- 
maſcus the chief Cities of Fudea and Syria, affirming 
they know not the meaning of ſuch their Lamentati- 
ons,but that they have been taught of their Anceſtors 
ſs to do. Others are of Opinion that they were Scyrhi- 
ans, who left ther Country by reaſon of the Scarcity 
thereof, and Coldneſs of the Clime, and falling on Ar- 
76114, graſped it with fo hard a hand, that all the 
Power of the Roman Empire then flouriſhing could not 
reſcue it, but as a Token of their firſt Succeſs in their 
iſſuing out of the Caſpian Straits, they named it T urco- 
zania, which name remains to this day. And that there 
were {uch a People long before their aſpiring to Em- 
pirein Aſia, Pomponiues Mella, Pliny, and Prolomy do a- 
ver; but about the time of their Eruption , Blond 
Platina, and Seconims dilagree, the two tormen declar- 
ing it to be in the year of our Lord 755, and the lat- 
ter in 844. yet conclude upon the reaſonof their com- 
ing forth as aforeſaid. | 

 TheirRiſe andaſpiring to.Greatneſs , was after this 
manner 3 Adahomet the Perſian Sultan wreſting the Go- 
vernment 


: The 7 urkiſh Fhiſtorys d 
yernment from the Caliph or Succeſſor of Mahormer the 
tmpoſtor, or as they fallly called him:their Great Pro- 
phet, whoſe Erroneons Dottrine had infected all Af; 
Africk., and part of Enrope , to pro vide againſt the 
worſt {trengthned himſelf, and the better to do it; ſent 
to the Turkiſh Chief in 4-772 to furniſh him with a 
competent number of Men of War, who in compliance 
to the Sultans Command cauſed 3000 to March under 
the Leading of one of his chief Captains named Tan 
erolipix,by the help of which he overthrew the Caliph 
of Babylon, with an incredible Slaughter of his Army; 
ind being further minded to make an Expedition a- 
painſt the 1ndiars that bordered his Country , and 
knowing by Experience the great courage of the Turks, 


and their ſingular dexterity in Archery, he reſolved to 


tetain them for his futther Service; ſo that when they 
deſired to be conducted over the River Araxs, he not. 
only refuſed to permit it , but alfo threatned them, if 
they offered to make any further mention of their de- 
parture , which Indignity caufed them to take the op- 
portunity of withdrawing themſelves into the Defart 
of Caranonitis, and-there like Out-laws to live upon 
Spoil;the News ofwhich no ſooner reached the Sulran's 
ear, but he commanded ten of his Captains to March 
againſt Tangrohipix with ah Army of 20000 choice 
Soldiers compoſed of divers Nations, which Incamp- 
ing by the border of a Forreſt , wherein the Turkiſh 
Captain reſided with his Forces, they were in the dead 
of the night ſet upon and put to flight with great 
Slaughter ; fo that the Turks furniſhing themſelves 
with the Spoyls of the ſlain appeared-more boldly in 
the Field, and were in a ſhort time increaſed to 50000 
fighting men by ſuch Outlaws and other Villains, as 
upon bhte bruit of their Succels reſorted to 'um, whick 
cauſed Mahomet, how jealons of his other Subjects re- 
volt to raiſe a great Army and toadvance againſt Taz- 
he B 2 grohptz; 
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grolipix. Firſt,having put out the Eyes of thoſe Cap. | 


tains overthrown in the fight, and threatned to dif. 
grace the Souldiers that eſcaped the ſlaughter by at. 
tiring them in Womans Apparel, which atterward re. 
dounded to hisloſs by cauſing them to avoid future pu. 
niſhment to fly to his Enemy. In fine, both Armies met 
on the great Plain before the City 1ſpahar in Perſia, 
and began a dreadful Battle, which with great Slaugh- 
ter laſted till Sultan dahomer fell from his Horſe, and 
broak his neck, at what time both Armies ceaſed from 
fight, and by unanimous conſent choſe Tangrolipix Sul. 
tan of Perſia, and the Dominions appertaining to that 
farge Kingdom , who was no ſooner ſeated in his 
Throne, but he cauſed the Garriſons that kept the Paſ. 
ſage over Arax#s to be removed,and called m the Turks 
his Country-men then dwelling on the other ſide, and 
by degrees advanced them to all the chief Places of 
Truſt, depoling the Perſzarrs and Sarazens, the Ancient 
Inhabitants of thoſe Dominions ; but long he had not 
wielded his Scepter e'r he made War upon P:ſaſirss the 
Caliph of Babylon, and after ſundry Battles having ſlain 
him annexed his Kingdomto Perſza. 

This Succeſs firing him with adeſire toextend his 
Dominions wider, he ſent Ctlu-4uſes his Nephew to 
war on the Arabians, but thoſe People as dexterous in 
Archery as the Turks ſoon overthrew him with the 
ſlaughter of a great part of his Army , and therefore 
in his Return requeſted of Srephez the Greek Empe- 
rours Lievtenant in 4edia, that he might paſs through 
thoſe Territories into his own Country; but he not on- 
ly denied him paſlage, but oppoſed him with a power- 
ful Army , which was by the Tirks defeated, and the 
Lievtenant taken Priſoner : After which the Sultan in 
Perſon made an Expedition againſt the Arabians, 


thinking to revenge the late diſgrace, but procured a 


greater for himſelf , was likewiſe overthrown , which 
cauſed 
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| eanſed him to bend his Forces to the Conqueſt of Media» 


to effect which he ſent his Brother Afar, but in the 


*B mean while his Nephew fearing his diſpleaſure for 
*F difobeying his Command fled, and gathering to him a 
"| ftrong Power,ſeizedon Paſar a ſtrong City of Choraſ- 
| mjans, yet the Expedition was not thereby obſtruCted ; 


but his Army had ſcarce entred the Confines of Aedia 
before the Emperor's new Lievtenant gave Battle,and 
put the Twrks to flight following the Execution for ma- 


| ny mules. 


This defeat inraged the Sultan , and cauſed him to 
ſend an Army- double the number of the former under 


the CondnC&t of Humbramy-Alim his other Brother , 


who after ſix days Siege took Arzena Town rich in 
Merchandize, but the Lievtenant having joyned his 
Forces with thoſe of Liperares Governour of Jberia, 
who came to his Aſſiſtance, the Battle was joyned, 
which continued bloody and doubtful for the ſpace of 
four hours, at the end of which the Victory fell to the 
Chriſtians, who followed the Execution till Night put 
anend to it, yet LZiperates fighting valiantly was taken 
and carried into Perſia, for whoſe Ranſom the Empe- 
ror ſent great Preſents ; but the Sultan out of a ge- 
nerous bravery ſent him home Ranſom-free , only ad- 
moniſhing never to bear Arms againſt him more, and 
with him ſent Seripþh a Mahumetan Prieſt as his Ambai- 
ſador,to demand of the Emperor that he would become 
Tributary to the Sultan, and that thereby an Eternal 
Peace might iſſue, which the-Emperor rejected with 
juſt diſdain. Whereupon the Sultan invaded the Romar 
Provinces with great Forces, but underſtanding upon 
his approaching Ceſarea that the Emperor's Army was 
upon the March, reſolving to give him Battle, and that 
if he ſhould be overthrown there was little hopes of 
retreating by reaſon he had left ſo many Enemies at 
his back, he returned into 4fdja and laid Siege to the 
B 3 ſtrong 
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#Trong City of A4urizichiert , furiouſly ailaulting it 
ox. thirty days without intermiſſion ; but after the lok 


'of Alcan his chief Captain, and 20000 Turks and Perf 


fians he in great perplexity raiſed the Siege, and vPan 
his return being diſpleafed with his Brother Habratim. 
Alm , he fled by Night and joyned ſuch Forces as he 


could raiſe with Cuplu Muſes , againſt whom the Sultan} 


warched, and overthrowing them in plain Battle took 
Habraim Priſoner., and immediatly commanded his 
head to be ſtruck off, when in themean while Cutly 

{:{es, and his Couſin Aelech fled into Armenia with 
the remainder of the broken Army, and from thence 
ſent Ambaſſedors ta the Greek Emperor to take them 
into protectiqn, but the Snlitan following them clok 
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with his Army, they removed from thenceand fled in-l 


£0 Arabia, upon which the Sultan leaving the purſuit, 


turned; his Army upon Jberia and waſted the Country 


with fire and ſword in many places; but upon the ap- 
proach of Acaluthy the Emperor's Lievtenant he re. 
Lired to Taurzs , leaving behind him one Sarnich with 
3200 Turks to infelt the Imperial Territories. At 
which time the Emperor ConStantizs died, leaving his 
Empreſs and three Children, the former being obliged 
3 an Oath nat to marry, though afterwards that Oath 
was diſpenſed with by the Patriarch , and ſhe married 
£0 one Dogines wham ſhe pardoned as the Sentence of 
death was abont to paſs upon him for conſpiracy to 
dijmember, che Empire : So that he being proclaimed 
Emperor , advanced with an Army againſt the Turks 
palling over into Aſia, where they were waſting the 
Provinces with fire and ſword, upon whoſeapproach 
the Sultan doubting the Evenc , ſent one part of his 
Army into the Soyth,and the other into the North, the 
fatter ſurpriiing upan its arrival new Ce/area, and fa 
iaded with rich Booties departed, uponnotice of which 
the Emperor purſued them, and after a ſharp Incounter 
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| put them to flight , recovering the Booty and Priſo- 
elokf ners, at which time the City of Herapolis was ſurren- 
| Per, dred to him, and many other Cities which the Turks 
vpaſ had taken ; and then dividing his Army , paſt on with 
rain one part of it to Syria, and left the other part to de- 
as heff fend the new Conqueſt, which in his abſence was over- 
altanſ thrown by the Turks, upon News of which the Gover- 
took nour of Aleppo revolted from him. But whilſt the Turks 
1 his ſuppoſed they had him ina Toil, he without any noiſe 
Cath fell in with their Army and put them to flight, making 
with} great ſlaughterof ſuch as fled, and then receiving the 
ence} Homage of the ſeveral Countries he paſled through, he 
hem came to Alexandria in Clicia, and there quartered his 
lokf} Army, and ſo returned to Conftantinople.

Turks that were abroad ravaging the Country about 
ap. new Caſaria,and after having repreſled them paſſed on 
re tothe River Ewpbrares,where leaving part of his Army 
ith} with his Lievtenant for ſecuring the Frontires , he re- 
At tired into Capaaccia; but in hisablſence his Lievtenant 
his} was routed by the Turkiſh Army which the Emperor 
ved Þ nnderſtanding at Sabe#ia, he ſent the Governour of 
ath | Antioch with part of his Army to oppoſe them at 4op- 
ied /pheitia , but they before were broken by the Arment- 
of | #:5,whohad took from them the rich Booties they had 
toſl acquired by the Sacksof many Cities. 
ed And thus this Emperour continued to defend the 
hs Roman Provinces with great Succeſs againſt the power- 
he ful Forces of a furious Adverſary all the Reign of 
ch| Langrobpix the firſt Turkiſh Sultan of Perſia. 
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The Reign and Memorable Atchievements of Ax. 
an the fecond Turkiſh King or Sultaz of Perlia, 
The Diviſion of the Turkiſh Monarcby, and the 
Expedition of the Chriſtians unto the Holy 
Land, in order to regain it from the Turks. 


T Angrolipix being dead , his Son Axan was choſen 
by the general Conſent of the Souldiery, Sultan 
In his ſtead, who ſent his Ambaſſadors immediately up- 
en his Election to the Emperor Dzogenes to conclude a 
| Peace, but ſome of his Counſellers perſwaded him that 
thereby the 7»rkonly ſought togain time till he could 
Increaſe his Army, inſomuch that the Treaty broke off 
abruptly, though in an ill time, for the Emperor had 
ſent away part of his Army, yet was he ſpurred on to 
Ingage the Twrks by ſuch of his Predeceſſors Relations 
as envied his Greatneſs, and after Battle joyned, the 
Turks retiring, the Emperor ſuppoſed they did it to 
fetch a Compals, in order to ſurprize his Camp, and 
thereupon himſelf cauſed a Retreat to be ſounded , 
. Which Fohn Ducas his Predeceſlor's Brother and his 
Ceſar, under whoſe command a great part of the Ar- 
My was, perceiving, laid hold of that opportunity to 
ruln the Emperor by, turned Tail and commanded a 
. Retreat to be ſounded, which created ſo general a fear 
in the Army , that they fled in all Parts, the Emperar 
not being able to ſtay their flight, which unexpected 
advantage the Sultan perceiving,charged with fury up- 
on the Chriſtians ; ſo that the Emperor fighting with 
a brave reſolutionamongſt the thickeſt Squadrons, was 
at laſt taken Priſoner , together with ſeveral of his 

| | great 
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great Commanders after ſeveral wounds received, yet 
comforted by the Sultan, and within a while honou- 


rably diſmiſs'd, when during the time of his Captivity 
John Ducas his Ceſar, Pſellus one of the Senators, and 


"Bother of the FaCtion had thruſt the Empreſs into a 


Monaſtery , and proclaimed Afichael Ducas her Eldeſt 
Son Emperor, and when they heard that the Emperor 
Diogenes was at. liberty, they ſent out Letters to the 
Lievtenants of the Provinces to apprehend him. which 
made him gather a great Power, but being diſcomfitted 
by Andronicus the Eldeſt Son of John Ducas, he was 
forced to reſign his Claim to the Empire 3 nor were 
his Enemies content with that, but afterward put out 
his eyes in ſuch ſort that he died miſerably. To re- 
renge which by reaſon of a perpetual League made at 
his diſmiſſion, the Sultan with great Forces invaded 
the Roman Provinces, whereupon ſeveral Battels were 
fought with various Succeſs; in which the Ceſar and 
Roſelins the Emperor's Lievtenant were taken , but 
both ranſomed, the farmer by the Emperor, the latter 
by his Wife. 

The Aﬀairs between the Empire and Sultan of Per- 
ſia being at this paſs gave Cuthu uſes opportunity to 
ſtrengthen himſelf, infomuch that reſolving to caſt a 
Hazard for the Perſian Dominion , he drew his Army 
into the Field , near the City of Eres , to encounter 
which the Sultan likewiſe drew forth his ; but (faral 
to Chriſtendom) juſt as they were about to give Bat- 
tel,, the Caliph of Babylon , who as Prieſt of Mahomet, 


was held in great Eſteem amongſt the Ihfidels, came 


running between either Army, and conjured them not 
to weaken the Religion of their great Prophet by 
ſhedding each others blood , but rather ſtand to his a- 
ward;zthe which they having conſented to do, he inſtant- 
ly decreed that the Sultan ſhould quietly enjoy what 
ever he poſſeſſed, and that his Couzen aided by _ 
ſhoul 
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ſhould poſſeſs in .himſelf and Poſterity whatſoeve 
ſhould. thenceforward be gained from the Chriſtian 
upon which the Chriſtians were on all ſides invaded hy 
the Turks and Sarazers, their own Diviſions in may 
Parts rendring them eaſie to be ſubdued : So that th 
Turkiſh Empire ſpreading wide , the Chriſtians wen, 
Erievonfly opprelled , eſpecially in the Holy Land 
wiuch cauſed them to tend a Letter filled with Lamer 
tations, by one Perer a Hermit to Pope Urbar the Se 
cond, who taking their ſufferings into confideratior 
called a Council at Charemont in France, at which wer: 
preſent upwards of three hundred Biſhops, beſides { 
veral Princes; when to ſtir them up, he cauſed the Pa 
triarch of Feruſalem's Letter, and other Letters to he 
publickly read; as likewiſe ordered the Hermit to re 
late the deplorable ſtate of the Chriſtians, ſuffering un 
der the cruelty of the Infidels, which with ſuch Elo 
quence and feeling commileration he delivered, that it 
moved the hearts of all preſent ; nor was the Pope 
himſelf wanting to exhort them to ſtir up the Chrilti- 
an Princes toundertakea War for the deliverance « 
the Eaſtern Chriſtians, which was fo effeCtually orde- 
red, that within a ſhort time an Army of 300000 mer 
were raiſed, wearing on their breaſts red Croſles, u 
der the Lead of Goafry of Bulloin, Duke of Lorras 
and his two Brothers Exſtace and Baldwin , Hugh the 
Freach King's Brother , Kaymond and Robert Earls ol 
Flanders, Robert Duke of Normanay, Son to the Co 
queror, Stephen Devalots, Farl of Charticrs, Ademar thi 
Pope's Legate, Biſhop of Poadie, with many other ho- 
nourable Princesand expert Warriours, who paſling 
through part of the Greek, Empire, with a Promik 
from Alexus the Emperor , that they ſhould be from 
time to time provided with neceſlaries,they paſled ove! 
the Zeliefpont with their Armies, covering the Shore 
of Afia to the great Terror of the Turks and — 
who

loevelyho notwithſtanding to oppoſe the Tempeſt of War, 
/i1anyhich from Earope threatned their overthrow 3 they 
Ezathered huge Forces ,' and falling upon part of Peter 
the Hermit's Army , which was too far advanced be= 
A fore the reſt of the Princes , and conſiſted of forty 
A thouſand men raiſed in the Territories of the Church, 
they cut them off , and cauſed him with the remainder 
to betake himſelf to Ciwire, a "Cown before abandoned 
by bk Tarks, where he ſtayed till the Arrival of Duke 
G0aj7'y. : 

This Loſs inſpired the Chriſtians with rage and de- 
fire of revenge. ſo far that they made a terrible de- 
ſtruction inall places, when n their Progreſs they had 
# notice that Cris Muſes the molt politick Prince of the 
Turks was dead, and had left large Dominions to his 
Son Solymarn, of the Proceedings during whoſe Reign 
[ſhall treat in the following Chapter.

ou vinces from the Chrj 7 A which were now left in the 
vg polleſlionof his Son Selyman. The Chriſtian Army re- 
cy folved to. recover them again if poſſible, and he as ob- 
"%g {tinately to defend what he had in poſſefion : So that 
3 gathering 
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zathering hu ge Forces with which he approach'd 1Vices 
where the Chriſtian Army lay in Leaguer, Amo 1099, 
and after on the Fifth of Faly took it, having ſpent fifty 
days in the Siege, but were well recompenſed by the 
Tich Booties they found init, and amongſt the reſt Sol. 
maz's Wife and two Children, which they ſent Prifo. 
ners to Conſtantinople ; yet the bad Succeſs put not a 
ſtop to the advancement of Solymar with the whole 
power of the leſſer A/ia,conſiſting of 60000 Horſe and 
Foot ; So that within a ſhort ſpace the Battle began 
with great fury on both ſides, the Chri/tiars eager to 
revenge their Fellows ſo lately flain, and the Turks to 
ſecure their Country, made horrible ſlaughter, but af- 
ter a long and obſtinate fight, where nothing but blood 
and ſlaughter appeared , nor nothing but cries and dy- 
ing groans to be heard, the Turks were put to flight; 
the Chriſtians following the Execution, ſo that 40000 
of them fell in the Batrel and purſuit. Though Sot- 
man fiying with the remainder of his broken Army, 
gaveout that himſelf had Vi&tory on his ſide, the leſs 
to diſmay his Subjects ; yet ſo far the Terror of the 
Chriſtians wrought, that the Jrfidels fled into fenced 
Cities, leaving the Villages deſolate z whereupon they 
beſieged Antioch, which with little difficulty they ſub- 

dned , being joyfully received by the Chriſtians there 
dwelling ; next Jconiumand Heraclea,two Cities of note 
ſarrendred upon Summons. Solymar ſtill fiying before 
the Victors, and duly ſending Letters to his Conzen 
Axan the Perſian Sultan for Aid z but he not being a- 
ble to ſupply him againſt ſuch powerful Opponents, 
the Chriſtians recovered all that had been torn from the 
Greek, Empire, the which according to their Contract 
made with the Emperor they reſtored, 

The Princes thus Victorious in Aſa, called a Coun- 
cil, in which it was decreed that an Oath ſhould be ad- 
miniſtred as well to the Princes Commanders as to the 
common 
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common Soldiers, that none ſhould return till they had 


'Iwon Fernſalem, which was joyfully embraced. 


And now the Turks perceiving they were no ways 
able to oppoſe the Chriſtians in open fight, endeavou- 
red to ſurpriſe and cut off as many as they might by 
Ambuſhment , and therefore ſent ſeveral ſtragling 
Troops to face Antioch, upon which the Flemzms fallied 


Jand followed hard till within the danger of the Am- 


buſh, where they had been —y loſt, had not the 
Citizens, who were Chriſtians, timely come into their 
aſſiſtance, and put the Turks to flight, and then the Ar- 
mies drawing forth, marched as far as the River Oron- 
tes before they met with any reſiſtance, but there the 
Turks had fortified the Bridge and Banks on the other 
fide, but being overwhelmed with ſhowers of Engliſh 
Arrows ſent from the Squadron commanded by Robert 
Duke of Normandy, they ſoon gave ground , and left 
the Paſſage open, and ſo the Princes paſſing the River, 
came to the other Azrioch in Syria, of which one Caſſia- 
24. was Governour ,, tothe Relief of which the Tarks 
came with an Army of 100000 Horſe and Foot , but 
were repulſed by the Chriſtians, and returned with 
20000 leſs than they brought ; ſo that the City on 
the third day of Fare, 1098. was ſecretly and contra-. 
ry to the knowledge of the Governour delivered by 
one Phirris to Prince Bohemund of Tarentum, who furi- 
ouſly entering a diſmal ſlaughter enſued, infomuch that 
the Streets rut with:blood. The Governour upon no- 
tice of what had hapned fled , but falling into the hand 
4 the Armenians that were expelled Jeruſalem, he was 
ain. 

The loſs of Antioch being made known to Corbanus 
the Perſian Sultan's Lievetenant,as helay before Edeſſa, 
he raiſed the Sige, and with all his Forces marched to- 
wards Antioch, reſolving to put allupon the Hazard of 
a Battle , againſt whom the Princes drew out their 
Strengths 
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Strengths, leaving the Earl of Tholons with a compe! 
tent number to ſecure the Ciry from a revolt , by rea 
fon the Trks ſtill held the Caſtle, andafter a long and 
donbtful fight overthrowing with ſuch incretible þ 
ſlaughter of his men , that all the Valleys were filled 
with blood and bodies of the ſlain , 100000 Zrrks bei 
ing adjudged to fall in that Battel, and not above 4000 
Chriſtians , and the next day they took 5000 Cammels 
with their lading , as alſo a new Caſtle built but the 
year before by the aforeſaid Lievtenant. And thus 
conquering they palled on taking ſeveral Cities of 
note till they came withinthe view of Fern/alem, upon 
fight of which they ſhouted ſo loud, that all the Coun- 
try reſounded with the joyful Acclamations, and with 
their hands and eyes extended towards Heaven , they 
called upon the name of Jeſus, and many in humility 
to the place where our Bleſſed Lord had ſo often 
preached his Goſpel , fell to the Ground and kiſſed it 
with great Aﬀection , making freſh Vows never td 
leave the City till they had delivered it from the Jfi- 
acls; but their ſtrength was much impaired by reaſon 
of a Peſtilence that had theAutumn before hapned in the 
Army ; yet ina Council of the Princes and chief Com- 
manders, it was reſolved that the Siege ſhould immediz 
ately be begun, and carried on withall the vigour ima- 
ginable. 

The Governour having notice of the Chriſtians aps 
proach, and what was intended, delayed not to prepare 
all things that might conduce to the making a ſtrenus 
ons defence; having a little hefore received a ſtrong re: 
cruit of able Soldiers, and a ſipply of all things necefs 
fary ; yet the Chriſtians after having got what 
| knowledge they could of the ſtate of Aﬀairs within 
the City, ſat down before it on the North,for towards 
the Eaft andthe Weſt the broken Rocks and ſhattered 
Hills render it very incommodious: Next the Wall 
incamped 
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Eacamped Goedfry Duke of Lorrain with his Germans 
$:nd Loratiners, near unto him on the right pitched their 


Tents Roberr Duke of Normandy, and the Earl of 


Flanders, before the Weſt Gate lay incamped Tarcreed, 


and the Earl of Thalozs, Bohemund and Baldwin being 


abſent ,, the one remaining King at .Aztioch, and the 0- 


ther Governour of Edaſſa. 
The Chriſtians having refreſhed themſelves, it was 
concluded amongſt the Princes, that the fifth day the 


Aſſault ſhould be given , which accordingly was done 


with ſuch bravery, that the Twrks were beaten from 
their Defences and miſerably ſlaughtered by the ſhot 


:Wof the Archers ; but they wanting ſcaling Ladders, 


and the weather being exceeding hot , the retreat was 
ſounded, but being deſirous of - nothing more than 


E winning the City, five days after they gave it another 


fierce Aſſault , which made the Walls to tremble , no- 
thing that Policy or Valour could afford being wanting 
on the part of the Chriſtians , but ſcarcity of Water 
aflicting them with drought, and the exceſſive heat of 
the Weather fruſtrated this ſecond Attempt ; for the 
Enemy had either ſtopped up or poyſoned all the 
Wells about the City, unleſs that of Siloe, whoſe Wa- 
ter had worked out the Poiſon;and was become whole- 
ſome , but that yielded not half enough to ſuffice the 
Army. 

During the time that the Chriſtians beſieged Fernſa- 
en, a Fleet of Genoeſes arrived at Joppa ,, where haviug 
notice that a far greater Fleet of the Egyptian Sultans 
lay at Aſcalon with an intent to relieve the beſieged, 
they after having taken out all things neceſſary, ſunk 
their Gallies , and marched over land to the Camp, 
where they became very ſerviceable in making Engines 
tor Aſſault, and moving Towers covered with raw 
Hides to prevent their being fired, one of which they 
&t to the Walls, and from it greatly annoyed the be- 
ieged, 
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ſieged , which they perceiving prepared to ſt it of 
fire, but the wind favouring the Chri/tzans , drove iff 
fall in the beſiegers face , inſomuch that the Dukeofl 
Lorrain with his German Foot getting upon the Engin 
beat the Turks and Sarazens from the Wall with grealf 
ſlaughter, and leaping thereon fixed his Standard, keey 
ing his Gronnd, though the Enemies ſhot flew as thick 
as Hail, which venturous Attempt ſo encouraged the 
reſt of the Princes , that they preſſed on with great 
fury , inſomuch thata terrible ſlaughter enſued , the 
Souldiers in their rage ſparing neither Man , Woman, 
nor Child , which made the moſt couragious of the 
Turks, Sarazens, and Fews retire to Solomon's Temple; 
in the Entrance whereof they maintain'da bloody ant 
obſtinate fight , ſpreading all the Pavement with the 
_ bodies of the ſlain, and bedewing it with ſtreams of 
| blood, and ſo eager were the Chriſtians to charge the 
Tifidels, that they for haſte thruſt one another upon 
the Enemies Weapons ; yet after great ſlaughter they 
gave back and betook them to the Vaults on the top 
of the Temple, from whence they defended themſelves 
till the fury of the Chriſtians was over, and a Trumpet 
ſounded to give Quarter , upon which they yielded, 
and had their Lives ſpared. 

Thus was the Famous City of Feruſalem retaken by 
the Chriſtians in 30 days, 410 1099. after it had re- 
mained in the hands of the, barbarous /zfidels for the 
ſpace of 409 years, and ſo great was the joy conceived 
by the Chriſtians, who inhabited it, and had ſuffered NI: 
miſerable Perſecution under the Turks , that they 
embraced the Souldiers, weeping for gladneſs, and 
every where linging praiſes for their deliverance. 

Things being at this paſs, 'the Princes conſulted a- 
moneg(lt themſelves whom to canftitute King of the 
Holy City, and after ſome deliberation thought none 


fitter than the valiant Duke of - Normandy , but he 
| hearing 
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hearing of his Brothers-death declined it,as deſirous to 
return and take poſſeſſion of his Kingdom of Emgland, 
but at his return foundir polleſled by his younger Bro- 
ther Henry, who not only deprived him of his King- 
dom, but ſoon after of his Dutchy of \Vormanay : And 
finally of his life, by putting out his eyes, which many 
held as a Judgment for his refuling the Scepter of Je- 
ruſalem. 

Upon the Duke's declining,the Princes unanimouſly.

 Wvanced. and gave them battle with ſo fearful an over= 
bo throw that all the Field and Plains for the ſpace of 
ten miles were covered with the bodies of the flain, 
po and then paſſing on won many famous Cities, every 
Enhere putting the Infidels to the rout, but not long at- 
ter a great Mortality happening , the Heroick Gogjry 
King of Feruſalem died, and was intetred inthe Church 
of the Sepulcher of our Saviour on Mount Calvery :. 
And Baldwin Count of Edzfja his Brother ſucceeded 
him, who with many Victories and:Cities taken , much 
marged the Territories of Feruſalem; but hefieging, 
the City of Prolemars , he was in a Skirmiſh with thoſe 
Tiwrks wounded,yct took the City,and lived many years 
4s ater, but the wound being 2s was ſuppoſed given with 
wo Impoyſoned weapon , and not pertedtly cured, he 
lied thereof in the ejzhteenth year of his Reign,and 
was moſt favourably buried by his Brother, his Sepul- 
Cer remaining yet vitible, bo. Arte 
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After him ſucceeded his Couzen Baldwin Brugenſes, 
againſt whom the Caliphof Egypt aided by the King of 
Damaſco, and the Twrks came with a great Army , but 
they returned without effeCting any thing ; yet not 
long after Gazi the greateſt Prince of the Turks in 


the leſſer Aſia, aided by the King of Damaſco, and De. 


bers King of Arabia came againſt Antioch with a great 
power , and incamped at Aleppo, againſt whom Roger 
Prince of Arroch advanced without ſtaying tor King 
Baldwin, who was on his march with a great Ar- 
my , and unadviſedly joyning battel , his Army was 
overthrown, and himſelf ſlain ; but King Baldwin 
coming upon the Turks grown ſecure by reaſon of 
their new acquired Vittory, put them to the rout 
far and near, filling all the Plains with the bodies of 
the ſlain; but within a while after, encountring with 
Balac General of the Perſian Sultan's Army , he was 
caken priſoner, and his Army overthrown ; but after 
eighteen Months impriſonment , for the Ranſom of 
t00000 Ducats ſet at liberty , and afterwards ob- 
tained many lignal Victories over the rfidels ; andin 
his Reign was ſetled the order of the Knights Tem- 
plers, ugh Paganws being the firſt great Maſter of 
that Order ; but King Balawin the Second being tired 
and diſordered with the many battels, and having re- 
ceived many wounds , after he had married Aarga- 
ret his Eldeſt Daughter to Foxlk. Duke of Trim, Arjoy 
and Afayn, fell ſick in the thirteenth year of his Reign, 
Anno 1131. and conſtituting his Son in Law to ſucceed 
him, gave up the Ghoſt, and was buried in the Temple 
upon Mount Calvery near his Predeceſlors. 

After the death of Baldwin Fonlk was crowned Kin! 
of Jeruſalem,viz.on the Sixth of September, Anno 1131, 
by W:liam the Patriark ; but the Devil envying tit 
Fpreading of the Chriſtian Religion , endeavoured to 
flir up Diviſion amongſt the Chriſtzays , in the begit-

ning of this King's Reign;for Pontizs Count of Tripolis 
by force of Arms endeavoured to rend the City and 
Territories of Anr10ch from the Kingdom of Feruſalem, 
and Hugh Count of Joppa being highly concerned in 
the Treaſon for fear of puniſhment joyned with the 
Sarazens that held the ſtrong City of Aſcalon, but God 
prevented the miſchief that thereby might have enſued, 
by taking the former away by the Sword of the Turks, 
and the latter being driven out of Aſcalor, died in Ex- 
tle, the very Heathens abhorring a Traytor. 

Thefe ſtirs were no fooner over, but the Turks inva- 
ded Antioch with a powerful Army ; but the King 
coming ſuddainly upon them , put them to flight with 
much ſlaughter , and got in the plundring of their 
Camp great Riches. | 

After which John the Greek, Eniperor raiſed a great 
power to ſeize upon Antioch, pretending ita part of 
his Empire ; but the Kings of Exrope interpoſing , he 
was content 1t ſhould be holden by the preſent Prince 
the Earl of Poor, he paying him Homage for his 
Principality ; but being a'man of a reſtleſs Spirit, he 
foon after came again with a powerful Army, thinking 
to have admittance into the City, and ſo to ſurprize it, 
but found his expeCtations fruſtrate, for the Citizens 
would not admir him to enter, unleſs with ſome few. 0: 
his Followers, in revenge of which he cauſed the Sub- 
urbs to be ſacked, and fo returned into C:hcia, where 
hariting a Boar, whilit the furions Beaft preiled on ti:2 
Spear the Emperor held againſt him, the Emperor's 
hand preſſed upon the point of a poy ionous Arrow he 
had in his Quiver,which entring the fleſh, che force of :5e 
poyſon was ſuch,;that in great-pain he ſhortly died,upon 
which Emanzel Elexs his Son was chotert in his ſtead; 

Jeruſalem by this means being 2t peace, the King, 
Queen, and many great Commanders went withont the 
Walls to take the Air , when there chaxced a Hare -

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be ſtarted, after which the King and thoſe that accom. 


panied him rid, and he forcing his Horſe he fell : $ 
that the King's head fell under him, of which mortal 
bruiſe he in three days dyed in great torment, v1z. on 
the thirteenth of November, Anno 1142. and was by. 
ried by his Predeceſſors, greatly lamented of all good 
Chriſtians, and after him ſucceeded Baldwin his Son, the 
third of that name, he being about thirteen years of 
Aze, and in his Reign came Corraae the Third, Empe- 
ror of Germany with a powerful Army to the Aſſiſtance 
of the Chriſtians in Syria, who by the way being opp 
{ed by the 7s at theRiver eander gave them batte 
and overthrew them with the {laughter of 30000 if 
the Enemy , {o that the River for many mules ra 
Þjocd, and then marching forward,without the lealt 
Impeachment, came to /conium, the Chief Seat of the 
7 ukiſh Kings 1n theleſler 4/72, which he beſieged ; but 
it being {trongly fortified and Want increafing, 1n the 
Camp a Mortality hap'ned which deſtroyed ſo many 
of the Souldiers, that the Emperor was forced to raik 
his Siege and 70 return home. The occaſion of thi 
Mortality was {aid to be occaſioned by eating of Meal, 
which the Grcek, Emperor upon their paſling through

his ſtead under the protection of the Empreſs, both of 
which were barbarouſly murdered by Androniews the 
deceaſed Emperor's Couzen, who proved ſo inhuman 
and unmercitul, that one Iſaac Angelins, whom he de 
ſizned to murther,. cauſed the Citizens to mutiny a- 
gainſt him , and put him to a ſhameful death himlelf, 
being afterwards choſeri Emperor in his ſtead; but he 
reigned not long, tor proving almolt as Tyranmcal as 
the former , he was depoſed, and his Brother Acx:u 
choſen to ſucceed him, who getting him into his power 
to make all ſafe, put ont his eyes, and thrulit him into a 


Monaſtery ; ſo that in theſe ſuddain alterations the

After the death of Baidnin » Americus his younger 
Brother was crowned King, onthe ſeventeenth day of 
February, Ano 1163. who was no ſooner ſetled in his 

'Throue, 
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Throne,but he warred upon Dargan the Egyptian Sul- 
tan for refuſing to pay him the accuitomed Tribute, 
and in a dreadful battel overthrew him , who to ſtay 
thepurſuit cut the Banks of Nilzs,and lay'd the Coun- 
try under water : But whilſt he was buſte in Egypr, 
Noridin the King of Damaſco making Inrodes upon 
the Chriſtians near Tripolis was fought with by Gulbere 
Lacy an engliſh man,then great Maſter of the Templars, 
and by him overthrown with the loſs of three parts of 
his Army ; but the next year laying Siege to Arethrſa, 
the Chriſtian Princes gathered their Forces to oppoſe 
him, who upon their approach raiſed his Siege and de- 
parted , and whilſt they eagerly purſued , he trained 
them into certain miry Fens, where turning upon them 
he overthrew their Army with incredible laughter, 
and the Captivity of all the Princes commanding, at- 
ter which Victory he again laying Siege to the City 
had it yielded to him ; but Almericis was more ſucceſs- 
ful in Egypt , for he ſo prevailed againſt the Trks and 
Sarazens , that they were obliged to purchaſe their 
Peace with the delivery of the City of Alex:ndriz, 
and moſt of the Priſoners taken by Noradin in the 
late overthrow; and within a ſhort while after the 7rrks 
infringing the Articles, he aided by the Knights Tem- 
plars, and other Chriſ#1azs lay'd Siege to Petrfniom which 
he after three days ſetting down before it, won and 
gave it to the great Maſter, and the Kngghts of the 
Urder.

| 2-0 goon and moſt of the Cities of Paleſtine being 
loſt, as aforeſaid, the Europear Potentates were nat 
alittle grieved, and to recover the ſame raiſed a mighty 
power ; and firſt that advanced was Frederick. the 
German Emperor, who ſetting forth from Yiemna paſle 
with a puiſlant Army through Hungary, Bulgaria, and 
 Thracia, and fo to Conſtantinople , where he paſled over 
into Aſia, and entring Lyconia gave the Turks a great 0- 
 verthrow,, after which he beſieged and took Icon 
giving the Spoyls thereof to his Soldiers; and from 
thence paſſing into Celicia in the Srraights, where the 
Greck Emperor ſome years before received his fatal 0- 
verthrow , he had a ſecond conflict with the Zark, 
whom he put to flight with great ſlaughter, and took 
the City of Philomela, and put the Inhabitants to the 
ſword, for executing his Meſlangers he ſent to treat 


with them about delivering it peaceably ; and then en- 


tring Armenia the leſs, he took the City of Aelirent, 
and {ubdued all the Territories round about, and there 
gave the Turks an other fearful overthrow, which Army 
was no ſooner vanquiſhed, bnt another not infertour to 
it appeared under the heading of Saphadine Salaam 
the Sultan's Son , which with an undaunted bravery he 
charged, and put to rout, with incredidle ſlaughter 
(but the joy of Victory was ſoon turned into Mourning) 
tor the good Emperor zealous for the Chriſtian Caule, 
following hard upon the flyers, his Horſe floundered in 
the River Salephte, and threw him out of the Saddle, 
with his right foot hanging in the Stirrup, after which

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manner,e'r he could be relieved, he was drag'd through 


the River, and hitting by the way on certain Stumps, 
ſo bruiſed , that when he was taken up, he was 
heard to ſay no more then, Lord recezve my Soul, &'r 
ke gave up the Ghoſt, in the ſeventieth year of his 
Age, and of his Reign 38.

the face, yet on they marched, and charging Dodequir 
Saladius , General, ſent to oppole their Paſlage, gave 
him a great overthrow, and had all the Cities ren- 
dred as they paſled, till they came to Prolomars, where 
the power of the Chriſtians in Syria were incamped, 
headed by Gzy late King of Feruſalem, who for a great 
Sum had obtained his Liberty. | 

Upon the Arrival of Frederick, the Chriſtians gave a 
fierce Aſſault to the City on all Parts, and had taken 
it by Storm, had not Saladire the Egyptian Sultan, 
who lay hovering aloof with his Army , fallen upon 


. | their Camp, and thereby in the hotteſt of the Atlault 


obliged them to draw off to defend the ſame, and 
having forced him toretire with the loſs of a few men, 
they returned again to the Siege, expecting the Arri- 
val of Richard the Firſt, King of England, and Philip 
the Second, King of France, who were upon their way 
with great Forces; but they wintering in the Iſle of 
Sicilia , the French King out of Envy to the Glory of 
the Enghſh, and an old grudge having been formerly a- 
bout King Richard's refuſing the French King's Sriter, 
and marrying the Daughter of the King of Navar, 
the French King not long after returned home , and 
| withdrew 
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withdrew his Army to the fruſtrating the whole deſign 


of recovering .Fernſalem; yer at preſent he diſltembled 
the matter, and looſing firſt -from the Port of 2eſina, 
arrived at Ptolomars , where the Chriſtians lay ftill in- 
camped,after whom King Richard ſhortly followed;but 
ſayling by Cypres, his Fleet was diſperſed by a Storm, 
and two of his Ships falling on ground on that Coaſt, 
the Iſlanders fpoyled them , and when the reſt of the 
Fleet put in there, they rudely withſtood their land- 
ing, which fo inraged King Richard, that he landing by 
force, ſeiſed the lland, and took the King thereof Pri- 
ſoner, and ſent him bound in Chains of Silver to 
SVr1A. 

The King having ſecured the Ifland to his uſe, dif- 
anchored and failed to Prolomars , where he was joy- 
fully received of the Chriſtian Princes, upon whoſe Ar- 
11val the City after a hot Aſſault , and a great breach 
in the Wall, was ſurrendred upon condition the Garri- 
fon might depart with ſafety , for which they were 
likewiſe to pay a great Ranſom to deliver the Holy 
Croſs they had in poſſeſſion, and a certain number of 
them t9 remain as Hoſtages, that the Salaazne ſhould 
teliver fuck Chriſtian Priſoners as he had in his power, 
whereupon the Germans of Auſtria entered firſt the 
breach. and acgvanced the Standard of their Duke up- 
en the Wail, as1if by their only valour the City had 
been gain'd , which ſo offended King Richard, that he 
cazied the Standard to be thrown down, and trampled 
on, which tndignity the Duke reſented ſo heinouſly, 
that ro the great hindrance of the Wars in Syrza, he re- 
turned with his Forces into Arſtria ; as likewiſe did 
the King of France with the greateſt part of his Army, 
under preteiice he did it for want of health in ſo hot a 
Clime , buz ::<eed ont of fecret Envy to King Rich- 
ard, 

Salagin ering of the leſning of the Chriſtian Ar- 
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my , and that there ftill remained amongſt them dif. 
content, refuſed to pay the money for the Ranſom of 
the Hoſtages , or deliver up the Chri&ian Priſoners ; 
but threatned that if any Extremity was uſed by the 
King cowards them, he would behead all the Chriſtian 
Prifoners, the which notwithſtanding the Hoſtages 
werenot hurt, he molt barbarouſly pertormed ; in re- 


turn whereof the King commanded 2500 of the Ho- 


ſtages to be executed in the ſight of the fidels Camp, 
and reſolved to give him battel, which he perceiving 
raiſed his Camp, and departed along the Sea Coaſt, 
ruining the ſtrong Towns, to prevent their falling into 
the hands of the Chriſtians, who leaving Prolomais 
ſtrongly fortified, followed cloſe at his heels, reſolving 
to beliege Feruſalem , whichhe perceiving, and taking 
fuch advantage as the time and place would afford, 
faced about : So that both Armies meeting about Noon, 
a dreadful conflift began, which continued with great 
flaughter , eſpecially on the part of the 7zrks, till Eve- 
ning : at what time the Victory fell to the Chriſtians, 
who had the Execution of the /zfidels for ſeven miles; 
but Winter coming on, they diipoſed of the Army till 
Spring , In the Towns that Sa/adine had ruinated , re- 
pairing and fortifying them ſtronger than before ; but 
when Spring came, upon muſt'ring the Army , they 
were found greatly decreaſed by diſeaſes and abſent- 
ing, and at the ſame time the King fonnd the Duke of 
Burgundja, under whoſe command the French King had 
left part of his Army, ſtill to croſs his purpoſe, as de- 
lirous to return home , having received ſich Orders 
privately from the King his Maſter, who was contra- 
ry tohis Oath taken at his departure warring upon the 
Normans, then King Richard's Subjects, and that others 
were of the like mind, found himſelf altogether too 
weak to beliege Jerrſalem, and hearing how the French 
king had incited his younger Brother 72h to take up- 
ON 
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on him the Government of the Kingdom of England 
fearing leſt while he was warring abroad, he might 
| looſe his Kingdom at home, he reſolved to make ſuch 
conditions with the Sultantain,as might be beſt for the 
advantage of the Chriſtians in Syria, and ſo imbarque 
for England, which the crafty zfidel underſtanding, 
and finding his power daily to decay, would hearken tg 


no other Propoſals, than that the Chri#7ans ſhould ſur. 


render all the Towns they had taken, Prolomar ex. 
cepted, and in conſideration thereof be ſuffered to live 
in Peace, which being concluded on, the King leaving 
" Count Henry of Champaigze his Lievetenant of Syria, 
imbarked with his fair Queen, who had accompanied 
him in his tedious Expedition; but by the way being 
ſeparated from the reſt of his Fleet, ſuffered wrack up- 
on the Coaſt of Fiſtria, and attempting with a ſmall 
retinue to walk over 4and in the Habit of a Templar, 
he was diſcovered, and by the command of the Duke 
of Auſtria (in whoſe Territories , and whom he had 
Ciſgraced at the Siege of Prolomar, by throwing down 
his Standard) taken Priſoner , and by him ſold to the 
Emperor Hczry for 40000 pounds, who kept him pri- 
ſoner a year and three months, and then received for 
his Ranſom 150000 pounds. But the Ship that the 
Queen and her Ladies were in, arrived ſafe in Erg- 
land. ; 

Soon after the King's delivery, news came that Sala- 
dine the great Sultan was dead, which cauſed the Prin- 
ces of Germany, animated by Pope Celeſtines, to under- 
- take a third Voyage for the Recovery of Feruſalem. 

— The Dukes of Saxozy and Auſtria commanding in 
Chief, and with them went many Biſhops, who upon 
their Arrival joyned with the Chriſtians they found 
there, and repaired Joppa, the which whillt they were 
doing, the 7:7%kzſh Army approached, whereupon they 
drew Out, 2d 18 pitched battle overthrew them, but 

. to 
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to the Loſs of their two Generals, the former dying 
within four days after the Victory of a Fever, and the 
latter of the Wounds he had received. And in fine, news 
coming that Henry the Emperour was dead,molt of the 
chief Captains returned home, in hopes to be elected 
Emperour. After which the Turks took Foppa and 
put all they found in it to the Sword, bur at the inſtance 
of Pope 1nrocent the third, Philip the French King 
ſent 5000 Souldiers, under the leading of $7707 Count 
of ont-ferat to joyn the Chriſtians, by whoſe good 
conduct things were ſo ordered that they procured to 
live at peace in Tyre and Prolomars, where I ſhall leave 
them and return to the Leſſer Aja, and relate by what 
means the Z7urks firſt Empire in Perfa was brought to 
nought.

marched to the Sultans Camp and dared him to battel, 
but he not willing to hazard his Kingdom upon a caſt; 
refuling, they aſlaulted him in his Lodging. In which 
daring Attempt, the Freach General was loſt with ma- 

ny more of note ; ſo that without ſucceſs they again 
returned to the Siepe : : Famine beginning to rage ex- 
treamly in the City, and ſoon after its attendant the 
Plague, of which ſuch a number died, that there 
were none left to defend it. So that the ChriS#ians en- 
tering, found all the Streets paved with the dead, 
70000 of the /nfidels having periſhed therein through 
obltinacy, who npon ſurrender might have had their 
Lives and Liberties. 

Thus this great City after a years Siege was taken, 
the Third of ZVoverber, 1221. After which the Popes Le- 
gate laying Claim to 1t in the behalf of his Maſter ; 
though at the beginning of the War the Pr] aces had 
concluded that all the Cities and T on rs £4K23, ſhould

overilowed their "On 1111, TIY! LFOPi2 it 10; 37d With Wa- 
ters,of a ProGigions de -pth: 30 Mat many Peryned there- 
il, 
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in, and at laſt were obliged to re-deliver Damata for 

their Ranſom, and {1o the Sultan relieving them with 
ſuch neceſlaries as they wanted, canſed them to 
be Conducted out of Egypr : Whereupon moſt of them 
returned into their own Country, having firſt conclud. 
ed a Peace for eight years with Coraaine, the Sultan of 
Damaſco, W hich Peace was by the /zfiacl inviolably ob- 
ierved. King John npon his return, at the inſtance of 
Honorers, gave his Daughter Y oland in Marriage, to 
F redrick.King of Sicilia, and with her the Title of Feru 
falem,from whence the ſucceedines derived their Titles, 
inſtiling themſelves Kings of Jeruſalem. 

And now Herr y the ſecond Emperor of Conſtanting- 
ple being dead, having Reigned eleven years and ſome 
odd days, Peter Count, of Auſſeres was made Emperor 
in his ſtead ; who in revenge to Injuries done to the Ve. 
wetians by T. eodorus, Aagelins Prince of Epirus beſieged 
him in Dir-rachinm; but upon his feigned Submiſſion a 
Peace was concluded, when the Emperor too much 
crediting the perjured Wretch, going into the City 
flenderly attended to an Entertainment, to which the 
Epirc had invited him, was by Ins Commandment 
{lain, 

Upon the News of this fad diſaſter, the Conſtantine 
politans eleted his Son Robert to ſucceed him, but he 
lived not long,, for having married a beautiful Lady 
before Contradted to a noble man of Burgundia, heil 
reveng2, 12 the Emperors abſence, with a reſolute 
Company broke into tine Pallace, and there ſeizing up 
on the Empreſs cat off her Noſe, and Ears; and after 
ward finding her Mother, who had been the cauſe ol 
the brea acin, of the aforcizig Con fract, threw ner int0 
the Sea, a EY into the V/ocds and Mountains, living 
as an out-law with The 10h of his Companions, whicl 
Cracity and ditgrace 1s {rived the Emperor, tht 
£01Ng mage. his return he died. After him 1 cy 
£ 
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ed his Son by the name of Ba!dwin the Second, being 
the fifth and laſt Emperor of the Latrins in Cor ſtanting- 


ple, For Laſcares of whom I have beforeſpoken after 


the overthrow he gave the Sultan mightily increaſing 
his Power, rigged a great many Slups and Stezed upon 
all the Iflands 3 in the [corium, and Egean Seas, Leſbos, 
Chios, Samos, Rhodes, &Cc. And by that means ren- 
dered himſelf ſo formidable that moſt Cities before 
in the poileſſion of the Lattins revolted to him, inſo- 
much that without any great reſiſtance he brought 
his Army to the Gates of Conſtantinople, and then 
dying left his Son John Ducas Batazes to fucceed him, 
wha proſecuting the War againſt the LZattins became 
more terrible then his Father, ſtrengthening himſelf 
bya Marriage between #clera daughter to Afar King 
of Bulgaria and his Son Theodore : And after that 
renewed the League with the Sultain of Icon, 
who was then buticd in Warring againſt the Tar- 
tars. 

During theic pailages, F rCArICR the German Empe- 
ror, with great torccs palled !7:y Syria, but by Rea- 
ſon he did not humble him%ir to Greogry the ninth ; 
the proud Prelate incited thereto . by his Strumpet, 
Fulminared againit hum with Excom munications,ſend- 
Ing his Letters to the Cirieiz7s, not to aid nor re- 
ceive him upon kis Arrival : but they did not regard 
the imperions Pope, for upen his Landing wi ;th his 


forces at Prolona;s, he botn Joytully + ard honoura- 
bly YCCCIVCU TIC POPC. iikewile le: a £9 S1:47242 
Aelzaine, not to come to any agreement with him, 
bit utterly to deſtroy, bur all felt out contrary to 
his Impious Gefire, for the Emperor _ tehtaved 
himſelf 10 bravely both in Vatlour and Condaet, that 
after Naving Even the Engmy GIVCLS OVCYENCOWS), 
that the Sultan fearing the ruii of bis Kinzdom was 
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Fernfalem, with all the Land of Paleſtine, together 
with the Reſpective Cities taken by the Sultan Sz 
dize, and all the Chriſtian Priſoners, in lieu of 2 
ten years Peace which was accorded, and the Empe- 
ror with his Army coming to the deſolate City of 
Feruſfalem, and there with great Solemnity on Eaſter 
Day Anno 1229 was Crowned King, and ſo havin 
fortifyed the City by repairing the Wall, and Garrj- 
foned NVazereth, Joppa, and other ſtrong Cities, and ap. 
pointed Reywold Duke of Bavaria his Lieutenant 
in Syria , he returned home, where the Pope had put 
his Subjects in an uproar, and Seized upon his King- 
dom ' of Naples, working him greater troubles then 
are \corenient to be here related , as not pertt- 
nent to this Hiſtory : only note that this was that 
Prederick, that marryed the King of Jeruſalem's Dangh- 
ter, and with her had the Title of King of Feruſa- 
tem ; which occaſioned his ſetting forward to take poſ- 
ſeſſion of that Kingdom. 

The Emperor was no ſooner returned, but to ſpight 
him, and break the ten Years Leagne, he ſent Lewis 
King of 1Vavar with a great Power into Syria to 
invade the * $:/r27s Dominions 3 but his Expedition 
was 10 ways proſperous, joyning Battle with the Sul 
tans Power, he and the reſt of the Chriſtians were 0- 
verthrown, which occationed the loſs of TJernfalem, 
ſoon after taken and rafed by the Twrks, all the Souls 
that were found therein being pat to the Sword, 
and with Impious and Sacrilegious hands demoliſhed 
the Sepulchre of our BleſIed Saviour which all 0- 
ther Nations had with a Sacred reverence forhorn to 
detace. 

The News of the great overthrow and the los of 
Feri{alem, coming to the Ears of the Ciriſtian Princes

of the Weit, greatly troabled them, but molt of all 


the Emperor and Lewis the Ninth King of France: 
| Inſomaci 
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Infomuch- that the latter gathering a great Power 
Anno 1248. ſet Sail and came to the Itle of Cypros and 
there wintered, by reaſon of the far advancement of 
the Seaſon,during which time herecetved an Emballador 


from the Maſter of the Templars, to inform him that 


there was no need of his coming by reaton the Sultan 
offered honourable terms, but the King underſtanding 
that it was a contrivance between them that the Tem- 
plars might have the greater power, {ent back to com- 
mand him under pain of fortetting his head that he 
ſhould receive no more Embaſladors from the Sultan, 
and Early in the Spring weighing Anchor within 
five or fix days fail he fell in withthe Coalt of Egypr,and 
with all his fleet failing up the River Nie came be- 
fore Damiata, to oppole whole landing the Governour 
with what forces he could draw ont {tood upon the 
banks, but in vain they reliſted, for the French-mer 
manning out their boats thruſt on ſhore anc put them to 
flight, leaving the Governour and 500 of their Compa- 
nions dead upon the Strand, and perceiving the Chrijt- 
1ans were Preparing to befiege the City the former 
Miſeries it had indured coming atreit into their 
mind, they in the dead of night let every man his houſe 
on fire and fted, which the Chriſtians perceiving they 
entered the City, and extinguiſhed the flames, faving 
ſo much as was poſlible, and there found abundance of 
Riches. 

The Sultan upon notice of the loſs of this ſtrong 
City was greatly dilmayed: Infomucithat he ſent to 
the French King to offer him ſeveral places in Paleſtine , 
never yet in the poſle{lion of the Chriſtians, but is 
offer was rejected and Atexanaria demanded by the 
Earl of Armas the Kings Erother. 

During theſe ſtirs elzaime the Sultan died, and his 
Brother Aeleſh-Salla or Melexal: Succeded him, with 
whom joyned the Sultan of Paafco, to oppoie the 
Cort ri AN 
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Chriſtians, and with his whole Power drew near tg 
Damiata, where the Chriſtian Army lay incamped ; 
who Sallying, out of their Trenches beat him back, but 
Sallying the next day, and following the Enemy to0 
far many of them were {lain, and the reſt were forced 
to retire. 

Long they were not incamped, before a private 
Mefienger came to the King trom the Governour of 
Cairo, to inform him that if he would draw near to 
the Walls of that great City, he would put it into 
his hands ; the ſaid Governour appearing to be much 
inclinable to the Chriſtinn Religion : Or, as ſome will 
have it, out of Revenge for the Death of his Brother 
tlain by the Sultans Command, Upon which the King 
aſſembled all his Power, and marched till he came to 
an Arm of QVitzs, with part of his Army, under the 
Command of his Brother Robert Earl of Artho!s pa- 
fiing at a Foard, diicomfted the Tarks, that defended 
the turther _ but contrzry to the advice or the 
renowned Earl, and the Maſter of the Templers tol- 
lowing the Chaſe e'r the other part of the Arniy ar- 

rived, he was incompaſlcd by the Sultans power, that 

lay in Ambuſh ; that not above £4wo Templers, one 
Hoſpitaler, and a common Souldicr eſcaped to tell 
the heavy News. 

This News was ſeconded, with that of the Impri- 
fonment of the Governour of Cairo; which altogethe 
diſappointed the King of his purpoſe. W herenpon he 
patled the River at the ſame board his Brother had 
done, and beheld the fad Spetacle of the mingled 
Carcaſles of the lain, each naving his He: ad and Hands 
cut off, the Sultan the better to incourage his Men, ha- 
32g promiſed rewards to {ich 25 conld bring them er 
elicr, but long he had not viewed them, before the 
S111tan came upon him witn all his Power,being near tel 
ro one ; and after a ſharp incounter overthrew him, 
Cutting 
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cutting the greateſt part of his Army in pieces, and a- 


mongit the ret the Flower of the French Nobility - 
The King and ſome few of the Nobility were taken 
Priſoners, and for their Ranfom delivered up the Ci. 
ty of Damiata, and payed 8000 pound in Gold, with 
a promiſe of a ten years Peace, but whillt the Sul- 
tan was accompanying him to Damata, two deſpe- 
rate Ruffians aſlaflinated him in the preſence of his No- 
bility, inſtigated thereto by one 1 urquiminus a Mama- 
lie or Slave, got himfelf proclaimed Suitan, renounc- 
ing the League that elech-Sala had made, and made 
another in his own Name, not much diterent from the 
former ; but performed-not above the half part, but in 
fine, after the ſurrender of Damiata , which the new 
Sultan cauſed to be raled, the King with all his Reti- 
nue were Conducted to Prolomars, and at the end of fix 
years, from his ſetting out failing from thence arriv- 
ed in his own Kingdom, having loſt 60000 of his Sub- 
jects in that expedition. | 

The Sultan being as aforeſaid Traiteronſly marther- 
ed, the Mzmalixzs or Slaves, bongit by the Snitans of 
divers Merchants, to 1erve them in their Wars : Pur 
an end to the T7xrk;/hþ Kingdom in Egypt, by depoſing 
all inch as bare Offices, or had places of truſt, advan- 
cing thoſe of their own . order, continually chooting 
ther Sultans from among{t themſelves, flonriſhing in 
great Renown for the ſpace of 257 years, at the end of 
whici: they were totally tubdned by Selymms the victo- 
rious Emperor of the Trks, viz. Ano 1517. andthe 
Kingdom of Egypt with all Syria, and the Land Palcſiize, 
a$ fey are at this day annexed to the 1 wkiſv Empire, 
as ſhall be in proceſs of this Hiſtory related. Whilit 
tneſe Aftions paſſed Fohn Drccas, Alias, Britazes Eyed, 
having Reigned ſucceſsfully for the ſpace of thirty 
three years, after whom {ucceeded Theodorrs his Son, 
who renewed the League his Father had made with tne 
FUDAPIES ; 
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Fathanites, the Turkiſh Sultan in the leſſer Aja, after 
which with a puiſſant Army, he pailed the Straight; 
of Helliſpont to appeaſe the troubles raiſed in Mace 
aonia, and Theſſalia by the King of Bulgaria his Fa- 
ther in Law, and the Deſpot of Thefſalia, during which 
one Michacl Palcologns a great Courtier fled to the Tur. 
kiſh Sultan, under pretence that he doubted his. Life, 
by reaſon of thoſe Enemies he had at Court, that in- 
veighed againit him ; and at' his coming to 1conmm, 
found the Sultan leavying an Army to oppoſe them that 
ſpoiled his Country, of whom he was kindly received, 
and the Greeks in his Service reduced under his Com- 
mand ; and ſo marching againſt the Enemy a dreadful 
Fight began, the 1zrks charging witn great Courage, 
putting the Right-wing to flight, and difordering their 
. main Battalion - So that Victory began- to declare her 
ſelf in favour of them, when one of the Sultans chief 
Commanders out of ſome former grudge,fell with the 
Squadron of Per{7an Horſe under his Command to the 
Enemy, and by that means turned the Scale of War, 


ſo that the 7urks,who even now were Conquerors fled 


for their Lives ; nor durlſt the Sultan ſtay in his own 
Country, but fled to Conſtantinople, where of the Em- 
peror he was kindly received, - and aided with what 
Force he could ſpare, under the leading of an experi- 
enced Captain, for which kindneſs he gave the Empe- 
ror the City of Zaodicea. 

Not long after this, was Palelogzs received into Fa- 
vour, and reſtored to his Dignity, upon his folemnly 
ſwearing to be true and Loyal to him and his Sons, 
which had not long been done, er the Emperor fell 
fick and dyed, Reigning only three years, and in his 
jtead was Crowned his Son Jo/z, a Child of fix years 
old, who was by the Emperors laſt Will bequeathed 
to the Tutorage of Arſcnizs the Patriarch, and George 
A21ala, the latter of which being of mean Birth, hav- 
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having raiſed for his Vertues,and good parts by the de- 
parted Emperor,which cauſed him tobe greatly envycd 
by the Courtiers-z whereupon he aſſembling together, 
defired to be rid of his Charge, but every one ſeem- 
ing unwilling to. undertake it, he 1till continued with 
much Integrity 3. but ſeveral having conſpired againſt 
him, of which Paleologus was Chief, they during the 
Obſequies of the. defunCt Emperor flew him, and ſe- 
veral that: they: ſuppoſed Favoured him, even at the 
Altar ; and in a ſhort time Paleologus uſurped the Ems 
ire, not 1n the leaſt regarding his former Oath. 

About this time 24argo, the great Cham of Tartar 
ſtirred thereto by Antonivs the Armenian King, of 
whom he had received the Chr:i5#ian Religion : Sent 
his Brother Zaaloz with a powerful Army againſt the 
Turks, and Sarazens in Syria, and the Land of Paleſtine, 
who in the ſpace of ſix Months over-runall Perſia, with 
the Countries adjoyning, and came at length into 
Syria, and took the great City Babylon at that time, 
commanded by the Caliph, putting all the Inhabitants 
to the Sword, inriching his Soldiers with the ſpoil, 
and paſſing from thence through Meſopotamia, took the 
City of Khoars, and there. being ſupplyed with fifty 
two Horſe and Foot entering Syria, he rafed Aleppo 
and other ſtrong Towns, and ſoon after won Damaſ- 
©; when as the Sultan with his Wite and Children 
came and fell before him,deſtring him to ſpare his Conn- 
try, but in vain, for he waſted all before him ; but be- 
ing about to paſs on:to Jeruſalem, News was brought 
him-of his Brothers death, upon which he returned 
home ; yet at his departure for the good Will he 
bore the Chriſtians, he left his Son Abiga with 20000 
Horle w aid them in Wars, but Ab:iga hearing of his 
Fathers Troubles about his Eſtabliſhment in the Em- 
pire, departed with 10000 of the 20000 leaving 
the reſt under the Command of Gurbeca a valiant Cap- 
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tain, who by ſome affronts put upon him by thill 
Chriftians became their mortal Enemy, yet letted ng 
give battle to the Sultans Army of ten times tg 
the number, and not being aided by the Chriſtians, wy 
overthrown , wherein himſelf fighting couragiouſy 
with greater part of his ſmall Army were ſlain ; an 
thereupon Antioch, and moſt of the Towns holden hy 
the Chriſtians, were taken by the Sultan Barnavcady, 
By this time the Tarrars warring in the leſſer Au 
had driven Fathanites out of all his Dominion, 
whereupon he fled to the Greek Emperor for aid, orRe. 
 "uge; but ingrateful as he was, not-regarding the Kind. 
neſs he had received at his Hands, when the fled from 
Theodorus the Emperor, he committed him Priſoner at 
largeto the City of en in Thrace, appointing ſeve. 
ral to watch him ſo narrowly that he ſhould not eſcape. 
When Paleologus had Reigned at Nice two years, 
he ſent Alexis Stregopulus againſt the Deſpot of Epi 
714 ;, who raiſed Tumults in the Weſt, this man in hi 
paſſage with a ſmall Army, by the Treachery of the 
Greeks dwelling in Conſtantinople, found means to ſurM 
Prize that City, and again annex It to the Greek, Em- 
pire: After it had been in the hands of the Latin 
fifty eight years, for which ſervice Alex triumphet 
in Purple Robes, wearing a Crown of Gold, con- 
manded that for one year following, his Name next to 
his ſhould be mentioned in all publick Prayer, Pſalm 
and Hymns. | 
But now the Son of Theodorins, whoſe Right this 
Emperor had uſurped, coming to years of Diſcretion, 
it bred much jealouſie in him, that leſt any diſcontent- 
ed Perſon eſpouſing his Quarrel , ſhould pluck the 
Crown from off his Head, and place it where t ought 
to reſt: Whereupon to render him unfit for Goverl- 
ment, he like a barbarous 'Wretch deprived him of hs 
ſight, which his Aunt Queen of Bulgaria, no _— yr 
erſtood, 
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derſtood, but with many Arguments ſtirred up het 
Husband, to make War upon the Uſarper; and at the 
fame time being ſolicited by the Sultan Farhanites to 
dliver him from his Confinement ; he with a great 
Power of Scythians, his own Subjects, entered the Em- 
pire, waſting all before him with Fire and Sword, ho- 
ping to ſurprize the Emperor in his return from his 
Expedition againlt the Deſpot of Servia ; but failing 
of him, he turned to e£zxs, and took thence the (Sultan 
the Citizens gladly delivering him to fave their Lives, 
and contenting himſelf with the ſpoil of Thracia, he 
paſſed over 1her, and returned into his own Country. 
Fathanites, the Sultan, being ſet at Liberty by the 
King of Bulgaria, for Grief of his great loſs dyed, 
not leaving any Dominions to his Children : Yet not 
long after Gazan the great Cham of Tarrary, as his 
Vaſſals, two of his Kinsmen of the Zelzuceian Family, 
viz, AMeſot and Rei-Crbades, they in acknowledgment 
thereof, paying him a yearly Tribute, placed them 
in part of his Dominions ; and thus fell the 7zrkiſ 


MM Empire in the leſſer A/#, being Rent in pieces by the_ 


Tartars, who afterward ſeized upon a great part of 
the Greek, Empire they and the Fugitive 7' wk toge- 
ther, poſſeſſing themſelves of the Countries from Pox- 
tus and Galatia, unto the Lycian and Carian Seas, and 

the River Emrymedon, » | = 
Anno 1270. King Lew of France, aided by He- 
ry the Third of Ezglazd and divers others reſolved; up- 
on a ſecond Expedition into the Holy-Zand the years 
Truce being exſpired, he ſet out from the Haven of 
Marſeilles, with a great Fleet of Ships, and coming be- 
fore Carthage, he found in the Port a great number of 
the Enemies Ships which he ſeized, and after fome 
light Skirmiſhes, with thoſe that kept the ſhoar, Land- 
ed his Men, and laid cloſe Siege tothe City, which after 
many deſperate , though unſucceſsful Sallies of the 
E 2 beſieged 
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befteged furrendered npon Condition to depart, 

Carthaze being won, the King laid Stege to {runs 
to relieve which the Ki g of Fez with a great Army 
of the A7o0rs came Pavrmng but was quickly forced to 
retire with 10090 leſs then he brou; ght ; but this Siege 
contimiing long, a mortal Peſtilence happen' d in the 
Army, the Kings youngeſt Son dyed, and in the end 
himſelf with many of his prime N obility, which great- 
ly incouraged the Aoors; but their joy laſted not long, 
tor ſoon after came thither Prince Edward, Henry 
the Third King of Emglands eldelt Son, with fi 1Xteen 
Ships fraught with Valiant Erncliſh Soldiers, as alſo the 
King of Cicilia, Navar, and 472509 with great Forces, 
upon which the Aoriſn Ring making many large 0- 
iters for Peacc, it was granted in the Name of all the 
Pri 1NCCS, ON Co1 adition that he ſhould pay a yearly Tri- 
bute of 40000 Crowns to the King of Sczcity, and to 
ſufter the Chriſtian Religion, freely to be Exerciſed 
thronghout his Dominions , in all its particulars; 
which Articles þ eing concluded on and ratified, though 
contrary to the mind of Prince Edward, they welgh- 
ed Anchor, and ſtood for the lile of Scicily, intending 
there to Winter, and the next Spring to pals into Sy- 
714: But. coming imto the Bay, the Princes were n0 
lDoner got on ſhoar, bur a terrible Storm aroſe, that 
moſt of the Fleet were broken to pieces, only of 
Prince Eaward's Fleet not one Ship periſhed in this 
wrack, a great part of the Mariners and Soldiers 
were drowned, and the Plague ſtill raging amongſt 
them in ſuch ſort, that the French Queen, the King of 
Navar, and divers others of great Rank dyed ; which 
{o diicouragd Philip the F rench King, that he returned 
into France. \without Attempting any 7 thing further, and 
with him all the reſt (Prince Edward his Engliſh ex- 
cepted) returned into their Reſpective Countries ; but 


the Prince kept on lus way till he arrived at Proloma- 
x P 5, 
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js, and was received by the Chriſtians with great joy» 
where having reſted himſelf for a while, and inquired 
into the nature of the Country, he with 6 or 7000 of 
his . Enzliſh, took Nazareth, axd upon his return c- 
yerthrew a great Army of Sarazezs, that ſuppoſed to 
have intrapped him, and at another time overthrew 
them with great Slaughter, near Cakyow, a Viilage a- 
bout 40 Miles from Prolomazs: And 1o ſuccesfull was 
he in all his undertakings, that the 7zfidcls extreamly 
dreaded him ; Infomuch that the Admiral of Joppa, 
feigned himſelf to be converted to the Christian Reli- 
gion, ſent one of his Servants to commune with the 
Prince, about diverſe Matters, who being admitted in 
Private, and ſeeming as if he would draw a letter 
out of his Boſom, with an Impoiſoned knife, ſuppoſed 
to have Stabbed the Prince into the Belly, but he being 
aware received the Wound on his Arm, and with his 
foot Struck the Villain down, and then wreſting from 
him the knife Stabbed him, during: which buſlle 
the Guards entered, and cut him in Pieces as he lay 
on the Ground. This Villain the Sultan fent to 
excuſe, Swearing by AZahomet it was not done with his 
privity, nor conſent, but however ſuch was the narure 
of the poiſon, that it was not cured without great 
uifficulty. 

The Prince having a long time in vain, expetted the 
coming of the other Chriſtian Princes, thought good 
toreturn,wihich accordingly hedid,having firſt conclud- 
ed a Peace with the Snliran, and ſhortly after his 
return, his Father Zcary dying, ne was Crowned King 
of Engelnzid, &C. 

Anno 1273, Rodiiph having been advanc'd by the 
Pope to the Germ: Empire, upon promiſe to paſs 
ro the Holy-lz2d,and not caring himielf for fo tedious 
aVoyagce, fent his Son Henry Þrince of Meceleourg, who 
arriving at Prolomais, with a great Power, waſted the 
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Territories of Damaſro with fire and Sword, taking 
many Towns, but at length being intercepted by the 
Aamalukes, he was taken Priſoner, and a great part 
of his Army flain, in which ſtate he with one Servant 
remained 26 years,no Ranſom being accepted for his de. 
liverance, at which tinea Runagado German,coming tg 
the Sultan, ſet him at Liberty, and ſent him, who upon 
his return, was not known to his neareſt Rela: 
tions, who ſuppoſed him long before filent in his 
Grave, and indeed he lived. not long after his 
returil. 

The Princes of the Weſt grawing weary of theſ 
tedious expeditions, the Irfidels thereby encouraged, 
under the leading of Alphix or Elpis their Sultan, raſed 
Tripolis, Sidon and Berythus,, putting molt of the Inhabi. 
fants to the Sword, the Chri/#iaxs having now nothing 
left but the ſtrong City Ptolomats;and yet they were at 
yariance amongſt themſelves, ſome for the Government 
of the City, and ſome for the title of King of Jerk 
ſalem: During the conteſt Sultan Araphins ſent his Son 
to beſiege Protomars, wha in vain aſlaulting it, many 
times made large offers, if he might have it delivered; 
but they as little prevailed, whereupon his Father 
being dead and himſelf choſen Sultan, he drew down 
before it x 5000 Harſe and Foot, aſſaulting it on every 
ſide, filling up the ditches with his Multitude, but the 
Chriſtians from the Wall, and by fſallying, killed 
many of the Infidels, that they were forced to retire to 
their trenches, yet in the Skirmiſh, Percr Grand Maſter 
of the Templars, being Shot with a Paiſon Arrow, 
died within three days, "and with him all the courage 
of the beſieged, for from that time, ſach as could make 
Their eſcape by Sea departed, ſo that the City being 
in the end left deſtitute of Defendants, was by the 
Sultan taken and raſed, all ſuch as were found therein, 
being put to the Sword, ſo that the Chriſtians were 

utterly 
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utterly rooted out of Syria, this being the laſt City 
which had remained in the hands of the Chriſtians for 
upwards of 100 years, and was loſt 470 1291, juſt 
192 years after the winning of Jeruſalem by Duke 
Goafry. 

And now the Chri##ian Princes deſpairing to recover 
what they had loſt,Caſſares the Tartarian Prince moved 
thereto by his Wite and her Father the King of Arme- 
21a, undertook the Enterprize, and with a powerfull 
Army entered Syria, walting all before him, when 
not far from the Mountain Aman, he met with 2el- 
ſenoſer, the Sultan of Egypr's Lievtenant, and put him 
to flight with the loſs of 40000 of his Souldiers, and 
drave him quite out of Syra, ſending Molais gne of his 
Captains to purſue him over the defart Sands, to the 


 Confines of Egypt; then taking in all the Cities'as he 


paſſed, and in the City of Hama lighting upon the 


Sultans treaſure, he divided it amongſt his Souldiers, 


and having fortified Fer»ſalem and Damaſco, he pur- 
poſed in the Spring to have paſſed into Egypr, and to 


. have deſtroyed the Country; but in the mean time, 


receiving news that great tumults were riſen in Perſa, 
his new acquired Empire, he with part of his Army 
departed to allay them, leaving Capcaps Governour 
of Damaſco, and his great Captain olais of Feruſalem, 
with order to ſend Embaſladors to' the Princes 
of the Welt; but they being Imbroyled amongſt them- 
ſelves, nothing could be obtained, ſo that no aids com- 
ing from the {artar, nor King of Armenia, the Towns 
were as eaſily recovered by the Ezyp:ian Sultan, as they 
had been taken from him by the Tartarian Cham. 
And thus taking my leave of Syriz for the preſent, 
[ ſhall return into the leſſer Aſia, where 1 fnd /eſoor 
and Rei-Cubades, the two Tributary Turk:/s, Princes 
dead, without doing a any thing worthy of note, of 
which the latter leit a Son named Aladmr, who likewiſe 
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paying Tribute, held joyntly the Kingdom, that werg 
betore poſleſſed by his Father and Uncle. This Ala. 
aine the laſt of the Selzuccian Family dying without 
iſſue, one Sahib his cimef Councellour and then a man 
of great Authority,aſpired unto the Kingdom, but being 
rien from a mean eſtate, he was highly envyed by the 
Nobility,they caſting off all reſpect from him,by force 
divided the Kingdom amongſt themſelves, every one 
ſerzing the Province he could beſt light on ; ſo that 
Sahib who was firlt in poſſeſſion, loſt all, no part re. 
maining as his Lot, fo that they turned 1t into a per- 
fect Anarchy, of which the greateſt ſhare fell to Cara 
man Aluſrus, who ſrongeit took Jconmm, with part 
of Cilicig, Lycaonia, Pamphilia, Caria, and Phrygia; and 
of him Ffeended the Caramanian Kings, who in the 
riſe of the Orhoman Empire, put the Turks {ſo often 
to the Foil: The next to him was Szruchan, who 
pofleſſed himſelf of the greateſt part of Lydia, and 
ſome other Countries adjoyning; 41roas, Phrygia, and 
part of AMyſia, fell to Calumns and his Son Caraſuvs, the 
remaining part of 4yſra, and part of Lyaia, was ſerzed 
by Aidin; part of Pontas, the Cities of Heraclea, Ponti- 
ca Caſtomona, Synope, and others near to the Eine Sea, 
and Conntry of Paphlagonie, fell into the hands of the 
Sons of Omer, or as the Greeks call them Amar, of 
whom the Country took not their names, as did the 
former of theſe that poſſeifed them, but is commonly 
called Boll, ſo named of the Acrropolis, as allo was 
Mendeſia, or as fame will have it Aerteria, a Country 
in the Leſſer 4/74. 

Theſe and divers others, wers the diviſions of the 
Traſh Empire in Perſia, and the Lefſer Aſia, which 
Azarchy cauled their Subjettion, and utter ſubverſion, 
as in the Succeeding part of this Hiſtory, will at large

_ During this confuſion amongſt the reſt of the great 
| Captains 
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Captains, there happened one Orhomar, of the Oguziar 
Family, who had beenraiſed froma low eſtate, by Sul- 
tan Aladine, yet by reaſon he was not of the Selzncciar 
Family, they made little account of him, not permit- 
ing him to ſhare with them in their divition, though 
by what juſtice is uncertain; all of them teared his 
riſing fortune, and ſtrove what in them lay » to hin- 
der, but in vain, for the Deſtinies ſo ordering it, he

4 arm Empires and Kingdoms have their Limitation 
from the Soveraign Creator and Diſpoſer of 
all things, it is undeniably evident, by the Sundry 
Mutations that have been in all Ages of the World, for 
nothing can be aſſured of long continuance, though 
never 10 great and powerful. How are the great Mo- 
narchues of the Perſrans, Medians, Babylonazns,Chaldeans, 
Komans, and the like, dwindled away into nothing, no 
more then a bare Relation, of their Names and Great- 
neſs remaining to teſtifie the mighty aCtions they 
performed, when at their becks were half three parts 
of Mankind. And indeed no leſs famous was the Turkiſh 
Empire in Per/ia, and the Leſſer -4fia, till broken and 
gimembred, by the violent intruſion of the Tarrars, a

Savage People burſting from the Frozen-North, to L 
the Terror and Subverſion of the greateſt part of 4;

During the time that the Tartars overwhelmed the x 
Turkiſb Dominions in Aſra,Solyman, of the Oguzian Fa. Wh 
mily, Reigning in the leſſer 4/ia; and ſeeing his Coun- Wl 
try-man the Sultan of Perſia, driven from all his Po- if; 
feſlions, thought it not ſafe for him, of far Inferior Kc 
force, to abide the Sorm ; but flying with ſuch People 1 
as would follow him, after long wandring, the Tem. lf 
peſt being near over, and he deliring to return home, ill 
as he was about to paſs the Danube, was carried away lf 1 
by the Stream, and drowned, leaving behind him four lf « 
Sons, viz. Sencur, Tceken, Fundogdrs, and Ertoerul, of ill ( 
ſome called Orthobules, who was the Father of Orhoman, 
This Ertogrul after the Death of his Father, having Il | 
notice that Alaaine the Sultan had again ſettled him- Wl | 
ſelf in the leſſer A/ra: Sent Meſlengers to him, to de- 
ſire him, that he and the reſt of his poor followers, Ih 
who were Herdſmen driving Flocks ſtill before them Ill 
as they travelled, might inhabit in ſome Corner of his Ill - 
Country. The Sultan not unmindful of the ſtate of © 
poor Exiles, it having fo lately been his own Caſe, 
appointed them a Village called Szguta, lying between 
the Caſtle Belezzezra, and Mount 1 molws inthe greater 
Phryzia;, during whoſe reſidence there with his ſmall 
Train, the Sultan had many Conflicts with the Zartars, 
whoſe Power by this time was in its Wain ; and being 
hard pur to it in one Battle near the ſaid Village, Errc- 
grul with four hundred of his Herdſmen unexpectedly 
came to his Aſſiſtance, and behaved himſelf ſo vyaliant= 
ly, that the Tarrars were put to flight, for which the 
Sultan honoured” him with a rich Cloak, and began 
highly to prize his Valour ; infomuch that he inlarged 

' his Territories, making him a petty Lord, wiuch 
| Lordſhip 
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Lordſhip with great Repute, he held during the Reign 
of the Sultan, doing many notable Services,as taking rhe 
Caſtle of Cara-Chiſar from the Chriſtians, who by their 
many Injuries had exaſperated the Sultan ; bur after 
the Sultans Death, thoſe that ſucceeded, being Tri- 
butaries to the Tartars, till ſuch time as the Kingdom 
was Anachiſed, he lived quietly at home; during which 
time many conceived great hopes of his younger 'Son 
Othoman,called by ſome Oſman Gazz,or Oſmanthe War- 
like, by reaſon of the great delight he had in Arms 
when he was a Child, and when grown up, to diſcourſe 
and Argue with the Commanders and Governours, of 
whom he had the general Eſteem of an aCtive Youth, 
deſigned for great Atchievements, as 1t afterward fell 
our. | 

One day Orhoman going to viſit the Governour of 
Edy-Chiſar, lately taken from the Chriſtians by his 
Father - He fell in Love by the way with a beautiful 
Damoſel, named Malharun, and ſent torequeſt her in 
Marriage, but ſhe ſeeming ſomething averſe, exculing 
her ſelf that ſhe was of too mean a Parentage, and not 
2 fitting Match for him, that was fo nobly deſcended ; he 
as ſhe conceived, deltgning rather to Debauch her, then 
make her his Wife ; but this modeſt repnlſe making 
him more and more deſire her, he in other Diſcourſes 
declared his Aﬀections to the aforeſaid Governour , 
who ſeeming little to take notice thereof, begun to be 
inflamed with the Love of the Damoſel nnteen, by 
the lively Deſcription Orhomar had given of her rare 
Perfection, which Orhomar well perceiving, and fearful 
that he ſhould inforce her to his Luſt, having great 
Power in that Country ; he ſent her Parents notice 
thereof, who tender of their Daughters Honour, ſent 
her away ſecretly, the which upon Knowledge it was 
done by Orhomans means,ſo inraged the Governour, that 
he vawed Revenge, and ſent after him a ſtrong Party 
LO 
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to ſeize him at the Caſtle of 1-Unzz, whither he 
knew he was gone, where being demanded of the Cap. 
tain of that Caſtle, after fre; Debate thoſe that kept 
it. reſolved todefend him ; but he not greatly truſting 
them (as knowing the Governours Power In thok 
parts) with ſeveral of his truſty Friends, he brok; 
through the Leagures, killing ſome, and diſperling the 
relt ; yet other Forces coming to their Aſſiſtance » They 
followed him into his Fathers Territories, where Is 
Danger was no ſooner known, but all the Youths Arm. 
ed, and ſetting upon the Governours Soldiers, they 
{lew many,took-ſome Priſoners,and put therelt to jlight; 
So that Orhoman began to be feared of ſuch as hated him, 
Ertogrul being ipent with Age and Inhrmity , crez 
ted by lying i in the Field, and watching in Camps, dyed 
n theninety third year of his Ag ge, Anno 1289, Having 
lince the Death of Solyzraz his Father, governed the Os 
2111 Family hity two years, who now being dead, the 
Heads of the Family atlembled to chuſe another Lord 
and thereupon they pitched upon Dimaer, Entograls 
Brother, but he by reaſon of his great Age refuſing 
the Honour ; they with one Conſent eleCted Orhoman, 
aluting hum by the Name of Beg or Lord, he being by 
this means become Lord of the ſame Family. The 
Herdſmen that fed their Flocks upon the Mountams 
coinplained to him, of ontrages done them 1n paſling 
and Oe ing by the Garriſon or Soldiers of the Caltl 
of Eineziol, they being thereto incited by their Captain, 
WItin Ws he being not a little grieved, ſent to the 
Capra of- Hezuga is Friend, another Caſtle not far 
diſtant from the former, to permit his my to ſhel- 
ter ard refrehh themſelves therem, Quring their pony 
and repalling to the Mountains, to which in Relati 
on to the 7 urkiſ 1 Women he Conſented, but not t9 
perm:t the Men for Fear of a jurprize- So that they 
went another way, avoidicg the former Caſtle, but 
O:homii 
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Othoman ſtill ſtudying Revenge for the Injuries done 
to his People; whereupon gathering what Force he 
could, he paſſed to the Mountains, in hopes to ſur-- 
prize it ; but the Captain having notice thereof came 
out to meet him, laying an Ambuſh in hopes to in- 
trap him, of which he being aware came not into it, 
but gave the Captain battle upon plain Ground ; and 
after ſome ſlaughter on both ſide put him to flight, 
and paſſing on took the Caſtle of Chalice not far from 
Einegiol by ſurprize, putting all he found therein to 
the Sword, of which outrage great Complaint was 
made to the Governour of Cara-Chiſar, and great 
Forces raiſed to apprehend him, and deitroy the Ogu- 
2ian Family, who as they ſaid coming not long be- 
fore, poor Herdimen and ſheltered out of Pity, be- 
gan to Uſurp over the righttul Inhabitants. 

Againſt theſe Preparations Orhomarn provided the 
beſt he could, and near to Mount mol, gave Battle 
to Calanus, Brother to the Governour of Cara-Chiſar, 
who overthrown in the Battle loſt his Brother 
Saragatine, and many other Friends; when ſhortly af- 
ter Sultan Alaarinme the laſt Sultan of 1commm under- 
ſtanding what had happened, and that Orhomar might 
ſtand him in ſtead againſt the Chriſtians, gave him the 
City of Palcopolss, with all the Territories thereunta 
belonging - So by this means he became of a poor 
Herdſman, a formidable Governour, when not un- 
mindful upon what Account ſuch a Favour was beſtow- 
et upon him, he entred into Conſultation with his 
Brother Fundus, how he might beſt get away, but he 
finding himſelf too weak, and by that means 
Conſidering he ſhould lay himſelf open to the Fury of 
the Tartar, he reſolved to make Peace with ſuch as 
would accord thereto, and wait his better Fortune 
tor, there wanted not ſome of the Selzaccian Family,that. 
greatly envied his Aſpiring, yet incouraged by the 
Sultan, 
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Sultan, he took the ſtrong Caſtle of Cara-Chi/ar thy 
reſidence . of his Enemy, and ſo ſettled his Afﬀairg, 
winning upon his People with kind Speeches and bouy. 
ty, that great numbers of the Turks daily reſorted 
to him. 

Now during the proſperous Proceedings of Othe. 
man, there happened a Quarrel between the two 
Chriſtian Captains of Belezuga, and Cupri-Chiſar, upon 
which the former doubting his ſtrength, and yet de. 
firous of Revenge ſolicited Orhoman for aid, who in 
lien of ſome kindnelles received, came to his Aſſiſtance 
with 100 Turks; by whoſe Valonr he overthrew hi 
Adverſary, took his Caſtle, and put him to the 
Sword, which ſo ſwelled the Captain with Pride that 
he gave Orthoman many rich Gifts, as likewiſe to his 
Soldiers ; but what vexed them more then the Gifts 
pleaſed them, he gave them his Hand to-kiſs; and a- 
bove all, Othomar who adviced with his Cozen Dunder 
his Uncles Son, what Revenge was belt to be taken, 
to humble the Captains infolence ; but ſeeming to 
diſſwade him from any ſach Attempt, and to be the 
Captains Friend,leſt he ſhould relate his Intentions, and 
that redound to his prejudice, reſolving to make all; 
he at an advantage ſhot his Cozen through with an 
Arrow, and hid him in the Sand. 

Long it was not. after this Tranſaction, e'r he was 
invited by one 4ichael Cofſi Captain of Hirmen Cala, 
to the Marriage of his Daughter, where according to 
the Cuſtom of the Country , making large Preſents; 
the reſt of Zaptains began to miſtruſt his greatnels, {0 
that the Captain of Belezrza reſolved to prevent It 
with his Death, and therefore the better to have hun 
within his Power, he invited him to his Wedding ata 
certain day. making Cof}; privy to his Deſtgn : Anda 
little before the appointed time, ſent Cofſi to fetch him, 
who was as ready to accompany him, which Cofſs per- 
CELVINES 
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ceiving, to prevent his Ruin diſcovered the Conipiracy 
againſt his Life : Wherenpon he Contracted a ftrict 
Amity with him, obliging him to ſecrecy, and then be- 
gan to caſt about how he might be revenged of the 
{aid Captain 3 and fo ordered it, that ſending about 
forty men in a Carriage inſtead of packs of Preſents, 
they, whilſt the Captain and all his People, unleſs a few 
left. to ſecure the Caſtle, by the help of ſome Soldiers, 
who in the habit of Tarkiſþ Women were ſent thither 
by the Captains order, as Orhomans Friends, . ſurprized 
it, putting the Warders to the Sword - Now Orhomar 
came according the Captains wiſh, and ftayed drink- 
ing with him in his pleaſant Bowers, till he ſuppoſed 
his men had effeCted his Commands; and together with 
Cofſe and ſome other of his Companions retired, which 
the Captain perceiving, and loath to let him eſcape 
his Hands, as ſuppoſing he had him ſure; he and all 
his Soldiers followed him, but being over-charged with 
Wine, they were by him and his Company lightly ſlain. 
Things thus proſpering he followed his Advantage, 
and the next Morning ſurprized the-Caſtle of Farchi- 
jar, took the Captain Priſoner 3 as likewiſe Libuferthe 
fair Damoſel with all her Attendants, that ſhould have 
the next day been Married to the Captain of Bilezuga, 
and gave her in Marriage to his Son Orchanes, who had 
Iſſue by her Amwrath, the third King of the Turks, and 
Solyman Baſſa; and immediately thereupon beſieged the 
Caſtle of Eznegiol, which he took, and put the Garriſon 
tothe Sword ; and now no longer reſolving to play ſmall 
Games, he beſieged the City of 1Vice in Bythinia, not 
many years before the Seat af the Greek, Emperor, to 


Telieve which the Emperor ſent fuch Forces as 


could .upon 1o ſhort a warning be drawn together; 
which Othoman encountring with overthrew, and af- 
terward by Famine conſtrained the Citizens upon Pro-. 


miſe of Life, to forrender the City with ſpoils, of 


which 
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which he greatly inriched himſelf, ſending part thereg 
to the Sultan, who in requital ordered prayers to hy 
put up for his proſperous Succeſs; promiting; that he 
ſhould ſucceed him in his Kingdom, of which being 
diſappointed, at the death of the {aid Sultan by thoſe 


dhat divided it into anAnarchy,henevertheleſstookupoy 
him the Dignity of a Sultan, Coining Money, and 
Cauſing publick prayers to be put up in his own name, 
and ſezing upon Meapolis, made it his Regal ſeat calling 
it Deſpotopolis or the City of the Prince; and thus Any 
1300 begun the great Empire of the Trks. This 
upſtart 7k, having fo foon advanced his fortune, 
ſetled his Government with wholeſom Laws, the laſt- 
ing Cords of Empire, and then drawing all his forces 
together lay'd Siege to Pruſia, during which the 
Chriſtian Princes: that bordered upon him, drew al 
their forces together, reſolving to give him battle, 
but therein his good fortune prevailing they were over. 
thrown, whereupon ſeveral Towns and Caltles fell 
into his hands, ſome ſurrendring voluntarily , and 
others by force compelled ſo to do; but the ſtrong City 
of Pruſia,in which was the broken Army of the Chriſtians 
ſtood impregnable, whereupon he built two Caltles to 
block it up, and returned to MNeapolis, ſending his 


Captains ont daily with ſtrong parties, to fetch. 


booties out of the Chri/tian Territories, and to takein 
ſuch Caſtles as by ſurprize,or otherwiſe might fall into 
their hands : His Power being now greatly increaſed, 
that he was able to draw into the Field 20 or 30000 
Horſe and Foot, at what time Cofſi the Chriſtian Cap- 
tain revolting, turned Turk, and ſtood Othoman in 
great ſtead during his Wars; nor did the other Turks 
in the Leiler Afa leſs indammage the Chriſtians, 10 
that the Greek, Empire began to Dwindle into a fmall 
Circumference, occaſioned by the diviſions amongſt 
themſelves -about Religion; for young Baldwin the

Aiter this as if deſtiny had ſo willed it, the Erzperor 
called to his aid Ronzerins a Pirate, who came with 
2020 Catalonians, and afterwards increatea kis number 
by ſending for more, who at firſt did contideravie fer- 
vice, but within a while fell to ipoiling and plundering 
the Emperors Domimions in 4a, worle then tte 
Turksas likewile by ſetting out certain Gallies, robbed 
all the Merchants rhar pailed rhoſe Seas, till at laſt their

t fo WW his bleeding Country , and mecting them as they 
£ne- WW were ranging to and fro burning and deſtroying 
rs I all before *um, he in a ſet battle overthrew *um, and 
forced *'um into the City of Cherſoneſus, where 
he ſo ſtraightly beſieged them by Sea and Land, 
that indeavouring to break through the Leaguer, 
they were molt of them flain, and the reſt taken 
Priſoners. 

Things being at this paſs, and by this means peace 
Recovered to the Empire, inteſtine Eroyles be- 
7an anew to be fomented by the faCtious Greeks ; for the 
young Emperor being dead, they ſtirred up young 
Adronicus his Son, to depole his Grand-father the old 
Emperor, which after ſeveral Stratagems and devices 
te effeCted, taking the City of Conſtantinople by treaton, 
and caſting him in Priſon where of grief he ſoon after 
lied. 

Theſe Civil diſſenſions of the Grecks amongſt them- 
ſelves, gave Othomar the opportunity to found his Em» 
pire in Phrygia ard Byrhizia, where being ſucceſsful in 
all his Attempts he mightily increaſed his Dominions, 
having by this time ſubdued 20 Cities with all their 
Territories, and among{t the reſt Pruſia, which after 
along Siege worn out with Famine 4710 1327 yield- 
upon ſeveral Articles, few of which were afterward 
F 2 oblerved, 
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obferved, by the Turk, which being the greateſt City 


in thoſe parts of Afiz, became for many years after 


the ſeat of the Turkiſh Kings. But as all men myft 
yield to death, ſo in the 28 year of his Reign, and the 


69 year of his Age Othoman the Founder of the Turk 
Empire, ſtill called from him the Orhoman Empire,died, 
and was buried in Praſia, where to this day his Tom

his Second Son ſucceeded him, his eldeſt dying during 
his Regency. 


CHAP. 


The Life and ATtions of Orchanes, otherwiſe 
Urchan, Second King of the Turks w 
Aſia. 


HE Funeral rights of this great Conqueror being 
performed by his Sons, viz. Orchanes, alias Ur- 

ch2, his Second Son, and Aladin his third and youngeſt 
Son, and he having left great ſtore of wealth, Orchanes 
his Succellor took upon him the rule of the Kingdom, 
allotting to his Brother Alaain, at his requeſt the 
Lordſhip of Fodore in the Zeckences Country , where 
ne lived a private Lite, without doing any thing worthy 
of memory, but Orchanes now ſettled in his Kingdom, 
following his fathers footſteps, whoſe Armies of late 
he hadaltogether commanded as his General, he forgat 
not to proceed where he had left off, and therefore pre- 
pare to War upon the Chriſtians, but at firſt with no 


great Succeſs, for the Chriſtians upon the death of 


Othoman, 
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alty Mothoman,drawing theirforces together out of all parts, 
fter recovered the City of Mice, with divers Caſtles and 
mult Towns, and amongſt the reſt the Caſtle 7 zuprichiſer, 
1 theÞſ which greatly hindered the Turks excurfions,who dwelt 
Thi in Bichynia, whereupon Orchanes upon notice that it 
lied, MW was flenderly Gnarded, went with ſeveral of his fol- 
ob lowers, in the attire of Merchants, and by that means 
ane: deceiving the warders got admittance, but were no 
ring fooner entered e're they proved fatal ones;for drawing 
their Swords they put all ſuch as they found therein 
to death, and ſeized the Caſtle, and having Garriſon- 
elit, paſſed on to the City of Nice, to which they 
— WE hy'd lege, when to reſcue it the young Emperor 
Andronicus came with ſuch power as he could raile, 
but being for the moſt part unexperienced Soldiers, 
the Turks from the Mountains, as they were paſling 
© through the hot Country, ſetting upon them a cruel 
we battel begun, but night coming on they parted by con- 
ng nt, yet in this fight the Emperor loſt near half kis 
People, and was himſelf wounded with an Arrow, 
ſo that deſpairing of effecting what he came for,leaving 
Dis Tents and great ſtore of Furniture therein, every 
lng FF man ſhifted for himſelf in the dead of Night, fo thar 
Ur next Morning what they left became a prey to the 
gel M Jnþdels, who hightened by this Succeſs, took in ſeve- 
ants ral Sea Towns, and within a while recovered the City 
om, F of Nice, by Stratzagem; As thus the Emperor in his 
the fight thither from his Camp, had promiſed to ſend 
wr them 1000 Horſe-men of which Orchazes having norice 
thy I diſguiſed $00 of his men in Grecian habit, and ſent them 
0M, UF with full inftrutions, who being come within fight 
late F of the City, he ſent out 390 other in Turkiſh habit as 
SAN foragers, whom the other efpying, as if they had been 
e- F enrant of the Matter, turned upon them,and after 3 
00 Ffeigned ſkirmiſh put them to flight, then taking their 
way to the City, the Citzzens who from their walls had 
F 3 behelc 
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beheld what had paſled joyfully opened their Gate, 
ſuppoling them to be the Emperors promiſed Aid; 
but they no ſooner entered but the other 300 Horſk, 
and ſeveral Companies of Foot who lay in Ambuſh, 
were t their Heels; by which means that great City 
was a ſecond time taken by the 7urks, whoſe Riches 
became a prey to the Soldters, and whoſe Inhabitants 

became of free Perſons miſerable Captives. 
The Fate of this great City followed many others jn 
_ the ſame Tract, the Turks waſting all before them ax: 
they went, miſerably burning up what they could not 
carry away ; ſo that the Countries before them were 
diſpeopled, all the Inhabitants flying from them, as a 
ten-fold Contagion - So that no conſiderable Forces 
being ſent from the Emperor, the Cities fell into his 
Hands in great abundance, and above all being deſi 
rons to polleſs the two fair Caſtles of Abydos and 
Seftzes, he ſent Accecozza, one of his great Captains 
 4o win them if poſlible, who by the way having In- 
telligence that the Captains Son of the Caſtle of Scu- 
7:anara being dead, his Funeral was ſuch a day tobe 
Solemnized without the Walls; whereupon laying 
an Ambuſlhment, they upon the Mourners approach 
fuddenly itlned from their Coverts, and flew ſeveral of 
them, taking the remainder Priſoners, and amongſt 
them the Captain, whom they carried to the Caſtle; 
telling thoſe that kept the Walls, that if they did 
not deliver it, he ſhould be put to a Cruel Deathbe- 
fore their Eyes; at which nothing diſmayed they re- 
turned Anſwer, that they might Kill him, Boyl him, 
end Eat him if they pleaſed, but as for the Calf 
they would not deliyer it; whereupon he finding it 
2 work of great Difhculty to take by force, departed 
to Scſ/z5 which he wgh little Difticulty took, and 
had his Priſoners Ranſomed for a great Maſs of Mony, 
and amongſt the reſt, the Captain of Scamandra ; and

which deſpairing of ſuccour, ſurrencer'd upon Con di- 
$ion, that ſo many as would depart might, and thoſe

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that would ſtay there might, without any burt : Ej. 
ther Body, or Goods, of which City Solyzman was 
made Governour, and thereupon he removed his 
Court from Pruſa to Nice, that he might be near his 
new Conquelts at all times, to give ſuch neceſlary Or: 
ders as were Convenient ; and ſo proſpered that he 
ſoon after got Poſiefſion of 1araxa, Govinucia, and 
Andurne; and railing a puiſſant Army, he invaded the 
Country oi Caraſiana(the Brothers of the decealed Kin 
being at odds about the Succeſlion )) and ſoon over-run 
it, forcing one of the Brothers to fly into Pergamun, 
and the other as his Yafal to hold the Kingdom in 
Fee of hin, at the ſame time made his younger Son 
Ammrath Lord of Priſa. | 

The T7wrxzh Kingdom being. thus ſettled in Aſu, 
Archanes conſulted with his Son Solyman about getting 
footing in Europe, which he promiſed to effect ; and 
upon his return to his Government, ſent over Ezes-Bey 
his chief Captain, and fome others to diſcover the 
Country ; who taking a Greek, Priſoner returned and 
preſented him to So/yz:an, who having given him Mo- 
ny and Rayment, inquired of the Nature of the 
Country, who informed them at large - Whereupon 
repaſiing with a imall Force, they ſeized upon the Ca 
{tle of Zemberick, without doing any harm to the Gar- 
rion, which was indeed but ſmall; moſt of them be 
ing gone out to fetch in their Harveſt. 

The News of the Turks landing in Exrope, ſoon 
tiew to Ccnftantinople, but ſuch was their Co- 
wardifſe ard Sloath together with-inteſtine Diviſions, 
that no Care was taken to expulle them : So that they 
daily increaſing their Power, by ſuch as were ſent over 
in Boats, ſeized alſo upon the Caſtle of Aaditas, and 
afterward ſpoiled the Country of Cher ſone/ws, as far as 
Callpolis which City they took after having over- 
thrown the Governorr ina pitched Battle ; yet ſo _ 
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 Eated were the greater part of the Greeks, that they 


nade a jeſt of the proceedings of the Turks, who were 
by this time advanced 200 from the Caltle of Zembenick, 
where they firſt Landed. - Whereupon Solyman ſent 


«Sto his Father, to acquaint him with what had palſled, 


3 likewiſe to deſire him, to ſend him freſh ſupplies of 
Men, not only to ſecure what he had won, but to 
proſecute his ſucceſsful beginning ; upon the receiprof 
which news Orcharxes greatly rejoyced,and immediately 
Commanded 1000 Sarazens and Turks , to paſs the 
Helleſpont in Boats prepared for that purpoſe, upon 
whote Arrival Solymar intercepted the Goveronour of 
Conger Caſtle, who had greatly annoyed the Turks, 
and ſtriking off his Head before the Caſtle-Gate 
Þ terrified thoſe that were within, that they ſoon 
frrendred the Place,from whence the Turks frequently 
allying fetched in great Bootles, venturing evento the 
Walls of Didymotichum. 

And thus in the ſpace of one year, the 7u7xs got 
ſtrong footing in Exrope, poſleſſing themſelves of di- 
vers Caſtles and Towns, with the Countries about 
them 3 which Soly-an as a reward of their Service, gave 
to his Captains and Soldiers, as appeareth by the Mo- 
numents of Ezes-Beg, and Fazel-Beg the firſt, Two Tur- 
kiſþ Captains that ſet Footing in Exrope, but for a while 


altop was put tothe Tirks Progreſs, occaſioned by the 


Death of Solyman; who haw king in the Fieids of Botyre, 
and following too furious intaking a Ditch, his Horle 
threw him where he received ſucha mortal truife, that 
he within a few days after died, which News coming 
to his Father Orchaxes, he for grief fell ſick, and with- 
n two Months gave up the Ghoit, Azzo 1359. and 
of his Age 80 years, having Reigned 31 years: 

This Orchanues was both warlike and Politick ; 
Courteous he was to his Friends, and ſtern to his Ene- 
mies, much devoted to the zuhomeran ſuperſtition ;

The Life and Actions of Amurath the firſt of 
that {\ame, and third King of the Turks. 


Chanes and Solyman his eldeſt Son being dead, 
Ammurath ſuccceded in the Kingdom, as the 
younger Son to the deceaſed King; who at his 
firſt Entrance upon his Government, had great Con- 
teſts with the 7 urkiſh Princes of the leſſer Afi, who 
Envylng his aſpiring, as ſuppoſing in the Currant of his 
Victories, he might as weil overthrow them, as the 
Chriſtians ; but having Vanquiſhed their Forces, and 
brought them Terms of Agreement, he turned his 
Aris upon Exrope with a great hoſt ; paſling the Ac. 
icſpont he ſeized upon the Caſtle of Benutum, when 
paſſing on the Grecks now roulſed out of their ſecurity, 
oppoſed him with ſuch Forces as they could draw to- 
certher, but were ſoon overthrown: After which he 
von the Town of Trurulms, taking likewiſe all the 
Caſtles and {mall Towns adjoyning, as eſte, Burgos, 
Hicbrus, and ſoon after Didimotichum ;, and ſtaying there 
{ent one of his Captains named Lala-Schakzz, to beſiege 
Headrianople, now called Aarianople with whom the 
Chriſtians fought a greet and mortal Battle, but ſuch 
was their 11] ſteered Fate that Victory declared for the 
T::fidcls. So that that great City being out of all hopes 
of Relief, opened ker Gates to the Enemy, 470 1 362. 
The City of Haarianople being taken, or, as their owl 
Hiſtories relate, taken by Treachery in time of Peace; 
Anurath made it the chief Seat of the Turkiſh; Kings

gora,and 1pſala ; the which 1n a ſnort time they brought 
under Snbjection.

The News of which fatal over- 
throw ſpreading wide, Amnrath's Fame ſpread wi- 
der ; Inſomuch that Germarn-Ogly Reigning in the 
leſſer Aſia, and being chief of the Zelzaccian Family, 
ſent his Ambaſladors to intreat a Marriage between his 
Daughter Hatun, and young Bajaxet, in lieu of which 
he promiſed a great part of his Territory, and that 
his Son-in-Law at his Death ſhould ſucceed him in his 
Kingdom, by that means joyning both Families into 
one, the which in ſhort time was accorded ; at the Ce- 
lebration of which Nuptials, the Ambaſſadors of al. 
moſt all the. Princes of the Eaſt were preſent, who 
in the Names of their Lords preſented the Bride- 
groom and Bride with exceeding rich Gifts ; but A- 
murath to outdo them all, cauſed Exronofes to bring 
out of Europe 100 beautiful Boys, with as many Vir- 


g1nNs ; all Chriſtian Captives clad in rich Garments, im-_ 


broidered with Gold and Peer], each of them holding 
a Cup of Gold in the one hand, and a Cup of Silver 
in the other, filled with Jewels, Pearls, Amber, and 
the like; which he cauſed in requital of their Kind- 
neſs given to the Ambaſlador to be. 

At this Marriage Chuſun-Beg Prince of Amiſum in 
Galatia, f01d by his Ambaſlador his Territories of 4- 
miſum to Amuratn, as doubting to keep them; the 
Turk: Power being now ſo near him. 

The Nuptials Celebrated, Amurath making his Son Ba- 
1aze: Goveriour of his Countries in Aratolia, gathered 
what Forces he conld for the Invaſion of Servrz, tak- 
ing by the way the ſtrong City of Phere; and entering 
Servia the Deſpot no ways able to oppoſe him, he

ofter Apolonia with many other places of ſtrength, 
ſj in fourteen days over-run nigh all the Provinces, 
but receiving News out of Afi, that Aladize King of 
Caramania , who a little before had Married his 
Daughter, waſted his Countries in Afia with Fire 
and Sword, which ſo inraged Amwath, that making 
Peace with the Deſpot of Servia, he paſſed over with 
an-Army of 70000 Horſe and Foot, to whom innum- 
her Aladine was not inferior, as having Contederated 
himſelf with all the Petty Princes of 4/4, when 
after ſeveral overtures of Peace propoſed and none ac- 
cepted 3 both Armies joyned onthe great Plains of Car- 
ramania, where after a dreadful Battle Aladin's Army 
was overthrown, he was forced to fly into {cone 
his chief City, and was there ſtraightly beſieged; but 
at the humble Supplication of his Queen, who would 
have ro denyal at her Fathers hands ; he upon his Suv- 
miſſion was reſtored again to his Dignity and King- 
dom, as likewiſe were all the Princes, his Confede- 
rates upor Condition of acknowledging him their ſu- 
pream Lord. Sd 
Whilſt theſe things paſſed, the Deſpot of Servia 
frieving that he had made ſnch a diſhonourable League 
with the Tirks, and being told by his General, ſent 
with Forces to aſliſt Amurath againſt «the Caramanian 
King, how deſpightfully he had uſed him and his 
Soldiers, therewithal ſtirring him up to break the 
League, and caſt off the ſervile Yoak, he ſent ſecretly 
to the King of Bozan, to requeſt him to joyn with 
him againſt the 7urk;b Tyrant, who willingly ac- 
corded ;and at an interview between the ſaid King, and 
the Deſpot all things were agreed, upon Notice of 
which Amurath was not a little perplexed, but yet. re- 
ſolving to take revenge, he gathered great Forces to 
invade both Princes ; the which whilſt he was doing, 
the Captain of Alexandria took a Caſtle in, the _ 
nes 
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fines of Boſar, came privately to his Tent and offered Ni 
to deliver to him moſt part of the Country, if he £! 
would follow his directions, ſtrengthening his Promiſe Nf 
with many ſpeczous Arguments; inſomuch that the Et 
Greedy 1u;% giving Credit to what he had faid, ſent 7 
twenty thoutand Men under the leading of his great ti 
Captain and Tutor LZala-Schalin, who plundering part 
of the Country, and at laſt by the ſaid Captains de. | 
vice, who had by Amurath been highly honoured, « 
ſpecially with a rich Cloak, which ſignifies the Per. 
ſon fo inveſted to be highly in the Favour of the 
Turkiſh King ; but having drawn them within the 
Danger of. the Ambuſh, he ſent to the King of Boſan, 
who coming upon them with 30009 Grecks, as they 
were ſtragling cut of 50020 of them, the other 5000 
with Schakzn hardly eſcaping to tell the News. 
With this overthrow of his Men, Amurath was 
greatly inraged, and gathering all his Power marched 
into Scrvia (which before he had Relinquiſhed upon the. 
Deſpots: becoming his Tributary ) where he found 
the Chri/tians with a formidable Army ready to receive 
him ; when after ſome Towns and Caſtles taken, on 
either ſide, both Armies met upon the great Plains of 
Cofſovia, where when the Captains on either ſide had 
put their Men in Order ; exhorting them to do their 
beſt for obtaining the Victory, they joyned with ſuch 
Fury that the Earth trembled under their Feet, and 
ſuch was the horrid noiſe of Claſhing Arms, ſhouts 
of the Conquerors Cries, of the Vanquiſhed and 
Weeing of Horſes, that wild Beaſts in the Mountains 
trembled ; and thoſe that beheld the Fight ſuppoſed 
that ſhowers of Arrows deſcended from the Clouds. 
At firlt the Turks gave back, being allailed by the 
Chriſtians in great number, and the Right Wing rout- 
ed, but Bajazet coming in with a freſh Power renewed 
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great 
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Treat ſlaughter : Inſomuch that all the Plains were co- 
ered with the Bodies of the ſlain, moſt of the Chr;- 
fias Captains killed Valiantly fighting, and amongſt 
the reſt, Lazerus the Deſpot, the Victory fell to the 
Twks 3 thoſe that fell in the Battle, not being accoun- 
tedleſs then 55000. 

After the Battle was over, Amarath greatly Re- 
jpycing in his huge Conquelt, in a Vain-glorious Hu- 
mour would needs take a view of the heaps of the dead 
Carcaſles, which made the Plain Mountainous, when 
2a half dead Soldier, named Cobelirs faint with loſs of 
Blood and Wounds, riſing as it were from the Grave, 
ame towards him ſtaggering and falling three or four 
times in twenty paces, when thoſe that were about 
him, would have hindered his approach; but Amu- 
jth ( Deſtiny ſo ordering ) Commanded he ſhould 
have acceſs, ſuppoſing he would have Petitioned for his 
Life; when on the contrary without a Word ſpeak- 
ing, Cobelirs drawing forth a Dagger, ſtabbed him in- 
to the Belly, for which he was preſently hewn in 
pieces 3 nor did Amwrath long iurvive him, but with- 
1n three days after dyed of his Wound, and was bu- 
ryed in Pruſia, Arno 1390. of his Age 68 years, and 
of his Reign 31 years. To whom ſucceeded Bajazer 
lus eideſt Son, who was no ſooner Crowned, but he 
cauſed his Brother Facup to be ſtrangled in his Preſence 
with a Bow-i{tring, which wicked Precedent has ever 
lnce been put in Practice by the Orboman Kings and 
Emperors.

The Life of Bajazet, the fi:# of that Name 
and Fourth King of the Turks his Wars ant 


Captivity. | 


Ru a man of a Proud and haughty temper, 
AI having taken upon him the Regency of his Fa 
ther's Kingdoms, fell heavily upon Servza, not ſo much 
as vouchſafing to hear the Embaſſadors ſent on their 
behalf, which made the Princes of the Welt begin 
to conſider their own eſtate, and eſpecially YV7zcelau 
the German Emperor, and Sigiſmond King of Hungary, 
and not contented with the ſpiols of Servia, he made 
ſeveral inroads into Boſar, ſpoiling the Country and 
carrying away great booties, when in the mean while 
the King of Caramaria hearing of his Fathers death, 
began anew to waſte his Countries in Afia, which 
cauſed Bajazet to ſend a great power, who overthrew 
him and recovered all that was loſt taking from him 
likewiſe his own Country which obliged him in 
humble wiſe to beg their reſtauration, which Bajazet 
upon condition that he ſhould from that time forward 
become his vaſlal reſtored. 


About this time Philadelphia, the only City the W: 


Chriſtians had in Aſia, was beſieged by Bajazets Power, 
and after a ſtraight Siege and no hopes of any ſuccours, 
delivered by the Citizens as a ranſom for their Lives 
and Perſons. | 
Having ſubdued Servia, and the greateſt part of 
Boſan, he invaded Theſſ#lia waſting it as he paſſed with 


fire and Sword, even to the Walls of Thefſalonica, 
taking 
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faking Neopolis in Greece; and Joannia in eAtolia, and 
afterward returning into Afa he there ſpent the Win- 
ter, but Spring being come, with all his Power he' 
repaiſed the Helleſponr, and lay'd cloſe Siege tg 
Conſtantinople, the 1eat of the Greek, Emperor, Ema- 
mel Palcologus then Reigning,, who afrer he had been 
brought to great extremity, went to the German 
Emperors Court to crave aid,who together with many 
other Chri/tiza Princes, ſent an Army of 250000 under 
the leading of young Sigiſmond King of Hungary, to 
oppoſe whom Bajazer raited his Siege and found them 
belieging Neocopotis; from whence they drew into the 
preac Plain and joyned Battle, but by reaſon of the 
confuſion that was in theChrijt;ar Army, their Van being 
overcharged, the Rear fled without itriking a ſtroak, 
ſothat the Zurks getting the Victory with a far leſs 
number purſued ſo hard upon the Chriſtians that 
the greater part of the Army was ſlain, taken pri- 
ſoners and drowned in paſling the River Daru- 
bits, 

After this great and nnexpected Victory over the 
Chriſtians occaſioned by the emulation that aroſe a- 
mongit their great Commanders, Hajazet returned to 
the Siege of Corſrantinople, now out of all hope to be 
relieved, where whilit he lay caſting his eyes upon. 
Deſpina, the ſlain Deſpot of Servia's fair . Daughter, 
oftered by her Mother ; his former Wife being dead 
te Married her,and for her ſake reſtored to her Brother 
Stephen all his fathers Principahities. 

Alzain the Carramanian King being dead, and his 
5on of the {ame name Relgning in his ſtead, deſt- 
fous to revenge the wrong B3jazer had done his Fa- 
tiers Subjects, coming to Aucyra ſurpriſed Temurtaſſes 
Bajazer's great Lievtenant, but upontihe approach of 


$4jazet with his Army he richly arraying begged his 


pardon, and ſet him at liberty,fending Embaſſadors to 
& excule 
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excuſe them; but Bajazet would not ſuffer they 
to come into his fight, whereupon the young Ki 
gathering all the Power of his Country,fonght with hin 
a great Battle,but being far too weak for ſuch anEnemy 
was overthrown &he taken Priſoner,& by theCommani 
of Bajazet delivered to Temurtaſes his Capital Enemy, 
who for the diſgrace he had put upon him cauſed hin 
to be ſtrangled,which raſh deed much grieved Baja, 
the young Prince being his Siſters Son, yet he ſeize 
upon the greateſt part of his Kingdom, though he ha 
ſeveral Sons living, and ſo inraged was he that he 
expulſed all the 7dahometan Princes in Leſler Au 
and ſeized upon their Territories, whereupon they 
fled to Tamerlane the Great, who having Married the 
daughter of the Cham or Emperor of Tartary, af 
now returned from the Conqueſt of China, he took 
them into his protection, and being at the ſame time 
Solicited for aid by Emanuel the Greek, Emperor, te 
lent to Bajazert his Embaſſadors, with many rich pre- 
ſents,requeſting him to ceaſe from moleſting his Allies 
but he in a proud manner not only rejected his preſents, 
but with many opprobrious words, caſt foni reproaches 
on him.telling his Embaſladors that he defired nothing 
more then to meet him in the field, and with many 
taunting expreſſions diſmiſſed them. The report df 
which fo throughly netled the Tartar, that he reſolved 
witha puiſlant Army to go againſt him, being hightened 
thereto by AxaRa his great favourite, a Gernoway bp 
birth, and friend to the Greek, Emperor, whoſe cauk 
he daily ſolicited. And 7amerlane who was a wel- 
wiſher to the Chriſtians, in his opinion differing little 
from them ſo well approved of all he faid, and having 
taken his leave of his Father-in-Law, and his Witt, 
with a powerful Army he paſſed the Mountains, Marct- 
ing through many Countries, none daring oppoſe Is 
palſage;tillat length coming to Bachichich, he muſtered

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ral pay, not having ſuffered the leaſt wrong to be 


done in any Country , through which he had paſ- 


kd. 

Bajazer lying at the Siege of Conſtantinople, and 
kearing the 7artar approached with a Power that co- 
yered the Countries as he paſled, he raiſed his Siege, 
and contrary to Tamerlains Expectation, but even as 
he wiſhed, came over with ſuch forces as he could 
raiſe, into Aſia where he joyned with his Livete- 
nant, whilſt the Tarrars ſtill came on, having by this 


time paſſed Emphrates, and taken all the Cities in their | 


way, that appertained to Bajazet, and amonzſt 
the reſt the great City of Sabaſtia, once the chief 
Seat of the Turksſh Sultan, utterly raſing it, putting 
all the Cirizens to the Sword, or as ſome, Buryed 
them alive in deep Pits he cauſed to be digged for 
that purpoſe, unleſs the Governour whom he ſet at 
Liberty to carry the News to Bajazer, who was ad- 


 yancing 500000 Strong, who upon the Governours 


coming into his preſence, demanded which was the 
greater Army he having ſeen both, to which af- 
ter having craved pardon, he replyed that the Tar- 
tars Army muſt nceds be the greateſt : by Reaſon 
he was Lord of far greater Countries , whereupon 
Bajazet Laughing, faid out of doubt the ſight of rhe 


Tartars hath made this Coward ſo affraid;that he thinks 


eth every Enemy two. 
The Armies being come near to each other upon 
the great Plains of Sennmas, he thought not good to 


joyn Battle preſently by Reaſon the Evening ap- 
proached ; yet many light Skirmiſhes happened be- 


tween the Parthian Horſemen, and the Forerunnetrs

whar. time his Footmen coming to joyn with him he 
Faced the Batalion of the Fanaizaries; who behaved 
themſelves Valiantly for the ſafety of their Prince, 
who in the middle of them Fought on Foot, which 
Fight continued Bloody, and doubtful for the ſpace 
of an Hour, all the placebeing heaped with the Bo. 
dies of theSlain ; till at laft the Zartars being over- 
charged gave Ground, which 7Tamerlziz from his Stand 
perceiving fent 10000 Horſe to Reinforce them, and 
other 10000 to Fight in the Rearward, and at the 


ſame time ſent his Foot-men, who fell in with the 
Turks main Battle that remained yet unſhaken with 


fach fury, that making| them give way, he opened 
them to the Rearof the Farrizaries, wherein was yet 
the Perſon of Bajazer, who ſuſtained the greateſt Brunt 
of the Fight, but at laſt overpowered with number,

| did, ſaid he, to give the greater Terror to my Ene- 
mies : Ah what wouldſt thou have done with me, ſaid 
Tamerlain, it it had been thy Fortune to have had 
mein thy Power? I would,faid the haughty Turk (not 
Conquered tho overcome ) have pnt thee ina Cage of 
Iron, and have carryed thee in 'Itriumph about my 
Kingdom. Even fo ſaid Tamerlain, ſhalt thou ke ferv- 
&, and thereupon commanded him our. of his pre- 
{nce, and as he had determined, ſhortly after Coop- 
him up in a Cage of Iron, and carr yed him into 
the Countries he Conquered , whoſe Calamity 
may well ſerve as a memento to all aſpiring Mor- 
tals, by putting them in mind that the Worldty Glo- 
ry is not perminent.

ly reſtored Emrrope to its rightful poſleſſors : and 
meeting with the Sultan he overthrew his Army, 
conſiſting of 174000 Horſe and Foot, and ſo win 
ing Damaſco , Feruſalem , Damiata, Cairo, and moſ 
of the Cities in Egypt, Syria, Lybia, and other Ez 
ſtern Countries, making all the Kings as he paſſed 
become his Tributaries, he left Cahibes a great Cay- 
tain with the;greateſt part of his Army , to purſue 
the Egyptian Sultan, and ſecure what he had wan; 
having news that his Father in Law was ſick, and 
that his Wife was deſirous of his Company , here- 
turned into his Country, but 'ere his departure Ba. 
7azet as deſperate and impatient of ' his Misfortuge, 
had beaten his Brains out againſt the Bars of his 
Cage, as the moſt Authentick Anthors affirm ; tho 
the Turks ſay he was ſet at Liberty by Tamerlain, 
who beforehand had cauſed to take Poyſon, of which 
within three Days he dyed, tho their ſaying is very 
unlikely to be true; but however - he was Bury- 
edin Prujſa, by his beloved Wife Deſpina, Am 
1399. having Reigned ſeyen years, and kept under 
reſtraint two years. En

The Life of Mahomet the firſt King of the Turks, 
and the reſtorer of their Kingdom ruined by the 
Tartars. 


Hough Hiſtorians ſomewhat vary about the Suc- 
| ceſlor of Bajazer, yet the moſt Credible do affirm 
that his Son Mahomer, ſeveral of his other Bro- 
thers being ſlain and carried away Captive, ſucceed- 
ed him, and that the reſt might be miſtaken in the 
Name. 

This Mahomet, when his Father was taken Priſoner, 
was but fifteen years of Age, having been by him ap- 

inted his Succeſſor for the great: Hope he ſaw in 
lim, for the recovery of the broken and much ſhat- 
tered Kingdom. 

When Mahomet entered upon Kingly Authority , 
the Tartars poſſeſled a great part of the before 7urkiſh 
Dominion, but the Remains of the ſcattered Army and 
other Aids reſorting to his Standard after the depar- 
ture of Tamerlain, he recovered many Cities, fome by 
Force, and others by Revolt from the 1 artars, and not 
long after in a great and bloody Battle overthrowing /-

Solyman being Dead, 24ſa took upon him the Go- 
vernment of the Turkiſh Kingdom in Ewrape ; as had 
been agreed between him and his Brother /4ahomet, 
but e'r he was ſettled he began to Tyrannize beyond 
meaſure over his Subjects, which cauſed many of us 
great Captains to leave him, and amongſt the relt £#-

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Conſtantinople, from whence he wrote to Mahomet then 
in Aſia 3 giving him an Account of his Brothers pro- 
ceedings, and ſoliciting him to paſs over with his Ar- 


Eny, whoſe Council Afahomer taking, making firlt a 


one with Emanuel the Greek, Emperor, he entered 
Exrope with his Army : But by the over eager purſuit of 
his Army, after the Yanant Couriers of Huſa's Army,his 
Orders being broken , he was put to flight, and for- 
ed to repaſs the Seas into Aſa, leaving behind him a 
zreat part of his Army,who were ſpoiled by the Enemy. 

Mahomet thus foiled, and deſirous of Revenge re- 
ſolved once more to try his Fortune, and thereupon 
drawing to his Aſſiſtance Dulgader Ogly, who ſent his 
Son with great Forces to ſerve him in his War, 
he repaſled the Eux1z, and by the Council of Emrenoſts, 
having procured the revolt of Jegides-Baſſa, Barack:Beg, 
and S7207-Beg, 3 of 21nja's great Captains who came 
over to him with 3000 valiant Turks he reſolved togive 
his Brother battle, the which being joyned, Aſa by 
the revolt of other Commanders during the heat of 
fight was overthrawn,taken, and by the Command of 
Mahomer ſtrangled, receiving therein the ſame meaſure 
he had dealt to his Brother Solymar, 

After this overthrow of /4«/a, Mahomet proceeded 
to take poſleſſion of his Kingdom, the which whillt he 
was doing; news came that the Carramanian King 
ſpoiled his Countries in A/:a,and had burnt his great C1- 
ty of Pruſa,which being a frontier City was {fl expoled 
to the miſeries of War; whercupan Azhomet ſetling, 
his Aﬀfarrs in Emrepe as neceſſity would permit, pailed 
into Aja, and failing like a tempelt npon tne Country 
of Carramania took Aſpropelis, Deſporopalis,and Hjerapel:s, 
laying hard Siege £o 1conmm, winch cauſed the Carra-

That they tliat were about him, if he ſhould chance 
to dic {houjd conceal his Death : All which, he at 
that time &y ing, bemg accordingly obſerved, for when 
the Janizarics and Peniioners miftruſting him to be 
dead,and demanded to fee him the Baſſas attiring him in 


his Royal Robes, like as when he was alive brought 


him-forth into a large Gallery,placing a Boy underhis 
Gown, who 2s he was Commanded, lifted the Kings

The Life of Amurath the Second of thit name 
and Sixth Kiag ofthe Turks, bs /Yars, [ilto- 
ries aud Defeats, 


Murath had no ſooner taken poſſeſſion of his King- 

dom, and the Death of 4ahomer publiſhed, but 
divers Princes revolted from him, and invaded his 
Territories, as the Prince of Smyrna, AMenteſia, and 
others, and amongſt the reſt an obſcure fellow of 
Treſalonica, feigning himſelf ro be 24ffapha the Eldelt 
Son of Bajazer who was {lain in the battle againit 
Tamerlane, all the Turkiſh Cities in Europe fell to him, 
whereupon Amurath ſent Bajazer Baſſa againlt him 
with a great Army, which was no ſooner landed but it 
revolted to M41tapha, leaving the Baſ/a alone to ſhift 
for himſelf,, whereupon the Baſſa together with his 
Brother Zamze ſubmitted themſelves to this coun- 
terfeit Son of Bajazer, but being envyed by the reit 
of the Captains, they raiſed ſuch Jealoulies of his 
heing treacherous in 4ſtapha, that he ſoon after 
put him to death, and afterward prepared tor the 
Iavaſion of Amurath's Territories in Afa, of which 
he having notice, gathered all his forces to oppole 
lim, and after asking Council of a Aabometan Prieſt, 
who aſſured him, he had after rwo repulles at the hands 
of the Great Prophet, obtained the favor of making 
him proſperons in his Wars, and fo coming to the 
North-ſide of the River Ul:bad, he fonrd the Bridge 
broken down, and Auſtapha's great Army incamped 
M the other ſide, where he {o dealt with the great 
Ca2Ptaing 
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Captains of 24uſtapha's Army, that many of ther 
revolted, and at length 2:/7apha being frighted by 
forged Letters, importing that his Army intended tg 
deliver him up, fled by night, after which his men 
ſubmitted to Amwurath, and he in his flight being taken 
in Europe was hanged. 

The Rebellion being pacified, and Ammrath informed 
that all this had happencd, by the contrivance of the 
Greek, Emperor, beſieged Conſtantinople, which in 
vain he often attempted to take by ſtorm, but whilſt 
he lay at this ſiege, news was brought that the Kips 
of Caramania had ſet up another :/tapha, viz. his 
younger Brother Son to Adahmomer, to whom many 
Countries in the leſſer Aa revolted, which made 
Amwrath raiſe his Siege, and with all haſt March to 
oppoſe him, and with large gifts to have the fooner 
done he ſo corrupted 1/izs Beg the young Princes 
Tutor, that he delivered him up together with the 
City of Nice, where he was by Amurath's command. 
Strangled. 

Amurath having appeaſed theſe Rebellions Tumults, 
Lellened his Council trom 5 to 2 Baſſas, viz. Ibrahim, 
and Ejvazes, the latter of which being much envyed 
by thoſe that were onted, they ſuppoling it was done 
by his perſwaſion, poſleſied Amurath that he had a 
deſign upon his Life, and after that to ſeize his King- 
dom, and for that purpoſe went privately armed 
to prove the truth of which Amurath one day claſping 
him ia his Arms, as in token of Friendſhip, foundit 
ſo indeed, and therefore growing more {uſpitious, 
notwithſtanding his many excuſes for his ſo doing,! 
cauſed his Eyes to be put out, and ſoon after had 
news of the death of the King of Carramaria his Mortal 
Enemy, who having lay'd Siege to the City of Arralia 
in Pamphilia, as he was viewing It to ſee where he 


might moſt conveniently make an Aſſault, was hot

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into the Breſt , with an Arrow from a Lope-hole, at 
which Amurath greatly rejoyced, but his joy was ſoon 
allayed, by other news of a fierce Invalion of his Ter- 
ritories made by 7 zwrnires Prince of Smyrna,but it ſoon 


& blew over, tor the Prince being Vanquithed bythe Vice- 


Roy of Anarolia,was togetherwith his Son taken Priſon- 
er ; and contrary to Faith plighted Slain; after this 
Amurath Marryed the Daughter of Prince 1/flendtar, 
and then on a ſuddain in revenge of the pretended 
wrongs done him by the Grecks, beſieged and took 
Thefſalonica and diſpoiled it of all its Riches, lead- 


ing away the Inhabitants into miſerable Captt- 


VILY. 

L this time amongſt other diſtreſſed Princes , 
John Caſtriot Prince of Epirus, perceiving the Turks 
ready to invade him, and being no ways Capable to 
withitand ſo powerful an Army, reſolved to avoid 
the Miſeries of War by a timely accord with the 
Turki/h Tyrant, promiling to become . his 'Tributa- 
ry, and for confirmation thereof, as Hoſzages deliver- 
ed his 4 Sons,viz.George,Staniſims, Repoſms,and Conftan- 
tine; Amurath promiſing well and honourably to in- 
treat them, but as ſoon as they were within his pow- 
er, he canſed them to be Circumciſed, and brought 
up in the Superſtition of the 2dahumetan Religion, 
and after the Death of their Father, ſeized upon his 
Kingdom, and .Poyſoned all but George, whom he 
Named Scanderbeg ; whoafterwards became the Mawl 
and terror of the Turks, as will in the Sequel appear. 

Amurath3 being buſte in Exrope,the Carramanian King 
and the other Z2{abumetan Princes invaded his Dominz- 
ons in Aſia, which cauſed him to paſs over to repreſs 
that dangerous Enemy, which done he returned into 
Exrope, 2nd with Fire and Sword fell upon AHungary,and - 
turning thence upon the Prince of Servia's refuling to 
come to his Court ſeized Serra, tho he had Sworn to 
the contrary. 'The 
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The Hungzrians being at Variance amongſt they! 
ſelves, and likewiſe at Wars with the King of Pg 
{zzd ; npon the breaking off of the Match, between 
their Queen and the King of Poland, Amirath re. 
folved upon the Conqueſt of that Kingdom, invaded 
Huagary , laying clole Siege to Belgrade, often in 
vain atianiting it; and now the Queen of Hungar 
being Dead, Jeaving Laaiflaus a Child in the Cra. 
dle to ſucceed her, who not able to take any Mea 
fares about oppoling the Turk, and the Kingdom in 
hikelyhood to be overrun; the Nobility concluded to 
EleCt Uldiſluzs King of Poland, a man of great Fame 
and no lets courage their King, which done Ambaſ: 
fadors were ſent to Amwath, Itill lying at the Siege 
of Belzrade, but they were nothing more able to 
prevail as to his railing the Stege nor Procuring a 
peace, till ſuch time as in divers aflaults half his 
Army were loit, overwhelmed with W1ld-Fire, and 
ſtrangled in the mines,nor then tho he razied the Siege, 
would his haughty mind condeſcend to aPeace;in hisre- 
turn,hegreatly troubled the Countrics of Servia andBo- 
fan, cauling the Princes inlien of laving them from the 
Spoil, to pay a yearly tribute of 25000 Ducats: 
Uldiſians being fetled in his new Kingdom, and hav- 
ing frequently intelligence of the incurſions of tlie 
tacks into Tranſylvania; the better to reſiſt them 
on that tide Created John Hunides Vayvod or his

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The many Victories gained by Humiades over the 
Turks, made Amurath. more inclinable to peace then 
before ; yet in his pride he demanded in conliderati. 
on thereof, the delivery of Bellgrade and many other 
places in Servia ; upon which King Ylaiflans calledar 
Aſſembly of the Eſtates of his Kingdom, where after 
many had given their opinions, it was reſolved that 
the Fiozs War ſhould be carryed on with all Viga 
Imgainable, and that the Chriſtians following their 
good Fortnne ſhould invade the Turkiſh Countrie, 
whereupon a great Army was raifed, and paſling the 
D:znubjus lead by the King and Humiades, they wal: 
ed all the Kingdom of Bulgaria, and having intel: 
gence that the Turks were with a great Army com- 
ing down againſt them 3 Zumiades drawing out 10099 
of tne moſt expert Horlemen, having notice where 
they lay incamped in the Night : Broke in amongf 
them, end put 'um almoſt all to the Sword ; returs- 
ing the next Day with great Spoil, where the King 
lay incaimped, where he was received with great 
Joy. 

This eaſie Victory wherein there fell 30000 Tur, 
and not paſt zoo of the Chriſtians, 1o lightned the 
Sonldiers, that they delired nothing more then to bt 
lead forward, but coming to the great Mountain He 
71185, and finding all the paſlages ſtopped, and being 
greatly afflicted with Hungar and Cold; their Cou- 
rages began to abate, and they to concetve adelire 
of returning, home : the which whilſt they were about 
to do, the T:ks under the leading of Caramby Baſſa 
Anmuraths Brother in Law came down from the Mout- 
t2ins, and fell furiouſly upon the Rear of the Army 
commanded by #miades, and the Deſpot of Serum, 
the King with the Van being a Days march befote; 
bnr. after a ſharp Incounter were overthrown, and 
the Great B:{aw taken by a common Souldier; 
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being demanded of Humiades what he would have for 
his Priſoner, he asked only 10 Ducats ; yet Humia- 
& ordered him 400, and the ſame Night fold him 
again to the Deſpot for 40000 Ducats. FE 

' In this Battle, but, as ſome ſay, in that Fought near 
Moravia, the famous Scanacrbeg found means to fly 
the Turkiſh Servitude, ard leading Amuraih's Se- 
cretary with him, commanded him in the Nameof 
Amurath to Write to the Governour of Cr0ia, to de- 
liver him the City, that being the Adetropolis of Epi- 
rw, the which when he had done, he ſlew him and as 
many Turks as were with him to prevent its coming 
to the knowledge of Amurath, before he had accom- 
pliſhed his deſign. And thereupon with ſeveral of his 
truſty Friends Poſting away, had the City as he wiſh- 
ed for put into his poſſeſſion, whither he ſent for 
Prince Amaza his Kinſman, and many other of his 
acquaintance informing them what he intended, viz. 
thathe reſolved to recover his Rightful inheritance, 
and deliver his Subjects from the Tyranny of theZurks, 
which made them not a little rejoyce, and greatly 
incourage him to proceed in ſo honourable an under- 
taking, 

Things being at this paſs, and the deſign known 
great was the reſort of the Epirors to their Lawful 
Prince, who for thedelivery of his Country from Ser- 
vitnde had ſet up his Standard : Such Cities asconve- 
nently could daily revolting to him, as Perrella, Pe- 
ra, Alba and Steluſa ; other he reduced by force, 
and having poſſeſſion of the greateſt part of Epirus, 
he raiſed what forces he could, and the more to pro- 
yoke the Turk, palled into Aacedonza, ſpoiling the 
Country before him, and putting the Tarks to the 
Sword. | 

Amirath hearing this unexpected news, ſent 40000 
let Souldiers under the leading of Atis Baja, of 
| » whole 
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whoſe coming Scanderbeg having notice retired intg 
Epirus, and putting all things in order, raiſed what 
forces he could ro oppoſe the Zurks, comforting his 
People in the beſt wiſe ; who-upon the Baſja's approach 
were filled with fear, and then marching againſt him, 
ſet upon him as he was waſting his Country of Up. 
per Dibra, and overthrew him with the Slaughter of 
22000 of his men, with the loſs of Scarce 390 of his 
own, the news of which raiſed ſuch ditpair in Amy 
rath, that he was glad to accord a peace with the 
Hungarian King, by renouncing his claim to ola 
via, Tranſilvania and Bulgaria ;, and then turning his 
Arms againſt the Carramanian King, his Brother-in 
Law ſeized upon the greateſt part of his Country, 
but upon his Submiſſion and giving in Hoſtage his 
Eldeſt Son, for the performance of paying double tri- 
bute he reſtored him again to his former dignity, 
and thenas a man weary of the World, ſent for his 
Youngeſt Son Mahomet, his Eldeft Son Alaaine be. 
ing killed at the Siege of 071m , by a fall from 
his Horſe, and appointing Caly Baſſa his Tutor, and 
Choſore a learned DoCtor of the Law his Counſel- 
lors, he reſigned to him the Kingdom being as yet 
Þut 15 Years of Age, and retiring into 4/4 entered 
into a Cloiſter of Turkiſh Moxks, there intending to 
ſpend the remainder of his Days. But he had no 
{ooner reſigned his Government, 'ere Vlaiſlans King 
of Hungary perſwaded thereto by Jan the Popes 
Lcgate who abſolved him of his Oath broke the r9 
Years League made with the 7zrks. But God let not 
ſo heinous an Offence againſt hisdivine Majeſty pals 
Jong unrevenged. For Amxrath rouſed with this un-

Upon this Speech of Anmrath's, the Chriſtians who 
before were well nigh Conquerers began to give 
Ground, which the Hungarian King perceiving charg- 
ing into the Thickeſt of the Turkiſh Army, 1n hopes 
to reſtore the Battle was there Slain, whici ſo dif- 
couraged the Hungarians, that Huniades not being a- 
ble to ſtay their Flight giving place to neceſſity, and 
reſerving himſelf for better fortune fled with them, 
andleft the Turks the Victory, but ſo dearly bought, 
that only thinking the Chriftiars had retired to their 


Camp, they durſt not venture upon it for two Days 


ſpace, till by the profound ſilence they perceived ir 
was abandoned. In this Fight, moſt of the "Hungarian 
Nobility were ſlain, and amongſt the reſt 7:1;an the 
Popes Legate, the Author of the perjurous Expedi- 
tion, who being wounded and flying out of the Bat-

Court, which fo thronghly netled the old Turk, tint 
he raiſed great forces to invade Epirus, ſending of 
Ferifes and Aduſtapha his chief Baſſas, with promik 
of great reward if they could take Srarderbeg, and 
ſubdue the Country : but on the contrary they were 
both overthrown by the Invincible Prince, and forced 
to return with great diſhonour, yet the Prince of 
Pelopoaneſus had not the like good Fortune, but for the

Gold, yet at the ſame time there wanted not one baſe 
minded Vallain, who for a Sum in Hand and other 
large offers, when he had performed his promiſe, 
undertook to deliver the City into the Hands of A- 
math ; which by this means he effeCted. 

This great City ſtanding upon a Rock, had in it 
but one Well, which ſerved both the Soldiers and 
Citizens plentifully with Water, into this Well did 
the Villain by occupation a Smuth caſt the Carkas of 
a ſtinking Dog, which the next Morning found by 
ſome of the Soldiers, and drawn thence the rumour 
thereof was quickly ſpread throughout, whereupon 
the Soldiers notwithſtanding all the intreaties of the 


Governour and chief Citizens, the Soldiers would not 


be perſwaded to Drink thereof, reſolving rather to 
itdure the worſt Extremity; and by this means the 
City 
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City not being tenable, the Governor to prevent ; 
mutiny amongſt his Soldiers, and the danger the Ci. 
ty was in to be ſacked, ſent to Amurath to acquaint 
him , that upon condition the Garriſon might pak 
with Bag and Baggage to Scarderbeg, and the Citizen 
live peaceably, he would deliver him the City ; who 
being glad of this offer freely granted their demand 
only with this condition, 'that the Citizens ſhould 
build their Houſes without the City. 
- Theſe Articles agreed on,the City was delivered to 
Amurath, and the 'Traytor . by whoſe means it ws 
ſurrendered, was rewarded with three rich Suits of 
Apparel, 50000 Aſpers, and the promiſe of ; 
yearly Penſion of 2000 Ducats; but long. he ha 
not enjoyed his riches 'ere he received a juſter re 
ward of his Treaſon ; beingzas 'tis ſaid, ſecretly made 
away by the command of .Amurah, who tho he loved 
the Treaſon, abhorred the Traytor. 

The City being thus gained , Amurath having 
furniſhed it with a Garriſon of his beſt men, de 
parted with the reſt of his Army to Haarianople, upon 


theRear of which Scanderbeg ſetting with 8000 Horlk 


and 3000 Foot, cut off a great part of his Army. 
And having followed guite out of his Territories, 
turned to Croza, and fortified it, upon notice thit 
Amurath intended to return with his Army in tht 
Spring, in which he was not deceived; for the ol 
Turk, deſirons to ſubdue the Country of Epirus, t0 
obliterate the diſgrace he had received by the many 
overthrows he had there received, he ſent Sebahyas on 
of his Baſſas before with part of his Army ; himſell 
following ſlowly with the reſt, and npon his arrival ſit 
- down before the great City of Croia,where havilh 
caſt 10 Pieces of Cannon, he began to batter it, the

ſeventh King, and the firſt that took upon hin 
the Style of Emperor of the Turks, who for hit 
many Vittories, was ſurnamed Great. 


' A Alturath being dead HMahomet the ſecond began hi 

Reign over the Turkiſh Kingdom, Arno 1 4.50. Br 
ing of a firey Cruel Nature, given to many Debauchs, 
not acknowledging any Deity , but aſcribing al 
things to Fortune and Chance z who, e'r he was wel 
ſettled, cauſed his two Brethren, the one an Infant, and 


the other not above twelve years of Age, to be pit 


to Death ; after which he fell to altering the Cor- 


ſtitution of the Government, by abrogating the Old 


Laws, and Eſtabliſhing new ones more ſuitable to his 
Humour - So that he began to be exceedingly hated by 
his Subjects, when to prevent any diſorder that might 
happen by the Soldiers lying Idle, he hearing that /- 
brahim King of Carramania was entered his Territo- 
Ties in the leſſer Aſia, paſled thither , upon whoſe 
Arrival the King nnable to oppoſe him, fled into the 
Mountains, and from thence ſent his Ambaſſadors to 
treat with him,who offered ſuch Submiſſion in the behalf 
of their Maſters, as Mahomet was well Content to ac- 
cept, and ſo returned to his City of Pruſa, ſending [- 
ſaac Baſſa, againſt Elias Prince of Menteſia, or Cart, 
who altogether deprived the faid Prince of his Cout- 
try, annexing it to the Turk; Empire, for ſo hence- 
forth I muſt call it, : 
AMahomet being proud of his Petty Conqueſts, with 


out any Colour -or Reaſon, only being driven =

to aiſemble ali his Captains, and chief Councelloy 
the next Morning to attend his Pleaſure in his Pallace;

Chamber, leading the fair Greek. in moſt ſplendid At. 
tire, which adding Luſter to her rare PerfeCtions 
made her appear more like an Angel then a Mortal; 
2nd fternly demanding of them, Whether if any 
them had fuch an ineſtimable Treaſure, they woull 
not be thrice adviſed e'r they parted with it : Ty 
which they all an{wered,that he had with greater reaſon 
paſſed his time with her, then any man had to find 
tault therewith.

Mahomet hearing of the Death of this great Cay. 
tain, who oppoſed the Torrent of his Victories greg. 
ty rejoyced, and now reſolving to extend his Domj. 
Nions, as well by Sea as Land, Equipped. a great may 
in the Port of Con#antinople, with which he invade 
the Iſlands in the Egearn Sea, reducing ſeveral of then 
to his obedience , and Landing his Army, ftraighth 
beſieged the famous City of Rhodes ; but Calixtus the 
third then Biſhop of Ronc, being greatly diſpleaſed for 
the loſs of Pera, a City belonging to his See, aide 
by the Genoways, ſent out a great Fleet under the Con 
duct of Lodonicins, Patriarch of Aquilla, fought with the 
Turks Gally, ſunk and burnt moſt of them.

wards to his Captains, thinking if he could caule then 
to revolt, Scanaerbeg would eaſily be ſubdued, and f 
effectually he wroght with 2o/es his chief Captain, and 
a great Soldier, that in hopes of the Kingdom of E. 
pirus promiſed by ahomer ; when Scanderbeg ſhould be 
fubdued, and a great maſs of Money, he found mean 
to eſcape to Conſtantinople, and after him Amaſa ano

confuſion returned to Conſtantinople. | 

But as all things muſt yield to Fate, fo our invin. 
ble Champion, whom no mortaFhand could ſubdye, 
wearyed with the Toils of a tedious War, coming 
to Lyſſa a City of the Yeretians, fell Sick, and calling 
the Venetian Embaſſlador to him, he diſcovered to 
him what a troubleſome Lite he had lived, and by what 
means the War was to be maintained, recommending to 
him the care of his Wife and Children, appointing 
the Yenetians the Guardians of his Son, till ſuch time 
he came of Age, and in the mean while to ſecure for 
him the Kingdom of Epirzs, admoniſhing him to be 
faithful and as much as in him lay to maintain peace 
and unity. Then calling his Wife and Son, told them 
that he muſt leave the World and exchange this Life 
for one more durable, and willed her that after his 
death ſhe ſhould paſs over into Apztza, and there to 
liveupon the inheritance given him by King Ferdinand, 
and then after ſome devout Prayers, gave up the 
Ghoſt, A»:9.

Thſices perplexed that he could not carry the City 
by Force, though with his Artillery he had levelled 
the Walls in many places, which were as foon repaired, 
he reſolved by Treachery to perform what otherwiſe 
he could not Effect, and therefore made large Offers 
to ſeveral diſconterted Rhoazans to poilon the great 
Maſter, which ſome of them undertook to bring tg 
pals, but e'r any thing was done in Relation therety 
the wickedneſs was diſcovered, and the undertakers 
worthily Executed 3 upon notice of which the Baf 
more perplexed then before, and yet not knowing 
without loſs of Honour how to raiſe the Siege, ſent 
+ ſeveral Meſiengers to the great Maſter in his Name, 
to promiſe him extraordinary Matters if he would 
farrender to him the City, and to denounce all the 
Miſeries of War upon his Refuſal: To which the He 
 rToick Old man returned Anſwer, that he would not wil 
lingly in his ſareft Eſtate uſe the Council of his Ene- 
my, neither in his greateſt diſtreſs refuſe Cheertully 
to yeild his Life unto Almighty God, to whom he 
did owe it, and that with far better Will, then to ſur- 
render the City upon any Conditions, bear they ne- 
ver ſo fair a ſhew of Honour or Profit. The Meſlen- 
gers perceiving this conſtant Reſolution of the great 
Maſter, by other Arguments indeavoured him at leaſt 
t> become Tributary to the Emperor, paying a ſmall 
matter yearly for his Peace ; but he knowing that to 
be the ready way to be brought under the Turkiſh Sle 


very, ntterly refuſed; npon which the Meſſengers r& | H 


turned creatly diſcontented to him that ſent 'um, who 
thereat greatly perplexed gave another general 4- 


jiault, battering the City for four days without In- I Fr 
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terniſſion,, but not prevailing after three Months 
ſiege, having loft gooo of his Men, and 15000 dai. 
geroully 
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rerouſly ſick of ther Wounds, and mortal Diſtempers 
he with great ſhame raiſed his Siege; and after havy- 
ing deſtroyed all the Trees in that part of the Iſland, 
inbarked his Men for Conſtantinople, where at his re- 
urn he received but a Cold Welcom from his imperi- 
ous Maſter. 

Whilſt deſires belieged Rhodes, Achmetes Baſſa 
paſſed over into 1raly, and beſieged Orranro a Famous 
City in Pugha; the which after the loſs of many of 
his Turks took it, ſpoiling all the Country round about 
it, which brought ſuch a Fear upon Traly, that Sexrms 
Quartzs Biſhop of Rome, being only dreadful to the 
Chriſtian Princes, was about to fly and leave this once 
Miſtreſs of the World, as a prey to the Infidels ; and 
doubtleſs at that time the .greateſt part of Jraly had - 
been ſubdued, had not the Orroman Forces been Con- 
rerted another way 3; for the Carramarian King, aided 
by the Perſians and Snltan of Egypt ; having entered 
the Turkzſh Dominions on that tide, had in a mortal 
Battle overthrown Bajazer, Aabomer's eldeſt Son 
{ then Living ) with the Slanghter of well nigh all his 


army , to revenge which Adzhomer called home his 


great Baſſa Achmetes, with all the European Soldiers, 
and in Perſon paſſed over into Aſia; but upon the way 
within'two days journey from \Vicomeda a City of By- 
tia he fell ſick, and there for the ſpace of three d:ys 
grievouſly Tormented with a pain in his Belly ( which 
ſome ſuppoſed to be the Collick, though others to 
proceed from the effeCts of Poiſon ) he Dyed, Anno 
1481. of his Age 52 years, and his Reign 31 years. 


His Body being afterwards Magnificently buried in a 


Chappel, near unto the great Adahometan Temple, 
which himſelf had built at Corſtantizople;, Leaving his 
Empire to Bajazer againſt whom Bandied ( till ſuch 
time he was Poiſoned by the Biſhop of Rome, who at

Achmetes Counſelled the Emperor to put him to Dexth, 
falſly infinuating that- he held private Correſpondeng 
with Zemes; Whereuponat his return from the War, 
Bajazet as in kindneſs to his Baſſas made a Royal Sup 
Per, where after they had Drunk plentifully of Wire 
whici by their Laws 1s forbid, yet frequently amongſ 
tne Great ones uſed: at their Feaſts ; he in token of 
Honouring them, cauſed a Rich Garment to be aſt 
over each of them, but when they came to Achmetes, 
they caſt over him a black Velvet Garment; by th

= being the moſt expert Commander, that ever the 

urks could Boaſt off. But Bajazer's Spleen not þ 
ſatisfied, he purpoſed to deſtroy the whole order 
the Famzaries, in revenge of the inſolency they had 
offered him, but his deſign upon their lives coming ty 
their knowledge,and they ſtanding upon their Guard, 
he found it a matter not to be compailed without great 
difficulty, tho to execute his pleaſure, he had ſent for 
the Acanzii , accounted the beſt Soldiers next the 7a 
izaries , throughout all his Dominions ; therefore he 
was forced to forego his Bloody and Tyrannial 
purpoſe, and the better to Colour the matter pre- 
tended he had ſent for thoſe Soldiers to War againſt 
Afoldavia : But the Fanizaries not greatly truſting 
| bim, Inbattled by themſelves, refuſing to receive him 
into the middle of their Ranks, as was their uſual 
manner, but ſhaking their Weapons, bid him ſend 
his Executioners, for they were ready torecelve them; 
but by the mediation of the Baſſas, at length mat- 
ters were accorded, and they received Bajazet amongf 
them, for the Turkiſh Emperors never marched but in 
the middle of the Farizaris. 

The Tumult pacified, Bajazet with his Army paF- 
ſed over Danubins , and entering foldavia . behieg- 
ed Kele or Achilleia, which after many furious al- 
ſaults- was delivered to him, as afterward was Ac- 
Gimen or Aſprocaſtron, the Turks aſually changing the 


Names of ſuch Cities & Towns,as fall into their _ 
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Zemes being at Rhodes, Bajazet was not a little trou- 
tled, Jeſt he ſhould prove a Thorn in his fide,& there- 
fore uſed many Endeavours, to get him into his poſ- 
&fion, but the great Maſter abhorring Breach of truſt, 
notwithſtanding the many Threats and Promiſes of 
the Tyrant, would not deliver him, nor was he 


Eought only by his Brother , but by Charles the 


french King, Aarthias King of Hungary, and Pope 
Imocentivs the Eight of that Name Biſhop of Rome, 
al of them thinking to advantage their Afﬀairs,. by 
having a Prince of the Orroman Blood in their Cuſtody; 
the King and the Emperor in their Wars, and the 
Pope of a mind more Ignoble, by getting a yearly 
Penſion from his Brother Bajazer, for the ſafe keep- 
ing him to the laſt; of which after Reiterated in- 
treaties, the great Maſter delivered him, in lieu of 
which be was Created Cardinal, nor was the Popes 
Expetation vain, for he yearly received of Bajazet 
40000 Ducats, yearly for the ſafe keeping him, but 
of this more hereafter. 

Bajazet being frequently troubled by the ſuddain 
Invaſions of the Caramarnian King , reſolved to ſub- 
due the remaining part of his Country, the which 
with a great Army out of Exrope he invaded, ſpoiling 
all before him , but the wary Prince knowing him- 
lf far too: Weak, to meet ſo powerful an Enemy 
n the Field, kept himſelf with his few forces inthe 
Faſtnelles of the Mountain, whereupon Bajazet beſieg- 
& Tarſus in Cilicia , and had it delivered to him, ups 
on condition that the Citizens might depart thence 
with their Goods, and not be further prejudiced, ei- 
ther in their Lives or Liberties ; but by this time 
Avraham, Alias, Pyramet King of Caramania having 
ootained conſiderable forces of Caytbeizzs Sultan of 
Erypr, he was reſolved to try his fortune in the Field, 
and put all to the Hazard of a Battle, which being 
begun 
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begun the 10th. of Fay Anno 1486, was Fought 
with great obſtinancy on either ſide, for the ſpace 
of a whole day, when the Turks by Reaſon of their 
Multitude prevailed, in which Battle the King and the 
greateſt part of his Army were Slain, and afterwarq 
his Country totally ſubdued by Bajazer, who like. 
wiſe at that time took into his poſſeſſion all Aj 
the leſs, becoming Lord of the Sea Coaſt from the 
Straights of Boſphorus to the Confines of Syria. 
By this means the Ambitious Emperor Stretching 
the borders of his Empire, to the bounders of the 
Egyptian Sultans Territories, reſolved to have no peace 
with him, by Reaſon he had not only aſſiſted his 
Brother Zames againit him, but likewiſe the Carr 
:anian Ring 18 the laſt Battle, ſo that raiſing a great 
Power, he ſent them under the Leading of Jſhender. 
Baſſa, Aichael-Beg, and Jaxis-Beg his two Sons to 
 waſt the Sultans Dominions in $yz4a; but paſſing the 
Great Mountain Taurss, they were intraped by Ala- 
dules the Mountain King, who had lay'd an Ambuh 
of his Savage people for that purpote, where moſt 
of the 1wrks were together with Afichacl-Beg were 


Slain, the Baſs his other Son, and the remaining part 


taken Priſoners ; the news of which defeat being 
known to Carragoſes Baſſa, who was following with 
more forces, it ſo diſcouraged him that he wouldad- 
vance no further, yet the next Year paſling into the 
-confines of Egypr, he was Fought with, and over- 
thrown by the Sultans power : But theſe ill haps 
little-diſcouraged Bajxect, that he more inraged then 
ever, reſolved to invade Egyps by Sea and Land, whid 
the Sultan underſtanding reſolved to Tranſport the 
Seat of War into the Turks Dominions, and fo with 
2 great Army, he Commanded Usbee to paſs into C 
lciz, where not. far from Tarſus, he found the Tut 
icamped under{the command of Cher/ogles V he 
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of Greece, a moſt Valiant Captain, whereupon a mor- 
tal Battle begun, and many thouſands Slain, for the 
cultans Army conſiſting moſtly of Adamalukes, ſuch 
an obſtinate Fight was fiercly maintained between 
them, and the 7 urkiſh Fanrizaries, that Victory ſtood 
doubtful for the ſpace of 2 days, at the end of which 
the Turk;ſh General having loſt 60000 of his men, in 


the Night left his Camp and fled, nor was the loſs 


in the Sultans Army much inferiour, but the Turks 
loſs ſtill proved greater ; for Flying through Alaaules 
Country, that King had ſo beſet the way, that moſt 
of the remaining part were Slain, and the General 
taken Priſoner, nor fared Bajazet's Fleet at Sea bet- 
ter,for Anchoring in the month-of-Orentes within ſight 
of Antioch, it was by a Tempeſt beaten to pieces, 
all which loſſes coming one upon the Neck of ano- 
ther, cauſed Bajazer to fend his Ambaſladors to the ' 
Sultan to require peace, which was accorded to, and 
all the Priſoners ſet at liberty, when ſhortly after 
the Sultan, who of a Circafſian Slave, by the favour 
of the famalute's his Fellows become a mighty Mo- 


narch dyed. 


Peace being concluded in Afza, the Chriſtian Princes 


tired up thereto by Pope Alexander the Sixth, that 


Firebrand of diſcord, all Chriſtendom was 1na Flame, 


at what time Charles the French King ſeized upon 


the Kingdom of Maples, taken from his Father by 
Ferdinand the firſt, whereapon the Pope and Aphon- 
ſus the exiled King of Maples, ſolicited Bajazet to 
ſena them 6090 Horſe,and as many Foot for the reco- 
very of the ſame, laying betore him(like ſpecial Chriſti- 
nh what danger the ahometan Religion would 


bein, if the French prevailed; the Pope promiſing him 


alſo to Poyſon Zemes his Brother, if he would. pay 
aim well for ſo doing ; theſe Admonitions and large 
orertures ſo prevalied with the lnfde:i, that he had 
ereat 
O 
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. great ſtore of treaſure, but as it was deſigned for eyil 
purpoſes , it pn accordingly; for the Veſſel 
in the Adriatick, Sea, being boarded by Johr: Roverin, 
a Venetian, he ſeized the caſh before it came to the 
Popes fingering, yet his Holyneſs Iloath to break hi 
Word, nevertheleſs, contrary to his Oath mad: 
to the Ambaſladors, from the great Maſter 
Rhodes, Poiſoned Zemes, by putting Poiſon amongf 
the Sugar which he was wont to mix with his Water, 
to the great Scandal of the Chriſtian Religion, and 
reproach of St. Peter's pretended Succeſlors : nor wa 
God flow in revenging the diſhonor done to his name, 
for Alexander having a Baſtard Son, named Caſa 


Borgia, a Profligate Wretch, -who after many Outrage 


and Murthers committed, being about to Poiſon ſeve. 
ral of the Cardinals, at a Supper in the Yatrican, by 1 
lucky miſtake of the waiter, in taking up the wron 
flaggon poiſoned his Father , who notwithſtanding 
his infallibility, was not Poiſon proof, nor did 
this ungracious Son long eſcape, for fighting under 
the ſtandard of the King of Navar, he was {lain witha 
hargubus ſhot. 

Notwithſtanding the death of Pope Alexanaer, yet 
he left Chriſtendom in ſuch a blaze, that the flame of 
diſcord, was not ina long while after quenched, for 
whilſt the Emperor of Germany, and Princes of 1tah, 
were Bandiſing againſt the French King and ſhedding 
Chriſtian Blood , the Turks invaded Podolia and Raſſia, 
ſpoiling . the Country and facking ſeveral walled 
Towns, but by reaſon of the Exceſliveneſs of the Win- 
ter, through Hunger and Cold, moſt of the Army 
Periſhed, yet not diſmayed by the Loſs ſuſtained, he 
the next year ſent Cadumes Baſſa into 1llyria , who 
{polling the Country was incountred by 9000 Croats 
and Hungarians near the River Morava, under the 
leading of Count Bernard Francopain , where after 4 


cruel 
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cruel and Bloody fight, the Chriſtians were put to the 
worſt, and 7000 of them {lain, and drowned i” gm. 
the River, the noſes of which being cut oft, and 
hung upon ſtrings, were ſent to Bajaxet as a Bar-. 
barous preſent. 

Charles the French King being dead, Lewis the 12 
Succeeded him in the Kingdom of France, who laying 
daim to the Dukedom of A4//ain made a leagne with 
the Venetians, whereupon Sfortia the Duke in poſle- 
ſion ſent to crave aid of Bajaxer, laying before him the 
danger his Empire was in daily to be invaded, if the 
French grew ſtrong in Italy, preferring Ambition 
and revenge, before the advancement of the Chriſtian 
Religion; Bajaxzet by this means ſtirred up, reſolved to 
render the Yenetians unſerviceable to the French, by 
keeping them buſie nearer home, whereupon he com- 
manded Scander Baſſa his Lievetenant in 1llyria, to 
break in upon the Fruitful Country of Frul;, part of 
the Venetians Territories on the borders of 1raly, 
the which he did with 12000 Horſe, deſtroying all 
before him as far as Z:quentia, driving before him a 
great number of Captives, the which when he came 
to the Banks of 7ihaventum, and underſtanding that 
the French and Yenetians had driven the Duke of illart 
out of his Territories, he barbarouſly cauſed to be 
put to the Sword. 

After the Seiſure of llan, the YVenetians ſet out a 
great Fleet under the charge of Anthony Grimani, who 
ſet upon the Turks Fleet (far Superior in number ) 
as It was coming out of the Bay or Hayenof Sapienria, 
In the Iſland of Sphraga, but through the Cowardice 
of the Admiral, in not permitting half his Fleet to 
come up, thoſe that were ingaged retired after a 
ſharp diſpute, and the Tyrks kept their courſe to 
Naupattum, now called-Leparto, where they found Ba- 
Jjaxtalready arrived with his Land Army, 1o that after

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a few days Siege, the Citizens diſpairing of Succoyr fb 
Surrendred the City, wherefore the Yenertian Admirg} Wh 
upon his return was Baniſhed by a decree of the Senate, | - 
- one of the Ab/ytiazes I{lands, upon the Coaſt of 7;. Br 
BBY 771. 

Bajazet by this means having got firm footing in 
the Yenetian Territories, the year following wjz, 
1500 entered the {traights of Corinth with an Army of 
1.50000, and paſling through Peloporreſus, lay'd Siege 
to the ſtrong City of enthon, now called 2oden, 
and took it by ſurprize, putting all the Inhabitants to 
the Sword, upon which ſeveral other Cities belong. 
ing to the Yercrians, yielded by compoſlition,but after 
the taking of many Cities on either ſide, with great 
Blood-ited both by Sea and Land. A peace between 
Bajazer and the Senate of Yerice was treated, and 

« finaily accorded upon conſideration, firſt that the 
Venetians ſhould deliver up-the Iflands of Merits 
and Lucadia (the which during theſe Wars they 
had taken from the Twrks ) reſerving to themſelves, 
only the Iſland of Cephalenia : And that in conſideration 
thereof, Bajazet fnoald reſtore all ſuch goods as had 
been taken from the Yenrerian Merchants in the late 
Wars, and that it ſhould be lawful for them ( as they 
were wonted, ſafely to trade and traffique into the 
Enuxine Sea, and to Conſtantinople, and there to have 
their Conſul or Governour, as they had in former 
time, and laſtly that the Yererian Territories ſhould 
be certainly known and ſeperated from the Turks, by 
certain Bounds or Limits. Theſe conditions were 
Solemnly concluded on, and confirmed, both by Bajazet 
and the Senate of Yerice, and ſo affirmed : Peace con- 
claded in Ano 1503, after the Wars had continued 
between them for the ſpace of 5 years. 

Peace concluded with the Fenetians, Bajazet raileda 
great Army intending to invade Azrgary, but hate 

cel 
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een often foiled by that warlike Nation, he changed 
is mind, and Marched to ſuppreſs the inſurre&tion in 


Albania a part of his Territory, which doneas he was 
eturning, a Derviller which is a Phantaſtical kind of 
z beggarly Turkiſh Monk, uſing no other apparel but 
two Sheep Skins, the one hanging before, andthe other 
txhind, who coming up to him as if he would have 
xked an Almes, with a ſhort Cimiter, ſtrock at him, 
and beat him from his Horſe, and being about to re- 
double his blow, had certainly diſpatched him, had 
not. 1ſhernder Baſſa come in, and with his Horſemans 
Mace, ſtruck the Varlet dead, who afterwards by 
the Soldiers was hewn in pieces ; this treacherous and 
teſperate aCt ſo moved Bajazer, that he proſcribed all 
them of that Superſtitious order, and baniſhed them 
out of his Empire. 

. Bajaxet after the inceſſant toiles of War, reſolving 
to repoſe himſelf, committed the Management of his 
creat Aﬀairs to his 3 Baſſa's, viz. Alis, Achmetes, Kinſ- 
man to him that was ſlain, and Zachia, who having got 


' the Reins of Empire in their hands for the ſpace of 


5 years, ſuffered things to run into ſuch diſorder, 
by regarding their private profit, more then the pub- 
lick good, that a great part of the Leſſer Aſia was in 
an uproar by the means of Chaſan Chelife, and Schach 
Culi, or Techellis, two Perfian Impoſters, who ſet the 
Multitude a madding, by ſpreading a new fangled 
Doctrine, more wicked then that of Adahomer their 
pretended Prophet. "To quench this Flame that began 
dreadfully to blaze into a Rebellion, Bajazer was forced 
to rouſe from his Lair, yet the Doftrine could not, 
nor 1S 1t, to this day extirprated, for being perſecuted 
by Bajazet , they fled into Perſia, and there pretend- 
Ing themſelves to be the true Succeſſor of ahomert the 
Impoſter, and that none but they knew his Will, and 
that thoſe that believed not in their DeCrine, ſhould 
never 
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never Injoy any happineſs after this Life, with a deal Þ 


of ſuch ridiculous Cant they ſo beſotted Afymbeiu 
Uſun Caſſanes the Perſian King, that he had to the firſ 
Author of this Doctrine, viz. one Haider, who was 
Maſter of theſe Diſciples , given his Daughter Mar. 
tha in Marriage 3 but he dying, and his Son Facrp ſuc. 
ceeding him in the Kingdom , began to have his Bro. 
ther-in-Law in ſuſpition, by reaſon of the multitude 


that followed him, upon the account of his pretended 


Sanctity : Inſomuch that he cauſed him ſecretly to he 
murthered, and raiſed a great Perſecution againſt thoſe 
that imbrazed his Doctrine 3 yet this azar left a Son 
which he had by Adartha his Wife named Hy/mae, 
who afterward became a Sophy of Perſia, as will ap- 
pear in his Wars with Selymus Bajazet's Son, and Suc- 
ceſlor, but upon the Perſecution raiſed by Facup Son 
to V/un Caſſanes, the two aforeſaid Diſciples of Haider 
fled to Armenia, and there dwelling in Rocks began to 
tell Fortunes, and other ſtrange things which made 
the Ryſticks ſuppoſe them men more then ordinarily 
inſpired ; Inſomuch that they gathered about them in 
great numbers, inſomuch that they came out of their 
lurking Holes into walled Towns, and taught boldly, 

During the ſpreading of this DoCtrine, Zy/mael the 
Son of Haider being grown to mans Eſtate, and his Un, 
cle Facup dead, he by the Aid of ſuch as favoured his 
Fathers Doctrine, won the Kingdom of Armenia, and 
after that oyerthrowing Elan the Perſian King, Son 
to his Uncle Jacup in a pitched Battle, wherein the 
ſaid King was ſlain, he took Poſſeſſion of all hs 
Grand-fathers Dominjons, and from that time was 
called the great Sophy of Perſia, being afterward 
exceedingly beloved of his Subjects. 

This Hyſzzate was no ſooner Eſtabliſhed in his King- 


dom, but he Eſtabliſhed to his Power his Fathers Do- I... 


Erine, which Chuſan, Cheltfe, and T echellis, perceiving, 
and 
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23d underſtanding the unlooked for: ſucceſs of their 
bei Maſters Son, they reſolved not to be Idle, but to try 
firſt their Fortune likewiſe : Whereupon gathering a great 
Wa umber of their Proſelytes in Arms , they waſted a- 
2in the Conntries in the leſſer. .4/za, and being incou- 
ſuc- raged thereto by Hy/male with Promile of great Suc- 
ro- MI cours, they ſet down before the City of Jconium 
ude {ending out their Proclamations ſtrictly to injoyn all 
ded the People thereabout to imbrace their DoCtrine, 
d be threatning them otherwiſe with Death, and Confiſca- 
ole F jon of Goods ; which wrought ſuch Terror in the

th, them ; ſo. that within a while their number was .in- 
a- IF creaſed , from 10 to 50000. Whereupon Orcharnes 
GY and dabomites, two of Bajazets Nephews gathering 
TR what Forces they could Sallyed out of the City againſt 
1 Þ them, but were put to flight with the loſs of moſt of 
110 FF their Men : Corcztus alſo one of Bajazets Sons, and 
ade then Governour of Thyatria, Sypilus , Magneſia, and.

'Was come out of Europe with great Power, and. fol- 
lbwed hard upon them, they retreated and paſſed _o-

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other way to avoid joyning with the Tarks in the 


plain: Ground, of which the Baſſa having Notice, ang 


diſpairing to overtake them with his Footmen, choſ 
out 8000 of his ſwifteſt Horſe, leaving Achmeres with 
the reſt of the Army, after a tedious March he fell in 
with their Rear : Whereupon Techellss, who was cho. 
ſen General of the Rebels, put his men in Battle Array . 
when taking the moſt adyantagious Ground, he ſtay. 


ed the coming of the Txrkiſh Horſe, who charged hin 


in the Front with great Fury, but wanting Foot to ſe. 


cond themin ſo Hilly.a Country were driven back,which 
the Baſ/a perceiving drew forth 1000 Harquebuſiers, 
who ſervedas Foetto oppolſethe Front,whilit the Horſe 
Charged on the right and left Wings of the Enemies 
Army, which was performed with ſuch Bravery, that 
Techellss Men gave Ground, and in the Rear broke and 
diſordered their own Ranks ; when Chelzfe one of the 
Impoſtors fighting deſperately was ſlain. But Tcchelly 
coming with freſh ſupplies, reſtored the &arttle, to. 
break which .A/zs Baſſa Charging furiouſly with freſh 
Troops of-Horſe, & entering too far amongſt the $que- 
drons of his Enemies was flain, which ſo diſcouraged 
his-men ( then at the point to have prevailed )) that 
they firſt fainted, and afterwards betook themſelves 
to: plain flight ; ſo that in paſſing the Mountains ma- 
ny of them were lain, and more taken Priſoners. 
Bajazet hearing of the Succeſs of the Rebels, ſent 
Fonuſes Baſſa againſt them with 40000 Horſe and Foot, 
upon whoſe approach they retired into the Mountains, 
but” being driven thence they fled into Armen: 


Whereupon the Baſ/a fretting that he had not beſet 
the ways, cauſed all that he found to imbrace the ney 
Religion, or to have born Arms againſt Bajazer 0! 
the behalf of Techellzs, either to be put to Death 
Burnt in the Forehead with a hot Iron, or Tranſport 
ed into Erope,. to. prevent any future Inſurrection 

all 
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nd upon his return to Conſtantinople had Notice, that 
ſechellis and his ſcattered Forces in tae tight, light= 
ing upon A Caravan Of Silks and other Rich Merchan«= 
ize took the ſpoil thereof, for which outrage com- 
ing to Tanres, the Captains were all by the Command 
of Hy/mael hanged upon Gibbits, and Techellss for a 
Terror to others burnt alive. 

The 4;ar Rebellion ſuppreſſed by the means afore= 
fid, the year following, viz. Armo1509. a dread- 
ful Earthquake happened in Conſtartinophe, and the 
Countries adjacent, which laſted with very little In- 
termiſſion for the ſpace of eighteen days, or as the 
Twks affirm a Month ; in which time i: tirew to the 
ground many ſtately Buildings in CorZ:zt1ople, Fla- 
driaople and other Cities of Greece, aid in their Kuins 
overwhelmed 1 3000 People; atter which a great Mor- 
taity happened, which diſpeopled many Caries in the 
Tuks Dominions 3 but both being paſt, Bajazer ſer 


© $0000 to repair the miſchiei Conſ7animople had fnftained 


by the Earthquake, which they periormed in four 
Months, Beautifying the City more then ever. 

Bajazer had by his many Wives eight Sons, and 
fix Daughters, who lived to be Men and Women 
grown, and the Sons all Governours in divers Provin- 
cs of his large Empire, whom the 7:zk;ſh Hiſtory af 
terthis manner reckons up, viz. Avdullah Zelebi, A- 
lem Scach ,, T zthan Scach, Achmet, AMachmut, Corcut Se 
lm, and I4ahomet ;, yet as Antonins Urrins, 2 Genors, 
wholong time lived in Bajazer's Court, accow:ts, they 
nere only ſix, whoſe Names he recites thus ; Sczeniſci- 
a, Alemſcia, Achometes, Mahometes, Selymus, and Cor- 
«x, and that the two former dyed long before their 
Father, and were by him greatly lamented 3 now as 
tor Tizhaz, and Abdila Zelebi, the Turks report they 
were put to Death by their Fathers Command, up-

impite. 
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Of all theſe Sons Mahometes was of greateſt hoy 


who was by his Father made Governour of agneſia,hy 
being by reaſon of his Youth, ſomewhat Frolickſome 
he often went diſguiſed, to take a view of his Bro 
thers Courts, how therein they behaved themſelye 


&c. And at laſt came with two others in the habit off 


Sea-faring men to the Court of Bajazet, where not x 


firſt finding Admittance to the Emperors Preſenclf 


they went and bought a fair Chriſtiaz Captive, an 
then pretending they had a Preſent to deliver, wereh 
the Warders permitted to enter, and having deliyere 
the Preſent found means to depart ; being firſt rewart 
ed with three rich Garments, but e'r they were pot 
ten on Ship-board, they were met by a Courtier tha 
Knew AZahometes, who allighting would have done hin 


Reverence, but he forbad it, as not being willing tolf 


be diſcovered, yet it was not kept ſo cloſe but it cam 

to Bajazer's Ear, who jealous (as always Tyrantsare) 
that under ſuch like Intreagues might be hid fone 
ſecret Conſpiracy againſt his Life, or Empire, he wrote 
to one Aſmebemides a Courtier highly in Favour with 
Aahometes to poiſon him, ſending withal a poiſonou 
Powder to effect itz which this perfidious Courtier 
in hopes to ſucceed him in his Government performed, 
but long it was not e'r the Tyrant repenting him of hi 
inhumane and unnatural Command, caſt the ſaid Cour 
tier in Priſon where he miſerably periſhed. 

Bajazet having cauſed Adahometes to be poiſoned 
whom he need not to have feared - Sely-s the Gover- 
nour of Trepezond, one whom he intirely Loved, in 
mediately Conſpired againſt him, and having Corrupt 
ed moſt of the great Baſſas of the Court, the better t0 
ſtrengthen himſelf, married the Danghter of Man 
zietes the Tartarian King, who Aiding him with 15000 
Tartarian Horſe, he left his Government and paſſed 0- 
ver the Exxine into Exrope, under pretence of invading 
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In this Battle fought, Amo 1511. near Chim, ll . 
30000 of Selymws his Men were lain and taken Pris. 
ners, with the loſs only of 7000 of Bujazer's Sol, 
ers, after which Bajazet kept on his way to Conſty, 
zinozle, wnere he no ſooner arrived, but he bountify. 
iy rewarded his Men : Achometes Bajazet's eldeſt Son hy, 
ing at Ar:aſia, and hearing what had paſled, raiſy 
an Army oi 20000 Horlie and Foot, and by ſpeed 
marches came to Scutari, Antiently called Chriſtophory 
fitazre upon the Srrarghts of Boſphorns , over again} 
Conſtantinople , where incamping he ſent Meſſenger 
to his Father, requeſting him as he had frequently , 
termined to declare him his Succeſſor, as by Sentority 
he ought, and to reſign him the Empire, all which 
Bajazet intended to do, and propoſed ſuch his Inter 
tions to his Captains; but they bribed by Selynm, 
-oppoled him therein, ſaying they would acknowledy 
no other Emperor but himſelf,and as the Captains fad, 
* 1o ſaid the Soldiers : Wherenpon he ſent to Ack 
-netes, £9 inform him of the Obſtinacy of the Soldiers, 
and celired him to return to his Government of Amaſa, 
£11: he could mold them into a better Temper by hu 
Bounty ; but he impatient of delay, not only abuſe 
the Meiſenger , but greatly reproached his Father, 
roſe with his Army and marching through the Coun- 
try ſpoiled Bythinia, and growing daily more anl 
more inflamed , from being barred of his Expe 
Lion, purpoſed to have ſeized upon A/ra the leſs ; upon 
which calling to him his two Sons, Amurath and Aladint 
young Princes of great hope, he admoniſhed them to 
take up Arms againſt their Grand-father, who prone 
enough thereto of themſelves, and now incited by ther 
Fatner, 1n a ſhort time raiſed a great Army, and joy! 
'ng with tie ſtanding Forces; Achomeres had before in 
pay Over-run a great part of Aſia, Achometes cauſing 
mouelt every where to be proclaimed King. 

Theſk 
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Theſe proceedings greatly troubled Bajazer, inſos 
much that to! prevent Blood-ſhed, he «ent to him his 
ambaſſadors to reprove him for his Diſloyalty, ard 
to command him torthwith to ſer at Liberty his Ne- 
hews Mahometes , and his Brother whom he had tak- 
en Priſoners, for refuling to aid him againſt their 
Grand-Father Bajazer z but inſtead of performing 
what his Father Commanded, he cauſed the chief 
ambaſſador to be Slain in his preſence, and ftritly 
enjoyned the other on Pain of their Lives, t2 depart 
his Camp 'ere Sun ſet, of which ſtrange ard Hein- 
ous Fact, when Bajazet had knowledge, he wes great- 
ly inraged, and cauſed him to be proclaimed a Tray- 
cor againſt his Perſon , and Empire , commanding 
that the Exropear Horie-men ſhould immediately march 
againſt him. But the Baſſas that favoured Selyns, 
thinking 1t now a fit time to procure his being called 
home, and entring again into Favour, infinuated in- 


. to the old Emperor, that it hedeſigned to deſtroy 


both his Rebellious Sons, he conld do it by no better 
means, then by calling home Selymws, and making hun 
General of the Army defigned, to march againſt A4- 
chometes, and that by ſuch means one of them was ſure 


to Periſh, and then getting the other into his power, 
he might deftroy him at his pleaſure ; to this motion 
- of the Baſſas Bajazet hearkened, and commanded thar 


Selymis ſhould be fetched to Court, whither now Cor- 
cutus was come to claim his Fathers promiſe, as hav- 
ing heard that contrary thereto, he meant to give the 
Empire from him 3 to whom Bajazet again made ma- 
ny promiſes only willing him to be content, wilt 
this new Rebellion was ſuppreſſed, when in the wean 
while Selymus arrived, and proftrating himſcir at his 
Fathers Feet, was receiyed into favour, and prefe1r-4 
to the leading of the Army ; who no ſooner he- dd 
it, but as it was before contrived by the Baſſas, = 

 L4 by 
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by the General Voice was ſaluted Emperor, and 46 il h 
apha Baſſa ſent to Bajazet peremptorily to demani fl n 
im to ſurrender the Empire, to his Son Selyzu5,whon Þ þ 
as he ſaid the Soldiers had ſaluted Emperor, and thy Þ x 
if he refuſed ſo to do, they were reſolved to ſpoilth i ; 
Pallace, if not commit an out-rage upon his Perſon, 
upon which Bajazet finding himſelf betrayed by thoſe 
he moſt relyed on, after having expreſſed Indignz. 
tion and Grief, finding that would, or would hen 
all was one, with many curſes and Execrg. 
tions uponhis unnatural Son, andthe ref of the Tray. 
tors he delivered the Infigns of Majeſty, of which 
unexpected news Corcutus having notice fled for his 
Lite to Magneſia. 

Selymus having by the means aforeſaid Graſped the 
Empire,could notſuppoſe himſelf ſafe whilſt hisFather 
lived, and therefore with great rewards tempted Ha. 
2707 a Jew, and Bajazer's chief Phyſitian to make him 
away by Poyſon, who in order to his Helliſh pur- 
poſe went to ZHaarianesple, whither Bajazet was retit- 
ed, and there through Melancholy and infirmittesin- 
cident to Age, he found him indiſpoſed; he offered him 
Phyſick, the which the old man not doubting to be 
of fatal Conſequence, when delivered by the Hand of 
his old approved Phyſitian, at the time appointed 
took,which he had not long done ere he felt a grievous 
Pain in his Stomack, and plain Symptoms of his being 
Poyſoned appeared, fo that amidſt Groans and Tor- 
turing Papgs, within 24. Hours he gave up the Ghoſt, 
Anno 1512, and his Reignthe thirtieth. 

Bajazet thus Poyſoned, the Jew haſted to Cornſtar- 
zirople to receive his reward, which he had accord- 
ingly , fornot long.after his Arrival his Head was 
ſtricken off by the Commandment of Selymus, who 
afterward Buryed his Father in a moſt ſtately 


Tomb, near to the Great ahometar Temple, that 
himfelþ I*

vimſelf had built, and by Reaſon two of his Pages 
mourned for him, he cauſed themtobe puttoDeath, 
hut Heavens Vengeance was not long delayed, as will 
appear in the next Chapter, in his woful and unuſu-

CHAP. XIV. 


The Life of Selymus the firſt of that Name, 
the third Emperor of the Turks, his Bloody 
Reion aud woful Death. 


0 -us Aſpiring to the Empire by Blood and Trea- 
ſon, could not think himſelf ſafe whilſt any of 
the Orhommar Royal Blood remained in the Veins of 
his Relations 3 therefore gathering all his forces, he 
marched into Aſia to oppreſs Achometes, but miſſing 
of him at that time, he thirſty of Blood cauſed 5 of 
bis Nephews, all Princes of great hope to be ſtraug- 
ld in his preſence, cauſing their dead Bodies to be 
Buryed in Pruſa, and afterward ſought to ſurpriſe 
Amurath and Aladin 7Mahometes 2, Sons, but they hav- 
ing notice of his wicked intent, oneof them fled in- 
to Perſia, and the other into Egypt, and Uſegsi Baſſe 
who was ſent to apprehend them at Amaſa upon 
notice beforehand, ſent by 4:ſtapha Baſſas who now 
was alienated from Selymw, was intrapped by 
an Ambuſh lay'd by 4abomeres himſelf, taken Priſoner, 
and moſt of his men $lain, but it coming to Selymus 
his Ear, that 14»ftapha held Correſpondence with 
Achometes, notwithſtanding he had helped him to the 
Empire

Emptre he cauſed him to be Slain, fo little Aſſurance 
has any man in the favour of a Tyrant, who: has 
the power of Life and Death in his Hand ; in revengg 
of which Achometes put-Uſegi Baſſa ( whom he hel 
Priſoner ) to Death. 

Selymus ſtil] thirſty of Blood, with all ſpeed march. 
ed to 1azneſia, in hopes to have {urprized his Bro. 
ther Corcutus in his Caitle, but he having timely no. 
tice was fled betore his coming , yet he took the 
Spoil of all his Treaſure , and fo leaving a Captain 
with a 1000 Horſeto ſecure the City, and command. 
ing Boſtanges his Son In-Law, with a Fleet to wat 
the Sea-Coaft that he ſhould not eſcape, he wentto 
Pruſiz ſuppoiing to have found him there, but on the 
comary he poorPrince was fain to hide himſelfin aCare 
by the Sea-lide, and there for many Days feeding 
upon Crabs in hopes the Ships would have departed, 
that he might have wafted over, at length weary of 
his unwonted diet he ſent his Servant to a Shepherds 
Cottage to purchaſe natural Food, who ſuſpeCtingby 
ſome words that pafled, that it was the Prince, likea 
perhdious Swain, he gave notice thereof to Coſhmos one 
ofSely:s's his Captains who was come infearch of him, 
upon which he was apprehended, and carryed to- 
wards Pr{z:; of which the Tyrant having notice 
creatly rejoyced, and immediately ſent one Kireng! 
Or ly a Squint-Ey'd Captain to ſtrangle him by the 
way, who accordingly performed his wicked Maſters 
pleaſure z and now none remaining alive to obſtruct 
the progreſs of his greatneſs, but Achomeres and his 
two Sons, he reſolved to £oagainſt them, but in thebe- 
g1nning of his Expedition, he intercepted ſome Let- 
ters ſigned by ſeveral Commanders of his Camp, 
and direfted to Achometes, deſiring him to advance 
towards Sciymis with all ſpeed, and that he might be 
aiiured upon his approach, a great part of the =_ 

wall 
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would revolt, or at leaſt in the Battle they would 


kill Selyzws. Upon this diſcovery thoſe that were 


found to be concerned therein were Executed, and 
the Letters notwithſtanding ſent, upon which Acho. 
metes preſuming made ſuch haſt, that he lefthis Foot- 
men behind, at what time 10000 Jarizaries were 
come to Selymus ont of Europe, ſo that Battle joyning 
after a moſt Bloody conflict Ashometes was overthrown, 
and ſeeking to ſave himſelf by flight, his Horſe fell 


with him into a deep Ditch, where he was taken by 


the purſuers, at whoſe hands he could not procure 
himſelf to be Slain, tho he earneſtly deſired it, but was 
lead Captive to his cruel Brother, who commanded 
the Squint-Ey'd Captain that had diſpatched Corcu- 
tus to {trangle him with a Bow-String, and now de- 
firing nothing more then to get :in his poſleſſion the 
two Sons of Achometes, who to his great Grief heard 
they were honourably received, the one 1a the Perſ7- 
an, and the other in the Egyptian Courts, and that 
Amurath the Elder aided by Hyſmael the Great Sophy 
with ten thouſand Perſian-Horſe, was entered into 
Cappadocia, walting the Country before him, for fear 
of whom moſt of the adjacent Provinces had ſubmit- 
ted to do him homage , he reſolved -after he had 
driven him back, in revenge of the aic the Sophy had 
lent him to War upon his Countries in Perſ:a,where- 


fore preparing a great Army, tho many of his great 


Commanders lay'd before him the difficulty and dan- 
ger of the undertaking, and amongſt the reſt Cher- 
demus Vice-Roy of Natohia a man of great Experience, 
and of all others in greateſt Credit and Authority with 
Selymus, who uſed many Arguments to dillwade him 
therefrom , which he afterward found to -be undenia- 
ble truths, but ſome of his Flatterers perſwading him 
that Chendemus was bribed by Amurath, to divert his 


Arms another way , and bring certain Ruffains hir- 
ed 
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cd for that purpoſe to atteſt what they had aid, the 
Tyrant cauſed the faithful Baſ/a to be ſlain, without 
hearing his Excuſe; and then Marching from 4-ſenga, 
he came to the Confines of Armenia the Leſs, before 
whole Powerful Army the young Prince fled, byt 
Selymus fearing leſt the Mountain Kings not be. 
ing made his friends, and yet left behind hi 
ſhould fall upon his Rear, ſent Ambaſſadors to them, 
to deſire free paſlage through their Territories, and 
to ſend him proviſion for his Money , at ſuch time as 
he ſhould be entered into Armenia the greater, to all 
which they accorded, whereupon with all his Army, 
he paſſed the Mountain Scodriſc;, and after 8 days 
Marching overan other great Mountain, called 4ſchs;, 
which the famous River Euphrates with his mighty 
ſtreams, and huge broden Banks, ſeparateth from 
the great Mountain Arti-Taurus, and with perpetual 
ſteep ridges, runneth into Jberia, and Cholchis. Here 

' Selymus with his Enſigns diſplayed, Marching along 
the Banks of the River, departed not from the ſame, 
for fear in that hot Country he ſhould be diſtreſſed for 
want of Water, and ſo held on his way directly Eaſt- 
ward, leaving the Country of Armenia the leſs, upon 
the Left, and the Kingdom of Alageules on the right, 
and fo along to the Banks of Araxes, finding all the 
Country before him deitroyed, and by reaſon the 
Mountain Kings kept not their words, in ſending him 
proviſion, his Army began to fall into great want, 
which though too late made him call to mind the 
faithful Conncil of Chendemnus,yet having Marched thus 
far, he could not without great diſhonour turn back, 

and therefore paſling axes about the City of Coy, 

£o defend which City Offa Ogh the Perſian General 
approached with his whole power, contrary to the 
expectation of Sclymus,whoſe Souldiers being oppreſled 


by want, andfor the moſt part were forced to live pon 
- Wi 
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wild fruit began to Mutinie, ſo that whilſt either Army 
ly Hovering at ſome diſtance, #7;ſmael came in Perſon 
into his Camp, and from thence ſent a Harauld to 
Selymus, tO know why he had in hoſtile manner enter- 
ed his Country, having no title thereto, as likewiſe 
to take a view of the Turkiſh Army, to which demand 
Selymss Teplyed that his Grandfather, his Uncle, and 
himſelf had greatly Indamaged the Orhoman Empire, 
by making ſeveral Invaſions, and Aiding the Rebels in 
the Reigns of Adahomer, Bajazet, and of late in his 
Reign, yet he eſteemed them not as ſufficient canſes 
of War, but ſought after his enemy, young Amurath 
his Brothers Son, who had of late ſpoiled Cappadocia, 
whom if he would quietly and friendly deliver unto 
him, he would withdraw his forces, and peaceably 
return into his own Kingdom, otherwiſe with fire 
and Sword, he would deſtroy, not only the frontiers 
of Armenia, but the heart of Perſia alſo, and ſo diſ- 
miſſing the Heranld, both the Armies for that day 
lay ſtill intheir trenches, expecting the dreadful event 
of Battle, and after both Armies were Marſhalled and 
put in order, the Bloody Blaſt was founded, where- 
upon the Perſian Horſemen came on with great fury, 
making great Havock of the Vaunt-guard of Selymus 
his Army, overthrowing the Alap; or common Soul- 
diers by heaps, which are ſuch as the Turks for the 
moſt part carry to ſtand the firft Shock of the Ene- 
mies fury, and to blunt their Swords, nor did the 
Turkiſh Horſe ſtand firm, but charged in either Wing 
gave ground, which Sely-mus ſeeing cauſed his orders 
to open, and began with his great Ordnance to play 
furiouſly, to avoid whoſe Murthering ſhot, the Per- 
fan Horlemen, opened likewiſe to the right and the 
left, yet the thundering of the Cannon ſo amazed the 
Horſes that many of them caſt their Riders, yet Hy/- 
zale with great fury broke and diſordered the Turks

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right Wing, compoſed of Aſian Horſemen, but while 
UſtaOgliwas indeavouring todo the {ameto the left, he 
was ſlain with a harquibus ſhot, which much diſmayed 
the Soldiers under his command, yet could they not he 
forced to retire, till Sely-ms came on with all his Power 
of Fanizaris, yet gaining little ground, whereupon he 
commanded all his great Ordnance which he had re. 
ſerved as his laſt refuge, to be furiouſly diſcharged 
againſt the right Wing of the Perfian Horſe, where 
Hyſmael fought; by the violence of which ſuch a 
flaughter was made, as well of his own men as of the 
Enemies, mingled together, that what for the duſt, 
ſnoak, and thundering of the Artillery, having oy 
both tides loſt their ſight and hearing, the Perſia 
horſe were fo terrified that they were not to be ruled, 
wherefore the battle ſoon became broken and diſor- 
dered, ſo that both Armies retired upon the Approach 
of night, leaving the Victory doubtful: The Turks 
to expreſs the terror of this day, number it amongſt 

their diſmal ones, calling it the only day of Doom. 
Hyſmael in this furious battle having received a 
wound under the left Shoulder, with a ſmall ſhot, 
by the perſwaſion of his friends withdrew himſelf, to 
have his wound ſearch'd, which paſt doubt was the 
ſafeguard of Selym and his Army; for the Perſians 
following their King, left the Victory almoſt gotten, 
but the  Perſiar finding his wound not mortal, was 
about to return, but hearing of the Death of V/#a Ogli 
his General, a man of Great experience, and that by 
reaſon of the Thundering of the great Ordnance, his 
Horſemen could not rule their Horſes, he cauſed the 
-retreat to be ſounded, and 1ſo retired in good order, 
the Twrks ſo much diipairing of Victory, that they 
durſt not follow him; and ſo he paſling by the City 
of Tauris, admonithed the Inhabitants to open 
their gates to Selymrs, thereby to ayoid being 
ſacked, 
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Wicked, and fo Marched into the Confines of 24e- 


did. 

The Perſians out of ſight, the Txrks then and not 
till then durit ſeize upon their Camp, where they 
fund divers rich Paviliions, wrought with Needle= 
Work, and Gold, as allo many beauteous Ladies, who 
had acconpamied their Rusbands to the Wars, all 
which he preſently cauſed to be ſet at liberty, unleſs 
one of H1ſraels Wives, whom he gave in Marriage to 
one of his Baſſas. © 

In this Bettle fought in the Galderan Fields near 


the City of Coy, Arno 1514. Selymus loſt zoooo of 


his men, and amengft them many Baſſas and great 
Commanders, even all the flower of his Army, which 
conſiſted of 302000 Horſe and Foot, of the Perſians 
there fell not atove 8000 Hy/maels Army not conſiſting 
of azove 30000, ſo that the 7zrks were 8 to 13 And 
amongſt the ſlain, were found the Bodies of ſeveral 
Perfin Women, who Armed had accompanied their 
Husbands,to participate of their good or evil fortune, 
at which Selymws admiring, cauſed them to be Ho- 
nourably interred, and then received the Embaſladors 
of the ſeveral adjacent Cities, who npon condition 
their Goods, Lives and Liberties,might be preſerved, 
delivered up the Keys of their reſpeCtive Cities, ſo 
that having taken poſleſſion thereof, he called a Coun- 
cil of his Baſſas and great Captains, to conſult what 
was beſt to be done, himſelf being defirous to Wan- 
ter in Tayrzs, for oppoſing which 4ftapha his chief 
Baſa, was by him diſgraced and thruſt from all his ho- 
nours, of which the Fanizaries having notice, began 
to Mutiny telling him to his face, they would not 
Itay in that deſolate Conntry, where they had ſuffered 
luch hardſhip, daily to be expoſed to the fury of the 
Enemy, who was raiſing great forces to come down 
againſt them, and that if he would not in time a 

they 
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they were reſolved to forſake him, whereupon jy 
as needs muſt, changed his former determination, rg, 
ſolving to return into Cappadocia, whereupon contrary 
to his Promiſe, exaCting a great Maſs of Money fronfſli 
them of Taurus, and carrying with him 300o familie, 
the beſt Artificers in that City, eſpecially thoſe tha 
were Skilfull in making Armour, he raiſed his Camy; 
and Marched towards Emuphrates, a longer way then 
That by which he came, fearing to return again by the 
head of Arax#, and the Mountains of Perzardes, leſt he 
ſhould meet the 1heriaz and Albanian Horſemen, who 
as he was informed were following hard after hin, 
who indeed came within ſight of him, as he was 
paſling the Exphrates, which raiſed ſuch conſternation 
in his Camp, that in haſtily paſling the River, 2009 
Turks were drowned,” and a great many of his Ord. 
nance, together with much Baggage left as a Prey to 
the Perſians, nor had he better Succeſs in paſling the 
Huge Mountain Arnti-Taurus, for the Mountain Kings 
deſpiſing him, by reaſon of his bad proceedings with 
their ſavage People, lay'd all the ways, and by fre- 
quently falling upon the Rear of his Army, killed 
many of his People and took great ſpoil, though 
The Kings upon his ſending to complain thereof, ex- 
cuſed the matter, promiſing to puniſh the offenders 
ſo ſoon as they ſhould be known ; At length paſling 
the many dangers he came to Amaſa, where he wit- 
tered with his broken and crazed Army, reſolving 
to return the next ſpring with a far greater Power; 
the cauſe why A/macl being Lord of ſuch great Cour- 
tries, came with ſo ſmall a Power, was for that he to 
win the Hearts of his People the better to beeſtabliſhed 
in his new acquired Kingdom,had remitted moſt of the 
Taxes and Cuſtoms,formerly pay*dto his Prodeceſlors, 
all his forces conſiſting in the Souldiers of the Court, 


thoſe that were by right bound to ſerve him, and ſuch 
a3 
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were ſent to him by the petty Princes his Neighbours» 
when as on the other ſide Sely-mus had always-by him 
1n Ineſtimable Maſs of Money, kept in ſeven Towers 
in Conſtanrinople;, _ his- yearly tributes and . revenues 
exceeding his expences by a fourth part. 

' Selymus not thinking himſelf ſufficiently revenged 
of the Perſians, having raiſed his Camp at Amaſa,, 
Early in! the Spring; paſling the Emphrares with his 
whole Army, coniliiting of 300200 Horſe and Foot, 
cane before, Clamaſſum a City of the Perſians, ſituate 
01 the further Banks,” which he ſo ſuddenly inveſted, 
and ſo furiouſly aſſaulted, that the Gates being broken 
bp, and the Walls in many places won, the defendants 
tttired into the Market-place, and there fought a- 
oainſt the whole Power of Selymus to the laſt manz 
after the taking of this City, he took two Caſtles not 
far diſtant from it, and being pricked forward witte 
the deſire of Glory, Ppurpoſed to have ſubdued the 
Kingdom of Perſia, which he might the eaſier have 
done, by reaſon Ayſmacl was Waring againlt the 
Battrians and Hyrcanians, a ſavage People dwelling 
nearthe Cafpiar Sea, who had Rebelled againſt him, 
but conſidering what damage he had received from 
Aladeules the Mountain King, and others inhabiting 
the Deſolate Countries, at the entrance into Armenia, 
hepurpoſed e're he further proceeded, to ſubdue him, 
wherefore he Marched thrherward with all his People, 
of which the poor Prince having notice, gathered all 
his ſtrength, and drawing his Horſemen, who were 
but 15000 into a pleaſant Valley, commanded his Foot- 
men to keep the Mountains, and from thence with 


ſhotof Arrows annoy the Turks in paſſing the ſtraights, 


upon which Selymas conſidering the diſadvantage of 
tie place, commanded Siman Baſſa General of the 
Ezropean Horſemen, to charge him with a ſquare

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Aſian Horſemen, followed him an the Rear, the 
Gronnd-by reaſon 'of its Scantinieſs, Hot admitting the 

uſe of Wings, upon which a fierce fight was begun, 

and Atadeules fighting Courragiouſly 'at the head of 
his men, forced the Turk; Horſemen to give ground, 
which Selymus perceiving and that his Army was ſorely 
Annoy'd by the Archers from the Mountains, drawing 
out 2008 Harquibuſiers out of his own Squadorn, he 
ſent them to reinforce his Horſe, and at the ſame time 
commanded the Farizaries to Mount the Hills, which 
they doing'charged the Foot with ſuch Fury, that they 
being ſore diſtreſſed with the Harquibus ſhot, not being 
uſed to.ſuch engins ſcattered and fled, 1o- that a great 
number of them were killed, ere they could clamber 
up the ſteep Mountains, and the Horlſe at that time 
being diſcomfited, fled by well known ways, into the 
faſtneſſes of the ſteep Rocks, after whom Selymu fol- 


lowed burning all before him, but finding he could not ' 


overtake the King, who retiring before him, had 


fortified himſelf amongſt the Impregnible Rocks, and | 


there ſtored up much proviſion, in hopes to weary the 
T irks with tedious delay. 

Selymus having perfect notice of all that had paſled, 
by ſeveral Priſoners that he had taken, thought it more 
fit to prevent his falling into neceſſity in ſo barren 
Conntry, to uſe Stratagems, where force could not 
prevail, whereupon underſtanding that there was no 
good meaning between Aladeules, and Alis Beg lis 
General, (by reaſon that the King had formerly com- 
manded his Father to be ſlain,upon ſuſpicion he deſigned ' 
to ſeize his Kingdom ) he releaſing the Priſoners, ſeft 
them to Alis Beg with great rewards, to incite him to

10g to ſurprize the Baf/a ; but he having notice of his 
approach, went to-meet. him with all his Forces : $g 
that both Armies incountering, the Egyptians after 1 
Bloody fight, being ovcr-powred by numbers, and 
| Tore Gauled with Harquebsſs Shot, left the fight and 
fled towards Cair ; but whilſt the Turks were depart, 
ed on this Expedition, the Citizens of Gaza had plug. 
deretd their Camp, ſuppoſing them to be retired for 
Fear, and diſcomfited 2000 Turkzſh Horſes, ſent by 
Sclymus to the Aid of Sinan Bafſa, who retreating were 
almoſt ſlain by the wild Arabs, and had certainly all 
perifhed, had they rot fortunately met with Fult 
Governour of Achaia, ſent with another Power; yet 
the Arabians flocking about them, greatly annoyed 
them with their Shot from the Hills, not giving 
them any time to reſt ; and ſach throngh weakneſs, 
or for to ſeek Proviſion ſtragled from the Army, and 
were cut off; ſo that had not. I/mbrahor Baf/a met them 
out .of Syria, they had never paſled alive through 
thoſe Delarts. for the Arabians as men living upon 
ſpoil ſtill purſned them , and in a diſperſed manner 
were continually hovering over their Army, yet long 
they had not marched e'r they met with Sely-mus, who 
with the remainder of his Army was marching to- 
warcs Gaza, when having notice from thoſe that 'had 
been put to flight by the Citizens thereof, what had 


betell them ; he verily believed that Sinan Baſſa and. 


. all his men were either ſlain or taken Priſoners, till 
ſuch time as he was by the Syrian Scouts informed to 
the contrary, at which he not a little rejoyced, yet 
*he Arabians daily moleſted his Army : InſOe 
tial 
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that he was inforced to place his Harquebuſiers, and 
moſt of his Artillery in the Rear, with order to 
"|| Charge them as they ſaw occaſion ; and fo in that Or. 
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-E jer he marched till he came to Feruſalem, which was 
| then altogether ruinated and defaced, from whence 


ofter having viewed the holy Sepulcher, kept by a Com- 
pany of poor, yet devout Chriſtians, who payed Tri- 
lute for that priviledge to the Sultan of Egypr, and 
having made his offering, and ſome miles diſtant 
met with Sian Baſſa, who having put to Death the 
Authors of the revolt of that City, and Exacted a 
zreat ſum of Money. of the reſt, came forth to meet 
him, whom he bountifully rewarded, giving to the 
Captains Garments of Silk, and to the reſt rewards, 
xcording to their Demerits. | 

After he had refreſhed his Army at Gaza, for the 
ſpace of four days, he leaving a Garriſon therein paſ- 
kd over the Dangerous, Deſolate, and unpeopled 
Sands; which at many times moved by the Wind, 
worked like a rough Sea, and riſing 1m the Air, hin- 
dred the ſight of the weary Paſlingers ; but ſnch was 
the good fortune of Sely-ws, that a little before he en- 
tered them, ſuch ſtore of Rain fell that it not only 
allayed the Sand, but furniſhed his Army with Water 
during his paſſage, which took up eight days, yet was 
he frequently aſſaulted by the Arabians. 

The Deſerts paſled as aforeſaid, the Turkiſh Army 
drew near unto C azr to receive, or rather intrap which 
Tomombeins the new Sultan, near to a Village called 
Rhodania had intrenched his Camp with deep Ditches 
filled with Water, over which he had laid rotten Hur- 
des, and upon them Earth, and lined all the Banks 
with Artillery, not doubting but Sely-s wonld march 
that way ; but this their Device, which would cer- 
tainly have gained them a Victory had it took, was 
upon the approach of the Tzrkeſh Army diſcovered'\to 
Selymus, 
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Selymus, by four Epirot Aamalukes, who ſecretly Fn. 
vying the ſudden Advancement of Tomombeins, had jn 
the Night time withdrawn themſelves from his Camy; 
Upon which Selyzs altered his determined Courſe, 
and marching by by-ways ſuddenly appeared with hi 
Army, drawn up in Battalia in the Rear of the Egypj. 
an Camp, which put them into a great Conſternti. 
on, but ſeeing no Remedy but preſently to ingage, the 
Sultan'put his Army in readineſs, and after the Charge 
ſounded furiouſly with his great Ordnance,ſpoke his in- 
dignation, and was anſwered in the ſame Languape 
from Selymus his Camp ; but after the ſecond diſcharge 
of each particular tire, the Armies joyned Charging 
each other with ſuch Force, that all the Ground lay - 
vered with the ſlain, the /amalukes inraged with mor: 
tal Matred, bearing down all before them, when in the 
mean time the Arrabians incompalled the Tarks Battle, 
putting the Thracian ,, Macedonian, and Epirot Horſemen 
to the flight; the which San Baſſa perceiving came 
i with his Squadron of Horſe, to ſtay the wavering 
Battle, but being overcharged by Gazelles and Biaqr 
he was lain, and his men diſordered : So that had fot 
Selymus himſelf advanced with his ſureſt ſtrength of 
the Fanizary, the Victory had fallen to the Sultan; 
but with them reſtoring the Battle, and the Man: 
likes being tired with continual Fighting, at the ap 
proach of Night Tomomberus finding his men to be wor- 
{ted, cauſed the retreat to be ſounded, and retired to- 
wards Cair, leaving his Camp to the Turks. 

In this Battle, fought on the 24. of Fanuary 1517. 
Were ſlain many Thouſands on both tides, and the 
Turks had certainly been worſted, had it not been for 
the invincible Courage of the Janizaries. The Turks i 
purſuit, having taken the Dzagare, a man of great Cot 
mand amongſt the Egyptians, and Bidon the valiant Cap 
tain, whom Selyms unworthily cauſed to be lain n 
revenge of the Sinan Baſſa. Tomombeius 
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Tomombeins a man of a warlike Spirit, nothing dif- 
couraged at what had happened; but rather more reſo- 
ute to revenge his diſgrace, gathered his Power from 
all parts, and incamped Commodiouſly between the 
City of Cair, and the River Ns, and there conſult- 
ed, how he. might by ſtratagem moſt conveniently ſet 
yon the Trks Camp) e'r they underſtood what Pow- 
er he had, not thinking it ſafe ſo ſuddenly to try ano- 
ther Field : But whilſt he was thus plotting all his 
devices were diſcovered to Selymus, as they had been 
before by ſeveral damalnkes, who now beginning to 
have his fortune in Contempt. revolted from him : In- 
ſomuch that to prevent the firing of his Camp as was 
intended. Sely-mus cauſed ſtrict Watches to be kept, 
and great Fires to be made, that ſo he might diſcover 
the Enemies approaches by night ; which the Sultan 
perceiving by the advice of his great Commanders, | 
retired into the City of Caire, there to expect the 
approach of the Conqueror, furniſhing it with all man- 
ter of Warlike provition, and inciteing the Egyprzans, 
who ſtood all this while Newters to take up Arms, 
In the defence of their Country, which the more weal- 
thy whillingly did, but the poorer fort, who in all 
Nations ever gape after change of Government, think- 
ing to advantage themſelves thereby 3 yet ſuch were 
the perſwaſions of the /damalikes, that in the end moit 
of the Citizens reſolved upon the defence of that great 
City, towards which Seiy-mms was advancing a pace, 
wherefore Tomombeius cauſed Trenches to be drawn 
Croſs the Streets, at the bottom of which were fix- 
ed ſharp Stakes, and before them, Tin being overlaid 
with rotten Hurdles, ſo to intrap the too eager Turks, 
tor why, the City had no Walls but fituate upon the 
River ils, was adorned with many itately Towers, 
Piramides, Pallaces, Temples, and Monuments of the 
Exyptiaz? 
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Egyptean Kings , ſerved rather for Pleaſure the 
Krength - He likewiſe cauſed the Houſes to be furniſh 
ed with Harquebuſiers, and his Pieces of Culverin, 
and other {mall Pieces, to be every where planted 44, 
vantagiouſly for the annoying the Enemy, and in th 
great Street drew up his greateſt ſtrength, confiſtin 
of Mamalukes, yet Selymus being now come before i 
after his having incouraged his Soldiers to undertike 
the ſubduing of that great City, as the laſt Refugeqf 
the Sultan, he furiouſly entered the Gate called Bay. 
la, and at one inſtant thruſt in his Horſemen at 
.. vers Caves, but kept his Fanizaries in the high Street, 
where the greateſt Power of the amalukes were: 
Whereupon a dreadful Fight was begun on all parts 
inſfomuch that the Channels run Blood like fo many 
Torrents ; the Artillery and ſmall Shot ſtill thunder. 
ing from either ſide, made all feem Fire, and covere 
the tops of the Houſes with Clonds of ſmoke; when 
from their Windows, and Roof of their Houſes, the 
Egyptians caſt down Stones, Tiles, ſcalding Water, Sul- 
phur, Pitch, Tar, and the like, to the great annoyance 
of the 7»rks, who ſtill preſſing forward many of them 
fell into the Covert Trenches, and were there impall 
ed on the Stakes ; and ſuch was the Clamour and Out- 
cries of the Enemy, where together with the Claſhing 
of Weapons, and dreadful Fires, that it ſeemed asif 
the deſolation of all things was come, and in this d- 
mal manner continued the Fight for the ſpace of two 
Days, and two Nights, wit hout intermiſſion : Infſo- 
much that Scly-ms finding what obſtinate Enemies he 
had to deal with, began to deſpair of winning the 
City, and therefore was about to ſound the Retreat, 
as his fainting Soldiers moſt earneſtly deſired, at what 
time he had News that 24uſtapha Baſſa had by the 
Conduct of ſome Fugitive Mamalukgs , entered the 


City on the other fide, and had taken the Afzmalwkes 
| Horls, 
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Kiorſes, which they had left there ready Sadled, there- 


nto make their eſcapes, if matters came to the Ex- 
remity, which not only Animated the Turks, but diſ- 
myed the Mamalukes, who expected no ſuch Matter : 


Mothat the Fight were renewed on the third day, con- 
; tiwing Bloody and doubtful till the Evening, at what 


time moſt of the Egyptians were very deſirous to be rid 
of their infolent Lords; the I1ſamalukes revolted to 
the Turks, which the /damalukgs perceiving, and that 
ly Reaſon of the great namber of Tarks, that were 
knt to ſtop the Gaps that Death had made, they 
were no longer able to reſiſt their Fury, they be- 
wok themſelves to flight, moſt part of them haſting 
to the River Nils with Tomombeins ( who in that 
Rttle had all invain proved the utmoſt of his Proweſs 
ad Policy ) being Tranſported over it in Boats fled 
to Segeſta, others of - them fled into the Houſes of the 
Eryprians, and into Caves, and Vaults in the City to 
hide themſelves. A thouſand five hundred of the bet- 
ter fort, betook them to the Temple of their pretend- 
ed Prophet, where after an obſt:nate and tedious de- 
tence, - being diſabled by Wearineſs, Thirſt, . and 
lols of Blood ; they ſurrendered themſelves upon Di- 
kretion, part of whom the furious Soldiers flew in 
the Porch of the faid Temple, and the reſt within a 
tew days after, being ſent down the River to Alex- 
#1dria, were there contrary to the Promiſe of Selymus 
pit to Death. 

' This great City ſubdued after the manner afore- 
lid, Selyms Commanded a part of his Army to ex- 
Unguiſh the Fire, which raged vehemently in many 
places, which done he exhibited a Proclamation, that 
all the Mamalukes, who within twelve hours would 
ſurrender themſelves ſhould have pardon of Life ; up- 
on which many came forth of their ſecret places, and 
that whoſoever of the Egyptians ſhould conceal any 
+ One 
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one of them longer then the time ſpecified, he threat. 


ned to impail them alive on Stakes, and having ſy1q ' 


their Wives and Children, to burn their Houſes: 
which dreadful menace on the one ide, and hopes A 
Reward, which was alſo Promiſed on the other, cay- 
ſed many of the Egyptians contrary to their Promj. 
ſes to their old Lords, the 4amalukes to deliver ſome 
of them up to the Tyranny of Sely-ws, who cauſed 
them to be put to Death ; but ſome of the Egyprians 
impeached by their malicious Neighbours, choſe rather 
to ſuffer Death, then to prove perfidious in breaking 
theſolemn Proteſtations they had made to their Lords: 
Nor did the Victorious Tarks ſpare, though contrary 
to Selymus his Promile to rifle the Houſes of the Eyy. 
71ans,Murther many of them,and defloure their Daugh- 
ters, and raviſh their Wives even 1n their Preſence, 
and to uſe all other Cruelties incident to ſo great and 
populous a City, upon the entry of an Hunger-ſtarved 
Army greedy of prey. | 

At the taking of Cair Gazales, the great and Vali- 
ant Captain of the damalukes was not preſent, but 
ſent by Tomembeirs to raiſe an Army in Arabia, who 
upon his return finding all loſt, and that the Sultan 
was fled he knew not where, not thinking it Conveni- 
ent to hazard a Battle againſt him, whom Fortune {6 
highly favoured ; he came to Selymus upon his Faith 
before given, for the ſafety of himſelf and his Follow- 
ers, Which were three Arrabian Captains, and a num- 
ber of good Horſemen, and being admitted to his Pre- 
ſence boldly declared, that fince Fortune had made 
him her Darling, and that he by her aid, rather 
Conquered the A4amalukes, then by any Force ; and 
that tince Tomombeins was fled, whoſe part as long as 
his Kingly Authority and Majeſty remained, he had 
faithfully ſerved, heand the reſt were at his Devotion; 


it he ſo pleaſed to ſerve him with their Lifes and For- 
tunes,

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| Wtcres; of which offer Selymas joyfully accepted, high-. 
ly Commending Gazeles beth for his Virtue and Va- 


bur, which for the moſt part gains Credit among(t 
the rougheſt Enemies, and not long after ſending him 
to ſuppreſs the oors and Arabs, that made Incurſi- 
ons into the Country about Carr ; he ſuddenly over- 
threw them, and e'r he was expected returned with 
VI&ory- jt | 

T kei being in the Country of Segeſfa, whilſt 
Sthmus was ſetling his matters at Cair, raiſed a conſi- 
drable Army, and the rather for that he had frequent 
advice from the- Cariazs, that if he would come ſud- 
&nly upon the Tarks, they would raiſe ſuch a Tumult 
that he ſhould not only: recover the City, but deſtroy 
the Army who were but few in number, and moſt 
of thoſe weak through their Wounds and Sickneſs, 
but &r he could put this Deſign in Practice, one Al- 
bchomar a man of great Wealth and Authority in the 
Country of Segeſa,diſcovered the delign to Selymus;who 
cauſed all ſuch Citizens as he ſuſpected to be ſhut up 
in the Caſtle, and continually , guarded the Streets , 
pacing along the River Boats, and: Men and Artiller 
to. keep the Enemy from repaſling it, and not well 
alured to hold what he had got, from ſuch deſperate 
and reſolute Enemies as were the 74amalukes ; of 
whom a great Power were again reſorted to Tomom- 
tius, he reſolved to ſend Ambaſſadors to him, to ad- 
Vie him to ſubmit, and in yielding to his Clemency 
te would provide for him in ſome other part of his 
Dominions, but e'r the Ambaſſadors came to his Camp, 
they were way-laid by certain 24amalukes, who had 
vowed no Peace with the Tzrks, and without reſpect to 
therCharaCter ſhamefully murthered them,upon notice 
of which Sely-mns who was of a hot fiery Nature, was 
Þ inraged that he-could ſcarcely contain himſelf: And 
tlereupon Commanded a ſtrong Bridge made of ones 
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and Planks, to be laid over Nils, reſolving to ret 
venge the affront done to his Majeſty, the which once 
finiſhed he drew the greateſt part of his Army ov 
of Cair, ( leaving only fo many as might keep the(;.lſy, 
ty from revolting) with an intent to paſs into thelſ 
Country of Segaſta, to walt it with Fireand Sword; of ſi 
which Tomombeins having knowledge, by ſpeedy mar. 
ches came to the Bridge at what time the Au 
Horſemen were paſſed over, and ſetting furiouſly up. 
on them e'r they had well put themſelves in Order, 
making great ſlaughter of ſuch as reſiſted : Inſfomuch; 
that many to avoid the Swords of their Enemies by 
leaping into the River were there drowned, othersinffl{ 
paſling the Bridge were thruſt beſide and miſerably 1 
periſhed in the Water. Nor could Auſtapha Biſ h 
with all his Courage reſiſt the Fury of the 1amalikes, iN j 
all the Tzrks being filled with Fear and Conſternation, IN y 
as well on the hither as the further Bank ; the Artillery 
was for a while rendered ufeleſs,by reaſon that if it had 
been diſcharged , it muſt have been againſt the Turk 
onely, who in fearful Troops covered the further 
Bank, calling for Help to thoſe on the 'other fide ; $e- 
lymus ſeeing in what ſtate Aſſairs ſtood, cauſed all his 
Boats to be brought, and filling them with Fanizaric 
paſſed them over, who Ranging in good order ſtay- 
ed the Fury of the 1smalukes ; when as Carroglis Son 
to the Tartar King, and Brother-in-Law to Selymus, 
with his Horſemen took the Water and Swom over 
- with little loſs : So that now the Battle went hard on 
all ſides, and- ſtrongly did the 2£zmalakes preſs on to 
gain the Head of the Bridg ; the which they had done 
by Cutting the Cables that faſtened it, they had ſet 
it afloat down the River, and deſtroyed that part of 
the Army, with whom they were ingaged, e'r they 
could have been relieved by their Fellows; which 
Muſtapha perceiving, had drawn to that place _ 
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lis Infigns, and his moſt experienced Soldiers, ſ6 
 Oncelijat the Fight was for a long time maintained Bloody 
7 datflind doubtful, but the Zzrks {till coming over. in 
e Ciflreat abundance, true Valour was obliged to give 
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place tO Mulcitudes; for the {amalukes who had done 
al that men could do, betook themlelvesto Flight z 
after whom the 1 artarisn Horſemen toilowed with 
oreat Slaughter , as likewite did Af#ſtapha Gazcies , 
md Cayreberus,. Selymn being delirous of nothing more 
then that  Tox:ombeiues might fall into his Hands,which 
xlngth fell out according to his wiſh ; for, the next 
Day he was overtaken, when making head with his 
ſender Train, he Fought right valiantly, but at 
ſngth overcome he again tled, yet fo itrict was Se- 
hm his command,that the great Captains [til] purſued 
him, denouncing all manner of Torture to tne poor 
Villagers, if they did not to watch the pallages of the 
meatMarſh,whereinto he was entered;that he ſhould by 
mmeans eſcape 5 whereupon onthe third day finding; 
himſelf hard beſet on everylide, he willingly gave his 
followers leave to forſaxe him, and laying aide his 
Iigns of Royalty hid himſelf amongſt the Flags and 
Buſhes, ſtanding up to the Neck tm Water, where be- 
ing found by the Country Peafants,he wes dravin thence 
addelivered to the Bafja 2fuſtzpha, who brouzht him 
together with ſeveral of his Captains to Carr, where 
Seymzs reſolving before hand to put him to Death; 
thereby to appeale the Ghoſts of his {iain Ambalſzdors 
would not admit him to his preſence, but commanded 
him to be delivered to the Tormentors; that with ex= 


quiite rorments they might mak? him reveal the Frea- 


lure of Campfſor Gourns, itppoſed by him to have been 

hid, all which he indured with a manly conrage and 

fern Countenance, tittering nothing unbeſeeming his

Character, after which he in tattered Garments with 
bis Hands bound behind him, being ſet upon a lean 
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I!l-favoured Camel, was in diviſion carryed throng il 
all the Publick places of the City to be Gazed at azz ſl t 
Spectacle of Miſery, by thoſe who not a Month he. If | 
tore had honoured with profound Reverence, as ther Ml} 
great& mighty King,now by the handofFortunethrom I | 
trom the topof all worldly honour, into the Abyks of Þ 1 
extreameſt Miſery , and in this manner the inſulting ill | 
Turks having brought him to the chief Gate of the Ct. | 
ty, extended their cruelty yet farther by ſtrangling | 
him with a Rope, and that he might be the better ſeen [| 
of all that paſſed by, Hanged him upon a hook under 
the Gate ; nordid any of the Princes of the Mamalig WW 
who fell into the Tarks Hands fare otherwiſe. 

The Terror of Sely-mus his many Victories now 
ſpreading wide, all the Cities of Egypr ſubmitted to 
the Conquerour, no place between the River \us,and 
the Borders of 1:di/aand Arabia, that wereeither Tri- 
butaries or Confederates to or with the Sultan, but 
lent their Ambaſladors with Preſents to Selymm, pro- 
miſing to continue the ſame with him,as they have done 
with the Sltans, only the wild Arabians ſtood at & 
fiance tull ſuch time as with large Gifts he had won 
many of their great Captains to bring their Peopleo- 
ver to his obedieuce ; at what time Amyraſes ſubmitted 
himſelf, and delivered into his poſſeſſion the Egypt 
Fleet, built to oppoſe the Portugiſe Trade inthe Indi: 
,and ſo Swimmingin the currant of Fortunes favour, 
he extended his Dominions as far as the confines of the 
Great King of e/£thiopia called Preſter-Fohn, and this 
having reduced all to his obedience, he camedowntit 
River 1Vilus in his Gally to Alexandria, and haviny 
well reviewed it, returned again to Cair, from when: 
he commanded 500 Families of the Wealthier ſort 
the Egyptians to be removed to Conſtantinople, for tit 
Tranſportation of which Veſlels were purpoſely pre 


pared; as alſo a great number of Women and o— 
| ren 
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ten of the Race of the 24zmalukes, thereby toprevent 
fure troubles, and then ſtaying a while to obſerve 


the overflowing of Nilus, from which the Egyptians 


prognoſticate a happy or unhappy Seaſon, as it riſes 
little or much, he reſolved to depart for Syria, having 
made Cayrebims the Traytor Governour of Carr, and 
his great Lieutenant of Egypr, which he had reduced 
into a Province , whereat FJoruſes the Great Baſſa 
reatly envying, as ſuppoſing himſelf greatly wrong= 
ed by Selymns, whom he had faithfully ferved in all 
his Wars, in heaping upon a Traytor the honour 
which he greedily expected by opening his mind there< 
in, and refuling to deliver the Largeſles appointed for 
the Soldiers thereby to render hisCompetior odious, he 
fell fo far intothe Emperors diſpleaſure, that notwith= 
ſanding all the excuſe he made in defence of himſelf, 
he cauſed him to be Strangled even in his preſenceg 
thereby to deter others from daring to prefcribs 
kim what he ſhould ACt, or on whom he ſhould beſtow 
his favours, yet was the fall of this greatBaſa worthily 
Lamented of the Souldiers, who fpared not to tell the 
Tyrant to his Face of his many Barbarous Cruelties, 
repeating all the Inhumane Murthers he had cauſed to 
be committed, but others again remembring how this 
Baſa had during his being in favour with Selymmsy 
cauſeleſly Stabed his Fair and Virtuous Wife Mantog 
upon a jealous , tho falſe and Groundleſs Sufpicion of 


| her Inconſtancy, ſaid it was a Judgement of God 


upon him for that Barbarous and unnatural Crimes 
Selynus having left Exypr, and arrived in Syria, res 
ceived Letters from Himbracor the Great Maſter of his 
Horſe, whom he had left upon the Frontiers to attend 
the motions of the Perſians, certifying him that Zj- 
macl's great preparations were dwindled info nothing 
by reafon that moſt of his forces conſiſting ofVoluntary 
Gentlemen; who ſerved at their own charges; and they 
MN 2 &0s 
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not bound to paſs the Limits of their Country, hadre 
fuſed to invade the Turkiſh Frontiers, during the Wars 
with the Sultans of Egypt. All the following Winte 
Selyims ſtay'd to ſettle his Affairs in Sy71a, but early 
in the Spring having notice from his Lieutenant in F, 
rope 3 that Pope Lco the tenth had ſtirred up the Ch. 
ſtian Princes, to invade his Territories on that ſide, 
leaving Gazeles his Lieutenant in Sy774, he haſted with 
his Army to Conſtantinople, where he no ſooner arri. 
ved but making great preparations,he reſolved to bend 
all his forces againſt theChriſtians;but 'ere he could per. 
form his deſignGod(who as he pleſes reittrains the po. 
er of Tyrants,cvenin their greateſt pride;to make hin 
{eniible that he was but a mortal Man) ſtruck himwith 
a grievous Canker inthe Reins of his Back, whichde- 
riding Art admitted of no cure, but daily increaſing 
with horrible pains, he ſtill Rotting above-Gronnd, 
and well-nigh Poyſoning ſuch as were about him with 
the noiſome Contagion, in his way to Hadrianople in 
order tothe Solemnizing the protane Fealt called By- 
74m ( or as they Term it the Feaſt of their Prophet)he

The Life of Solyman, the firſt of that Name, 
and fourth Emperor of the Turks, who for his 
many great exploits, or rather Lofty Carriage, 
was Sirnamed the Maonificent.

clamation of, Longlive the great Emperor Solyman 
( which conſent,of the men of War 1s to the Turkiſh 
Emperors, the greateſt Aſſurance of their ſafe Eſta. 
bliſhment 1n their Empire ) and foin great Triumph 
they brought him into the Royal Pallace, and placed 
him in his Fathers Seat Ano 1520, at what time 
Charles the fifth was choſen Emperor of Germary. 
The Janizaries by this means diſappointed of the 
Spoil of the Goods, belonging to the Jewiſh and Chri- 
ſtian Merchants, in Lieu thereof received of the new 
Emperor great Sums of money, and had during his 
Reign, their wages Augmented ; upon the Death of Se: 
fymus, Gazeles whom he had made Governour of Syria, 
revolted from Solymar, and drew after him the remain- 
Ing power of the Mamalukes, ſeizing upon ſeveral Ci- 
ties,but being Fought with by Ferates Baſſa ſent againſt 
him with agreat power, he after a long and Bloody 
Fight was Slain, and his forces put to Flight; upon 
which all the Cities of Syria were again reduced to 
the Turkiſh obedience: And now Solymar deſirous to get 
himſelf a Name, by the Counſel of Pyrrhas-Baſſa his 
Tutor reſolved to bend his forces againſt the Chriſt 
ans, who by Reaſon of the Diſſenſtons amengſt them- 
ſelves, lay open to his Invaſion (C a fatal over-ſight 
which ever gave the Orroman Emperors, the oppor- 
runity to inlarge their Dominions on the Borders of 
Chriſtendom ) whereupon railing a great power, and 
| | | ENTETING 
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entering Hungaria, he took Belgrade almoſt v: ithouc 


reſiſtance, againſt which in vain Idahomer the Great 3 
Amurath and Bajazet had loſt 5oo000 Men ; Belgrade 
frongly Garrifoned he diſperſed part of his Army, 
and returned to Conſtantinople, making great prepara- 
tions for Sea againit the Spring, as having an Eye up- 
on the famous Iſland of Rhodes, of which the Rhodians 
not being Ignorant choſe for their great Maſter Phi/;p- 
1s Villerius, a man of great Wiſdom and Courage , 
then following the French Court ; but upon notice 
thereof took Shipping at 4Zarceltes, and arrived ſafe 
in the Port of the City Rhodes (tho Solyman had lent: 
out Cortug Ogly, a famous Pirate of the Tnrks, with 
ſveral Gallies to intercept then)wiereupon at his ar- 
rival he was initalled by the Knights of the Order and 
Citizens, with great Triumph, and more then ordinary 
expreſiions of Joy. 

Solyman not-altering his Determination, yet deſ- 
rous to know how the Rhodians ſtood affected, andro 
learn all that was poſſible of their number, and the 
Strength of the City, ſent divers inſinudting Letters 
with Superſcriptions'of his Thundering Tirles to the 
creat Maſter, of which this is one, viz. Solyzman by 
the Grace of God, King of Kings, Lord of Lords, 
greateſt Emperor of Conſtantirople, and Trepezond; moſi 
Mighty King of Perſia, Arabia, Syria, Egypt, Lord of 
Aſia and Europe, Prince of Aecha and Aleppo, Ruler 
of 7eruſalem and Maſter of the Univerſal Sea, tv 
Philippus Villerns Lill-damus great Maſter of Rhodes, 
&c. But neither theſethumping Titles, nor lus Threats 
and Promiſes, could move the great Maſter to hearken 
to his Requelt, which was that he wonld become his 


Tributary, and to deliver into his poſlefſion the City 


and Iſland ; ſothat finding his Expectations Fruſtra- 
ted, and that his Name was not ſo terrible as he ſup- 
poled, after many Letters had paſſed and repaſſed, he

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cauſed a Fleet of 200 Gallies to be furniſhed with a 
things necellſary,forthe tiege oithat ſtrong city,ofwhich 
the great Maſter being Advertiſed, was not wanting on 
his part to put all things in order Or MAKINS a moſt 
rxelolute dcrence, cauſing Watch and Ward to bel kept 
In every Street, : and the great Artillary to be plante 
upon tie Walls, and Bulwearks, opening all the Armo. 
ries Or the City. and furniihing every man with Wes. 
Pon: 3, APPOINTINE TO each h1s Stati ON, there to Le ready 
WHEN OCCallon req! tired his Service, and then taking 
a General Maſter of fuch as were fit for Service, he 
foun d about 5000 Io GINTC men amongit whom were 
tix | hundred Knights of the order, each of them ©.

cept. the Port without reſiſtance, which they accg 
ingly did, burning up the Corn, and making great 
Spoil as they palled, yet durſt they attempt —_— 
aainſt the City, but again entering their Galley ſtoo 
off to Sea, to joyn with the reſt of the Fleet, which 
on the 26 of June, Anno 1322, was from the Watch- 
Tower ſtanding upon St. Stephens Hill diſcerned, and 
notice given thereof to the Great Maſter, who cauſed 
Publick Prayers to be put up to God; that as it was 
his pleaſure, that they at that time ſhould become 
the Champions of the Chriſtian Religion, that ſo of 
his infinite Goodneſs, it would pleaſe him to ftrength- 
en them, and give them Victory over the Enemies of 
1s name, Cc, | | 
Prayers ended every man betook him to his charge, 
when as the fleet ſailing by in Triumph, the Vice- 
Admiral ofthe Zwrks inthe middle, having a fair Wind, 
frook Sail directly betore the Mouth of the Haven, 
and cauſed his Galley to row towards the entrance of 
the Port, Guarded with two ſtrong Towers, from 
which he received {ach a thundering welcom, that he 
was inforced to retire, and ſo with the reſt of the 
lleet ia1l1ng along the coalt they came toa Promontory 
aled by the Inhabitants Bow, where thruſting their 
ballies into a {mall Haven, they landed their Artillery, 
and other neceilaries fit for the Siege, the whole Army 
confifting of 200000 men ; and whilſt they were pre- 
paring to intrench themſelves, the Great Maſter ſenr 
Emballadors to Charles the Emperor, and the Frezxch 
King, as likewiſe to the Pope, and Princes of Jtaly for 
ad, but they by reaſon of the broils amongſt them- 


elves, returned the Embailadors only with fair pro- 
mics in feed of performance. The 
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The City of Rhodes is Situate upon plain ground, 
every where to be beſieged, except towards the North. 
which is defended with a good Haven, and is incon, 
pailed about. with a ſtrong double Wall, and dey 
Trenches, threatning the Enemy with 13 ſtatel 
Towers, 5 Bulwarks, and many ſtrong Gates, ay 
what was more avallable, within the City was key 
a ſtrict and orderly manner of warlike diſcipline 
The defence of the whole City was thus proportioned; 
From the French Tower the which for its exceeding 
height ſeems to kiſs the Clouds, ſtood the Frenchne 
with the Lillies in their Enſign, under Fohannes Abiny 
a Knight of the order, from thence to St Georges Gate 
hy the Germans with their Eagle Enſign, in the third 
ſtation were placed the French of Avernois with the 
Spaniards, tor that the ditches in that place were neither 
ſo deep nor broad as in others, next to them lay the 
Engliſh, commanded by the great Maſter himſelf, and 
laſtly were placed-they of Narbona and the Italians, 
under the Command of Petr Balinus, and Greporis 
Aorgutus, Valiant Knights of the Order. 

Whilſt Afﬀaires ſtood thus, ſeveral Twrkzſb Women 
ſlaves to the Rhoaians, had conſpired that when the 
Aſſault was given, they would ſet their Maſters houſes 
on fire, thereby to diſcourage the Souldiers, and 
draw them from their defences to extinguiſhing the 
flame, but this treachery being timely diſcoverel 
the Confſpirators were executed; by this time the 
Turks had planted ſeveral batteries, and began to plaj 
upon the Ergliſh Bulwark, but without doing anj 
conſiderable damage, when on the other fide, tht 
Cannon from the Walls furiouſly playing upon tk 
Turkiſh Pioneers, as they were breaking Ground, 
ſcattered their dead Bodies all over the Plain, when 
the ſame time a ſtrong party Sallying our, cut off a 
great number of ſuch XSwere ſent to guard them) ys 
[1 
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und gs their running the trenches, which ſo diſcouraged 


te reſt, that they began to Murmur and Mutiny as 
ainſ}t their Commanders, ſeeming daily more and more 
willing to hazard their lives againſt ſo ſtrong a City, 
nd ſuch reſolute Enemies, which cauſed Pyrrhs Baſſa 
General of the Army, to ſend Letters to Solymarn then 
reſiding at Conſtantinople, to inform him : That if 
he would have the Siege go forward, he muſt withont 
telay come in perſon, for that the Souldiers without 
regard of ſhame were ready to riſe in Mutiny, and to 
zhandon the Siege, refuſing to be commanded by their 
Captains, upon notice of which Solyman cauſed his 
Gallies ro be made ready. And on the 28 of Auguſt 
came himſelf tothe Camp, where reading in the Coun- 
tenances of his Souldiers, the little mind they had to 
continue the Siege, he was exceeding wroth, when 
cauſing them all to be difarmed, he commanded 15009 
harquibuſiers to incompalſs them (which Harquibuſiers 
he had brought with him) and Mounting his Pavilion 
for thas purpoſe erected, he rated with many bitter 
words, calling them Slaves and Cowards, after which 
he incouraged them to aſſume their Priſtine courage 
and fight manfully againft the City, till they had ſub- 
dued it, and thereupon pronounced pardon to all that 
had offended, and {wore them again to his obedience, 
after which the City was furiouſly battered, with ſhot 
of incredible weight, and huge tones for many days, 
and was as manfully defended by the Rhodians, fo that 
In 200 ſhot there were but 10 men ſlain, though ſeveral 
houſes were ſhattered, with their force, of which the 
Turks having notice from one Appella a Citizen of 
Rhodes, who was for the ſame executed as a Tray- 
tor. 

The Turks perceiving the former Battery ineffeCtual, 
raiſed a huge Mount, on which they placed 40 great 
Ordnance with which they played furiouſly upon the 
—- Tower 
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Tower of St. Nicholas, which was valiantly defende 


by one Gxido a Frenchman, to whom the charge of j 
was committed , but e'r they had made many ſho, 
moſt of their P:eces were diſmounted by the Cannoy 
from the City, nor durſt they, when they had made 
a Breach, enter it; but uſed great Diligence to un. 
dermine the Wall, thirty two of which Mines were 
fruſtrated by Conntermines ; yet they ſo plyed it, that 
on the fourth of Seprember having undermined the 
Engliſh Bulwarks, tiey blew Part Of 1t up, and 1n it dj. 
vers 0i. the Deiendunts z at which Breach the mh 
atremptir? 79 eter, were killed in the Breach tothe 
Nuinzer Ot 2000. Which the relt obſerving, betook 
themiclves tu Lncir Keels, bat being forced thereby 
to picaſe the Tyra, twey three days after renewed 
the Aſiault, but witi worſe ſucceſs then before; yet 
thought: they did as mura as In tnem were polſlible, 
Soly ſent them a this t:me to enter at the ſaid Breach, 
in zttempting which 5-00 were {lain, amongſt whom 
were many great Conin:nders, though not without 
ſome loſs to the veficged ; ror in expulling them fifty 
Knights of the Order, and 100 of leſler Note were 

ain. Theſe great Lolles mace the Baſſas more we 
ry, Teſoiving not Icnger to allail the beſieged with 
plain Force, but to work under ground, and by that 


means to overthrow the Walls, but therein, for the 


moſt part they were unſucceſstul, as being fruſtrated 
by the Countermines; yet by fo weakening the Walls 
they rendred it more liable to the Force of their Ar- 
tillery, beating down great Pieces thereof, yet ſtood 
hovering about , being afraid to enter, and yet y0t 
Gering to retire, though they were mowed down 1 
abundance by the great Shot, for fear of the Tyrants 
diſpleaſure; yet at length creeping under the Walls 
to the Spaniſh Bulwarks, they ſurprized it, whilſt 
cir Soldjers vere drawn off to relicve their ro 
ardly 
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tardly Charged by Achmetes Baſſa, but &'r they bat 
kept it two hours it was again recovered, and all the 
Tyks either put to the Sword, or thrown over into 
the Ditch , where they miſerably periſhed - And the 
iſa ſore Gauled by the Flankers' was forced to re- 
tire, though not without great jlaughter of his Men, 
who lay on heaps in the Ditch and Breaches, which So- 
man Pzrceiving cauſed the retreat to be ſounded; in 
this Aflault, by the Valour of the Chriſtians, 20006 
Turks fell, which ſo grieved Solymar, that in a great 
rage he Commanded 44»ſtapha Baſſa, the firſt mover 
of the War to be ſlain, as likewiſe Pyrrhus Baſſa, for 
daring to intreat for him ; but upon the humble 'Sup- 
plication of his Men of War on their behalf, the re- 
mitted the Execution of the Sentence, but would not 
for a long time receive them into Favour. Ke alſo 
Commanded the Admiral of his Gallies to be put to 
Death, for ſuffering Provition to be carried by Sea in- 
to the City ; bur at the intreaty of Achmetes his Life 
was ſpared, but he not abſolutely pardoned ; for being 
ſt upon the Stern of his Ship, he there as a Slave by 
the Commandment of Solymar received 100 Stripes, 
and fo much was the Tyrant grieved for the. re-ite- 
rated loſſes ſuſtained in that Siege, that he was about 
to have raiſed his Camp and: returned to Conftantizo- 
fle, the which he had done, had not Achmetes 'Baſſa 
perſwaded him to the contrary, by Promſing to make 
lum ſpeedily a way into the City ; at which he taking 
Courage again heartned his Men to continue the Siege, 
whoſe Reſolutions had long before fainted ; 'upon 


which Achmetes to make good his Promiſe, affailed 


with all the Forces under his Command, the Yamu- 
res of the Avergnon Station, the which although they 
were not high, were valiantly defended by the Rho- 
aars ; yet the Turks Power increaſing, they were at: 


laſt taken, and a great Pent-Houſe claped to the Wall, 


To 
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to ſecure the beſiegers from the Shot of the beſieew: 
notwithſtanding Perſanes a notableEngineer cauſed ſy 
abundance of Wild-Fire,Pitch, Tar,Lead,hot Aſhes, ay 
Water to be thrown on them, that they were forcedtg 
retire ; but ſuch was the nuſerable Condition of th 
Turkiſh Soldiers, that they were forced back againhy 
their Commanders, even into the mouth of Slaughter 
or elſe by them ſlain as Cowards, or Flyers ; yet for 
all they- could do, the Rhoaians forced them to retire 
in great diſorder, which inraged Solyman even to Mat. 
—_ perceiving that his Honour lay at Stake, he 
agairhy many perſwaſive Arguments prevailed with 
them, to give another Aſlault, promiſing them ere 
Rewards if they prevailed, and threatning thoſe with 
Death, that ſhould be remiſs in the performance of 
their Duty, which either , through Hopes or Fer 
Animated them to another Aſſault, but with no better 
ſucceſs then before ; for being miſerably rent by the 
murthering Shot from the Flankers and Countermu- 
rers, they were forced to retire leaving Piles of their 
Dead in the Breach and Ditch 3 and now being alto- 
gether heartleſs, yet extreamly vexed that they ſhould 
be foiled with a handful of Men, they reſolved for 
the futere [to be the more wary, and rather to tire 
the Rhodians with continual Alarums then venture upon 
them, when in the mean time they ſet their Pioneers 
at work, to make way through the Breach deep un 
the Ground, and for their defence turned their great 
Artillery upon it, to prevent the Rhoaians Sallying, 
and with their multitude proved therein ſo ſucceſsful, 
that in a ſhort time they had gained within the City 
200 paces in breadth, and 150 in length ; yet durſt not 
Sally out to Scale the Countermurers, which the Rbv- 
dians had made of the Houſes beaten down by the Turk 
Shot, which Solyzar perceiving at the inſtance of Act 
metes, cauſed a parley to be offered ; offering many 


reaſonable 
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eget reaſonable Conditions, if the Rhoarars would at length 
 fuch 
S,a0 
edtg 


Wirrender the almoſt ruined City ; but, and in Or- 


ter thereto ſent Hieronymus Aonelia a Genoway, who 
having procured fate Conduct, would not deliver his 
Meſſage but to ſome particular men, which 10 incenſed 
the Knights of the Order, who now had ſet down a 
Reſolution to dye in defence of the City ; that one 
Franciſcus Farnovins a French Knight of ſingular Valour, 
bent hzs Piece againſt him, and would not ſuffer him 
to do his Meſlage ; but the Citizens hearing there were 
Terms of Life and Liberty offered by the inſulting 
Tyrant, came to the Houle of the great Maſter, and 
heſeeched him to take pirty on them, their Wives and 
Children, and that ſince he well ſaw that the City 
was not long tenable, he would in time provide for 
their ſafety, and not expoſe them to the Fury of their 
Mercileſs Enemies ; whereat the great Maſter, a man 
of ſingular Piety, as well as Warlike Ardour, being 
moved to Compaſſion ſent Arntonins Groleus, and Robar- 
ts Baruſmus his Ambaſſadors to Solymarn, having firſt 
received Pledges for their ſafe return, who coming 
into the Emperors Preſence, told him that they were 
kent to know for what cauſe he had ſent to require 
Parly, who in a fuming heat as if he had been Igno- 
rant of the matter ſaid, there was no ſuch thing offer- 
e, and thereupon Commanding them preſently to 
woid his Camp, ſent them away with Letters to the 
great Maſter and Citizens to this Effect. 

If I had not Compaſſion of human Infirmities , 
which often times tumbleth Head-long mens Ambiti- 
ons, and haughty minds into moſt dangerous and un- 
receiſary Miſchiefs ; truly I would not have directed 
to you theſe Letters at this time, but as you have well 
deſerved, perſecute you with Death, and moſt Miſe- 
rable Servitude, which how eaſie a thing it were for 
me to do, you your ſelves know, but having now 
ſufficiently 
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ſufficiently tryed my force, if you be wiſe make prof 
of my Clemency, you havealready fatisfyed your oy 
fury, your ownmad humour : Therefore now adyiþ 
your ſelves, lay your Hands upon your Hearts, ay 
without delay yield your ſelves, as I command yay 
Lives, I give you your Wealth, and more then thy W i 
your choice to tarry there ſtill or depart, refuſe nl t 
the Grace freely Offered, which was of you to havehe ſl i 
moſt heartily deſired ; it ſhall not be always Lay. i 
ful ( as at this preſent ) to make choice of both, I t 
Ec. | |

Upon the return of the Ambaſſadors, the Citizen; fl t 
of all ſorts flocked together, to the Great Maſter, ll | 
Houſe, ſtanding near the Breach to implore him il 
accept of any Reaſonable terms, who after he hal I { 
diſmiſſed the Multitude, calling to him the Knights I | 
the Order, and chief Citizens, after the Letters read, I 
he expreſſed himſelf after this manner. 
You heard ( ſacred Fellows in Arms , and Valiant 
Citizens of Khodes ) theſe imperious and fſorrowful £ 
Letters, whereunto how we. are to anſwer ,, requi- || 
reth no great deliberation; we muſt as reſolute men 
either yield or dye, all hopes of Victory is gone, ex- 
- cept forrain aid come ſpeedily to our Succour ; where- 
fore if you will follow my Counſel, let us with Wez- 
pons in our Hands until the laſt Gaſp and ſpending 
"the laſt drop of our Blood like Valiant men, defend 
our Faith and Nobility, received from our Anceſtors, 
and the honour: which we have of long time gotten, 
- bothat home and abroad, and let it never be ſaid that 
our honour dyed but with our ſelves. 

This Speech was approved of by all the Knights of 
| the Order, and moſt of the Soldiers, but the Citi 
zens looking back- upon their Wives, Children, and 
Wealth, ftood mute for a good while, but at lengti 
Pity working 1n their Breſt , they humbly bel 

| the 
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the Great Maſter 3 that he would yet have Compaſ- 
fon on them, and accept of the Tyrants reaſonable 
Conditions, ſince Fame iutficient had been won by their 
doing all that men were capable of performing, and 
that they would yet hazard their Lives to the utmoit;z 
| tha if they perceived any hopes of defending the City, or 
endl that any forain aid in time would come to their afli- 
been ſtance, but ſince neither of them were to be expected 
Law. @ itwas but reaſonable to yield to incvitable necefiity. Af- 
both, ter theſe and many the like Arguments, and others of 
the reſolute Soldiers, and Commanders on the con- 
ew @ trary, it was concluded that the City was not capa- 
ſer Ml ble of being defended by ſo ſmall a Power, againſt

1ivered up A270 1522. after it had indured fix Months 
Siege, and coſt Solyman the Lives of 80000 of his Soldi- 
ers, having been in the Poſſeſſion of the Knights of 
rhe Order 214 years - Upon which the great Maſter 
beirg for his Gravity, Virtue, and Valour highly Ho- 
noured, and applauded by the Conqueror imbarked 
( together with the Knights of his Order, and ſuch. 
thers 2s would accompany him ) and "the Gallies for 
that purpoſe ready in the Port, and ſailed to Meſa, 
where he was joyfully received, and after invited to 
the Courts of moſt of the Chriſtian Princes , having 
with Indignation refaſed Solyman's great Offer made 
to him, provided he would have accompanied hum to 
Conftantinople,and have ſpent the remainder of his Days 
In his Service. |

So that Fredrick, Count Palatine of the Rhine, and Dike 
of Bavaria General of King Ferainand's Forces, not 
being able to get into the City with his Army ſent for 
that purpoſe, was forced to ſtay at Chremſe; yet was 
his Nephew Philip the Palſgrave,. a little before the 
coming of Solyman to the great joy of the Citizens, 
entered with ſeveral Troops of valiant Horſemen, as 
likewiſe Nicholas Connt of Salma, the Lord Wilkan

ceſsful ; fo that -aiter three hours withſtanding the 
Fury of the reſolute Defendants, they retired to the 
Camp Ten Thouſand leſs.than they came. , A while 
after, the Lord Kegendorfe perceiving the Turks by 
parties ſcatter from their: Camp, came with a Com- 
pany of German Horſe, ſet ppon a Party of Fine 
Thouſand Three Hundred with ſuch ſlaughter, that 
not above One Hundred and Forty of them retur- 
ned to tell the News: Nor did other Commandersof 
the beſieged leſs indamage the Enemies by frequent 
Salleys, which ſo inraged the Tyrant, that he ani- 
mated to a fourth Afault, promiling them great 
rewards if they prevailed, which fo far prevaikd 
with them, that they reſolved amongſt themſelves 
either to win the City, or dye in the undertaking; 
but when they felt the ſhot from the betieged like 
a tempeſt fall on them, they were of a different 
opinion, ſo that leaving many Thouſands of the 
ſlain and wounded behind them, they retire to the 
Camp; which Selyman perceiving, and fretting 
that his Honour had fo much ſuffered by fo great. 
loſs of his Men, and fo many Renulſes, diſſembled 
the matter as well as he could, and that the Ger- 
mans ſhould not ſuppoſe he raiſed his ſiege, becau? 
he deſpaired of winning it ; he cauſed feveral Prifc-

1nd great Captains of the Chriſtians ſcornfully re- 
fuſed, whereapon the Imperious Twrk perceiving his 
delires not anſwered as he expected, having cauſed all 
the Priſoners to be murthered , in a great heat raiſed 
his ſiege and departed, not ſtaying till he came' to 
Buda, where having reſtored the Kingdom to fohr 
In conſideration of his becoming his Tributary, he 
returned to Conſtantinople, yet plotting in his mind 
todiſturb the Chriſtians, and revenge the diſgrace 
he had recelved._ before at Yienna, the next year, 
uz, 1530, he leavyed an Army -greater than the 
former, purpoſing with himſelf to over-run Auſtria, 
Carinthia, Styria, and molt part of the German Em» 
pirez to effect which, he allowed three years, but 
mas altozether deceived in his expeQation : for 
Carles the Emperor having ended his Wars in [taly, 
was now at leiſure to attend upon the Infolent Turk; 
who calling rogether his Valiant Captains, ſent them 
Into Spain, Italy, Flanders, and other Countreys to 
kayy Forces, which they did in ſuch abundance to 
oppoſe the common Enemy, that upon the Muſter of 


the Army there were found Ninery Thouſan: 91d ex- 


perienced Foot Sculdiers, and Thirty hoaſand 
fdorſemen well appointed, all the flower ©# «. erma- 
8), Italy, Bohemia, and AHungaria, as likewiie One 
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Hundred and Forty Thouiand of leſs experience, the 
whole Army conſiſting of One Hundred and Sixty 
Thouſand Men; the approach of which fo terrified 
Solyman, that after he had in vain beſieged Gonza, and 
harazed the Countrey, though with the loſs of Ten 
Touſfand of his Men, he returned to Conſtantinople, car. 
rying with him into miſerable Captivity Thir- 
ty Thouſand poor Chriſtians taken in divers Coun- 
tries through which he paſſed, and to appeaſe his 
fury, put. no leſs a numbder to the Sword. And now 
had the Chriſtian Army, compoſed of divers Na- 
tions, purſued the T#/k by Land and Sea, as the Em: 
perour earneſtly deſired they might have driven him 
quite ont of Exrope ; bat Emulation arling amongſt 
the Commanders ard the Soldiers, frequently mu. 
tining this great Army, citected nothing more .than 
to oblige Solyman to retire. 

The Empire mindful of the damage ſuſtained by 
the Turks in Auſtria, Hungary, and other Countries 
to revenge the ſame early the ſpring following, ft 
forth a Fleet conſifting of Thirty Five great Ships, 
and Forty Eight Galleys, under the Condud of 
Andreas Aurea, a moſt expert Captain, who failing 
to the Bay of Ambracia, thought there to have met 
with the Turks Admiral, who had under his Com- 
mand Sixty Galleys, but he having notice of his 
coming from the Yeretians, who ſtood Newters, 
was failed. to the ſtrong Haven of Calcide ; where 
upon Azria directed his courſe to Corone, a ſtrong 
City upon the Coaſt of Peloponeſus, and had it yiel 
dcd unto him upon condition that the Gariſon might 
depart with bag and baggage; where leaving a 
Garriſon of Spaniards, he ſailed to Patras another 
City in the fame Tract ; took it, and ranfacked it, 
permitting the Garriſon nevertheleleſs to march out 
in ſafety ; after which, he took all the Caſtles = 
guarde 
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sarded the ſtraight of Naupattum without any 
hindrance, which gave Sa/uiatxs General of the M1al- 
1 Galleys opportunity to waſte the Coaſt of. Co- 
rinth, and take great booties ; which done, ke re- 
turned loaden with ſpoils to \Vaples , and from 
thence to Genoa the place of his birth and reſi- 
dence. 

The Turks grieving at their great loſs, early in 
the Spring, no 1533, lay d liege to Coroze both by 
&aand Land; of which AZerdoza the Governour 
by Letters adviſed the Vice-Roy of Naples, craving 
ſpeedy aid, with all; aſſuring him, he would defend 
the Town to the utmoſt extremity ; upon whichs 
Auria was fent with a well-appointed Fleet ; the 
terror of whoſe coming ſo frighted the Turks, that 
they left the ſiege, having loſt many Men before it, 
and for haſte left all their heavy Carriages, which 
became a Prey to the Garriſon Soldiers, which ex- 
alted their courage to that degree, that they re- 
queſted Macicaus the Governour to lead them forth 
to the ſiege of Azdruſa a Garriſon of the 7xrks not 
far diſtant from Coroxe, but their coming being dif- 
covered, they could not ſurprize it as they 1inten- 
del, yet raniacked the Suburbs,. and made great 
ſlaughter of the Turks Horſemen, quartering there- 
In, though with the loſs of Mac:icans the Governour, 
and divers others ; yet not long after they took the 
City, being abandoned by the Garriſon as not te- 
nable ; but upon their return to Corone, the Plague 
began to rage fo fearfully, that fearing if they ſtay, 
they ſhould all periſh, and fit opportunity offering it 
klf by reaſon of the Arrival of ſeveral Galleys 
from S:cily with Corn, all the Spaniards, together 
with as many Greeks as would imbarqued with the 
Cannon, and what elſe they thought convenient 3 
kaving the Town to be again poſſeſſed by the. 
Aa 3 Tuiks 
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Turks, though not without the conſent of the Em: 
peror. Anno 1534 Aloyſius Grittus, Son to the Duke 
of Venice, and Solymans great Favourite, being by 
him ade Lejutenant of Hungary inwardly envying 
at Americus Vayuod of Tranſylvania at the inſtance 
of one Docia, cauſed him to be murthered in hi; 
Tent, which ſo incenſed the Tranſyluantians, that 
they Arming themſelves to the number of Forty 
Thouſand, under the Leading Aaylat, a Valiant 
Gentleman, and Kinſinan to the Yayvod, purſued 
the Murtherer, who fled to Zega, which the Tran 
ſylvanians beſieged, and not without great difficulty 
took, and in It 4loyſus and Decia ;, the former of 
which they beheaded, and the latter: tore in pieces, 
taking the ſpoil of their Goods, which was very 
great ; for about Aloyſius were found as many pre- 
cious ſtones as were eſteemed worth Forty Mil- 
lions. 

Solyman thirſting after Glory, and reſolving not 
to let his Soldiers lye idle, reſolved to invade at 
once both Africk and Perſia : the charge of the firſt 
he committed to Barbaruſa, (who of a poor Fiſher- 
Boy became a Pirate, and afterward King of Arpire, 
and then travelling to Conſtantinople, was upon the 
recommendation of Achomeres the Great Baſſa, malt 
one of the Baſſas of Solymans Council.) Whereup- 
on he canſed all his Galleys to be in a readinels, ap 
pointing the aforeſaid Barbaraſa Admiral of all his 
Sea Forces z who had no ſooner taken upon him the 
Command, but ſailing out of Heleſpontms with Eighty 
Galleys, (leaving Amurath with twelve to tranſport 
Solymans Army in to 4ſia ,) he ſhaped his courſe for 
Jraly, when paſſing the Sr-aighrs between Jraly and 
Sicily, he brought ſuch a fear upon the Inhabitants 
on either ſhoar, that they fled with all their ſub 
ſtance further into the Countrey ; after wie s 
aye 
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pyed fiege to Saint Lucidiuy formerly called Tenpſas 
hich he took, putting moſt of the: Inhabitants to 
the Sword, from whence with a' rich booty; and 
pany Priſoners, he marched to Cirrarinn, which he 
took and burnt, together with Seven Galleys that 
ky in the Port ; and ſo fatling by Naples, he ſeized 
yon Spelanca, from: which he marched over Land 
to Funds, ten miles from Spelunca, on purpoſe as. 
was thought to have ſeized on Julz Gonzaga, a Lady 
of incomparable Beauty, whom he intended to have 
jreſented to Solymen, but ſhe though half naked 
ztting on Horleback, fled to the Mountains, yet 
he took the Ciry, and put molt of the Inhabitants 
to the Sword ; and ſo coaſting along 7aly, and: ta- 
king many Cities, Towns, and Caſtles, he brought 
ſuch a fear npon Rozze (once Miſtreſs of the World) 
that many conjectured that if he went dire&ly thi- 
ther with his Fleet, the Romans would have forſa-

moſt fortune for the recovery of the Kingdom, 
n right appertaining to him as Elder Brother to 
M#'eaſſes, he for his ſafety was fled to Conftantino- 
fe, which opportunity Solyman laying hold on, to 
advantage his Wars in Afric:, kept him as a Pri- 
ſoner at large, ſo that Babaruſſa landing, and every 
here proclaiming the Name of Roſceres, whom the 
%rs and Namidians greatly. favoured, hating M- 
teaſes for his extraordinary Tyranny ; he had Bi- 
ferta immediately pat into. his poſſeſſion, the Moors 
thinking, as indeed the Turks gave it ont; that 
Aaxy Roſcetes 
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Roſcetes was in the Fleet, and that the Turks hai 
made ſo great a Preparation to reſtore hir to hi 
Fathers Kingdom. | 

Barbaruſſa having ſecured Biſertzs with a [trong 
Garriſon, doubling the Promontorie where old Cx. 
thage ſtood, came to Gulletra, a ſtrong Caſtle tang: 


ing within the Bay of Tanis, where in token of 


Friendſhip he faluted it, and had the like retur. 
ned; but upon the requeſting the ſurrender there 
of, he was anſwered, that it ſhould be alwaies at 
his Command, - who ruled the City of Tres, { 
that returning from thence, he came before the Ci- 
ty, upon which by the perſwaſion of ſuch as af 
&ed KRoſceres, Muleaſſes fled with a ſmall number of 
his Favourites, and for haſte left behind him moſ 
of his Treaſure, which afterwards became a prey to 
the Enemy ; Muleaſſes fled, the people joyfully re- 
ceived Barbarufſa into Tunes, and with eager Eyes, 
and longing expectations, flockt into the high 
ſtreets to have a ſight of their new King, but when 
they perceived him not, and heard the Soldiers in 
their Acclamations name none but Solyman and Bar- 
baruſſa, they began to doubt as the truth was that, 
inſtead of their new King, whom they ſo much d&- 
fired, thay had received the Turkiſh Government, 
which above all things they utterly abhorred; 
which ſuſpicion once confirmed by ſeveral of Roſcet's 
Friends, whom Barharufſa had brought with him on 
purpoſe to delude the people, who grieved to {kt 
the ruine of their Countrey at hand, for fear of 
.preſent danger did not ſpare to tell their Friends 
and Acquaintance, that in vain they expected Roſce 
zes, who remained in Bonds at Conſtantineple , which 
wrought fo ſudden an alteration in the minds of 
the Citizens, that perceiving themſelves deceived 
at the inſtance of Abdabar the Meſuar, or chief Mar 
—adroLotos 's piſtrar 
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ſtrate who had before perſwaded Mleafſes to fly,in 
hopes of bringing in Roſceres, they every where run 
totheir Arms, and from all parts of the City aſlai- 
kd the Turks, but for the moſt part being lightly 
Armed, and in a tumultuary diſorder they were not 
able to ſtand the fury of the Harquebuſiers ; but af- 
ter a long and obſtinate Fight, wherein a great. 
number were killed on both tides, they ſubmitted 
themſelves; of which Mz/eafſes having notice, fled 
to Conſtantina, the Regal City of Dorax, a Numi- 
ian Prince his Kinſman, where he remained in ſafe- 
ty till the coming of Charles the Emperor into 
Africk, as will appear in the ſequel of this Hiſtory. 

Tines thus taken, or rather ſurprized by Barba- 
za, all the other Cities thereto appertaining, 
mere won with little difficulty, and annexed to the 
Takiſh Empire, till they were again ſundred by the 
Germans, and Muleaſſes the Exil'd King reſtored by 
theEmperor : And in this poſture, leaving the At- 
fairs of Africk, I ſhall take a view of Solyman's pro- 
cceding againſt the Perſ#ans. 

Hiſmael being dead, and Tamas his Son ſucceeding 
him, Ibrahim the Great Baſſa, who could do all with 
Solyman, perſwaded him that now a fit opportunity 
offered to be revenged on the Perſians, and the ra- 
ther by the revolt of Vlemus, a Noble Man of Per- 
fa, who had Eſponſied King T ama's Siſter, who ha- 
ving Imbeſled the Revenues of the Crown, for fear 
of being called to account” for fo doing, was fled to 
Conſtantinople : But Solymar's Mother, and fair Con- 
cubine Roxolan greatly deſirous of his Company, 


. much oppoſed the Motion of the Baſſa, layiug before 


Solyman the danger and inconveniency of ſo tedious 
and dangerous an Expedition ; but not being able 
to prevaZ$, they ever after became 1brahim's Mor- 


tal Enemies, not leaving to urge Solymar, tull at 
| laſt 
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laſt he gave command that he ſhould be mnyy. 
thered. | 

Solyman reſolved upon an expedition againſt the 
Perſian, to revenge, as he pretended, the manifold 
injuries done to his Grandfather, Father, and him. 
{elf,, raiſed a great Army, part of which he ſenthe. 
fore him, under the Command of Ibrahim the Great 
Baſſa, and UVlemas the Fugitive Perſian, who by haſty 
Marches over the Mountains, and along the Banks 
of Eupbrates,that ſetting down before the great City 
Faurus, and the Citizens deſpairing to be relieved 
by their King, he had the City delivered into his 
poſſeſſion, of which King Tames having notice, ha- 
ſted thither with his Army , but e're he attenipt 
any thing for the recovery thereof, Solyman witha 
great maltitude of Soldiers had joyned the Baſla; 
whereupon he thought it not good to give Battle 
to ſo powerful an Enemy, but to hover about his 
Camp, and take all advantages, well knowing ſuch 
a World of people conld not ſabliſt, without ex- 
ceeding ſtore of Proviſions and other neceſlaries; 
which device of the Per/4an, Solyman well perceiving, 
left a ſtrong Garriſon in Taurxs, and marched againſt 
him, who ſtill retired before the Turks, even to 
the Walls of S#!taria; near to which, Solymar pitch- 
ing his Camp, lay many dayes to expect him ; du- 
ring which tim2, ſuch a horrible Tempeſt aroſe, 
that the Winds driving the Snow off from the ſteep 
Hills, buryed many Thouſands of the 7urks alive; 
oyerthrowing molt of their Tents, and although 
it was but the middle of September, froze ſo hardz 
that many were froze to Death, others loſt the uk 
of their Limbs, and moſt of the Camels and Horks 
periſhed ; which bad Omen, together with their Ap- 
prehenſions they had of the approach of the Ene- 


my, and the horrible darkneſs of the Night, ſo dif- 


couraged 


levelled with the Gronnd, and a great number of 
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couraged the Soldiers that they would all have fled, 
had they known which way. This Tempeſt they 
concluded to be raiſed by the Perſian Magicians to 
leſtroy them, but whether fo, or not, it greatly 
diſcouraged Solyman, 10 that raiſing his Camp, he 
marched into Afyria, and ſet down before Babylon 
now Bagdat, which being altogether unprovided, 
wpon the flight of the Governour, fell into his hands, 
3 likewiſe d1d moſt of the Cities, both of Afyria 
and Meſopotamia ; and ſo far extended the terror of his 
Name 3 that moſt of the Countreys round abour, 
ſent their Embaſladors to tender their ſabjeCtion 3 
and in Babylon he Wintered his Army, placing Go- 
yernours 1n the adjacent Cities. And a Beglerbeg, 
2 they proudly term him, that 1s, a Lord of Lords. 
In Babylon, and under him, divers Sanzarks, or pet- 
ty Lords, during his aboad here, he alſo cauſed his 
chief Treaſurer to be executed for Imbeſling his Re- 
yenues. 

Tamas the Perſian King having by this time rai- 
kd a conſiderable Army , marched to Taurs, at 
whoſe approach the Garriſon fled z of which Soly- 
man having notice, and being ſtrengthned with new 
{apply out of Egypt, Syria, Fudea, and Comagena ; 
le left Babylon, reſolving to provoke the Perſian to 
Battle, or to fack his regal City Tawris before his 
face, but Tames knowing himſelf too weak to give 
him Battle, at his approach drew out his Army, and 
led into the Mountains of Hyrcania, deſtroying all 
before him, to prevent its falling into the hands of 
his Enemies 3 upon whoſe departure, the Citizens 
opened their Gates to the Tzrks, whom they were 
no wayes able to reſiſt : yet notwithſtanding, at 
the Commandment of Solyman, the City was fſack- 
ed, the Kings Palace,, and other ſtately Buildings 


the 
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the Citizens lead into miſerable Captivity , and 
thinking himſelf ſufficiently revenged, he reſolved 
to return with his Army into Meſopotamia ; but 
having notice that the Perſian was following, even 
at his heels,he divided his Forces,leaving the Baſſas of 
Cair and Syria with Vlemus the Fugitive Perfian, with 
Eighteen Thouſand to follow in the rere of his Army, 
to repel the aſlaults of the Fore-runners of 1 amas' 
Army ; he marched with the reſt by ſpeedy Jour- 
neys to Amida, now called Caraemida: In the mean 
while Tamas coming to Tauris with his Army, be- 
ing the flowr of Parthia, Media, Iberia, and Arme- 
7a; and beholding what deſolation the Turbs had 
made in that famous City, was ſo inraged thereat, 
that he would have purſued them with all his Army 
to revengethe injury at the hazard of a Battle, but 
being perſwaded they were gone too far to be over- 
taken, and the Gentlemen of which his Army chiefly 
conſiſted, ſeemed altogether unwilling to undertake 
{o tedious a march, he was content to ſtay at Tauris, 
and ſend Delimenthes, a Noble Man of Perſia, (who 
freely offered himſelf to undertake it ) with Five 
Thouſand ſwift Horſe to follow them; and as he 
ſaw his advantage to cut off the Enemies rear, the 
which he ſo ſpeedily performed, that ſurprizing 
the Eighteen Thouſand under the Command of the 
two Baſſas, and Ulems, as they lay ſecurely near 
the Caſtle of Belrhris, that being aſliſted with the 
Garriſon Soldiers, he put them almoſt all to the 
Sword, , the Baſſas and Vlemas hardly eſcaping up- 
on their ſwift Horſe to tell the news, for which 
ſervice he was highly rewarded by Tamas. 

Theſe reiterated loſſes greatly perplexed Solyman, 
ſo that calling to mind the prefages his Mother had 
made of his evil ſucceſs in that expedition of that ne 


was wholly lead thereto by the Council rake BR 
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he therefore conceived ſuch a diſpleaſure againſt him, 
ended in his deſtruCtion : for upon his Arrival to 
Conſtantinople, he gave ſuch countenance to thoſe 
that brought complaints, againſt which before they 
durſt not do ; that at the earneſt Requeſt of Roxo/anay 
whoſe Son Bajazer the Baſſa hindred from aFiring 
to the Empire, and rather favouring Muſtapha, S9- 
hymains $01 27 another Woman, that he conſented 
to his b=.:7 made away 3 and by reaſon he had 
fyorn never to injure his perſon whilſt he lived; 
he cauſed for the ſaving of his Oath, an Eunuch 
to cut his Throat whilſt he ſlept 5 which Jefnitical 
Evaſion he learned of the Afi, or Chief Maheo- 
metan Prieſt, who being conſulted on the matter, 
gave his opinton that Men only are alive, when 
they Move, At, and Enjoy their perfe& Sences: 
and that ſleep depriving them of their reaſonable 
Faculties, rendered them as dead Men. Some there 
are that report the fall of this great Man, who 
whilſt he ſtood high in his Miſters favour, in ef- 
fet ruled the Turkiſh Empire to be cauſed by his 
too much favouring the Chriſtians, who having 1n 
his younger years-been brought up in that profe{- 
fon, ſtill continued a Chriſtian 1n his heart; and 
that to ſpare the ſhedding of Chriſtian Blood as 
muchas 1in him lay : He turned the Emperors For- 
ces againſt the Infidels ; yet, however it happened, 
his Body with a great weight fixed to 1t, was caſt 
into the Sea, and all his Wealth, which was 1neſti- 
mable, except a ſmall portion alotted for the main- 
tenance of his Wife and Children, was ſeized to the 
behoof of Solymar. 

Tunes as aforeſaid being taken by Barbarsſſa, and 
all the other Cities obliged to ſubmit to the Tur- 
kiſh obedience, Charles the Emperor,..vwho was like- 
wiſe King of Spaiz, not, liking ſo potent a Neigh- 
bour, 
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bour leavyed great Forces , ſolicited thereto þ 
Auleaſſes the Exil'd King ; and in revenge of the In- 
juries ſuſtained by Barbaruſſa, reſolved to drive him 
out of that part of Africk, when appointing A. 
phonſus, D'valus, Vaſtins, General of the Footmen; 
he with Seven Hundred Sail of great and ſmall 
Ships and Galleys, ſtood with the African Coaſt, 
when dubling the Promontory of Carthage came tg 
an Anchor before a Caſtle, which by reaſon of 7 
great Well beneath, 1s it called by the name of 
Aquaria, or the Water Caſtle ; whoſe unexpetted 
arrival ſo terrified Barbaruſſa, dreaming of nothing 
lef6 that he was about to have fled with all his Turks; 
but then fearing to fall into Solymarns diſpleaſure, 
which to do, he knew was certain death 5 upon |- 
cond thoughts, though he reſolved to make all the 
defence he was able againſt ſo poweriul an Army as 
the Emperor lead after him, and thereby get hin | : 
the name of a valiant Soldier, though he deſpaired Il 
with the Forces he had to keep either the Cities or | 
Caſtles; whereupon he did what he could to in- iſ] | 
courage his men with many vain-glorious-ſpeeches; Il 

| 
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2nd into the ſtrong Ciltle of Gzterta, ſtanding upon 
the bottom of the Bay of Carthage upon a point of 
Land incompaſled almoſt round with the Sea, and 
the great Lake; he thruſt his moſt reſolute Captains IN | 
and Janizaries, himielf remaining in 7 an:s to expect I 
fupplyes out of Numidia; at what time the Empe- 
ror having with his great and ſmall hot obliged I 
tho that guarded the ſhoar to retire: He landed Il 
his men, and intrenched them every Natic: by 
themſelves, during which, they had :requent $kir- 
miſhes with the Namidian Horlkmen, nor were they 
leſs moleſted by the Garriſon, who fallyed as often 

as they ſaw their 2drantaze ; when one dayes fally- | 
11% n:der the Comnand of Salaciar Arc 
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they came up to the Mount, near the Caſtle, com- 
manded by Count Serzmey, a man famous both for the 
Honour of his Houſe, and great Exploits in War ; 
who not uling to be ſo braved, deſcended with the 
Jalians under his Command to drive them back by 
force ; but the Enemy being far ſuperiour in num- 
ber, and the Spaniards who were intrenched next 
him, looking on, and not coming out to ſuccour him, 
tethere fighting valiantly,was {lain;but the Spaniards, 
though they ſecretly rejoyced at the overthrow of 
the Count, who had ſo often eclipſed their Glory, 
fared not better ; for the next day Tobacches ano- 


| ther of the Tarks Captains ſallying out, charged 


them in their Trenches, killing meny of them, and 
taking what they found therein. 


Theſe Loſſes made the General ſharply reprove 
the Captains of their neglect of duty, in watching to 
prevent the dangerous attempts of ſo politique an 
Enemy ; which ſo wrought with the Captains and 
Soldiers,” that to regain their credit, they vowed 


to.ſhun no danger, nor were they inferiour to their 
promiſe ; for G:affer, Captain of the Fanizaries fal- 


lying out againſt the Spaniards, was himſelf lain to- 
zether with moſt of his Men whom the Chriſtians 
purſued, even to the Gate of the Caſtle, and had 
entered with thoſe that fled, had not thoſe that 
wereentered, ſhut out a great number of their Fel- 
lows to prevent it, who were all ſlain or taken 


Prifoners: after which, the Emperor cauſed his 


Batteries to be mounted, whilſt Auria with the 
Fleet blocked up the Caſtle to the Sea-ward, fo that 
what from the Ships and the Mounts, the great 
Ordnance in manr.er of an Eartkqucke fo terribly 
roared, that their contirral thircering WEce 1T 
kem as if the Earth would have rert in funcer; 


ard 
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and cauſed the Sea, .which. before was calm, 
mount, as if it had been inraged with a Tempeſt 
the Air likewiſe became thick, and the Sky wg 
darkned with ſmoak, ſo that after ten hours incef. 
fant battery, the Vamures, and Walls of the Caſte 
were in many places beaten down : the. Turbs Ca. 
non and Canoneers lying buried together in the 
Rubbiſh, ſo that the defendants utterly deſpairing 
Jonger to hold it, fled over a wooden Bridge layed 
for that purpoſe, who being hercely purſued by the 
Chriſtians, were moſt of them ſlain; inſomuch, 
that the Surface of the Lake was well nigh covered 
with dead bodies. | 


The ſtrong Caſtle thus taken, and moſt of the 
Turks Fleet of Galleys at Archor in the Lake, yiel- 
ded tothe Conqueror ; upon notice of which, Mi 
leafſes the Mooriſh King came to the Emperors Tent, 
and humbled himſelf at his Feet, promiſing to.he- 
come his tributary, deliring as his Veſlal to be re- 
ceived into his protettion, {wearing never to forget 
ſo great a Benefit, with many the like expreſſions; 
which ſo moved the Emperour, that he promiſed 
to reſtore him without any other Tribute, than 
yearly paying a brace of Falcons, and a brace of 
Barbary Hories ; as likewiſe to maintain a Thouſand 
Chriſtian Soldiers to keep for him the Caſtle of 
Guletta, and ever after to be kind to all Chriſtians 
either Inhabiting, or that ſhould have occaſion to 
paſs through his Countrey , telling him further, 
that if he failed in any point, thoſe Armes that re- 
ſtored him, could again depole him. . 

Matters thus concluded, the Emperour marched 
againſt Tunis, where Barbaruſſa, with” the remain- 
der of his Forces were in Garriſon, who upon the 
approach 
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proach of the Chriſtians, drew out his Forces, 


fl confiſting for the moſt part of Numidian Horſ- 


men, but ſcarcely endured the firſt charge, e're he 
tktook himſelf to flight, and again entered the City 
of Tunis, where In his mad mood, he derermined to 
kill all the Chriſtian Priſoners ; and had put his 
foody intent into praCtiſe, had he not heen diſſiwa- 
& therefrom by S:nan a Jew, one of his chief Cap- 
tains, which turned to his great diſadvantage ;; for 
the Captives, to the number of Six Thouſand, hear- 
ingin what danger they were in, burſt out 'of the 
Dungeons in the Caſtle yghere they lay in Irons, and 
killing ſuch Turks as they found therein, barracaded 
the doors, ſeizing on ſuch Armour as came firſt to 
hand, made figns to the Emperor, from the Battle- 
ments, that they kept the Caftle to his behoof ; 
mhich Barbaruſſa perceiving , and that all his in- 
treaties for the rendition of 1t was in vain : he in 
2 great rage abandoned” the City with ſuch of his 
followers as would attend him, and fled by Sea in 
Fourteen Galleys to the City of Bora. 

The Turks haying deſerted Twms, the Magi- 
ſtrates came forth with the Keyes to meet the 
Emperor, who without any reſiſtance entered the 
City, which he laboured to fave from the ſpoil, 
but fach was the fury of the Soldiers, that they 
could not be reſtrained neither by the Emperor, 
nor YVaſtics the General, but ſeizing upon all they 
found, killed ſich of the ors as reiiſted them ; 
| that in a ſhort time all was in 2 confuſion, and 
great riches carryed to the Ships and Galleys, to- 
gether with many Captives: moſt of which the 
Emperor cauſed to be reſtored, and the reſt were 
redeemed by Muleaſſes. 

Barbaruſſa not thinking himſelf ſafe at Hippona, 
Won the coming of Aria with the Fleet, fled to 

Þ b Argizrs 
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Argier,, of which the Emperor having notice, he 
placing Mwlcaſſes in the Kingdom of Tuneſſes, and 
furniſhing Guletra with all manner of Warlike 


Proviſion, with a Thouſand Spaniards to ſecure it, 
returned. in 1 riumph to Naples, Anno 1537 ; when 
the ſame year Solyman envying at the Portugals trade 
in the Eaſt-Indies, ſent Solyman Baſſa, accompanied 
with Aſau Beg, a famous Pirate, commonly called 
the Moor. of Alexandria, with a Fleet to moleſt 
them, who failing through the Red-Sea, came as 
far as the River /nd*s, where with all their power 
they aſſaulted D:zum a Caſtle of the Portugals, ſci- 
tuate upon the mouth of That great River; but af- 
ter many. dayes ſiege, both by Sea and Land having 
tryed their utmoſt force, they were glad to retire, 
leaving. behind them for haſt moſt of their great 
Ordnance : when coming to Aden, a rich City in 
Arabia. Falix, they allured the King thereof on 
board their Galleys, with promiſe of ſafe condud, 
but having him in their power contrary to their 
Oaths, they hanged him up at the Yards Arm of 
the Admirals Galley, and plundered the City ; the 
like they did to another City in the ſame Tract cal- 
led Zibith, and returned to Conftantinople , one by 
Sea, and the other by Land ; at what time Solymar 
ſolicited thereto by John Forreſt the French Kings 
Ambaſſador, was preparing for the Invaſion of 
Italy, and having for that purpoſe raiſed Two Hun- 
dred Thouſand Men, ſending before him Lutzis BaF 
ſa, and Barbarsſſa, with a great Fleet, who landing 
at Orranto, and condudted by one Troilus Pignatellns, 
a Fugitive /talian, ſeized on Caſtrum, which contre 


ry to their Faith given, they plundered ; carrying 
molt of the people Priſoners, at what time Solymar 
had by night ſent over ſeveral Troops of Light- 
Horſemen 1n great Palendars, who running all _ 
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Bite Sea Coaſt from Tarentnm to Brundufum, for the 


ſhace of Forty miles, rummaged the Countrey, car- 
ning away a great booty , and had been likely 
mnough, had Selymar, as he intended, ſeconded them 
mith his great power to have overrun all /aly; but 
yrovidence ſo ordered it, that by the wilfulneſs of 
Alexander Contarenus a Venetian Captain, who meet- 
ngwith the Admiral of Calpolis, and he not vail- 
ing his top-ſail, nor in token of Reverence and 
friendſhip diſcharge his great Ordnance, offended 
with his proud infolency, fiercely aſlailed the Squa- 
1m of Galleys under his command, of which he 


fink two, the Admiral himfelf periſhing in one of 


them, and not long after, for the like inſolency, 
the Venetian Admiral cauſed Funusbeus ; Solymans 
chief Interpreter, paſſing by Corcyre to be aſfailed; 
when to ſave himſelf and his Turks, he forceing his 
Galleys on ſhoar near unto the Mountains 4 called 
Aerceranni, he fell into a worſe danger, for being 
tzken by the Mountainiers, moſt of his people were 
ſain, and himfelf hardly releaſed for a gteat ſun 
of rioney. | | 

Theſe Breaches of Peace, as the Tiwrks termed 
them, ſo much 1ncenſed Solyman, that he recalled 
bis Forces then in Pzglia, reſolving to turn his 
#hole power upon the Yenerzans, upon whoſe re- 
turn Azria falling in with Twelve Galleys laden 
nth Janizaries, and choſen Horſemen of the Court 
ter a ſharp conflict to them all, which: proved a 
preat weakning to the Tyrants Fleet, yet he deſpe- 
ately bent againſt the Yereriars, reſolving to-take 
from.themi the rich Iſland of Corcy-a, but by the 
way himſelf had like to have been ſlain in his Tent 
y a Mountainier, which had been effected, had he 
tot been diſcovered by the cracking of a bough 3 
revenge which, he ſent his Janizaries, and ofher

1:1: his return landing on the Ifle of Naxos, fin 
23a the City, which not being furniſhed to 0 
01 fo powerful an Army, conſented to pay the 
Tyrant Five thouſand Duckates a year Tributs 
2ad to hold the Seigniorie of him, whereupon, with- 
out doing further harm, he departed to Conſtanin. 
ple; at whoſe return Lutzis Baſla was accuſed by his 
Wife, Solymans Siſter of Sodomy, and for that ſhe hz 
ving in private reproved him thereof, he ha 
truck her a box on the Ear, and confined her as2 
Priſoner to her Chamber ; which complaint fo in- 
cenſed So!y;man, who for his Siſters ſake had rake 
him from. a low Degree, to the higheſt Honour 
next. himlelf, that he baniſhed him into acedmi, : 
where he ſpent the remainder of his dayes ina poorſſ * 
and private life. 

Though Solyman was returned to Conftantinplt, 
yet his Wars with the Fenetians ended not, for It 
ſent ſtrift command to his Governours and Lieute- 
nants bordering upon tkeir frontiers, to vex thei 
them with all manner Hoſtilities ; who were not 
wanting to fatisfie him therein, nor the Yenetias 
on their part to revenge the injuries; but the fer 
neſs_ of the Turks were ſomewhat reſtrained by 1 


War undertaken by King Ferdinand againſt theny » 
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t revenge former injuries, who raiſing a great 1v- 
yer of gallant Soldiers of divers Nations, ſent them 
inder the leading of Cazzianer, by whoſe Cowezr- 
lize in leading them through Woods, and by-wayes, 
many of them periſhed for hunger ;. others to avoid 
that calamity, deſerted him, and in fine, the Gene- 
ral forſaking his Army (for which he was after- 
mrd executed) -It was overthrown near Exek, and 
all the Soldiers either: ſlain, or taken Priſoners: 
The news of this great overthrow much trou- 
hed the Chriſtian Princes to repair ; which dif- 
rrace the Emperor, the Yeretians, and the Pope ſet 
wt a great Fleet of Galleys, which meeting at Corey- 
% the Admirals conſulted what. was beſt to be 
ith. done, when upon notice that Barbaryſſa lay with the 
wr if 1#%ſp Galleys in the Bay of Ambracia, they reſol-

a peace, which -with much difficulty they obtained, 
In canſideration whereof they. yield unto him Na. 
plium and Epidaurus, two Cities of Pejoponeſm, to. 
gether with Nadinm and Labrana, two Caltles of 
Dalmatia, which happened by reaſon the ſecrets of 
their Embaſſey was beforehand diſcovered to Sah. 
man by ſeveral treacherous Fenetians, bribed. by 
him for that purpoſe ; ſome of which being after- 
ward taken, were worthily executed at the ſame 
time; a ſecret conſideration between Fohn King of 
Hungary, and Ferdinand King of Bohemia (including 
that upon the deceaſe of the: former, the latter 
ſhould enjoy his Kingdom) was diſcovered to Su 
man, which grievouſly incenſed him againſt the Hur 
garian King, whom by his Armes he had reſtored 
to his Kingdom to appeaſe, which he'was content 
to marry /ſabel/a, Daughter to Sigiſmund, King of 
Poloma, by whom he had Ifſne a-Son, who after his 
Fathers Death was crowned King 'of . Hungary, and 


taken into Solymans protettion, by that means beres- 


ving King Ferdinand of his hope of a peaceable pol: 
ſeſſion ; whereupon after having, requeſted it by-his 
Embaſſadors of Selyman, and deſpairing that way to 
obtain it, he with :a great Army entered the King- 
dom, and ſeized upon Y:cegrade, Pefth, V aria, and 
Alba.

' This news was joyful to the Queen, whereupon 
fie drawing, together all her Forces, -joyned them 
ith thoſe Mahometes, and 'Ustref, two! of Solymans 
Baſſas had brought' into the field, and immediately 
kyed ſiege to Facia which they took, 'and to pre- 
rent its again falling into the hands: of the Bohe- 
nins, Tt it on fire; Yacia thus layed-waſte, they 
removed to-Peſth, to which they layed ſtraight ſiege, 
hit'after many unſucceſsful attempts to-carry it by 
ſtorm, raiſed their Camp, and returned over Danu- 
bias, upon which King Ferdinand ſent a great Army 
imder the Leading of the Lord Will;am Regendorf, 
who entring the' Kingdom, layed fiege to Buda, 
aid ſent Meſſengers to ſummon the Queen to ſarren- 
der the City to this Maſter, and: that in heu'there- 
6,” and of the 'other iCities'; ſhe ſhon}d-have be- 
ſtowed ion ther freely the Seignory of Sepiſia, to 
which George, 'Biſhop of Veradinm, who altogether 
poverned the 'Queen, an{wered that ſhe ſhould-accept 
(6 ſuch-proffer-, and with many opprobrious words 
diſmiſſed the Meſſengers, 'whereypon Regendorf ha- 
ving/mounted his Canon, furiouſly battered the Ci- 
ty, making ſeveral wide breaches, but they /were 
lo notably-defended, that the Germans nor Spaniards 
could not-enter, which they perceiving , ſo dealt 
with one Borremiſſa a great man inthe City, that he 
promiſed to deliver them a Gate in the night to 
enter by, which- accordingly he performed; but ha- 
ving'agreeld ithatinone but Hurgarians ſhould enter, 


the better to'prevent the effulion:6f blood ; and Re- 
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gendorff contrary to that agreement, ſending in Gy. 
mans under the Leading of . their Captains, - to þ 
more ſure of the City, the Traitor repenting. 
what he had undertaken, refuſed to lead them ty 
the Market place, and they ſtill remaining in the 
narrow ſtreets, and not knowing which way to gy, 
a ſufficient number could not enter e're the Alarun 
was taken, upon which the Citizens, and Garriſon 
Souldiers running to their Armes, aſlaulted then 
on every ſide, who being in a ſtrange place, and 
their fear augmented :by the terror. of the night, 
fled back faſter than they advanced. 

Spring being come, Solymar ſent a great Army un- 
der the Leading of ahometes Baſla, to the Aſſiſtance 
of the Queen ; which paſſing, the Dannbixs intrer 
ched within half a mile of the Bohemians, German, 
and [ral:ans, under the command of the -Lord Reper- 
do:jj, and dayly with skirmiſhes perplexed him, hs 


ving likewiſe fortified an Iſland lying in the River, | 


called Ceppelia, as the General of the Chriſtians had 
done another oppoſite to his Camp, between which 
paſſed likewiſe many skirmiſhes, but. at length the 
Tirks pouring a great number of their men on 
ſhoar in the Iſland held by the Chriſtians, cauſed 
them to leave the Fortifications, and flie over the 
Bridge layed to paſs, and repaſs to the Camp, but 
by the valour of the German Soldiers all was quick 
ly regained, and the City furiouſly aſſaulted, though 
without ſucceſs, for that a great number of the be- 
fieged continually kept ſuch breaches as the Canon 
had made, and the Beſiegers, by reaſon of the 
nearneſs of the Txrks Army, durſt not go to the 
aſſault in ſuch number as otherwiſe they might have 
done, yet they had ſo battered the Walls, that they 
deſpaired not to win it ina ſhort time; but in the 
height of their ExpeCtation, news came, that Soly- 
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12 with a great power, was near at hand to joyn 
the Baſla already incamped , which infuſed ſich a 
far into the Chriſtians that the Soldiers whether 
their General would or no, reſolvedto raiſe the Seige 
and paſs the Danubius. So that he was conſtrain- 
ed to accord to the reſolves, and in the dead of the 
night raiſed the Siege, but not ſo ſecretly but the 
Turks had notice ſent them of what had happened, 
by 'thoſe in the City - Whereupon burſting out of 
their Camp, and the Citizens at the ſame time fal- 
ing by the light of a ſtack of ſtraw, and purſued 
them with great {laughter ; inſomuch that moſt part 
ofthe Army was either drowned in the haſty paſ- 
fage, or fell By the. Sword, not above a third part 
of them eſcaping-to Comora. So that a great booty 
by that-means fell into the hands of the Turks. 

© Upon this defeat Peſth being deſerted of her Gar- 
riſon,' was taken without reſiſtance by Caſon, the 
Turks Fleet then in- the Danubims, and moſt that 
were found therein. put to the Sword. The Lord 
Regendorf as a man not delirous to outlive ſo foul a 
dihonour broughtupon him by the wilfulneſs of his 
unraly Souldiers, would have died fighting amongſt: 
the thickeſt of his Enemy, had he not againſt his 
will by ſtrong hand been forced into a Pinace, and 
b carryed by his Captains to Comora, within five 
days. after Solyman came to Buda, and according to 
lis wonted cruelty cauſed all the Priſoners to be pur 
to death, and one amongſt the reſt a German Soul- 
dier being of wonderous height, he appointed to be 
fain by his Dwarff, whoſe head reached not paſt his 
knees, which he ordered to be done in derifion of 
the German Nation. 

. Solyman having pitched his Camp near Buda, ſent 
his Ambaſſadors with Preſents to the Young King, 
we, Three beautiful Horſes, with their Bridles of 

| Gold, 
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Gold, and their Trapings ſet with precious Tones 
and three Robes of cloth of Gold, and unto ever 
one of the chief Nobility a chain 'of Gold, and rig 
Gowns ; upon the delivery of theſe preſents, asthey 
had it in charge, they requeſted that the Que 
would cauſe the young King to be ſent to the Cany 
to Solyman, who was greatly deſirous to fee himan 
that he was reſolved to take him and his Kingdg 
into protection, until ſuch timeas he ſhpuld of him. 
{lf be able to defend-it againſt his potent Adverſary, 
This requeſt of the Ambaſladors (though not with- 
out ſome ſcruple) was granted, and the young King 
being then in his ſwadling Cloths, was ent in a rich 
Chariot, together with his Nurſe. and ſeveral great 
Ladies,attended on by ſuch of the Nobility,to whon 
Solyman had ſent preſents; upon whoſe Arrival the 
Tyrant took him in his arms, and looked upon him 
commanding his ſons then preſent, viz. Selymus and 
Bajazet begotten on the fair Rowolana to kils hint 
in token of there love to him: from. thence forward 
yet notwithſtanding theſe fair ſhews, he conſulted 
with his Baſſa's whether he ſhould retain the King 
and ſeize on the Kingdom of Hungary, having before 
cauſed his Soldiers to poſſeſs themſelves of one of the 
Gates of Buda, called Sabatina, it was likewiſe deba- 
ted whether all the Nobility then -in his poſſefiion 
ſhonld be put to: death, or carried unto bondage; 
of all which opinions were ſome of his Baſla's, and 
others of a far :more mild opinion. So that Solyman, 
when he well conſidered what had been argued, re- 
ſolved upon a method between the one and the 0- 
ther, when entering Buda on the 3oth. of. Auguft, 
amo 1541. after he had ſacrificed to. his. vain Pro- 
phet, in the-Cathedral , dedicated to .the Vargin 
AAary,he publiſhed a Decree (the fatal daom'ot that 
flouriſhing Kingdom , under which -.it at this day 
groans.)

likewiſe Moravia, to whom he joyned Caſo the Ad. 
miral of hi; Fleet ; bat by reaſon of the overfloy- 
ing of the Rivers and great Rains, it being noy 
Autumn they were forced to return without doing 
any conſiderable dammage : after which Solymanap- 
pointing a Hungarian of his own name Governour of 
Bada returned to C:ntantinople, having firſt ſet Luſ: 
cus King Ferdinand's former Ambaſſador (whom he 
held Priſoner) at Liberty, and within a while af- 
_ ter having cauſed Mayle YVayvod of Tranſtlvania tobe 
apprehended, and impriſoned contrary to his pro- 
miſe, by Mahometes his great Baſſa ; he to recom- 
pence the Queen of Hungary and her fon for what he 
had taken from them, gave the young King the Pro- 
vince of Tranſilvazia. 

Whilſt theſe things paſſed, the -Emperour Charles 
at the earneſt requeſt of his Subjefts of Span, to 
whoſe Trade the. Pirates of A-g:er had put a ſtop, 
- Prepared a great Fleet to invade the Kingdom, and 
take the City, at that time commanded by ſar 
Aga, or Aſan the Eunuch, whom Barbareſſa in his 
abſence had appointed his Lieutenant, when as the 
Emperour after conſiderable dammage by ſhipwrack 
coming before the City of Argzer ; ſent a Herald on 
ſhore to demand the City, and upon the refuſal of 
its delivery landed hts men, who with great courage 
beating the Turks, Moors, and Numidians from ther 
defences, leaped on ſhore, where after divers SKir- 
miſhes they encamped in three Battles, being in all 
60009 
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60000 Men but long they had not conſidered which 


way to make their approaches, e're by a horrible 


Tempeſt ( ſuppoſed to be raiſed by Inchantment) 


which continued for the ſpace of two dayes, the 


ereateſt part of the Fleet conſiſting of 280 Ships 
and Gallies was beaten, and. ſuch as by ſwimming 
eſcaped the danger of the Sea, were kill'd by the 


| Numidians and Moors, who came down from the 


Mountains to enrich themſelves by the miſery of 
the Chriſtians. In this torm which was accompa- 
nied with prodigious Rain, Thunder and Lighten- 
ing almoſt all the Proviſion, and great Ordnance 
were loſt : nor fared they on ſhoar much better, for 
there three parts of the Tents were torn up, andall 


things in them ſpoiled by the deluges of Water, 


{ that Famine within three dayes ſorely vexed 
the Camp 3 yet the Emperour, a man of invincible 
Courage, comforted his men in the beſt wiſe, cau- 
ing ſuch Horſes as were on ſhoar to be killed, and 
their Fleſh diſtributed amongſt the Souldiers, which 
at than time proved excellent fare ; but finding he 
could not ſubſiſt, by the perſwaſion of the Duke of _ 
Alva his General, he reſolved to imbark on thoſe 
few Ships and Gallies that were left, and return in- 
to /raly, whereupon to make room for the Souldiers 
he cauſed all the Horſes to be thrown overboard, 
but ſuch was his hard fortune, that he was noſoon- 
er imbarked but another Tempeſt terrible as the 
former, aroſe and ſcattering his Fleet, drove two 
Ships loaden with Spaniards into the Port of Argrer, 
who by reaſon of the departure of the other Gallies 
had been there ſlain by the Moors and Aumidians, had 
not Aſzn Aga at their earneſt requelt taken theminto 
mercy, and driven away the barbarons people, who 
like ravening Wolves fought eagerly to prey upon 
their Lives : Many ſhips in their return were lke- 

wile 
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wiſe ſwallowed up of the Sea, but Heaven fo ordereq 
it that at length the Emperour with the remainder 
of his ſhattered ſhips arrived at the Port of New 
Carthage in Spain, not being overcome by the Enemy 
but by the Tempeſt, his ſad diſaſter being at the 
beginning of his Expedition foretold, by a Witch 
then living in the City of Argzers. 

Frances the French King being greatly offended 
with the Emperor, for that Antoni Rinuo his Am- 
baſſador,. upon his negotiation to Conſtantinople, was 
by fome of the Emperors Captains ſlain, for that it 
being reported that he there diſcovered all the Em- 
perours intentions, and incenſed Solymar to takeuy 
Arms againſt him, being the principal occaſion of 
his laſt Expedition: into. Hungary ; whereupon he 
having ſent Polinns in the ſtead of Rizuo, he incited 
Solyman to revenge the indignity as well offered to 
him as to himfelf, by ſending Barbarzs with a ſquz- 
dron of Gallies to moleſt the coaſt of Spazr, and the 
Emperours Territories in J/caly, whilſt his Maſter 
warred on his Countries in Flanders and other places, 
Toundertake the like he ſolicited the YVenetians,but 
at that time both his negotiation. proved ineffe(ty- 
al, for the Yenerians utterly refuſed to intermeddle, 
and the Turkat that time being but ſlenderly prove 
ded with ſhipping, and thoſe was inforced to uſe on 
the Danube for the defence of Hungary, which King 
Ferdinando in confederation with the German Princes 
invaded with a grezt Army, under the leading of 
Foachimus Marqueſs of Brandenburgh, who paſling the 
Dambius encamped before Peſth, which they batter- 
ed for ſeveral dayes, making divers large breaches, 
but upon notice that Mahometes Baſſa was coming 
from Belgrade, with a great Army to relieve the Ci- 
ty, though the ftory was altogether feigned , the 
cowardly General raifed the feges and returned t9 

| Vienna; 
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Hiewa where that great Army conſiſting of 50000 
Horſe and Foot was broke up, without doing any 
ting worthy of name. 

Salyman being rid of this fear began to hearken to 
tierequeſt of the French Ambaſſador, and having 
Commanded: Ruſtar Baſla his Son-in-law to Feaſt him, 
ie gave order for the making ready his Fleet of 
(allies, which he ſent under the command of Bar- 
jureſſa to the Aid of the French, who to wreck his 
private revenge called in the common Enemy, too 
rrone of himſelf to lay Chriſtendom waſt. In their 
nay when once diſpatched they took Rhegium,burnt 
it, and carried away the Garriſon, and Citizens, at 
which time Solymar with a great Army entered Hur- 
zay, to: revenge himſelf upon the Authors of the 
ate Hoſtilities, and had the ſtrong City and Caſtle 
of Walpo delivered to him by the Souldiers, contra- 
ry to the will of the Governour , but he was no 
ſooner poſſeſſed thereof then he gave them: the due 
Reward of their Treachery, by cauſing them all 
to be put to the Sword ; and then having left there a 
hficient Garriſon, he marched to Srrigonium, ſend- 
ing Amurrathes Baſla with a part of the Army to take 
In Socloſia, which he having won, put moſt of the 
Inhabitants to the Sword. 

Solyman having layed ſiege in the mean while to 
Stregonium 4 in which commanded as Governours 
Liſcams and Salamanca, two proud and covetous 
Samards, with a Garriſon of 1300 Souldiers, but 
ere Solyman began to batter the City, ke ſent to 
promiſe them Life, Liberty, and whatever Goods 
they were poſlefled of if they would ſurrender z or 
upon-refuſal to denounce againſt them all the miſe- 
ries that attend on ſtormed Cities, yet this nothing 
daunted the Souldiers, who returned for anſwer, 
that they repoſed their laſt hope in their A_ 
_ 
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and were not to be won by gifts, nor terrified with 
threats, upon notice of which their ſtout reſoluti. 
on he commanded his Cannon already mounted tg 
play from ſeveral Batteries, the which was put in 
Execution with ſuch fory, that the Walls were bez. 
ten down in ſeveral places, at which breaches the 
Turks 1n great number attempting to enter were bez- 
ten back three times ſucceſſively, with great loſ; and 
ſlaughter, and amongſt the ſlain fell Bulraces Sanzak 
of Selymbria, a man of great account amongſt the 
Turks, but in the end the weakneſs of the City being 
diſcovered to the enemy , by a fugitive Calabrian, 
the two aforeſaid Governours conſulting for their 
own ſafety, intended ſecretly to leave the City, and 
carry with them all their Riches ; but their purpoſe 
being diſcovered to the Captains and Soldrers, they 
Propoſed a parly, perſwading the deiendants that 
the City was not to be held againſt ſo powerful an 
Enemy ; upon which the City was yielded, andthe 
Garriſon ſuch as would marched to P:ſſoniur, where 
the two cowardly Governours (who notwithſtanding 
the promiſe of ſafe conduCt had been robbed by the 
Turks) were by Count Salme committed to ſafe cuſto- 
dy, to anſwer for their cowardly yielding up the 
City. 

Strigonium being thus obtained on the 10th. of 
Auguſt, Anno 1543. and the Chriſtian Churches con- 
verted to the Mabometan ſuperſticion, he marched to- 
wards -/lba regalss, taking in his way the Caſtle of 
Tattaantiently called Theodota, which he utterly 14 
ſed; after which coming before Alba regals, a City 
famous for the Coronation of the Hungarian kings, 
{cituate in a Marſh, and incomraſſed with a Late : 
He cauſed the faid Lake with infinite labour to be! 
led up and then after many terrible Aſults, in which 
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The forind therein to the ſword, and afterward 
: jad the City delivered into his poſſeſſion, where en- 
Eiring, he contrary to his faith plighted, he cauſed 


the moſt wealthy Citizens to be ſlain ; after which, 
kaving Ballabanm Governour thereof, and placing 
Governours. 1n other places by him ſubdued ;- in this 

Expedition he-returned to Conſtantinople. , . 
By this time Barbaryſſa-and Polinus were arrived 
it Marſelles , where having refreſhed themſelves; 
they departed to Province, where they laid. liege to 
Nice, a City belonging to the Emperour, which af- 
tera long fiege they took, but the Caſtle being de- 
fended with a ſtrong Garriſon, they in vain aſlaulted 
it, which ſo enraged Barbaruſſa, that he threatened 
toimpriſon Polimns for not performing his promiſe 
made at Gxſtantinopleto furniſh his Army with all ne- 
cefaries, when as he ſaid Powder and ſhot were want- 
ng even in the Country of Frazce,which diviſion be- 
tween the French and the Turks was ended, by the 
raiſing the ſeige, upon notice that Alphonſus V aſtus the 
Emperors General was coming out of Jtaly with a 
great Army, when as the French Forces retiring, Bar- 
barafſa ent moſt part of his Fleet to Argeir, with a } 
command to return early the next ſpring to Marſelles. 
The great preparations of Barbaruſſa to aid the 
French King gave Muleaſſes ſuſpition that they were 
intended againſt him ; whereupon leaving the man- 
agement of the Affaires of his kingdom of Tires in 
the hand of his truſty Counſellors, as he ſuppoſed, 
and the management of his men of war, his ſon 
Amiaz, he went to Naples to wait upon Cyarles the 
Emperor, and of him to crave aid , when in the 
mean time by the perſwafion of ſuch as hated Mwle- 
aſſes his ſon uſurped his kingdom, who upon no- 
tice thereof returning with ſuch Forces as he could 
gather in Jraly, was overthrown, taken priſoner, 
Cc and 
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andby his unnatural Son deprived of his ſight, deg. 
ing to him therein the ſame meaſure that: he hag 
dealt. Yet the unnatural Son eſcaped not altoge. 
ther ſcotfree, for Tovarres Governour of Gulla by 
the Emperour, ſending for Abdamelech brother to |

Muleaſſes; of whom I have before ſpoken, he in the 
abſence of Amida ſurprized the City and Caſtle of 
Tins, but injoyed no more then 26 dayes e'rehe 
died when leaving his Son Mahometes a Child his 
Succeſlor, he was ſoon thruſt out and Amida reſto: i 
red, whereupon Mwleaſſes fled firſt to Gulerra, and i. 
afterward into S:c:ly, where at the Emperours com- ll 
mand he was maintained” at the common charge of 
the Iſlanders. 

The French King being by this time weary of his = 
new: come Gueſt, the Turks having firſt largely re- 
warded- them ſent them away, who in thelr return 
ſpoil'd the Iſland of El34 belonging to the Duke of 
Florence, upon the Governours refuſing to deliver 
the Son of Sizan the Jew, held Priſoner there, ſince 
hisbeing taken at Tinis, and after that committed 
many -outrages upon the Coaſt of 7raly ; burning ma- ſb 
ny Towns, and carrying away the people into.m- I 
ſerable Captivity , but he long enjoyed not his 
Triumph ere himſelf was by death lead into Capti- | 
vity, viz. anno 1547. In which year died Mahomer, i 
Solymasn's Eldeſt Son, Frances the French King, and I * 
Alphonſus-Daualus-Valtins the Emperours renowred I 
General. 

Solyman having now not made any perſonal Expe- 
dition for the ſpace of three years reſolved to in- 
vade the Perſian King,being ſolicited thereto byErca- 
fes Imirza King of Sirnan, and that Kings Brother, 
but after great toil to little or no purpoſe for the 
ſpace of 1 year and o Months, he returned with his 
Army to Con/tartinople,Tmirza in the mean while being 
delivered 
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{divered to his brother Tamas the Perſian King, by 
Treachery was put to death, during which Tranfſ- 
«tion one Dagat a notable Pirate, having -taken 
Africaa City in Tanis, formerly called Aprodiſe, he 
satly troubled the Moors by Land and the Chriſti- 
ans by Sea, when to remove ſo troubleſome a man, 
the Knights of Malta paſled over with a conſiderable 
power, and after a furious aſſault poſſeſſed them- 
klves of the ſaid City, the which by reaſon it was 
not tenable without exceſſive charge they razed, 
arrying away a rich booty , and 7000 Captives, 
whereupon the Pirate fled to Conſtantinople, craving 
ad of So/yman, who ſent with him Sinar the' Jew 
made Admiral in the ſtead of Barbaroſſa, with a 
great Fleet 3 who in revenge of what had happened 
to Africa, landed on the Ifland- of Malta, and at- 
tempted (though in vain) the winning that ſtrong: 
City. Yet failing into Africh,, they after great 
ſayghter of their men took T7:polis in Barbary, at 
that time poſſeſſed by certain of the Malta Knights, 
for which Sian Balla having as it were Triumphed, 
kft Drugat Governour thereof, by the Title of Sar- 
ſack, returned to Conſtantinople. 

Amo 1551. Solyman , notwithſtanding the five 


years peace made with King Ferdinand, ſent Ach 


metes his Lieutenant in Erzrope, to invade ſeveral 
Towns in Hungary, who upon his Arrival took 
Temeſwar and Zolnock, which Queen 7/abel percetv- 
Ing, and that the Turk contrary to his Faith plight- 
et, daily incroach upon her Territorties,. whoſe 
power ſhe was not in a capacity to repel by force,ſhe 
agreed with King Ferdinand to reſign her and her 
Sons T'itle to the Kingdom of H#n2ary in conſidera- 
tion of Cafſovia, and a yearly penhon of 100000 
Ducats. After which the King recovered moſt part 
of the Kingdom from the Turks, and for the better

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keeping thereof as ſome ſay cauſed George Biſhop of

Houſe. Upon which the Baſla of Bude drawing to- 
gether what Forces be, could Befieged Agr:a, but 
after the loſs of many of his beſt Souldiers he.gave

Henry ſucceeding his Brother Francis in the King- 
dom of France, and deſirous to moleſt the Emperor, 
ſent the Lord Avomont to incite Solyman, to waſt 
the Coaſt of Ttaly ; whereupon he ſending a great 
Fleet in the Tyrrenan and Tuſcan Seas, waſted the 
Coaſt of Calabria, S:cilia, Majorca, Sardinia, Elba, 
Corſica and Cerbe , the Frontiers of the Emperours 
Domintions, and the ſame year, viz. anno 1554. S- 
lyman incited thereto by Roxolana, once his Slave 
and Concubine, but now his imperious Wife, and 


by the Treacherous inſinuation of K?ar Baſla, who | 


had Married Chameria her Daughter by Solyman, 
cauſed his Son Mwfiapha the chief hope of the Othe 
man Family, begot on a Scyrcaſſtan Woman to be 


ſtrangled in his Pavilion, without ſuffering himto 


clear himſelf of what had been falſly laid to his 
charge during his abſence, the which barbarous cru- 
elty when Txzihanger, Roxolana's Son by Solyman, 
whom ſhe purpoſed to raiſe to the Empire after his 
deceaſe, and for that purpoſe had procured the death 
of Mzftapha, came to know he had deteſted his Fa- 
thers cruelty, with his Dagger killed himſelf, and 
fell down dead upon his Brothers dead body ; nor 
was Solyman in ſafety when the matter came to be 
once known, for the inraged Souldiers with their 
drawn Swords ( after they had killed a great 
number of thoſe that came thither to fetch the 
Riches in Maffaphaes Tent ) came to his Pavilion

much asever ; yet ſuch was the fiery nature of the 
head ſtrong youth, that knowing his Life was dat- 
ed with his Fathers, if his Brother ſucceeded him 
he again took up Arms, being generally favoured of 
the Soldiers, againſt whom Sely-m was ſent with a 
great Army, between whom was fought a dreadful 
Battle, in which 300 Turks were ſlain, and Bajazt 
put to the worſt, who after much adverſe fortune 
flying to the Perſian King, was by the procurement 
of Solyman contrary to Faith g'iven by the Perſran, 
he together with his four Sons was mur:thered. 
Anno 1558 Charles the Fifth, and wariike Empe- 
rour of Germany, ſtricken in years, and worn out 
with the toils of tedious War, reſigned the Empire 
to his Brother Ferdinard , having beiore put his fon 
Philipin poſſeſſion of all Hereditary Kingdoms, and 
then retiring lead a private Life, and ſhortly after 
changed it for Life Eternal ; after he had with 
great reverence and integrity Reigned 39 yeary 
after whoſe death at the earneſt requeſt of tk 
Knights of Malta, the Chriſtian Princes ſet outa 
Fleet for the recovery of Tripolis in Barbary, when 
coming to the Iſland of Zerbs belonging to the 
Turks they ſpoiled it, and after a ſmall battery to 
the Caſtle in which the Iſlanders put their chef 
hope,but this Expedition proved unfortunate to the 
Chriſtians: for Pal Baſla Solymans Admiral, com- 
ing upon them with a great Fleet, ſuddainly fur- 
prized many of the Ships and Gallies out of order, 
and unable to make reſiſtance, took them and put 
moſt of tho he found therein to -the Sword, and 
ſich as conld ſtand off to Sea fled, leaving Don Al- 
varus De Sandee a valiant Gentleman of great Spirit; 
and long Experience , General of the Chriſtan 
Forces on ſhoar, who together with ſuch as were 
fied from the Fleet entered the Caſtle, which -

fantinople, and long was ere the Spaniſh and Italian 
Nobility there taken could be ranſomed ; and to 
make up this unluckly year, viz. 1560. on the 25th. 
day of November, Auria thegreat Sea Captain died 
heing 94. years old, to the great Rejoycing of the 
Turkiſh Pirates whoſe terror he had been for more 
then Thirty years, nor was the following year 
fortunate, for King Philip of Spain ſending out his 
Fleet under endoza his Admiral, Five and Twen- 
ty Ships and Gallies by ſtreſs of Weather were bro- 
ken on the Coaſt of Szc:ly, on one of which the Ad- 
miral periſhed, little or nothing being-ſaved in that 
diſmal and unexpected Calamity. 

Amo 1562. The Emperour Ferdinand ſo laboured 
with the Electoral Princes, that he procured his fon 
Maximilian then King of Bohemia, a Prince of great: 
hope to be choſen K. of the Romans,who likewiſe the 
year following, on the 8th. of September with all ſo- 
lkemnity Crowned at Presbarg King of Hungaria, to 
confirm which choice So/ymarn ſent 1brahim Baſla as 
tis Ambaſſador, to the Emperour, as likewiſe to 
conclude in his name an eight years peace, and the 
better to gain credit, heſent his Letters of credence 
not uſually done by the Turkiſh Emperors,: whoſe 
proud ſthle therein, I think not amiſs to inferc 
wich take as followeth.

aid, but the Turks incouraged by the comming of 
the King of Argier, with his Ships and a great ſup- 
ply of Victuats beſieged St. Mzchaels Caſtle a ſecond 
time, as alſo the City Thundering againſt it for the 
ſpace of eight days without intermiſſion, but ſuch 
was the courage of the beſieged, that they either re- 
paired the breaches, or beat back the Aſſailants who 
made ſuch ſlaughter of thoſe that attempted to enter, 
that their dead bodies filling the breaches ſerved as 
aRampire to keep out the reſt, and thus they con- 
tinued furious to aſſault the City almoſt every day, 
till upon notice of the Viceroy of S:cily's approach 
with a great power both by Sea and Land;they raiſed 
their fiege and departed to meet him near Melita, 
where in a ſet Battle they were overthrown, and 
moſt of them ſlain with the loſs of 5000 Chriſtians

of 40000 Horſe and Foot, the flower of all Chriſtian 
Nations, beſides a Fleet upon the River Danubim, 
which hindered the Turks Proviſions and other tt 
ceſſaries from being brought by water. 

By this time S»/yman coming to the River Dromu, 
over which with infinite labour he cauſed a Bridge 
to be made for the paſſize of his Army, which done 
heencamped before S:gerh, of which Count Serems 
vas made Governour, a valiant man; and mortl 
' Enemy to the Turks attended on by a Garriſon 
2300 reſolute Germans and Hungarians, who likes 
brave Souldier with a moſt Chriſtian Oration incol- 
raged his men, not to be diſmaid at the multitude 
of their Enemies, but to truſt in God, and be 
'good courage, for heby his Almighty power was abk 
by a few to confound the Armies of the proud. Con 
cluding that as for himſelf, as he was a Chan

Thus having ſaid, the Heroick Count worthy 
of Eternal fame, or a name greater then ever Ro= 
man yet could | boaſt, with his Sword in his hand 
charged the thickeſt of his foes, laying them round 
him on heaps, even till the Rampart of the dead 
hemmed him in,nor durſt theTurks with their multt- 
{ude incounter him long at cloſe fight, but cowardly 
at a diſtance ſhot him through the head upon which 


he tell dead amongſt the heaps of hisEgemies,in _ 
's 
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of whoſe matchleſs proweſs the Turks buryed his hg. 
dy and ſent his head as a token of his being ſlain tg 
Count Salma his kinſman in the Emperours camp 
with this following Letter.

In token of inmy Love, behold here T ſei:d thee the ha 
of a moſt reſolute and valiant Capt «i14thy Friend, there.

That which lightened the Chriſtians ſadneſs for 
the loſs of ſo brave a Captain, and the taking of 
Szpeth, was the Death of Solyman, who. far ſpent with 
years and diſtempers died at Quingue Eccleſte of the 
Bloody Flux, on the 4th. of September, anno 1566, 
when hehad lived 76 years,and reigned 46,not living 
to ſee the end of the ſiege; his death was by the 
Baſla kept ſecret to prevent diſorder in the Army, 
who according to their wonted policy ſatisfied the 
inquiſitive Fanizaries by ſhewing them his. dead body 
ſitting in his Horſe-litter, giving it out that he was 
extream ill when after Sigech having by Treaſon 
taken Gy#u!a, for which the Traytor was afterward 
deſervedly put to death by Selymw Solymans ſucceſlor, 
the Baſla's with the Army returned to Conſtantinople 
where they publiſhed the death of So/yman, and pro- 
claimed Selymus his now onely remaining Son Em- 
Perour In his ſtead.

Olyzmar being dead upon the return of the Army 
) out of Hungaria towards Conſtantinople, Mabumet 
Baſa by letters advertiſed Selymns thereof then 
reſiding at Cutai a City of Galatia who glad of the 
news haſted to take poſſeſſion of the ſo longexpected 
Empire, when being conducted over the ſtraights 
of Boſphorus, he was by Boſtanges Baſſas, and Scander 
Boſa conveighed into the Imperial Pallace on the 23 
of Seprember,, Anno 1566,from whence he departed to 
meet his fathers Corps, not yet arrived at Conſtan- 
tinople, upon the meeting of which he cauſed the 
Inkgnes to be let fall, in token of the Emperors 
death, which had been till that time kept ſecret 
from the Soldiers, to prevent diſorders, and ſo with 
it Marching in the head of the Army returned to 
Grfantineple, being firſt by the menof War faluted 
Emperor ; who upon his Arrival, to quiet the un- 
mly Soldiers diſtributed a large ſum of mony 
anongſt them. with a Promiſe to augment their 
wages as is uſual at the inſtallment of the Ortomar 
Emperors, or elſe by reaſon of the inſolency of the 
Janizaries and other. Soldiers of the Court of their 
Pallace would prove too hot to hold them. 


Selimns thus ſetled in his Empire, with Royal ſo- 
lemnity buried his father, in a Chappel which he at- 
terward 
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terward built, together with a Colledge and Hoſyi. fy: 
tal, ereCting over him a ſtately Tomb, near unto yt 
which is at this day tobe ſeen the Magnificent Tomh 
of his beloved wife Roxolana, mother to Selimus, and 
of certain of his Murthered children. By him hangs 
his Scimiter, in token that he dyed in war, anhe 
nour not otherwiſe granted to the Mahometan Priy. 
ces. The Revenues ariſing of the Countrey about 
S:gc19, won from the Chriſtians a little before his 
death, were given to maintain the houſes by him 
built for devotion, which for Magnificence exceedall 
others Erefted by the Mahometan Kings and Empe- 
rors, except thoſe of Mahomet the Great, and Bx- 
Jazet the Second. It was by many thought that $. 
{iman was in good time taken out of the way, for 
that he reſolving to winter in Hungary the next 
Spring purpoſed with himſelf to have over-run 4 
ffria, and a great part of German. , | 
Anno 1567, Solyman being dead great troublearoſe 
notwithſtanding in Hungary, occaſioned by Fohn 
the Vayvod of Trarſilvaniay, who uſed his utmoſt 
endeavour to diſpoſleſs Maximilian the Emperor of 
thoſe Cities and Fortreſſes he held in that Kingdom, 
but they were ſoon after appeaſed by a peace con 
cluded between the two Emperors, Maximilian and 
Selimus.

and related what he had in charge ; whereupon the 
Great Fleet before prepared for the invaſion of 4G. 
prus, put to Sea, uſtapha Baſſa being General of 
the Forces, and within a while ſtood with the faid 
Hand, where the greedy Turks landing, ſpoiled mg. 
ny goodly Villages , and after ſome deliberation 
having by priſoners taken, underſtood the conftity: 
tion of the Countrey, and of what ſtrength the 
Iſlanders were, reſolved to beliege Vicoſa, a City 
ſtanding in the midſt of the Iſland, in a plain and 
Champain ground, being in circuit about five miles, 
incompaſſed with a ſtrong wall, defended by eleven 
ſtrong Bulwarks, and three great Fortreſles, raiſe 
by the Yenetians, the Governour of which was .Nj 
calaus Dandalus, a man too weak for ſo great a bur- 
then, as having been alwayes brought up in civil af- 
fairs; in Gariſon were 8coo horſe and foot, but 
moſt of them raw ſoldiers, and not acquainted with 
Martial diſcipline, too few to oppoſe ſo powerful an 
Army as the Baſla drew after him, which conſiſted 
of near 150000 horſe and foot. 

On the 22 of 7uly Anno 1569 the Baſſa withhis 
Army Encamped within a mile and half of the City, 
covering with their Tents the hill called Maria, and 
with incredible labour bringing their Trenches from 
far, caſt up ſeveral Forts which they raiſed ſo high, 
that they overlooked the walls of the City, and 
from their Mounts terribly battered the walls with 
ſeventy pieces of great Artillery, whoſe dreadful 
thundring made the earth to tremble , and having 
by this time run their Trenches to the brim of the 
ditch, hotly aſſaulted the City in ſeveral places 
which was as valiantly defended by the belieged, 
inſomuch that the ditches were weil nigh filled on 


that fide with the bodies of the ſlain, and what was 
beaten 
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Beaten down in the day time was with great labour 


repaired 1n the night. 

During theſe paſſages the Vererian; having leagued 
with the Pope, King of Spain, and ſeveral of the 
tian Princes, Prepared their fleet, conliſting in all 
of one hundred and ſeventeen fail ; but whiles they 
lingered for the Additional Forces of the King of 
juin, the plague 1o raged amongſt the Marriners 
and Souldiers, that twenty thouland dyed e'rits fury 
w$abated, and amongſt them many. men of account, 
hit it ceaſing, and the ſummer halt ſpent, the Vere- 
jm Admiral no longer expetting the coming of the 
Humards , failed to Corcyra , and there calling a 
Council, it was reſolved they ſhould paſs over to 
(yrus and deſtroy the Turks fleet; but in the height 
of this expedition dyed Perrus Loridanus Duke of 
Venice, Leaving the care of the war to Aloyſins Mo- 
mics, Who ſucceeded him in the Dukedom. 


| Myfapha advertized of the approach of the Chri- 
ſian fleet, uſed his utmoſt endeavour to carry the 
City by aſſault, but being valiantly repulied, he cauſ- 
ed ſeveral letters to be ſhot over the walls faſtened to 
Takiſh Arrows, therein perſwaaing the Citizens to 
open their gates, and receive him their Mild and 
Merciful Conqueror, and that in fo doing they ſhould 
&liver themſelves from the mileries that attended on 
fleged Cities ; but theſe fair promiſes nothing pre- 
raling, he incouraged his ſoldiers to a freſh Aſſault, 
n-attempting which he loſt 4000 of his men, and 
mas forced to ſound the retreat ; but in the many 
conflicts the Chriſtians being waſted either by death, 
ickneſs, or wounds, expeCting ſuccours from the 
Princes of the Weſt, and none coming to their aid, 
neaaryed with continual watching, the 7s in the 
lead of the night ſecretly entred a Bulwark the day 
D & .- before 
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before ſore battered by the Ordnance from th 
mount, and putting the drouſie [talzans and Epirgy, 
they found therein to the ſword,e'r the Allarm copy 
be taken ; let 1n ſuch a number of their fellows, tha 
the beſieged were not able to repell them, but with 
the continual.Vollies of ſhot, were on all ſides oyer. 
whelmed , which Emngenins a valiant Captain per- 
celving, and as a man deſperate , endeavouring ty 
retain his flying Soldiers, in thickeſt danger, wy 
ſlain by a Harquibus ſhot ; and now the Turks like 
Torrent flowing 1n at all the Ports,made ſuch deſtry: 
&ion thatit was lamentable to behold,ſparing in their 
fury neither man woman nor child ; whereupon the 
Soldiers and many of the Citizens, caſting them. 
ſelves in a Ring in the Market-place, with their wes- 
Pons in their hands, as men deſperate, reſolved to 
dye fighting, againſt whom the Governour of Aly 
po cauſed ſeveral Murthering Pieces to be bent, which 
they perceiving, and finding they ſhould be killedat 
a diſtance, without having power to revenge them: 
ſelves on their Enemy, caſt down their weapons, and 
yeilded themſelves to the mercy of the Enemy, and 
were thereupon for a while ſpared; but the Gates 
being ſtrongly guarded, that none ſhould elcaps, 
Dandalus the Governour, Contarenus Biſhop of t4 
phos, and other the chief men of the City, having 
retired themſelves into the Town-hall, there rt 
ſolving to dye like men, if they could find no other 
means to eſcape, ſent to the Baſſa for life, whicl 
requeſt he kemed well to approve ; but whilſt mel 
ſengers paſſed too and fro, the barbarous Turks broke 
in upon them, and put them all to the ſword, when 
raging on they likewiſe killed all thoſe that had fub- 
mitted themſelves, and were taken to mercy, 8 
ſuppoſed not without the ſecret command of tht 


Baſla, adeadly enemy to the Chriſtians ; and ſo grel

were in all reported to periſh by the ſword, neither 
was there any end of the ſpoil, till the avaritious 
aemy had carryed away all that long peace had ac- 
mmulated, which according to the moderateſt com- 

tation amounted to 20000 Millions of Ducates; 
-ndnotwithſtanding the fury of the Barbarous Ene- 
my 200 youths were reſerved, and ſent as a preſent 
to Selymms in order to his training them up in the 
order of 7anizaries. In the City likewiſe were taken 
two hundred and fifty Pieces of Great Ordnance. 
This City was won on the 9 of Sepreraber, 1570, and 
to this day remains in the hands of the Turks, asdoth 
the whole I{land. 

Nicofia won, the Baſla ſent one of his Sanzacks to 
immon the City of Cyreze of which Palacins was 
Governour, who upon light of the Tarks Army co- 
mardly yeilded the ſame into their hands 3 which ſo 
heightened their courage, that they laid ſiege to 
Famaguſta, ſending to Summon 1t to Surrender, but 
fnding the reſolution of the Garriſon to defend it, 
and withall having notice that the Chriſtian Fleet 
masat hand, he raiſed his ſiege , and billeted his 
ſoldiers for that winter, in certain villages adjacent, 
nor was Fames rumour founded upon idle report, for 
the Fleet &t out by the King of Spain, the Vereti- 
ans, andthe Pope, commanded by Azuria Zanins and 
Clumnius loofing from Crect, had given the Turks bat - 
th, had not Auria the Spanijh Admiral oppokd it, 
and after him many of the Great Commanders ;:for 
Lanius the Venetian Admiral, and Cotnmius the Pepes 
Admiral abſolutely declared that they had expreſs 
Command to fight the 7arks, but the other alledging 
thegreat diſadvantage they ſhould receive by fighting 
won the Enemies Coaſt, and the weakneſs of the 
Fleet by reaſon of the Peſtilence that had deſtroyed

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the moſt expert Seamen abruptly departed for My 
ſina, leaving the other Admirals to ſhift for ther 
ſelves, who not able to contend with ſo powerk 
an Enemy returned likewiſe to Corcyra, whereby; 
Decree of the Senate, Zanins the Venetian Admin 
was diſcharged of his command, and ſent prifonfff 
to Yenice, and Sebaſtianus Venerins Governour of Cy. 
cyra Commiſtoned Admiral in his ſtead. | 
The rich prey for the moſt part taken in Nil i 
being put on board the Admirals Gally, a Wona(ſ 
Captive taken there, in a deſperate Mood givin 
fire to the Gunpowder blew up the Gally, andbjMl; 
that blow beat in pieces two others that lay netrit,\; 
deſtroying therety a great number of Turks, tle 
Baſſa himſelf narrowly eſcaping by being a littleb»I 
fore gone on ſhoar. = 
' The new Admiral of the Yeretians to get himaif ( 
name reſolving to attempt ſomething upon tk}; 
Turks, and having a fit opportunity oftered helal-W; 
edinto the Bay of Ambriaca, and by the aidoftheWj 
Mountain people inhabiting. Acrocerarman took the; 
ſtrong Caſtle of Chimera pitting to the Sword and 
taking Priſoners 3oo Turks there ingarriſoned, and 
not long after Qzerinus the Vice-Admiral failing 
along the Coaſt of Peloponeſus, Laiided his men near 
the Bay of Mazze, and in five hours took a ſtrong 
Caſtle of the Turks, built to guard the paſs, andin 
it 500 Turks, whom he cauſed to be put to the 
Sword, and taking out the Ordinance cauſed tit 
Caſtle to be razed. The City of Famagufian being 
again blocked up by the Turks buge Camp tif 
Governour ſent Fieronimis Ragazonins Biſhop of the 
City, and Nicholaus Donatus to Venice, they to make 
known to the Senate the danger the: beſteged were 
in, and to require them not to delay er ding them 
ſuccour, whereupon the Senators wrote to the Ad 
miral;to put a ſupply both of men ard proviſion who 
CoM- 
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commiting the care thereof to C4irinus the Vice-Ad- 
niral,he as an undaunted Captain filling four Ships 
with.all manner of Proviſion, and 17co ſelect Soul- 
diers, waiting his opportunity with Twelve Gal- 
fies, accompanyed them to the mouth of the Port 
which Ships the Turks that lay at Anchor behold- 
ing, came forth in hope of a prize, bur being ſt 
mon by the Gallies were obliged to retire in great 
dforder, and run themſelves for the moſt part on 
fhoar; where they were beaten in pieces by the great 
Ordnance from the Yexetian Gallies, and then en- 
ting the Haven reiteved the Cit:zens as he had in 
charge, to their unexpreſlible joy 3 when coming 
forth azain and roaming about the Seas, he took two 
of the Enemies Ships richly laden, who were com- 
ing to the Camp in Cyprus, and then waſted the 
Coaſts of Pamphilia he returned to Yenice, the news 
ofwhich coming to the knowledge of Selymus, it ſo 
nraged him that he cauſed the Governour of Chzos 
his head to be ſtricken off, the Governour of Rhodes 
tobe diſcharged of his Government and P:al Balla, 
to be turned out from being Admiral. 

The Turks encroaching thus upon Chriſtendom did 
(ta little Alarum the Confederate Princes, inſo- 
much that they again conſult how to withſtand the 
harbarous Enemy, and if poſlible to relieve the re- 
mining Cities of Cyprus, but were a long while ere 
they came to any concluſion. - In which ſpaceafrter 
many terridle aſſaults, and the loſs of 14000 Turks, 
Tramoguſta was taken, and all manner of cruelties 
exercited (contrary to the Faith of the Baſſa before. 
given) on the Souldiers and Citizens, and the ſame 
riſque ſoon after run all the other Cities of Cyprus, 
butby this time the Ambaſſadors ſent by the Yener:- 
«as to Tamas the Per(ian King to joyn in 'League 
vith the Canfederate Princes being returned, with 
mnely this anſwer, that the Perſian would not haſtily 
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enter into a War againſt the Turk, but would fy 
two years expect the ſucceſs of the Chriſtians Ar 
the King of Sparr, Yenetians and Pope, with ſeren| 
of the 1ralian Princes entred into a perpetual Leagy, 
and with all diligence prepared their Fleet agaif 
the ſpring, every one being proportioned his char 
in the War, and to have proportion of the ſpoils 
to. be taken according to the number of Ships an 
Gallies ſer forth. E 
By this time the Turks having poſſeſſed themſelye 
of the famous Iſland of Cyprus, and not conteat 
therewith gaped for Crete, now called Candia, lyiny 
in the Med#terranean, and once as Seneca and other 
witneſs poſſeſſed of 100 Cities , beirig exceetino 
fruitful, and then in the poſſeſſion of the Yeneriars, 
on which the Turks landing in great number, did 
what harm they poſſibly conld, by burning and 
ſpoiling all they found in their way, till at length 
they were incountered by Franciſcus Fuſtinianus who 
but alittle before their Landing came into the Iſland 
with a 1000 Souldiers, and now joyning with the 
Iſlanders, charged them as they diſperſed to ik 
for prey with ſuch fury, that killing many of then 
he obliged the reſt to make a ſwift though a difor- 
derly retreat to their Gallies, but the next day the 
again landing in greater number burnt divers 
Towns, ranſacked Serza and Rhetimo, wherein the 
found much riches, and carried away moſt of the1t- 
habitants into miſerable bondage. But loaded with 
their booty diſperſed and dreading no danger thej 
were ſuddainly charged by Lucas Michael a valiant 
Captain 20co of them ſlain, and all the prey reco 
 vered together with the priſoncrs, and they agall 
forced to betake themſelves to their Gallies, after 
which they weighed Anchor and failed along tir 
Coalit, paſling by Cythera, Zazinthins and ca 
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uld fy ifand belonging to the Yenetians, doing much dam- 


mage in divers parts of them, and carryed 6000 of 
the Iſlanders into Captivity, and departing thence 
filed along the Coaſt of Ep:irzs, which the Yeneri- 
41; had ſtirred up to Rebel againſt the Turks, but 
not ſending them the promiſed Aid they were in- 
farced to ſubmit to the Mercy of their mercyleſs 
Faemies, after which they recovered all the Caſtles 
and Towns the Yeretians had taken on the Sea Coaſt, 
which bronght a great fear upon moſt of the Iſlands 
jet poſſeſſed by the Chriſtians, eſpecially when that 
fart of the Fleet which had done fo much harm was 
apmented,by the arrival of HZaly Baſſa,and within a 
while after all the Fleet met at Azlona,and on the 26 
Aug.1571. failed directly to Corcyra, which little I- 
ſand feemed to be incompaſſed with their huge Fleet. 
There Partus Baſſa Vice-Admiral of the Txrk upon 
his arrival landed 800 Horſemen, and 1000 Foot, 
who ranging up and down the Ifland did great harm 
by burning and deſtroying all before them, till they 
came to the Suburbs of Cor f# which they attempted 
to ſet on fire, but were beaten off by the Garriſon 
Sonldiers, who fallyed upon them with great fury 
kiling a great number of them, and amongſt the 
teſt Paphirzs Rays a man of great account cauſing the 
reſt to betake themſelves to flight, who coming on 
board the Gally, weighed Anchor and failed to the 
Bay of Corinth otherwiſe called Lepanto, having on 
board the Fleet 15000 Captive Chriſtians, taken in 
the Iſlands belonging, to the Yenetzans. 

The outrages of the Turks made the Chriftian 
Confederates haſten out their Fleet, which met at 
Meſſina where the Admirals and other great Gotm- 
manders called a Councel, to conſider what was beſt 
to be done in the management of the War again(t 
ſo powerful an Enemy, not doubting the victory 
d 4. for 
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for why the Yenetian Fleet, conſiſted of 108 Gal. 
lies, 6 Galliaſſes, 2 great Ships, and many ſm] 
Galliots to whom were joyned 12 Gallies of the 
Popes, . Commanded by Columnins. And with Doy 
Fohn General of Spain, Baſe Son to Charles the 5th, 
and Auria the Spaniſh Admiral came 81 Gallies, of 
which three appertained to the Knights of Maira 


In this. Fleet beſides Mariners were reckoned to he 


20000 Men, an Army not onely moſt beautiful for 
ſhew, as conſiſting of able Men, but for the moſt 
part compoſed of old experienced Souldiers, amoneſt 
whom were a great number of the Chriſtian Nohj- 
lity, who came to ſerve againſt the Infidels of their 
own accord, drawing after them a number of their 
Favorites, whom they at their own charge main- 
tained. The chief of which were Alexander Farneſi- 
#s Prince of Parma, Franciſcus Maria Prince of Ur- 


bin, and Paulus Fordanus Urſians of the Honourable 


Family of the Roman Vrſr. 


All things being thus in a readineſs, the Yenetian |

/ Argiers, an old experienced Pirate compoſed of 90 
Gallies, accompanyed with Carzolo, and Araby, his 
two ſons, attended on by a multitude of Pirates who 
Entered into the War, in hopes to get great ſpoil. 
In the Rearward was placed Amurath Dragut with 
30 Gallies, and divers other ſmall veſſels. 
Both Fleets being ſet in order of Battle, about 
noon 
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noona fierce ingagement happened in the beginninggf 
which God ſo ordering it,the Wind turned aboutty 
The great advantage of the Chriſtians, driving the 
ſmoake of the great Ordnance, and vollies of mal} 
ſhot in the face of the Infidels, whereupon for a long 
time the fight continued with _— ſucceſs, victory 
inclining to neither ſide, but atter four hours ſpace 
the Turkiſh Admiral being ſlain , his Gally taken, 
and about 40 others ſunk and fired, victory began 
to declare her ſelf for the Chriſtians. Yet the d& 
ſperate Turks as fearing Selyzms Anger if they 
ſhould return vanquiſhed fought deſperately , but 
true valour prevailing and all the chief Comman- 
ders, except Uluzales ſlain or taken Priſoners, and 
he reſolving to reſerve himſelf to his better fortune, 
fled (after 5 hours deſperately fighting) with be- 
tween 3o and 40 Gallies into the Bay of Lepant, 
ſeaving the victory to the Chriſtians, who having 
Purſized him as far as they thought convenient; re- 
turned to take. the ſpoil, where 1t was a hotribl 
Ipeftacle to behold the Sea coloured with blood, 
and covered with the bodies of the ſlain, fragments 
of broken Ships, and ſich weapons as were ſub 
to float npon its ſurface. The number of the Turks 
loft in this great overthrow, could not be known 
by reaſon of the Multitude that were buryed in the 
Sea, but Antorins Gnarnerius writing the Hiſtory of 
this war reported 32000 to have periſhed anda- 
mongſt them theſe of Note, viz. Haly Eaſla Gene- 
ral, 7ahomet Bey (otherwiſe called Chiroche or St 
roche) Governour of Alexandriz,Cafſanes the Son of 
Barbareſſa, together with his ſon 2dulaune Governor 
of Xitylene, Gider Governour of Chios, Caſſambannes 
Governour of Rhodes, Provs Aga Captain of Nat 
plum, Auſiapha Zelibi the great Treaſurer, Cardc- 
24 Viceroy of A-giers, with many others. Her 
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chief Priſoners taken in this Battle were Achmet 
and Mahomet ſons to Haly Baſla, and Nephews to 
Selymus, who being afterwards ſent as a Preſent ts 
the Pope,the Eldeſt died at Naples, and Machmer Bey 
Governour of Exbea,and of leſler note 3500,0f the E- 
nemies Gallies were taken 161,& 40 ſunk in the fight, 
and taken about 60 Galliots and other ſmall veſſels. 

This notable Victory thus obtained, Don Fohn Ve- 
nerins and Colamna coming together, friendly em- 
braced each other, and afterwards in a moſt Chriſti- 
an manner on their knees returned moſt hearty 
thanks to Almighty God for giving them ſo Great a 
Victory over the Enemies of his Name ; which pious 
example was ſeconded by allthe Captains,Mariners, 
and ſouldiers of the Fleet of the Chriſtians: in this 
bloody fight died about ſeven thouſand five hun- 
dred ſixty ſix , the chief of which were John and 
Bernardinus of the Honourable family of Cordona'tinr 
Spain, Horatio Caraffa and Ferantes Bisballus Virgini- 
#and Horatins Noble Romans of the Venetian Noblli- 
ty were flainz Anuguſiinns, Barbadicus; Benedittns, Su- 
prrantins, Vincentins , Quirinus , Fohanes | Lauritanuss 
Marinns Contarents, Catharines, Adalepetra, Georgins, 
Andreas Barb adicus, Marcus Antonius, Landus Franciſ= 
ras; Bonus Hieronimns, Contarenus, Antonius Paſchali- 
Tus, and Hieron Venerins , all of the Order of the 
Senators, beſides divers other- Honourable Gentle 
men, well deſerving tobe inrolled in the Records of 
Fame. There were likewiſe many of note wounded; 
and amongſt the reſt YVenerius the Venetian Adiniral by 


2 ſmall ſhot that paſſed through his foot. 


* This great and welcom victory publiſhed in the 
City of Yenice, cauſed ſuch a General joy as the like 
was never till that time ; nor only did the Venetzars 
alone rejoyce, but likewiſe all Chriſtian Nations 


for in this fight the Turks loſt ſo many ſubſtantial 
Galleys, 
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Gallyes, able Commanders, Seamen, that to this 
day.that loſs hath been a weakning to that fo mighty 
Empire, and {uch was the Griefe conceived by Selp 
ms thereat, that he retired himſelf for certain days, 
not permitting any to ſpeak with him, and thenin 
his fury paſſed a Decree for Maſlacring all the Chri- 
ſtitans within his Dominions , which bloody and 
barbarous EdiCt had been put in Execution had not 
Mubamat the chief Baſla by many perſwaſions aver- 
ted his wicked purpoſe ; yet that his loſs might ſem 
the leis, he diſlembled it as well as he could, giving 
ſtrict orders for the ſpeedy building of new Gallies, 
to ſupply the place of thoſe that were loſt, which he 
ha d-the more leafure to do, by reaſon that after this 
io ſignal a victory, the Chriſtian Fleet ſeparated, 
with a reſolution to meet again the next ſpring at 
Coreyra.; yet the Venetians not fatisfied for the loſs of 
_ Gprus ſpoiled - the Turks Frontiers winning ſtrong 
botds, and amongſt the reſt, the ſtrong Town of 
Suppoto, formerly taken from them , which cauſed 
Selzmis to put to Sea all the Gallies he had, appoint- 
ing Vluzales a Renegado Chriſtian, but now turned 
Turk, Admiral, in the room of Haly Baſſa, ſlainin 
the battel of Lepanto, of which the Venetian Ad- 
miral having notice, ſent to Don John to come to 
his Aid, but he bearing a grudge againſt the Veret:- 
ans for hanging up one of his Mutinous Captains, 
ſtood a long time in doubt whether he ſhould ſend 
any of his Gallies to his aſſiſtance or not ; but at 
length being by his Captains perſwaded, that hs 
honour would ſuffer, if through his negle& the 
Chriſtan cauſe ſhould be prejudiced ; he ſent Lilly of 
Andradu, with twenty two Galleys tojoyn with the 
Venetian Fleet, then lying before Corcyra; nor was 


the Pope ſlow in ſending his Galleys, 1nfomuch that - 


the whole Fleet conſiſted of 155 Galleys, 6 Gall 
aſks 
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aſſes, and twenty ſhips of war ; nor was the Turks 
nferiour in number, lying about Maluafia in the en- 
trance of the Bay called Sinus Argolicus, of which 
the Venetian Admiral having notice, reſolved to give 
them battle what ever happened,but the wary Pirate 
Uluzales could not be drawnthereto,having before to 
his coſt tryed the courage of the Chriſtians lying ſtill 
in the bay, hoping thereby to gain ſome advantage, 
without wiich he reſolved not to fight, but finding 
the Chriſtians every day ready to charce him as he 
ay, he for his better ſecurity found means to fail to 
Crona, upon Which the Chriſtian Fleet retired to 
Cerigo, not finding any opportunity of giving the ene- 
my battle 

Whilſt matters went thus Don Jobn ſent a Frigate 
to advertiſe the Venetian Admiral that he was arri- 
ved at Corcyra, commanding him to meet him at La- 
catbas, there to conſult about the carrying on the 
war ; but when they came thither, the General not 
regarding his word delayed to meet them, which did 
not a little trouble the Veretians ; but not ſtaying 
there they ſailed to Cocyra, where joyning the ſhips 
newly ſent to their Aid by ſeveral Chriſtian Princes, 
they reſolved to ſeek out the Enemy, and if poſlt- 
ble to oblige him to fight ; whereupon they looſed 
Anchor, and for the moſt part ſailed by night, think- 
ing by that means to oppreſs the Enemy e'r he was 
provided to defend himſelf ; but this purpoſe being 
diſcovered by ſome of the 7 #rks Scouts, the Chriſti- 
ans were prevented in their undertaking ; yet ſo re- 
ſolute was the Vererian Admiral that he preſſed the 
other Generals to enter the Bay, and give them Bat- 
tle even in the mouth of the Harbour ; but this his 
reſolution (though it had paſt doubt proved ſuccek- 


ful, hadit been put in execution) was oppoſed by 


the Spaniſh General, and Colurnim the Popes Admi- 
| ral, 
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ral, as not ſeaſonable, but altogether dangerous, eye 
to the hazarding the Chriſtian Fleet, which as they 
alledge was the Bullwark of Chriſtendom ; yet 1. 
ing before NVauarinum, they reſolved to beliege the 
Caſtle of Modez both by Sexand Land, which Caſt 
Tying in mouth of the Bay, defended the Turks Fleet, 
whereupon Sailing before it, they landed ſeven thoy- 
{and of their moſt reſolute Soldiers, and at the fame 
time appointed ſeveral of the Galleaſſes ana Gallies 
to batter it with their Great Ordnance ; the which 
more advantaglouſly to eftect they joyned two Gal. 
leys together, with Maſts, Ropes, and other tack- 
ling, in the nature of a floating battery, on which 
they planted Baskets of Earth, and ſeveral Pieces 
of Great Ordnance ; but being overcharged with 
too great a weight, they became uſeleſs, by reaſon 
of the abundance of water that entred them, and 
at the ſame time having notice that a conſiderable 
number of Tarki{þ horſemen had entered by night 
into the Caſtle, they thought good to give over the 
fiege, which made the 7xrks ſo adventurous as to 
ſend ſeveral of their Galleys out of the Bay to 
ſeize upon a great ſhip of the Yenertians, that was 
coming from Zacynthus with proviſion for the Fleet, 
but they were ſoon obliged to retire, which all of 
them did in fafety,except Mahomer,Nephew to Barbs 
7ſſa the famous Pirate, who to get him a name, ſtay- 
ed on purpoſe to dare the Chriſtians; but being 
Grapled by the Marqueſs of St. Crux, after a fierce 
Engagement he with almoſt all his men were ſlain, 
and the Galley taken in the ſight of the Turks Fleet, 
they not daring to come to his aſliſtance; after which 
the Chriſtians beſieged the ſtrong Caſtle of Nauarr 
zun,antiently called Pylas,the charge of whichwas by 
General conient of the great Commanders commit- 
ted toAlexander Farnefius Prince of ———_— the 
| 1/1 
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Vnctians furniſhed with Munition and Victuals for the 
retter performance of that ſervice,which he no ſoon- 
ex received,but landing 2000 /alians,r000 Spaniards, 
-nd five hundred Germans , with twelve Pieces of 
Ordnance, did batter the Caſtles inceſſantly ; but 
not encompaſling it, as he ought, in the night time 
1 Great number of Tarks having made their way 
through a pathleſs Forreſt, entered at an unſuſpefted 
Port, Whit thoſe of the Garriſon were skirmiſhing 
with the beſiegers ; whereupon the Princes diſpairing 
to carry 1t by aſlault, raiſed the liege. 

The Turks Fleet ſhut up in the Bay of Moder, 
and as it were beſieged by the Chriſtians,by this time 
felt great want, which cauſed a Peſtilence to rage 
ſo violently amongſt the Soldiers and Marriners, that 
many of the Galleys were deſerted, and the reſt fo 
fenderly manned, and ſo unprovided of neceſlaries, 
that had the Chriſtian Fleet rode it out a moneth 
longer before the Bay , the Enemies fleet had fell 
into their hands almoſt without fighting z but ſuch 
was the perverſeneſs of the Spaniſh General, that he 
would needs return with his Fleet, notwithſtanding 
all the pregnant reaſons, and arguments the Yeretrar 
Admiral uſed to perſwade him to the contrary, and 
ſo reſolutely was he therein, that he reſolved to de- 
part not only without the conſent of the Yenetians 
but without their privity, he having in order there- 
to ſtrictly commanded all his Captains, and Ma- 
ſters of his Gallies, ſpeedily to weigh Anchor, and to ' 
ſtand for the Coalſt of S:cily;of which the Venetian Ad- 
miral having notice,and not alittle troubled thereat, 
came on board his Galley, and renewed his per{waſt- 
ons tor his ſtay 3 but finding all arguments vain, he 
at leaſt: requeſted him to ſtay ſo long, till the 2 Gal-. 
lies faſtened together for a floating Battery might be 


fetched off, and not be left there as a prey, to which 
he 
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he hardly conſented, alledging that his victuals fe 
ſhort, and if he ſhould ſtay longer abroad his Fleet 
would be oppreſſed with famine, yet promiſed that 
if he met with the ſhips he had ſent for out of 5; 
| cily loaden with provition, he would inſtantly re. 
turn, but. kept not his word, though he incountreg 
them upon the Coaſt of Corcyra ;, ſo that the half 
ſtarved Turks, upon his departure by degrees got out 
of the Bay, to their no ſmall joy, moſt of them 
getting in ſafety to GnStantinople. For aſter the de. 
parture of the Spaniards to Meſſina, the Venetian and 
Popes Admiral departed likewiſe, the one to Rope, 
and the other to Yenice, having done nothing wor: 
thy of ſo great preparations as were ſet forth by 
the Chriſtian Princes. 

About this time Amida King of Tunes being driven 
out of his Kingdom fled to Dor Fohn for Aide, hum- 
bly requeſting him that he would reſtore him to his 
Kingdom, to which the crafty Spaniard ſeemingly 
hearkned, but having landed his Forces, taken pol- 
ſeſſion of Tus and other {trong places , he ſent 
Amida together with his wife ard children intoSi- 
c:ly, there to remain as priſoners at large, during 
their lives , and placed Mahomet his brother in his 
ſtead, who by reaſon of his Seniority was rightful 
Heir to the Kingdom. But withall taking of hima 
ſolemn Oath, that he ſhould become and from thence- 
forth remain a vaſlal to the Spaniſh King, and al- 
wayes be ready to do whatſoever he commanded, and 
having beaten the Turks and wild Arabs our of the 
Countrey, he built a new Caſtle in the Middle way; 
between Culetta and Tres, and having put a ftrong 
Garriſon therein, as likewiſe into Gzletra, he returns 
ed into S:ci1ia. |

-: Tis Peace though difiked of other Chriſtian 
Priuces, was advantagious to the Yenerians, far as 
much. as the war had made their Trade to ceaſe; both 
in the 4driatickand Mediterranean Seas, which.upon 
the concluſion of Peace with the Twks, returned 
again more thenever, by reaſon few other Chriſtian 
Merchants had the like liberty, This peace was the 
eaſter obtained of the Tark for as much as the Spaniard 
had reduced the Kingdom of 7 «nt to his obedience, 
and that the Knights of Malta had an eye upon Tre 
ts and other Sea port Towns holden by the Turks, 
upon the Coaſt of Barbary, that he might be the 
more at leaſure to defend what he poſſeſſed, and if 
poſlible to recover that which his father had loſt, 
viz, the Kingdom of Turns; yetdeclining that en- 
terprize for a time, heconverted his Forces againff 
Fohn the YVaywd of YValachia, who a little before 
having driven Bogeanms out of Moldavia, had pot- 
ſeſſkd himſelf of that Province, but upon his refu- 
ſing topay Selyzus double the Tribute he agreed for, 
he held him in ſach diſtruſt, that he reſolved to take 
from him both his Principalities, and annex them to 
the Orroman Empire, to prevent which if poſlible,

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ipon the Frontiers ſecure the kingdom from the incur- 
fons of the Tartars, and maintain themſelves for the 
moſt part by ſpoiles taken from the enemy, who now 
i® great number underthe leading of S#ſercenins their 
Captain, came to the aſſiſtance of the Yayved. 
Selynu hearing what had paſſed, ſent 30000. Tarks, 
and 2000 Hungarians, to joyn ſuch Forces as were 
raiſed by the Palatine of Yalachia Tranſalpine with 
2 Command that he ſhould take John the YVayvod, 
5nd fend him in bonds to Conſtantinople, and in his 
ſtead placed Peter his brother,of which thePalatine an 
utter Enemy to John was not a little glad nor delay- 
ed, but upon the Arrival of the Turks and Hnngari- 
ar, with an Army of 202000 fighting men paſled 
over the River Moldavins, not doubting bur with 
his multitude to oppreſs his adverſary, but putting 
too much confidence in his ſtrength, and by reaſon 
thereof incamping drforderly, on the Bank of the 
River, the Yayvod and Captain of the Coſſacks ſet 
upon with ſuch fury, that ere his Souldiers could re- 
cover their Horſes then diſperſed in the adjacent. 
Medows, or put themſelves in a poſture of defence, 
they. overwhelmed with ſhot, and every where dil- 
ordered ſo, that flying in great confuſion moſt of 
them were ſlain or drowned, in attempting to re- 
pals the River, the Palatine and Peter his brother 
hardly eſcaping to the Caſtle of Brailonia in Yalachia. 
In the Palatines Camp, were found ſtore of Riches, 
Which the Yayvod beſtowed upon his Souldiers, and 
with Fire and Sword entered Yalachia Tranſalpine, 
putting all to theSword that came in his way,without 
reſpect either to Age or Sex till hecame to the Caſtle 
of Brai/onia, in which he underſtood that the Pala- 
tne and his Brother were in this Calfle, together 
With a fair City bearing the ſame name, ſtandeth 
00 the Banks of Danvbinzs, which at that time was 
Ee 23 d&- 
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defended by a ſtrong Garriſon of Turks, near unty. 
which incamping his Army he wrote to the Cay. 
tain thereof, commanding him to deliver into his 
hands the Palatine and his Brother, who had cauſe 
leſly invaded his Territories, and being overthromy 
in Battle was fled unto him, the which if he refuſed 
to do, he vowed never to depart from thence till he 
had conſtrained him to yield themup ; which Me. 
ſage being ſent to the Captain by two Yalachia 
Priſoners,he returned four Meſſengers,with ten great 
ſhot, ten ſmall ſhot, and two Turkiſh Arrows ; giv. 
ing them in charge totel] the Yayvod, that foraſmuch 
as he knew him to be a ſervant to his dread Sove- 
raign Selyzms he did reſpect him, but would in 9 
wiſe deliver into his hands thoſe he required, but 
foraſmuch as he underſtood that he of late had ſlain 
a great number of his Lords Servants, who by his 
commandement were bringing Peter the Palatine 
Brother into Moldavia, he therefore commanded 
him to raiſe the ſiege or he would make him and his 
Souldiers feed upon thoſe diſhes (meaning the Bul- 


wa 
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lets and Arrows) till gorged to the full they dange- I. 


rouſly ſurfeited and caſt. * This anſwer fo incenſkd 
John, that he cauſed the Meſſengers to be cruelly in- 
treated by cutting off their Noſes, Lips, and Ears, 
and railing them by their feet to a piece of Timber 
hung them up before the City, with their heads 
downwards as a terror to the reſt,and they furioully 


battering the Walls till large breaches appeared, 


the Souldiers entred by plain force put all to the 
Sword that they found therein: Inſomuch that the 
blood running like a Torrent into the Uanubin, 
crimſoned ore its ſtream for many a mile. There 
the greedy Souldiers found ineſtimable Wealth

ſwer that in the firſt place he little doubted of the 
Faith of him whom he had found moſt faithful in the 
time of his greateſt diſtreſs, and uſed as a myf 
truſty companion in all his Travels, and that it wy 
no time now to ſtand in doubt or be afraid,and that 
as for himſelf, he would ere long come with thereſ 
of the Army, and take a view of the Enemies Cam 
for that he was not come ſo far to fly but to fightin 
the defence of his Subjefts and Country, and ſo with. 
in four dayes after he joyned with the forerunner; 
of his Army, and incamped near a Lake, which 
runneth out of Danubias, and with ſeveral of his 
truſty followers aſcended a high Hill, the better ty 
take a veiw of the Enemies huge Camp, upon which 
plainly perceiving that he was betrayed by Czarme- 
aiche, who had then under his command 1 3oocoof 
his choice Souldiers, he ſent for him, but: he doubt- 
ing his Treaſon was diſcovered, ſent him word that 
he could not now come, the Enemy being ſo nighat 
hand, but that he ſhould without delay ſee him in 
the Field as forward as the moſt couragious againſt 
the Enemy, but herein he failed his Lord ; for 
Battle being joyned he cauſed his Enſigns to bekt 
fall, and revolted to the Enemy, which ſo diſcours- 
ged the reſt of the Souldiers that after a deſperate 
and bloody fight, finding themſelves oppreſs'd with 
multitudes, and their Countrey-men who ſhould 
have aſſiſted them, fighting againſt them, they gave 
back, which the Yayved perceiving cauſed the re- 
treat to be ſounded,. and with 20000 Foot men, 
and ſuch Horſemen as eſcaped the Battle, retired in 
as good order as the danger would permit, into. the 
ruins of an old Town which a little before he had 
razed, and therein ſtrongly Fortified himſelf ronnd 
about, which next day the Turks incamped, but 
pers 
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ceiving, that it was not onely difficult but dange- 
r08s to aſſault him 1n his ſtrength, they ſent Meſlen- 
zers to-him, to perſwade him to yield to Mercy and 
rot expoſe his own Life, and the lives of ſo many 
of his Subjects to the fury of the inraged Souldiers, 
or miſeries they would be ſhortly reduced to by Fa- 
mine, offering the Oaths of all the chief Comman- 
ders for his own ſecurity and the ſecurity of his peo- 
ple, to which propoſals he being perſwaded to hear- 
ken he in confideration that the Cfacks might be 

rmitted to return with their Horſes and Armes; 
into their own Countrey ; that himſelf might be 
alive conveyed into the preſence of Se/yz-ws, there to 
make his defence,and that his Subjects might return 
to their reſpeCtive homes, or take 1eryice with the 
Tarks ; agreed to come out of his ſtrength and ſub- 
mit himſelf, to which his demands Capacizs Bala 
General of the Turks Army conſented, and himſelf 
with the reſt of the great Commanders ſwore ſeven 
times (a uſual cuſtom amongſt the Turks for the ſo- 
lemnly obliging themſelves) to fulfil his requeſt. 
Whereupon he came forth onely accompanied with 
Oſmolics a Polonian Captive , but after four hours 
continuance in the Turks Camp the perfidious Baſla 
ſending for him n 1expectedly with hisScimiter ſtruck 
him croſs the face, and afterwards wounded him in 
the Belly, upon which ſignal the Fanizarie; preſet 
took him and cut off his head, which they fixing 
upon the point of a Lance, carrying It in de- 
riſfon through the Camp : nor ſatisfied with baroa- 
rousand baſe indignities, they at the commandment 
of the Baſla tore his body in pieces with Camels, 
and ſoon after put all the Chriſtians whom they had 
allured out of their ſtrength to the Sword who yet 
fell not. unrevenged, for the Coſſacks perceiving the 


hard plight they were in, fered together, and _ 
their 
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their weapons in their hands made a great ſlaughte 
of the Enemy, but being few in number except their 
Captain, and ſome other men of note they were al 
ſlain, | 
After this ſhameful Murther the Turks overry 
all Moldavia and Yalachia, recovering in a ſhort time 
the ſtrong places that were poſſeſſed by the YVaywy; 
Garriſons, after which Selymrs intent for the recy- 
very of the Kingdom of Ts in poſleſſion of the 
Spaniards ſent 300 fail of Gallies under the command 
of Sinan Pial, and UVlazales his chief Biſla's to reduce 
it to his obedience, who after the loſs of 30009 
Turks, with great difficulty took the ſtrong Caſtle 
of Guletta, and the new Caſtle built at the Com- 
mandment of Don Fohr in his late expedition againft 
the Mooriſh Rebels, which ſtrong hold loſt, Tus 
ſurrendered without making any conſiderable reſ- 
ſtance, and init was taken ahomet the late inveſted 
King, whom the Turks ſent Priſoner to Crſfanin- 
ple. But Selymws long ſurvived not this victory over 
the Spaniards, but being ſpent with Wine and Wo- 
men, to whom he had given his greateſt ſtrength 
he died on the oth. of December, anno 1574. having 
lived 51 years, and thereof Reigned eight, he lies 


buryed at Hadrimople, leaving his Empire to Amurath 


his Eldeſt Son, who ſacceeded him by the name of 
Amurath the Third, as will appear in the ſeries of 
his Life and Reign. | 
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The Life, Reign, and Memorable Tranſa&i- 
ons of Amurath the Third of that Name, 
and fixth Emperor of the Turks. 


Elymus dead, and his Death kept ſecret from the 

Tanizaries for the ſpace of twelve dayes, at the 
end of which Amurath arriving at Conſtantinople, was 
received into the Seraglio, and took poſleſlion ofthe 
Empire, when having pacified the unruly Souldiers 
with great liberality, he cauſed according to the 
Turkiſh policy, Maſtaphba , Solyman, Abdula, Oſman 
and Tzhanger his five brethren to be ſtrangled, with 
bow ſtrings even 4n his ſight, the reaſon of which 
ſtrangling is becauſe they would not ſpill any of 
the Orhoman ſacred blood as they term it on the 
ground, upon the death of whom the Mother of 
Salyman overcome with grief and diſpair , ſtab- 
bed her lf to the Heart with a Dagger, at 
which Tragical ſight it is reported that Amwath 
wept, as not delighted with ſuch unnatural cra- 
elty, but that the manner and nature of his Go- 
ernment ſo required, for tbat by reaſon of the 
Jargeneſs -of the Ortoman Empire , if many of the 
Princes of the blood lived at one and the ſame time, 
they would probably with civil diſſenfions rend it 


in pieces. 

Anno 1575 Amurath eſtabliſhed many wholfc 
Laws, altered the Coin, and bountifully relieved 
the poor, and albeit he was of a mild and peaceable 
pature, yet, that he might ſeem like to his _ 
_ ceſſors 
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ceſſors he proſecuted his Fathers Wars, and aide 
by the Tartars entered into R#ſc:a part of the Ter. 
ritories of the King of Polonia, where he burnt and 
deſtroyed 200 Caſtles, beſides a great numher of 
Towns and Villages, putting multitudes of the poor 
people to the Sword, and carrying as many into mi- 
ferable Captivity, but the Tartar had little joy of 
their ſucceſs, for whilſt they were buſie in Ruſci; 
the Cfjack brake into their Kingdom, and deſtroyed 
all before them for the ſpace of 100 miles. 

That which gave the Turks encouragement to ep- 
ter the Territories of Polonia, was the diviſion a- 
monegſt the nobility for Henry D' Yaloys their King, 
upon notice that his brother Charles the Nizth 
French King was dead, ſecretly departed to take 
vpon him the Kingdom of France, to which he wa 
rightful Heire, whereupon one party was for Ele(t- 
ing Maximilian the German Emperour, and the other 
ſtrongly oppoting them would have introduced the 
great Duke of Afuſcovy. Of which Amurath having 
notice, and ſuppoſing that to which ſoever of them 
rt fell he would prove a troubleſome Neighbour, he 
ſent a Letter to diſſwade the Nobility and Coun- 
&lors of the Kingdom to chuſe neither, but to Ele 
a King amongſt themſelves, or elſe Stephen Buttor 
Prince of Tranſylvania, and in ſo doing they ſhould 
find him their conſtant Friend, or in refuſing tocom- 
ply with his deſire to expect all the calamittes that 
attend on War. In this Letter the proud Turk fti- 
ted himſelf God of the Earth, Governour of the 
whole World, the Meſſenger of God, and faithful 
ſervant of the great Prophet.

zn experienced Captain, whom for his known valour 
andLoyalty, the Sophy had made General, it con- 
ited not of above twenty thouſand, all Horſemen, 
rathered out of Georgz.s, Medza, and Antropatia,who. 
niinformed by their Scouts of the Tarks number, 
boldly held on their way, reſolving to give them 
Battle, who from the Hills perceiving their intent, 
put themſelves in a poſture to receive them : where- 
upon about one 1n the Afternoon, a dreadful fight be- 
gan, wherein at the firſt charge were ſlain ſeven of 
the Turks Sanzacks, with a Great number of Soldiers 
without any apparent loſs to the Perſians, who fight- 
ng cloſe together ſlew the Txrks at a diſtance with 
their ſhot of Arrows, and the continual thundering of 
their Harquibuzes, of which Engins by this time 
they had learned the perfect uſe. But uſtzpha, who 
with a great power of his choice ſouldiers, having 
waited a fit opportunity, peirced the Squadrons of 
the horſe, having firſt made a lane by the reiterated 
Vollies of his Artillery, and charged with ſuch fury, 
that although the Perſians incouraging each other 
did all that men were capable to perform, yet be- 
Ing overpowered with number, were at length bro- 
ken and diſordered ; they under the ſhelter of the 
nght retired, which the Tbs without much diffi- 
Culty permitted, they not having any cauſe to re- 
pyce at the Victory ſo gotten, their loſs was ſo 
great, yet keeping the field all thzt night , thenext 
Morning in token of his good faccels, Maſtapha ſent 
the 
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the heads of five thouſand Perfrans, and three thay. 
ſand live priſoners to Ammrath, and for the preater 
terror of the enemy, canſed the heads of three thoy- 
ſand others to be ſtricken off,and piled on heaps; the 
Turks loft i this battle near twenty thouſand, many 
of their chief ſouldiers. 
The next day after the battle Manuchlars,a Prince 
of the Georgians ſent a meſſenger to Muftapha, to 
acquaint him that he was coming to confer with 
him, which did not a little rejoyce the Turk; info- 
much that he cauſed all his Great Commanders with 
. Trumpets, Enſigns diſplayed, Drums beating, and 
the diſcarge of all the Great Ordnance to receive 
him, and in like manner to condu& him to his 
Pavilliorr (not doubting but that the reyolt of this 
Prince would greatly further his affairs) which be- 
ing being done, and he entering the Baſſa's Tent, 
he there was cauſed to fit down on his right hand, 
when after having made him preſents of ſuch chings 
as for that purpoſe he had brought, he gave the Baſla 
ro underſtand, That for the honour and eſtimation 
he concetved of the Turkiſh valour, he was ever de- 
voted to the houſe of the Ottomans, and as he had of- 
ten times deſired to venture his life and fortune in 
their ſervice, ſo at this preſent time he moved by 
his former deſire, allored by the ſtrange fame of his 
wonderful and victorious Army, and ſtirred.up by a 


particular Fantaſie to learn the Turkiſh Diſcipline 


in martial affairs, under fich a General as was the 


Baſia, to whom he offered all his devotion and fer- 


vice, things as he faid not offered to any before, and 


in fire beſonght him to accept of him in the name of 


Amurath,whoſ obedient vaſlal he had vowed himfelt. 
This Speech ended the Baſſa highly commended 
him for his prudent choice and good will towards 


the Turks; and the more to confirm him in the opt- 
nion 
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nion he had of the Orroman Greatneſs , he cauſed 
him to be led throughout his Camp, that ſo he might 
take a view of the Turkiſh Magnificence , where 
anongft other things he with deteſtation beheld the 
Pile of Perſian heads, and then returning to Mxſta- 
bas Tent,he was preſented with Garments of cloth 
of Gold, a Gilt Battle-Ax and Target enameled with 
divers precious ſtones, and never permitted him to 
zofrom his Pavillion without a train of his ſlaves at- 
tending on him. 

Things being at this paſs, the Baſſa was about to 
raſe his Camp, to march into the very heart of Per- 
ja, when loe the face of the Heavens became black as 
Eryptian darkneſs, and upon a ſudden ſuch Prodigi» 
ous Thunders, Lightning, Rain and Hail, broke 
from the. yielding Clouds, that it ſeemed to moſt 
that the diflolution of all things was at hand, the 
wind every where renting the Turkiſh Tentsin ple- 
ces, and. carrying them into the Air ; which Tem- 
peſt and the noiſom ſtench ariſing from the Carkaſes 
of the dead, cauſed ſuch a Peſtilence in the Camp, 
that upon the muſter taken four dayes after forty 
thouſand Tyrks were wanting, yet when the wea- 
ther cleared up he removed, paſling by the ſides of 
theGreat Mountain, and in his way taking in ſeveral 
Caſtles -and Fortreſſes , though not without the 
los of: many of his men ; nor were the Perſ#ans 
wanting to cut off his rear and the ſtraglers of his 
Camp, as they found opportunity, by which means

ving received a great ſupply of Provifionfrom Aleppo, 
te marched into the Country of S5r#a7, when by the 
Way Aleſſandro another Prince of the Georg:ans came 
to the Baſſas Pavillion& ſubmitted himſcelf,as the for= 
mer had done,being thereupon xvelcomed in the ſame 
nature;

The Turks traveling twelve dayes by long marche 
came into the confines of S:rvar, but finding all th 
Country deſtroyed before them, they fell into mz 
ny 11] conveniencies, for by the means aforeſaid pal 
famine began to ſtare them in the face, which oblj- 
ged them to ſearch for proviſion in all places, ye 
finding little, as they were about to return to the 
Camp they happened on ſeveral Perſian ſpies, out of 
whom they extorted that after they had paſſed cer- 
tain Marſhes where Canac diſcharged it ſelf inty 
Araxis they ſhould find certain fields of Rice and 
{ſtanding Corn, together with divers herds of Cattle 
enough to ſiaffice the whole Army for a months ſpace, 
which being made known unto the Baſla,he not great 
ly credited the Report, and therefore would not pak 
thither with the whole Army, but freely permitted 
{ach as would, to go, ſo that about ten thouſand of 
the moft hungerſtarved, with ſuch neceſlaries as the 
thought fit, went to ſeiſe upon this bogty, but had 
no ſooner paſled the River and ſome few Marſhes, but 
They fell into the Perſian Ambuſh, laid for that pur- 
poſe, who put them almoſt all to the ſword; but 
whilſt they were taking the ſpoil A1u/tapha: having 
notice by the flyers what had happened, came upon 
them with the whole Army ſo ſuddenly that It 
henumed them, as it were in an Iſland, made by tht 
meandring of Arax#z and Canac, where ſetting upon 
them, after a bloody fight put them to the workh 
killing a great many of them, and forcing otherto 
take the River, wherein many of them periſhed, 
Tocomac the General and three other great Cap- 
tains hardly eſcaping. Afi

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J. after which 24/apha reſolved to paſs the River 


Corc,of which the Souldiers having noticebegan not 
only to murmur but to Mutiny throughout the Camp, 
aliedging that he carryed them to their certain deſtru- 
Aion for that being in a ſtrange Countrey, where 
all neceſſaries whereby to ſubſiſt were wanting 
-whereby they ſhould 1ubliſt, they muſt inevitably 
yeriſh, but he urging that it was the command of 
Anurath, and if no man but himſelf would paſle over 
he himſelf would obey his Lords command, where- 
upon notwithſtanding the unwillingneſs of three 
parts of the Army the next day the better to encou- 
rage his Captains and Soulditers himſelf waded over, 
and after him followed a great number of his ſlaves; 
and the reſt of the great Commanders, but ſo ſflow- 
ly by reaſon of the ſwiftneſs of the River, that night 
approached ere half the Army had gained the far- 
ther bank, when the ſtream ſwelling with the force 
of the Wind and darkneſs making the Souldiers fear- 
ful, 8000 of thein were driven headlong down the 
currant into the deep places, where they miſerably 
periſhed together, with a great number of Camels 
and Horſes, ſo that the Perſians living upon the 
Bitks many miles diſtance, perceiving the number 
of dead Turks together with their weapons float- 
Ing with the ſtream, concluded the Army was over- 
thrown, nor was the fortune of thoſe that paſſed 


brer for a time much better, for coming into a bar- 


ten Countrey ; a great number of them died for 
want, yet having paſlec thus far a greater miſchief 
would have befallen them had they returned, and 
therefore being every way beſet with danger they 
reſolutely marched forward, either to find relief or 
to end their days in miſery. Bur contrary to their 
cxpelation, after two dayes hard marching they 
came into a plentitul Countrey ſtored with all man- 
Fi ner 
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Mer of Proviſions which did not a little revive them, 
being before evenat the point to periſh, after whic 
having moſt of the Cities of S:-vaz yielded to him 
put Garriſons therein and furniſhing them with 41 
neceſlaries at the importunity of his Souldiers je. 
ſolved to return home and fo paſling through the 
Countrey of Prince Alefſander, where he reviqug. 
led and relieved the Garriſon of Teſts, who through 
Famine were reduced to ſuch neceſlity, that no ws 
clean thing was left uneaten, and ſo paſſing throug 
the ſtraights of the rough Mountains, where he lof 
a number of his people, he at length arrived at &:. 
zirum where without any muſter he diſcharged his 
Army ; thereby to hide the great loſs he had ſuſtain 
ed from the knowledge of Amnrath, and forgot ne 
by Letters to magnifie his own exploits ; ſendiny 
withal the two Georgian Princes who had ſubmittel 
themſelves, with Letters of recommendation to 
Anmnrath. | | 

It wasnot long after the departure of 1uſtaphaſbut 
the Zartars in confederacy with the Turks, having 
left the Fens of Aer, and the unmountable ſhoars 
of the Black Sea, paſſing over the Rocks upon G- 
11s, and the frozen crags of the Mountain Cancaſm, 
entered S;rvan with an Army of 30000 Hork un 
der the leading of Abdilcherai, who no leſs terrihed 
the Perſians then had the Turks, but after the tak- 
ing of many Cities, and ranging about the Country 
for prey, as one day they lay diſperſed in a Val 
ley nearto E'res, Emire Hamze Mirize Eldeſt Son t0 
AMahomes the Perſian Sophy, came upon them uns 
wares with 12000 Horſemen, and ere they could pit 
themſelves in a poſture of defence, ſlew 15000d 
them and took almoſt all the reſt Priſoners, and 
2monegſt them Abazlcherai Son as he pretended him- 
ſelf to the great Cham, who being ſent Priſoner t0 
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Chin the Regal Rat of the Perſian Sophy, ſo won up- 
on the favour of the King and Queen, but ſpecially 
if he latter, who was faid to be niore prodigal of 
ter favours towards him then ſtood, with her ho- 
jour, and at the ſame time Mabomert intending to 
match him to his Daughter, thereby to procure the 
friendſhip of the great Tartarian Cham : it ſo farmo- 
red the S/tans or great men of the Court with en- 
jj that they ſlew him 1n the Palace, and at the ſame 
tie as many reported ſtrangled the Queen, whom 
they found over familiar with him in -his Chamber, 
hit whether ſo or not certain It is ſhe was never af- 
terards ſeen. | | 7 
The Tartars Forces thus deſtroyed, the Terror 
of the young Perſian Prince was ſo great, that what 
byStratagem and plain Force, he wreſted out of the 
Turks hands moſt of the Cities they had before pok- 
kiſſed. Infomuch that (the City of Derbent of which 
Oſman Baiſſa was Governour with the title of Vizar 
of Sirnan excepted) the Turks were driven out of 
altheir ſtrong places, nor was it long ere the Per- 
fun Sophy praCtiſed with Shahamel, Lord of the 
Mountain of Brws, whoſe Daughter Oſman had mar- 
nedto betray him and the City into his power, for 
that he was the onely man amongſt the Georgrans 
whom Oſman truſted, who won by the great -pro- 
niſes Gebe Sopby, without any reſpect to the Turk 
% he waS his Son-in-Law, undertook to gratifie him 
n-is deſire, but he carried not the matter ſo cloſe 
bit his Daughter underſtanding what that paſſed, 
and more ſtudious for the preſervation of her Hus- 
band, than furthering her Fathers porpoſe, ſhe ſtill 
revealed all ſhe knew ; which ſo inwardly perplex- 
Oſman that he reſolved to prevent the Treachery 
his Father-in-law by taking him ovt of the way, 


Jihereupon as his uſnal manner was invitin 2 him to a 
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ſolemn Feaſt with a cheariul countenance he con, 
manded 500 of his Soldiers to be 11 a readineſs, and 
that as ſoon as Sahamel was entered the Court off his 
Pallace to ſeize him, and after having cut of his 
Head to put all his followers to the Sword, which 
was accordingly put in execution, and not ſo con- 
tented, he:ſent out 2oco Horſemen to ſpoi! his 
Countrey,to the great aſtoniſhnient of all the neigh. 
bouring Princes, but to the exceeding grief of the 
—_— who found his hopes fruſtrated by the death 
of nd, 

The year following, viz. 1578. Amurath calling 
to him his Baſla's, conſulted what was further to 
be done in relation to the Perſian War ; when after 
long debate, it was upon mature deliberation re 
ſolved that it was a matter of dangerous conſequence 
to ſend an Army into the heart of Per/ia, where 
they ſhould not only have a fierce Enemy to deal 
with, but likewiſe many other difficulties, as hun- 
ger, overflowing of Rivers, paſling craggy Moun- 
tains and the like : But that it was thereiore nee 
fary, that by degrees they ſhould paſs conquering 
on from the Borders ſtill ſecuring all at their backs, 
the care of managing which being referred to Mi 
ſtapha, he ſent into all the Heredatary Countries of 
the Empire, commanding the reſpective Governours 
to ſend him ſtore of Pioners, and men killed in 
Architect, as likewiſe a great number of he moſt 
expert Souldiers, but eſpecially thoſe that had bee 
disbanded the year before , npon notice of which 
great multitudes flocked to the ſervice, who eat} 
in the Spring met at Erzirum, from whence tht) 
marched under the command of the Baſla to Chary i 
City on the Frontiers of S574, which in the Iatt 
War had been demoliſhed ; yet now again Rebullt 
and Fortified within the ſpace of 23 dayes, noone 

and 
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fanding, the abundance -of Snow that fell during 
their labouring therein, the 'which was no ſooner 
fniſhed but news came that the ſtrong Caſtle of 
Titi was beſieged by the Perſians, who had reduced 
the Garriſon to ſo great a ſtraight that through Fa- 
mine, they would: be obliged to yield up the place if 
they were not ſpeedily relieved. . Upon which in 
reat perplexity he ſent Haſſan Baſſa, Son'to Maho- 
mt Principal Vizar of: the Court, and Keſuar Cap- 
tain of the Adventurers with 20000 Horſe and Foot; 
furniſhed with: Proviſions and others:Neceſſaries for 
the relief of the Belieged, who paſling the ſtraits 
of Tomanis, were. ſet upon by 8000 Perſians under 
the leading of Al:cu!s Cham and Simon two expert 
Captains, who-in thoſe intricate mazes flew many 
of them, and -took” conſiderable ſpoil, which ſo 
hightened them that within a while after ſetting 
upon the Turks, and thinking to have the like ad- 
rantage fell into their Ambuſh, ſo that moſt of the 
Perſians fell by the'Sword-: or. were taken Priſoners, 
and amongſt the -latter Aliculi Cham; wwhich gave 
Haſſan opportunity to march without further con. 
troul to ſeſtis ,, where through : Famine he found 
half the Garriſon loſt, yet encouraging themin the 
beſt wiſe, and ſtoring them with all manner of Pro- 
nition and Wartike Munition, he having at their re- 
queſt diſplaced-'Mahamer the Gouernour, and conſtt- 
tited Amer Baſſa in His fteadithe: was about to re- 
turn: the ſame way he came, but upon notice that 
mar had ſtrongly. polleſſed himſelf of the aforeſaid 
ſtraights, -andi barrocadoed them with his great Ar- 


tilery, he was wonderfully perplexed as diſpairing 


of his ſafe return , which Al:cubi perceiving ' pro- 
mifed upon conſideration that he would releaſe him, 
to ſhew him a way+both plain and eaſie,:through 


wich he might paſs without.any: danger from the 
F 
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Perſians, whereupon the Baſla ſwore to perform 
what he requeſted z but afterwards, as 1s very uſu 
amongſt thoſe Infidels revoked his .Oath excuſing 
himſelf, by faying, it was not 'in his: power, to re- 
leaſe any Priſoner taken 1n War without the conſent 
of his General : of which perfidious dealing Sixm 
having notice, who. before in conſideration. of the 
delivery of Aliculi had' winked at; their paſſage, he 
with his Light-Horſemen purſued: hard after thay, 
when overtaking the. Rear he:charged them: with 
ſach fury, that in. great confuſion, 'they fled; -1 
which flight a' great - number were. ſlain and taken 
Priſoners with a great; booty. eſpecially the Tre 
' ſore of the Baſla, and of Reſuan Captain of the 4d 
veaturers, which loſs ſo ſenſibly afflicted Muſtaphe 
that! upon notice thereof he broke up his Army, not 
thinking it convenient. to attempt any thing further 
that year, and ſoon after he-being diſcharged of his 
Generalſhip was called home, where upon his arri- 
val at; Court, he: was: accuſed -by S$:az Baſla, for 
neglecting the Emperours affairs, waſting his Tres: 
{ure in unneceſſary buildings, and rather giving the 
Enemy cauſe / to contemn the Orroman Forces, then 
fo fear their Proweſs. 


Theſe and many other ſuch like complaints being 
exhibitedſagainſt him: ſo incenſed Amwrath, that he 
reſolved he ſhould be ftrangled 5 in order to which 
he fent his chief Gentleman Porter, attended on by 
fifteen others to thei BaſſasiPallace,: but. the crafty 
old blade. being farewarned of what was intended 
- againſt him; cauſethhimſelf for along time. to be de 
 nyed, but when the meſſengers impatient of delay, 
urged that he'-owſt and: ſhould render obedience to 
the Emperors warrant (which they then produced)

for Þ During theſe paſſages the Great Vizar Baſſa Muha- 
re met was ſtabb'd in the Divan by a private Souldier, 
the Þ whom he had bereaved of his Penſion, got at the 
hen Þ price of his long ſervice in the wars, for which the 
faid ſouldier was put to death with moſt exquiſite 
| Torments, in whoſe place Auſtapha Balla laboured 
wg tobe choſen as his right by courſe, but Amwrath in- 
be B wardly diſpleaſed with his proceedings, rejected his 
ck B fate, and ſent the ſeal to. Sivan Baſu, whom he alſo 
by Þ made General for the Perſian war, who preparing 
ty a great Army. marched to the.

| balador then arrived at Conflantinople to ſus for peace, 
Þ | butnot obtaining his deſire on ſach Articles as he inſi- 
0} fted on, both Potentates prepared for. a reſolute and 
@) Vigorous war; the one to offend, and the other to de- 
fend, during which time Muſtapha Baſſa dyed at Con- 
F 
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 feantinople, fuppoſed either to have been poyſonedby 
the command of Amurarth, or elſe that to preyent 
the fate of ſtrangling he had poiſoned himſelf,. 

The Per/ian Ambaſſador being returned to his Ma- 
iter, and giving him to underſtand that there was no 
peace to. be had with the Turk unleſs he would peace- 
ably deliver into his poſleſſion the Country of Siraay, 
and that.himſelf being taken for a Spye in the Turk- 
1ſh Court, was glad to give Amurath great hopes 
of abtaining this deſire, to. prevent death or impri- 
ſonment, yet that it remainedat the pleaſure of the 
King whether he would ſtand to any thing that had 
been: by him propoſed ; for which good ſervice 
of Mexut Chau the Sophy made him Great Treaſurer 
of Tauris, which at that time was Governed by 
'- Emur. Chau his mortal enemy, who ſought by all the 
means he could to deſtroy him ; wherefore declining 
to go thither in perſon, he officiated his Office by 
his Deputy, of which Emir taking hold of as a fit 
opportunity to work his deſtruction, ſecretly indv- 
ced the Sophy to believe that he held ſecret corre{- 
pondence with the Turks, and for that reaſon lay 
hovering-/on the Frontiers, placing a baſe fellow as 
his- Deputy to officiate ſo great a Truſt which ws 
not alittle diſhonour to the Majeſty of the Perſian 
King; whereupon the Sophy gave him power to ſeize 
Alexut Chau and moſt. of his principal ſervants, and 
by Torture to wring out of them the truth of the 
matter. - _ wy 

Glad was Emir to have ſo fair an opportunity to 
deſtroy Mexnut, and thereupon without further de- 
lay ſent fifteen ſtout fellows to Caff angich Mexuts 
place of abode to fetch him and his ſervants by force, 
who arriving there, and having admittance to his 
preſence, he promiſed to go with them, and gaveto 
-ach of them a preſent, ordering his SreFaru 
PT TO ones Jouadt © 
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make them. merry, whilſt he prepared himſelf to 
xcompany them to their Lord Emir, but with ſecret 
command to make them drunk, which his Steward 
| ſuddenly effected, that within an hours ſpace they 
fell faſt aſleep, which Maxmu perceiving, faſt bound 
them with ropes, and throwing them into a deep 
wetl, with all his family fled to the Turkzſþ Baſſa,then 
with his Army on the Frontiers, who upon notice 
ofwhat had happened kindly received him. 

Sivan Baſſa having ſtayed at Chars with the Turk- 
ih Army eight dayes, he by ealie marches. came to 
Tefss, having by the way loſt many of his Forragers 
cut off by the Georg:an Horſemen, bur arriving at the 
place aforeſaid he was recruited out of Syria and 7#- 
da, and having diſtributed part of his Treaſure 
amongſt the Souldiers, and ſet all things in order, 
hewith his Army departed thence ; when paſſing the 
Strait of Tomans, he had notice from uſtafiad 
(afterwards Governor of Aleppo) that not far diſtant & 
onthe right hand,were ſeveral fields of ſtanding Cora 
and Herds of Cattle grazing flenderly guarded, 
which the Baſla induced to believe, ſent the ſaid 
Muſtafsad with a ſtrong power to ſeize upon that 
booty, of which his Army ſtood ſo much in need, 
but they were no ſooner within danger, but the 
Perſians and Georgians burſt out upon them in great; 
numbers, putting them on every ſide to flight, 
whom they purſued fo. fiercely that ſeven thouſand 
of them were. ſlain, many taken Priſoners, and 
all their Cammels and other beaſts of burthen ta- 
ken, of which Szvar, having notice, in a great rage 
diſpatched the Baſla of Caramania,with twenty thou- 
fand horſe and foot to purſue the Perſians, after 
whom himſelf followed with the whole Army, but 
too late, for that perceiving from a high mountain 
What was intended had withdrawn themſelves, 
yet 
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yet ſome ſtraglers fell into the Turks hands, part gf 
whom they ſlew, and part they ſaved alive; yet the 
Turks holding on their way came to 17:ala, where 
they underſtood that the Perſian King being depart 
ed from Taurs, was coming againſt them with ; 
great Army, reſolving to give them battle, upo 
which S:van gave ſtrict command throughout his Ar. 
my, that every man on pain of death ſhould be in; 
readineſs to March, he reſolving to meet the Kingon 
his way ; after which he deſcended into the large 
Plains of Chielder, where a former battle had been 
fought between the Turks and the Perſians, where 
not. hearing of the Kings approach, after having 
muſtered his Army, he reſolved to March to Tis 
ris to inrich himſelf with the ſpoiles of that City,but 
by the way under pretence of trying his men, he car 
ﬀd a counterfeit battle tobe fought amongſt his own 
Souldiers, as in caſe of a General muſter, which ever 
® after rendred him a by-word to his Souldiers, and 


loytering in the aforeſaid plains for the ſpace of 


eight dayes; in the mean fpace A:der the Agaas an 
Ambaſſador from the Perſian King came to his Camp, 
offering in the name of his Maſter ſuch propoſals as 
Maxut had before done at ConSTamtinople, which were 
that Chars and Teftis ſhould be quietly poſſeſſed of 
the Turks, that ſo a good correfpondence might be 
continued between the Subjects of both Potentates, 
for accompliſhing of this deſired peace, Sinan pro- 
mifed to deal with Amurath, provided the Perſiar 
would ſend an Ambaſſador to Conſtantinople, which 
being reſolved on, the proud Baſh returned to Chars, 
and from thence departed to Erizirum, where ite 
diſmiſſed his Army, having done nothing worthy the 
name of a General. | | 

In the year 1581 Amwrath cauſed his fon Mahonet 


to be circumciſed after the Hebrew manner ; in ho- 
-nour

nour of which ſfolemnity he made a feaſt which con- 
tinned with ſhews and ſports, for the ſpace of forty 
days, where all, or moſt of the Chriſtian and aho- 
mtan Princes Ambaſladors were preſent; andamongſt 
them the Ambaſlador of Perfia, whom Amurath (after 
afering many affronts to be put upon him) cauſed 
tobe impriſoned with all his R2tinue, ſo ſtraightly, 
that though one hundred of his ſervants dyed of the 
Plague, yet much adoe had he to get himſelf remoy- 
ed to Erzzrum.” This hard handling of the Ambaſ- 
gdor made the conceived hopes of Peace to vaniſh, 
infomuch that either Potentate prepared for war, 
when as Amwurath not well liking the proceedings of 
Sivan, conſtituted AMahomet Baſſa, nephew to Muſtas 
jha Baſſa deceaſed, which choice Sivan greatly in- 
reighed againſt, though all in vain; for early in the 
fpring,he taking charge of the Army deſigned for the 
Perſian war,departed fromErzirum accompanied with 
the Baſſa of Caramre,carrying with him great ſtore of 
roviſion, and a huge maſs of mony, but ſuch was his 
fortune that in his way to Tefs, paſſing a River 

his Army was routed by the Perſians and Georgians, 
and moſt of his beſt Souldiers ſlain or taken priſfo- 
ners, a great. part of the mony and proviſion, fell 
likewiſe into the hands of the enemy ; ſo that not 
having ſufficient to reheve the Gariſon, hardly op- 
preſſed by famine, he had much adoe to perſwade the 
Souldiers to continue in it, and exceedingly to 
ſtraighten his diſcomfited Army to. ſupply that place 
with mony and proviſion; all which calamity being 
fappoſed to. happen by the Siniſter Council of one 
Mytapha a Renagate Georgian, then inthe Turks 
Camp, who was more then ſuſpe&ted to hold correſ- 
pondence with his Country;wherefore Mah:mert with 
other his truſty Counſellers refolved his death,where- 


von he called a Council in his own Pavillion, pre- 


tending 
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tending 'letters of inſtruction from the Emperoy, 
and ſecretly gave order that upon the coming of 
AMuftapha, whilſt the Letters were in reading, the 
Jartizaries ſhould 'cut off his head, but the Georoiay 
having notice, choſe our fifty of his faithful follow. 
ers, and imparting to them what was intended, com- 
manded them to be near at hand and at the firit call 
to- enter the Pavilion, where 1f they perceived any 
violence uſed towards his perſon, they ſhould not 
ſpare the General himſelf. Matters being brought 
to this paſs, and Mu/aphs entred the Pavyion of the 
Baſſa, the counterfeit Letters were ordered to he 
read, which done, and the Georgzan about to de- 
part, promiling to perform what ever the King 
ſhould command, Capags Baſſa Mahomets Great uſher, 
came to him and plucking him by the ſleeve, would 
have forced him to have. fat down, which he per- 
ceiving, and knowing his life was in danger, drew 
his ſword, and ſtruck Mahomers Lieutenant fo forci- 
bly -on the head, that he clove him to the ſtomach, 
then reverſing his blow, wounded the Baſſa of Cara- 
mite, as likewiſe many others, and had killed the 


General himſelf, had not the uproar cauſed many to 


enter the Pavillion, and amongſt others his fifty fol- 
lowers, who carryed him in ſafety to his Tent. This 
action cauſed grievous complaints to be ſent to Am 
rath from either party, whereby he underſtanding 
the evil ſtate of his affairs in thoſe Parts, exceeding 
ly blamed his Baſſas for puſhing on into ſuch a dan- 
gerous-war, and in arage thruſt Sivan Baſſa from his 
Vizarſhip, placing Sciam Baſſa (a Hungarian bort, 
. and to whom he had married his. ſiſter ) in his 
ſtead. 

The -. Turks affairs being at this paſs Arno 1532 
they had ſmall mind to- proceed in their war againſt 


the-Perſians, nor was the Perfian King leſs deſirous io 
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te rid of ſo troubleſome a gueſt,that.he might be the 
tetter at leaſure to ſuppreis the Rebellion raiſed by 
his Son Abas Mzrize , who countenanced by. the 
chief of the Sultans, had ſeized upon many ſtrong 
places, and was now Fortitying himſelf in _dters, 
whither his father paſſed witha great Army by the 
way, recovering ſuch Towns as had revolted from 
his obedience, and putting ſuch of the Traitors as he 
found therein to death; but coming before the City, 
the young Prince wrote ſuch ſubmiſſive Letters to his 
father and elder Erother, then in his fathers Camp 
that the old man was well content, that he ſhould by 
his Ambaſſadors be admitted to purge himſelf of 
ſuch crimes as were laid to his charge, which he 
did fo effeftually that the whole matter appear- 
ing to-be framed and contrived by Mirize Sulmoes, 
who notwithſtanding had periwaded the King to 
make that Expedition againſt his Son that he might 
advantage himſelf by being made General of the 
Army; to put an end to further differences the {aid 
Mirize Sulmms was by the Kings command behead- 
ed, as being indeed the Author of thoſe inteſtine 
troubles. 

Theſe things thus diſpoied, the Sophy was now at 


| Taſure to oppoſe the invading Turks , wherefore 


gathering a great Army he ſtriped them out of ma- 
ny of their holds, which ſo enraged Amurath that 
appointing Ferat Baſla his General, whom with full 
Inſtructions he diſmiſſed with a great Army, with - 
which having roamed about S742 and Georgia all 
Summer, Arno 1583. with the loſs of many of his 


- Men, and the revolt of Xtra, he in Szprember re- 


turned to Erz:irum having dOne not MINT more, then 

deſtroyed the Countrey of 1», and relieved 
Teflis, 

The following year the Perftiun King refoiving to

drive the Turks ont of his Countrey, raiſed a pregt 
Army,and encamped in the Plains before the City of 
Twzuris, of which Ferat having notice would not de 
part from Erziram before he had fetit to Amwath 
to have his opinion therein, who ſent him anex. 
preſs to relieve if poſſible the Garriſon of Teflk with 
a fmall power to oppoſe the reſt of the Army x 
gainſt the Enemy , whereupon he reſolved to put 
in practice the pleaſure of his Lord. In order to 
which the better to ſecure the paſlage or ſtrait of 
Tomans, he built a Caſtte in the enterance thereof 
1700 yards in compaſs, furniſhing 1t with all nece{- 
faries, and then ſent a detachment of 20000 Hork 


and Foob, under the leading of Feſuar Baſla for the 


releif of Tefiw, but fearing that power not ſufficient 
ſent others after him, under the leading of the Baſh 
of Caramite, of which Simon the Georgian Prince 
having notice yet deceived in their number, hafted 
over the Countrey by ſhort cuts to give them Bat- 
tle, which he was the readier to do becauſe he at 
Arſt diſcovered no more then 6000 Turks, the reſt 
lying behind a Hill, but Battle once joyned they 
came down upon him like a Tempeſt, and ſo op- 
prefled his ſmall number not exceeding 4000, who 
yet fought deſperately, that he and all his men had 
been ſlain, had not the other Turks ſent by Ferat to 


ſtrengthen Reſuar, appeared upon the Hills at a di- 
ſtance, whom thoſe Turks that were fighting ſup- 


poſed to be Perſians, and by that means not daring 
to purſue the retiring Georgians for fear of being 
drawn into an Ambuſh, they eaſily found means to 
eſcape, and the Baſla the like, to relieve Tefi, and 
with the ſame facility to return to the Camp which 


by this time began to be ſorely oppreſſed with Far 


mine, inſomuch that a buſhel of Wheat was ſold for 
100 Ducates, which cauſed the Camp to rife, and 


. march 
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march towards the Countrey of Muſtafa, formerly 
alled Manucchiar the Georgian Prince who now re- 
roiting from the Turks took part with the other 
Georgian Princes, bat the many ditfculties being ap- 

rent to the Soldiers by reaton of the advancement 
of the Seaſon, they flatly denyed to obey his com - 
mand threatning him with great miſchief if hedid 
not ſpeedily return to Erziramnor did they forbear 
toaſſault him in his Tent threatning him with pre- 
fat death, if he continued to expoſe them to the 
niferies of Hunger and Cold, which ſo that find- 
ing no means to reſtrain their infolency, or to 
quit their continual clamours, but a ſpeedy return 
to'Erz5r#m, he was forced to yield to their requeſts 
where arriving after a tedions march wherein he 
loſt many of his beſt Souldiers, he broke up the 
Army. The Perſian King hovering about T awrw, 
and having notice of all that had paſſed, ſent away 
a great part of his Army, and foraſinuch as Emir 
Gam Governour of that City had neglefted to op- 
poſe the Turks during their building ſeveral ſtrong 
Fortreſſes to keep the paſſages of the ſtraits, nor 
ahſted him as he ought, he cauſed his Eyes to 
be put out and himſelf to be caſt into priſon (where 
ſhortly after he died of grief ) and made Aliens 
Gam who a little before had eſcaped from the 
Turks Camp Governour In his ſtead. 

About this time the League between Ammnrath and 
Rodolphies the German Emperour, by reaſon of ſome 
Hoſtilities committed between their Subjects, had 
like to have ended; but upon more (mature conſfide- 
ration of what had paſſed, and reparation on the 
part of the Aggreſlors for dammages ſuſtained, it 
Was again renewed for the ſpace of 8 years, -after 
which Ferat Baſſa upon the complaint of the great 
Captains falling into diſerace with Amnraty he 


Was 
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was depoſed from his truſt of General, and Ofmy 
Baſla Governour of $:rvan (who for his many vice. 
ries over the Tartars was become famous) appoint. 
ed General in his ſtead, and made chief Vizar ; (The 
greateſt honour that can be conferred on any per. 
ſon by the Orroman Emperors.) And now Amwra) 
caſting in his mind the ſubduing of T auris, cauſed x 
great Army to be raiſed, and the better to make 
the Perſian neglect the Fortifying of that City, ay 
{ed it to be bruted that he intended to invade Naſſ. 
van, buc whilſt theſe preparations were intended 
againſt the Perſians, the Villany of a Yenetian Cay. 
tain had gone near to turn them upon the Chriſtian, 
the manner thus. The Widow of Ramadan Baſla late 
Governour of Tr:polis in Barbary, with her Children 
and Servant. being imbarqued in three Gallies, in 
order to their being tranſported - to Conſtantingly 
failing by the mouth of the Adriatick, were by con- 
trary Winds driven into the Gulf where, Petr 
Emunius a Venetian Captain , of the order of 


the Senators, lying with ceptain Gallies ſet upon 


thoſe before mentioned and boarded them, where 
he exerciſed moſt barbarous cruelty, as well upon 
the Women as the Men. For having ſlain the 
Mariners in number 250, and the Son of Ramadan, 
a Child in his Mothers lap, he cauſed the Women 
firſt to be Raviſhed, and then having their Breaſts 
cut off to be caſt into the Sea ; nor did he exercik 
this cruelty upon the Turks onely, but upon ſuch 
Chriſtians likewiſe as he found on board, uting ſuch 
barbarity as was thought to prevent the diſcovery 
_ of the great Riches he found in thoſe Gallies. Yet 
was it afterwards made manifeſt by one of the Turks, 
who during the ſlaughter had hid. himſelf in the 
hold, and was afterwards faved by a Cretian, who 
had in like manner been formerly preſerved by tht 
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vid Turk,, who coming to Conftantinople declared 
what had happened, which ſo enraged Amurath that 
te ſent to the Yenetians ſpeedily to make reparation 
or to expect their Frontiers to be invaded. . To 
which the Senators anſwered, they were altogether 
gnorant of what had happened, but if ſo as the 
Meſſengers related, upon enquiry, reparation ſhould 
ht made, which being found according to the re- 
ation of the Turks, they cauſed Em to be be- 
headed, the Gally to be reſtored, and to ſupply the 
lok of the ſlaves delivered them a like number of 
Turks and Moors, which for that time appeaſed the 
indignation of Amurath. 

Amurath anno 1585. having conſtituted Haſſan 
Baſa the Queens Eunuch Governour of Cazre, after- 
wards. caſting his Eyes upon Ebraim Balla, a Sclaws- 
141 about, 23 years of Age, reſolyed to make him 
his Son-in-law, and to raiſe him to a condition 
worthy ſo great an honour as to marry the Daugh- 
ter of an Emperour, he made him ſoveraign Judge 
of Egypt, of which Haſſan having notice, and by 
reaſon of the ſuddain advancement of Ebraim , 
doubting his ſafety fled to Conſtantinople, and fell at 
the Emperours feet, deſiring to know what crime 
he had committed to have a Maſter ſo ſuddainly ſet 
over him , but had no other anſwer then that he 
muſt to Priſon, where after he had continued along 
time ſtill expecting the fatal hour, he was at the 
earneſt interceſſion of the Empreſs, and the great 
Ladies of the Court ſet at Liberty, but all his riches 
kized and converted to the Emperours uſe. 

Ebraim being ſettled in his Government of Ezypt, 
by extorting great ſumms of money from the Egypri- 
#5 and other people ſubjef&t to his rule, in a ſhort 
ume heaped up great Riches, when at the end of 
three years Amurath ſent for him to Conſtantinople, 
&r 8 to 
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to Celebrate the Intended Matriage, charging him 
withal to paſs through the Countrey of the Drufean, 
a people inhabiting a large Countrey invironed with 
Foppa , Cefaria, Paleſiina , and* within the River; 
Oraites and Jordan, ſtretching it KIf even to the 
Plains of Damaſco near to the Hills that compaſ it 
about, apon the Coaſt of Mount Libanmw, and are 
faid to be the race of thoſe Chriſtians that ſeated 
themſelves there 4n the time that the Princes of 
the Weſt ſent their Armies to ſubdue the Holy Land, 
but have ſince bin perverted to the 1ahometar Super: 
ſtition, and at the coming of Eb-aim into thoſ parts 
with his Army, they were divided under many 
Princes -of which theſe were the- chief, viz. Eb 
Man;of the Turks called man Ogzl:,Serafadin, Mahumet 
Ebne- Manſur, Eben Free, and Ali Ebne-Carfu, by 
the Turks called Al; Carfus-Ogli, under whom were 
divers Lieutenants called their academ: or Agent, 
all of which except Eben Mz Ogl:, upon the arri- 
val of the Baſla ſent him rich Preſents ; whereupon 
he entering the Countrey of the ſaid Osl: waſtedit 
with Fire and Sword, which made the reſt of the 
Princes exceeding angry, and underhand to ſend aid 
to their Compere, with which incamping. himfelf 
adventagiouſly, he fell upon Yezs Baſſa who lead 
part of the Turks Army and diſcomfited him, put- 
ing 500 of his Men-to the Sword, and carrying 
way a rich booty, which ſo inraged Eb: aias that 
he uſed his utmoſt diligence to intrap the aforeſaid 
Prince, but finding no means to effect the ſame, he 
began with fair Promiſes and Preſents, to corrupt 
his Adacademes, one of which together with: 300 
Drufians, he got into his power, whom in revenge 
of Vers his overthrow he cauſed to be flead alive, 
and all his followers lain, and again raged witi 
Fire and Sword throughout the Countrey » = 
X altct- 
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rerward by diſſimulation and feigned Friendſhip; 
he got Eben Manſur into his power,whom he cauſed 
ro be faſt chained and fent to the Gallies, after which 
he took the ſpoil of his Countrey, and afterward 
with a great Booty returned to Conſtantinople, where 
hewas in triumph received by his Friends, amongſt 
whom he beſtowed Liberally the ſpoils taken from 
the Drnſtans, even to the value of one Million of 
Ducates, and 200000 Sultanies. But upon his de- 
parture out of the Druſians Countrey, they joyning 
with the 4-2v5az to revenge the injuries themſelves 
ſtained; entered the Turks Confines and commit- 
td many outrages, burning and deſtroying all be- 
fore them, not in their anger ſparing Man, Wo- 
manor Child, paſling on even to the Gates of Feru- 
ſaem, being aſliſted covertly by the Sub-Baſſa of 
Bethlehem, who diſpleaſed with the rule of Ebraimy 
watched his opportunity to revolt to the Enemy, 
but was prevented by being ſlain, alive at the Com- 
mandment of one of the Sarzahks of Jury. 

Whilſt affairs ſtood thus in Egypt and the Drnſians 
Land, Oſman had compleated his Army at Erzirum, 
which uponr Muſter was found to conſiſt of 180000 
choice Souldiers, with which on the 11th. of A#- 
gf 1585. he marched toward Tauris keeping on his 
way till he came into the vaft Chalderan, memorable 
formany Battles fought therein between the Turks 
and Perſ.a75, where ſtraitned for want the Soldiers 
mutined againſt him, upbraiding him with many re- 
proachful- words, and threatning him with death, 
for that as they faid contrary to his promiſe he had 
drawn them into a place of danger to become a 
prey to the Enemy ; at which the Baſla being much 
perplexed ſent for the Captain, and by telling them. 
It was the Sultans expreſs Command, and thats. - 
ad not inthe leſt donbt bur to become victortony,; 
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and therefore prayed them to reſt contented, an 
not Eclipſe their honour by their civil diſſenſfion; 
amongſt themſelves,which would rather give the En. 
emy advantage againſt them then any thing elſe, and 
that if it was given out upon the railing the Arny, 
that it was intended for Naſſivan, that ſpecious pre. 
tence was as he faid to render the Perſian more ſecure, 
and thereby to hinder his great preparations. Thek 
and ſuch like ſpeeches, together with a ſmall di. 
ſtribution of money calmed the Tempeſt the Mutiners 
had raiſed, and thereupon the Army riſing paſſe 
on towards Cay , from thence to Aarant a City 
Subject to the Perſians, and ſo keeping their wa 
came within ſight of Tawris the mark at which 
they aimed, upon which propoſing to themſeles 
a kind of ſecurity, the Van of the Army fell to ſpail 
ing the Countrey , and ſeizing upon what be 
| liked them, keeping little or no order in their 
March, of which Emir Hamze King MahumetsEl- 
eft Son perceiving, with 10000 Horſemen - lay in 
Ambuſh in a way where they maſt paſs, and having 
got them within his danger, burſt out upon then 
with ſach fury that he overrun that part of the Ar: 
my, put 7000 to the Sword, and carrying awaya 
number of Priſoners, and ſo with great ſpoil retired 
ere the groſs of the Turks Army could come up. 
Yet Oſman upon notice of what had happened, fent 
A1ahomet Baſla and the Baſla of Caramite after him, 
the victorions Prince with 14 Horſe and Foot, who 
by ſpeedy Marches overtaking him had with him 1 
bloody conflict, in which 6000 Turks were ſlain, 
nor had any eſcaped had not the darkneſs of tht 
night cauſed the retreat on both ſides to be ſounded 

The next Morning the Turks Camp removed 
and came within two Miles of Tauris, where Alicm 
Clan of whom I have before ſpoken was Governol!, 
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who deſirous to revenge himſelf upon the perfidious 
Turks iſſued out of the City with about 6000 reſolute 
Prſans,and charging thoſe that were advanced beat 
them back into their Trenches with great ſlaughter, 
but upon the opening the Tires of Ordnance, and 
advancing of the Fanizaries, finding himſelf not 
capable of incountering ſuch a multitude he retired 
into: the City, after whom the Turks in a confuſed 
manner preſſed, but in the enterance ſo ſtrongly 
reliſted, that the paſſages were filled with their dead 
carkaſſes , and all the Ditches ſwum with their 
blood, but freſh ſupplies coming on and the City 
Walls no way built for defence, badly furniſhed 
with Defendants , and worſe with Ordnance, at 
lngth the Turks entered, ſpoiling with incredible 
barbarity that great City tke Regal ſeat of the 
Perſian Kings. Yet ſuch compaſſion wrought in the 
breaſt of Oſman the General, that he cauſed Procla- 
mation to be made, that upon pain of death none 
ſhould kill any that made not reſiſtance, and when 


| the tumult was over came himſelf to take a view 


thereof, and gave Orders for its Fortification, ſend- 
Ing out. partys daily to reduce the other places ad- 
acent to the Turkiſh obedience, and ſo ſpeedy were 
they in Fortifying, that within the ſpace of 36 days 
aſtrong Caſtle was erected. 

Five dayes after the building of the new Caſtle 
Was began, even when the Taxr:iſi#ns thought them- 
klves ſecure, news was brought into the Turkiſh 
Camp that 8 Fanizaries and divers Spaoglians were 
ken ſtrangled in a Bath, within the City of Tawrs, 
whereupon the Zan Spahini and Fanizaries ina great 
rage went to the Generals Pavilion, telling him 
that although he had with too much clemency gi- 
ven Order that none ſhould moleſt or hurt the Tax- 


 rifians, and that according to his pleaſure every 
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manhad uſed his modeſty towards them, and obedi, 
ence to him, yet the Tauriſtans themſelves had mof 
audaciouſly ſtrangled ſeveral 7arizaries and Spauyl; 
ans, which injury and infolency they ſaid was not 
to be ſuffered. This outrage (whether true or on. 
ly raiſed by ſuch as deſired to ſatisfie their inordj. 
nate luſts, is uncertain) ſo moved the Baſla, that 
without any further delay hecommanded the City tg 
be ſacked, leaving it wholly te the diſcretion of 
the Souldiers, who like hel]-honnds greedy of blood 
run with full cry into the City, filling every place 
with ſlaughter of the amazed T auriſtans , Matrons 
were Raviſhed, Virgins defloured, young Children 
daſhed againſt the pavement, houſes fired, and other 
outrages committed that are commonly attendants 
upon ſuch General calamities ; fo that it wasa mi 
ſery almoſt inexplicable to behold that City fo ps 
pulous, ſo rich, honoured with the Palace of the 


Perfian Kings, now ſubject to the fury of the Turks 


plunged incalamity and utter deſtruQion. 

* The outrages committed in 7awuri coming to the 
knowledge of the Perſian King he was greatly of- 
fended, inſomuch that he reſolved with the hazard 
of a Battle, to revenge the indignity, of whoſe ap 
proach Oſman who then lay ſick in his Pavilion 
haveing notice, Command $S:ar Baſla and' Mahunet 
Baſſa ſhould with all the Greek Soldiers, and others, 
to the number of 74000 ſhould go out and meet the 
Enemy, who by the craft of the forerunners of his 
Army drawing the Turks within his ſtrengths, had 
with them there a mortal Battle, wherein 10000 
their Souldiers were ſlain, and the two Baſli's in 
great confuſion obliged to fly to the Camp, leaving 
moſt of their Inſigns, and all their baggage as 4 
prey to the Perſians : who hightned with this fuc- 
ceſs advenced within fight of the Turks Camp fend- 
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jog a Herauld to the ſick General to demand of him 
Battle, of which accepting though not able to be 
there preſent, when as Battle being, joyned, after a 
long and doubtful fight victory inclined ro the Per- 
far, whoin the end flew 20000 of the Turks, and 
amongſt the reſt the Baſſa's of Caramzte. and Trepe- 
zand, the Sanzack of Bruſia , with five other San- 
z4ks, and among the Priſoners were taken, Amu- 
1h Baſſa of Caramania, and divers other of 
note. 

_ Upon newsof this bad ſucceſs, the General fear- 
ing to have his Army waſted to nothing by conti- 
nal 5kirmiſhes in a ſtrange Countreyhaving Fortifi- 
ed Fauris, and made G OM Baſſa of T r:polis Gover- 
 nour, he was about to decamp, when on a ſuddain 
the neighing of Horles, the noiſe of Drums and 
Trumpets were heard, which putting the Army in- 
toa great conſternation, and ſoon cauſed them in 
great confulion to. run all to that ſide, where they 
ſuppoſed the nowe+ was, when in the mean while 
Emir the Perſian Prince on the other ſide, without 
any, found of Trumpet, or beat of Drum, with 
28000 Souldiers entered their Camp, took 18000 
Camels laden, whom he ſent away Þy 6000 of his 
Sonldiers, and then charging furiouſly upon ſuch as 
he found, inſomuch that after a hard Battle fought 
20009 Turks lay ſcattered on the. Plain, many af 
which were flain. by their own Artillery, which by 
Omans Command being furiouſly diſcharged at the 
Armies, the murchering ſhot mads lanes before them 
without diſcerning between Friend and Foe, but 
might coming on, and the Perſians weary with ſlangke, 
ter retired, and were far a while faintly purſued 
by the Turks. | = 
Oſman lying all this while fick ia his Pavilion, 


fore afflicted with the Bloody Flux, and hearing 
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what havock the Perſians had made died, the grief 
of fo great a loſs haſtening his end. Yet was hi 
death for a long ſpace kept ſecret leaſt thereby -the 
Army ſhould be diſcouraged , which now was re. 
turning, under the leading of S:inar ( or Cicala x 
ſome called him ) Baſla, Oſman in his Will having 
delivered to him the charge of the whole Arny, 
Yet the Perſian Prince with 14000 Horle and Fogt 
followed them at the heels, ſtill cutting of the 
ſtraglers, and had utterly deſtroyed them had not 
his deſign been diſcovered, which obliged him' tg 
retreat with the loſs of 3000 of his Men ; fo that 
by long and tedious marches, the Tnrks waſted Ar. 
my arriving, the Yarn after the publication of the 
Generals death were diſcharged, all but a certain 
number retained, who under the leading of Dax 
Chana Renegado Perſian, were ſent to the reliefof 
Teflis, which without any loſs they performed, 

Now the Caſtle built in Tawuris much grieved the 

Perſtans, to take which they uſed their utmoſt en- 

deavyour, but. it being ſtrong of it ſelf, -and defend- 

ed by a ſtrong Garriſon their attempts proved un- 

ſucceſsful. When at the ſame time great miſchief 

aroſe in the Kingdom of Perſia, for 10000 T arcoman

Giaffer Baſſa Governour of T auris after the de- 
parture of the Turkiſh Army underſtanding that 
the Perſiar Prince was Levying a great Army to 
Beſlege the City, ſent an Expreſs to S707 Or St- 
cl; Baſſa to ſend him Aid, for the defence of the 
City and Caſtle, the which by reaſon of the flight 
of ſome and death of otherſome of his men, muſt 
otherwiſe fall into the hands of the Enemy : now 
notwithſtanding great preparation for that pur- 
poſe were :made, they could not be put into the 
City, by reaſon of the near approach of the Per- 
fan Army without manifeſt hazard, of expoſing 
them to the mercy of their Enemies. Yet it fo 
fell out that the Governour without any recruits 
maintained the City and Caſtle, the Perſians not 
bing ſo urgent for the recovery of the ſame as was 
expected. | 


Upon noticeof Oſmars death, Amurath choſe Fe- 
rat Baſſa once more his General, who departing from 
Cnfantinople in the month of April 1586, and paſſed 
over into Aſia, where having compleated his Army 
at S245, upon notice that Tauris was in danger, he 
marched thitherward, though with great caution 
the enemy ſhould charge him at unawares, __

By this time the Perſian Prince (who and Mahan 
his father, now grown old, ruled the Kingdon) 
had notice of the Treaſon of Alicu's Chan, and E- 
manguli Chan, whom he had drawn into his confede 
racy, he prepared his Forces to march againſt then, 
whereupon - the latter ſubmitted, and was received 
into favour, but howſoever it happened, whether 
with his knowledge or not, the Prince the chief glo 
ry of Perfia ſleeping in his Pavilion, was by an E 
nuch run through the body, ſuppoſed to be done at 
the inſtance of A4bas Miriza his younger brother, 
to adyance whom. to the Perſian Diadem, Aliew 
Chan, had revolted from the obedience of theS- 
phy, and plotted with the Turkiſh General to betray 
Emir Hamzes the Prince into his hands, whoſedeath 
ſo unfortunately happening, cauſed great miſeriestq 
befall the Perſian State. | 

Chriſtendom having thus long been Exempted 
from the. fury of the Turks, who had their hand 
full of the Perſian war, now as it were, deſtiny 6 
ordering, they having time to breath by reaſon 
the divitions in Per{a,turned their reſtleſs Arms upa 
Hungaria, which itorm the Chriſtians perceiving 
to hang black over their heads, reſolved to provide 
azainſt it; and therefore to ſhow the Tyrant, " 
_ | | ne) 
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they dreaded not his. utmoſt indignation, ſeized on 
the Caſtie of Coppan in Hungary, not far from the 
Lake of Ballaton over which being hard frozen, they 
ſed undiſcovered ; to requite which, the Turks 
drawing five thouſand horſe out of ſeveral Garrie 
ſons, entered the Chriſtian Territories, and de- 
froying ſeventeen Villages , returned laden with 
reat ſpoils, and many miſerable Captives, whereof 
George Count Serine Son to the renowned Count of 
that name, lain at Ziget, having knowledge, raiſed 
fich Forces as the time would give leave; ' which ex- 
ceded not two thouſand, and laying the wayes by 
nhich-the Turks muſt paſs, encountred them ere 
they could recover any ſtrong hold, and put moſt 
of them-to-the ſword, recovering all the booty and 
Captives 3 amongft thoſe that were made priſoners 
the Sanzack, of Quinque Eccleſie, ſon to: Haly Baſs, 
ſain in: the Battle of Leparto; the Baſſa of Ziget, 
Sanzackof Koppar, and divers others, Sinan Beg Satte 
zach of Mohaz, endeavouring to eſcape, and his 
horſe ſticking faſt, was: ſhot through the head ; of 
the Turks horſes were taken, fifteen hundred, and 
of the: Furks five hundred, beſides three thouſand 
ſain. This bad beginning ſo diſcouraged Amurath, 
that in a rage he cauſed the Baſſa of Buda to be 
trangled, for that he had began the hoſtilities in 
Hirrary, and by that means violated the League be- 
tween him and the Emperor ; at what time a great 
ire happened at Gnffantinople, which conſumed ſeven 
Temples, twenty five great Inns, and fifteen thon- 
and houſes, with their warehouſes and ſhops, kind- 
led as was ſuppoſed by the Janizaries a little before, 
In a tumult for want of their pay, due ſince their 


haſt Perſian Expedition ; which was the rather be- 


lieved, for that it being their duty to endeavour the 


extinguiſhing any fire that ſhould happen in the Im- 


perial 
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perial City; They not only refuſed to put thei 
hands thereto themſelves but hindred ſuch as a 
tempted it. 

Theſe things hapning in Anno 1587 and 1588, th 
year following to prevent tumults which are yſuz 
where the ſouldiers are unimployed in the wars, th 
new Baſſa of Buda, with Amuraths good liking, hz 
ving drawn to him a ſtrong power, invaded the y 
per Hungary, but being enconntered by Claudims Ry 
fel, General of the Chriſttans in .thoſe parts , he 
received a great overthrow, three thouſand of his 
Turks being ſlain and drowned in the River Seq; 
upon which the General purſuing his good fortune, 
broke into the Turks Territories, and took fron 
them the Caſles of Blaveſtine, Geſtes, and: ſeyeri 
Forts in the upper Hungary ; upon which Sta: Ball 
of Buda was called home, and Ferat the late G& 
neral againſt the Perſians appointed Baſla- in hi 
ſtead. | 

Amunrath having not a little been terrified withthe 
great preparations of King Phillip of Spain, in 1588, 
wherewith he invaded England, and now underſtat- 
ding that he had receiveda fearfull overthrow, with 
the loſs of thirteen thouſand of his Marriners and 
Souldiers, and - moſt of his ſhips and Galli; 
he ſent a Ietter to Queen Elizabeth to Conpratt- 
late her happy victory, and to intreat her not upon 
any terms to make peace with the Spaziard, In 
which Letter he ſtiles her the moſt honourable M+ 
tron of the Chriſtian Religion, Mirror of Chaſtith, 
adorned with the brightneſs of Soveraingty, and 
power amoneſt the moſt chief women of the peoph; 
which ſerve Jeſus, Miſtris of great Kingdoms, 1& 
puted of Greateſt Majeſty and Praiſe amongſt tit 
Nazaritesz Elizabeth Queen of England, 
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| Amo 1590 the Tartars having broken-into the 
confines of Polonia, and taken a rich booty, were 
\riven out by the Cfſacks, who making of them 
rat ſlaughter, recovered all, which Amurath ta- 
jingin evil part as done to his confederates, but in- 
ked ſeeking occaſion to war upon the Chriſtians, 
that had ; not the Queen of Englands mediation pre- 
rentedit, he had turned his Arms upon Polonia ; yet 
inpatient of Peace he called his Baſſas to conſult 
what war was moſt expedient to be taken in hand, 
mongſt whom there were eight ſundry opinions, 
whereof the firſt was that the wars againſt the Per- 
fas ſhould be renewed, the ſecond for the Invaſion 
of the. Kingdoms of Feſs and Aoroceo, the third was 
for 2 war to be taken in hand againſt the King of 
$41, The fourth for. the beſieging of Malta, The 
fifth, to war upon the Yenerzans, The ſixth toinvade 
hay, the ſeventh, to war upon- S:g:/mund King of 
Palard, The eighth and laſt to invade the Territo- 
riesof Rodelphns the Emperor; all which being pa- 
tiently heard by Amwrath, with the ſundry reaſons 
of the Baſſas: at length, the eighth opinion was 
confirmed,and the Tyrant reſolved once more to turn 
his Forces towards the Weſt. Whereupon he cauſed 
great preparations to be made, reſolving if poſlible 
to annex the remaining part of Hungary and Auſtria, 
tous other Territories, having by this time and for 
this purpoſe concluded a war with the Perſian King, 
wherefore he commanded his Garriſons on the Fron- 
tiers as they ſaw occaſion to moleſt the Chriſtian 
Frontiers, with fire and ſword, which they letted 
not to do, prone enough of themſelves to aft any 
great wickedneſs, nor was it long e'r they ſurprized 
Willtz the Metropolis of Croatia, and committed 
therein many outrages, and their Army {till increaſ- 
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6000 Foot, and 500 Horſe of the Chriſtians (wh 
had taken the Mountaines ,. Woods and Straight 
paſſages, and ſo hardly beſet them that few of then 
eſcaped ; thoſe that were'flain the Turks cutoff 

their heads and therewith loaded fix Waggons. 
Upon this Alarum the Chriſtians drew forth 
their Armies, and to put a ſtop to the Infid?ls, why 
by reaſon of the unexpeCted breach of the Leagy 
had ſeized upon many Caſtles and Strong holds, i 
that ſecurity unprovided of ſuch neceſfaries as would 
have rendered them impregnable, and leaſt Amy 
rath ſhould alledge that thoſe Hoſtilities: were con: 
mitted without his knowledge, the Emperour feat 
to himby his Ambaſſadors to underſtand the reaſon 
that induced him to break the League, but beinp 
able to get no fatisfatory anſwer, he thought i 
high time to ſtand upon his guard, and cauſed al 
his power joyned with Forces of the Gemma 
Princes to march direftly into Hungary, under the 
Command of Rupertizs Eggenber his General, who 
approaching the Enemy conſulted with his chil 
Commanders what was beſt to: be done, who were 
all of opinion that to give ſpeedy Battle was moſ 
convenient , thereby to: prevent the Enemies for 
Jjoyning the other Forces, coming to their Aid, 
that upona {ign given the whole Army (in number 
4000D) forthwith removed and with great ſpe 
haſted toward the Turks, of which they having 
notice by their Eſpials, put themſelves in Batik 
Array, and after their vain glorious manner dreamt 
of nothing bur the ſpoil of the Chriſtians, whon 
they already concluded overthrown by reaſon d 
the diſproportion of number, they being index 
much inferiour in that nature to the Infidels. Vi 
had the Emperours General fo ordered his Battks 
that placing the Gorians and Hnfſars in the bow

qmrd, thoſe of Carelſtat and the Harquibuſires of Ke- 
ww in the Leit wing. In the Right the Borderers of 
(44114 all Horſemen 1n the main Battle, the reſt of 
the Souldiers with the Horſemen of $Szeſia, under 
the conduct of Szg:ſmund Paradiſe, the Rereward 
was incompalled with three: Companies of the Em- 

rours Souldiers, nor were the Turk idle but 
Marſhalled their Battle in the beſt wiſe, when as 
the Charge being founded the Crotians and Huſſars 
in the Vaunt-gard gave thefirſt onſet with ſuch fury, 
that being ſeconded by the Lord Arnersburgh, they 
after a cruel Fight obliged the Turks to give 
ground, and with Haſſan Baſſa their General retire 
towards the River Odder, after whom the Chriſti- 
ans following furiouſly many endeayouring to faye 
themſelves by paſſing over were drowned , and 
thoſe that ſtayed in a fearful manner on the Banks 
overwhelmed by the continual Tempeſt of ſhots 
from the Flankers, ſo that within three hours ſpace 
al the Army was in a confuſion, every man fkeking 
for his own ſafety, inſomuch that 15000 Turks pe- 
riſhed, either by the Sword, or in the Rivers Oaaer 
and Xulp, and amongſt the reſt Haſſan Baſſa, Ma- 
homet Beg, Achmet Beg, Saffer Beg, Mens Beg, Fra- 
matan Beg, Curtis Beo , Operd Beg and Goſchrs the 
Baſſa's chief Counſelor, together with Sinan Beg, A- 
mraths Nephew, the onely Son of his Siſter, after 
which fignal victory obtained, the Chriſtian Army 
falling on their knees gave Thanks to God, to 
whom alone they aſcribed their miraculous prefer- 
vation. The news of which overthrow coming to 
the knowledge of Ammnrach he like a frantick man 


blaſphemed the God of Heaven , 2nd perſwaded 
thereto by the tears and intreaties of his Siſter, to 
revenge the death of her Son, {ent a proud and 
blaſphemous denunciztion of War to the Ops 
Ko Rod s!- 
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Redolphws, wherein he ſtiled himſelf, The onely Ms. 
narch of the World, a great and mighty God on Eqry, 
an invincible Ceſar,King of all Kings from the Eaſt uy 
the Weſt, &c. and proceeded to threaten the faig 
Emperour and his People, with all the miſeries thx 
attend on War, imptouſly declaring that the Cy. 
cified God of. the Chriſtians long ſince dead an 
buried, had not been able to deliver his own Cour. 
trey out of his hands, much leſs the German Empire, 
which in deſpite of him he was reſolved to take 
knowing himſelf a ſubverter and ſworn Enemy of the 
Chriſtians, and 'of all that called upon the namegf 
Chriſt. And thereupon the more to terrihe the 
Chriſtians, he ſent a great Army under the Comn- 
mand of S:nan Baſla their implacable Enemy, wh 
upon his Arrival layed ſiege to Cfeg, which he took 
putting all he found therein to the Sword, and. 
ter that took ſeveral other places of lefler note; 
yet not without conſiderable loſs, and breach of 
Faith to the beſieged, who finding themſelves oft 
too weak to defend places of little ſtrength againſt 
1o powerful 2n Enemy, would ſurrender them upon 
promiſe of Life and Liberty, but falling into the 
hands of. the barbarous Infidels ſeldom obtained 
elther. 

Theſe proceedings of the Turks did not a littk 
alarum the Chriſtian Princes, who having muſtered 
18000 Men under the Command of Count Haratt, 
Governour of Rav, he with marching from Comars 
came before Alba-Rezalis , which by force of his 
Artillery he in a ſhort time made faultable , to tis 
relief of which the Baſſa of Buda ſent Sinan Balla 
with 20000 Horſe and Foot, but he being encoun- 
tered by the Chriſtians was put to flight with the 


loſs of moſt of his men, whereupon as victors the 


Chriſtians returned to the ſiege, but finding the - 
n 
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pafar advanced, and a great number of Tutks that 
ped in the overthrow to be got into the City,the 
Count raiſed his Camp and returned again to Rab, 
ut early in the Spring aſliſted by freſh ſupplies the . 
Emperours Captains dividing the Army, took the 
frong Caſtle of Sabarzka, the City of Fleck, the 
Towns of Seeteſchiu, Blaneſtine , and Salleck, the 
three latter being through fear abandoned by the 
Turks, having firſt ſet them for the moſt part on 
fire.” At the fame: time the Lord Palfe with a 
ſtrong party marching to Drege/, and Palanks 
fund. them likewife abandoned by the Turks, the 
which having furniſhed with ſtrong Garriſons of his 
own he took by force A:nacke, Selleche, Weſthee, and 
divers other places, ſo that the Turks were in a 
manner driven out of the Lower Hangary, and new 
Buda', and Alba-Regalis the onely Strong holds, 
poſſeſſed by the Turks in thoſe parts began to doubt 
their ſecurity, for whilſt a party out of the latter 
coming forth to bury the dead, that lay ſcattered 
round the Walls, and by their contagion infected 
the City; they were ſo ſuddainly incountered by a 
Captain of the Hufſars, Commanding a Troop of 
Light Horſemen, that near 200 of them were ſlain, 
and 5o taken Priſoners. 


Theſe proceedings coming to the Ears of Amurath,. 
and he from all hands certified that the ſtrength of 
the Chriſtians daily increaſed, he began to doubt his 
Empire in Ezrope, and therefore to defend the ſame 
raiſed a puiſſant Army 4229_1594. at. the head of 
which he reſolved to march in perſon, a thing he 
lad not done ſince his taking upon him the Govern- 
ment, but on the 11th. of Jznmary, as the Army 


F vas upon its march , not far from Corffantinople 
fuch a terrible Tempeſt of Hail, Rain, Snow, Wind, 
Thunder and Lightning aroſe, that by its impetu- 
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tuoſity 1t overturned the Tents , Chariots, Way-: 
gons, Horſe and Men, few being able to ſtandup. 


right before it. The which the Tyrant taking az 
ominous to his proceedings, in great perplexity 


returned with his formidable Army to Conftantingyl,, 


where caſting himſelf upon his bed, after much 


tumbling and toſling, falling aſleep he dreamed that 
he beheld a man of exceeding Stature, ſtanding with 


one his feet upon the Tower of Conſtantinople, and 


the other over the ſtraight fixed on the 4ſiar ſhoar, 
who ſtretching out his Arms held the Sun in one 
hand and the Moon in the other, at whom whilſt 


he was wondering the Monſter with his foot ſtruck 
the Tower, which forthwith fell down, and in its 
fall overthrew the great 1emple with the Imperial 
Palace,whoſe Thundering awaking the Turk he much 
troubled with the ſtrangeneſs of the dream imediatly 
ſent for his Necromancers and Wrzards to Interpret 
it, who to curry favour with their Prince hypocriti- 
cally anſwered, That for as much as he had not with 
all his Forces, as with a Tempeſt impugned the 
Chriſtians, their great Prophet Adahomer threatned 
by that-dream to overturn the Tower, Temple, 
and Imperial Palace, which by a ſymbolical mean- 
ing denoted the Turkiſh Religion and Empire: 
which vain and fictitious Interpretation ſo moved 
the ſuperſtitious Tyrant , that having firſt asked 
pardon of his Impoſtor Prophet , he ſwore from 
henceforth to turn all his Forces upon the Chriſti 
ans, and not to give over War till he had done 
his vtmoſt to ſubdue therh. Theſe vain threats did not 
in the leaſt ditimay the Chriſtian Princes, yet to in- 
racea ſure Friend on their ſide, they cauſed publique

In the Upper part of Hurgaria the Lord Teuf. 
fenbeck, Commanding as the Arch-Dukes Lieutenant, 
with an Army of 20000 Horſe and Foot beſieged 
Hatuan, a ſtrong Town of the Turks, lying about 
{ix miles from Buda, Fortified with a Triple Ditch 
and Bullwarks of exceeding-ſtrength, to the relief 
of which the Bafla of Buda came with fifteen thoy. 
ſand Souldiers, thinking at unawares to farprize 
the Chriſtian Camp but was fruſtrated in his projet, 
for the Lord Ternffenbeck_drawing off from beforethe 
City, pailed through with much difficulty theRi- 
ver Sagijvay, when ſetting upon the Baſla's Army 
after a hard fight he put it to the Rout, having the 
execution of the Turks for many miles,ſo that abuut 
Ten Thouſand of them were flain and taken Prife- 
ners, with a great Booty of Proviſion and Ammu- 
nition, after which the Chriſtians returned to the 
ſiege, yet finding the hazards and difficulty that 
they ſhould meet with in winning 1t, by the direQti- 
ons of the Arch-Duke who with Forty Thouſand 
Men at the ſame time beſieged Srrigonzum,the Siege of 
Hatvan was given over, yet upon the raiſing thereof 
the Lord Terffenbeck diſcomfited the Baſla of Buda 4 
ſecond time, as he was again coming to the relief 
thereof, in which conflict Five Thouſand Turks 
were ſlain. | 

Strigonium after a long ſiege, and the burning of 
the old Town , being relieved by the coming of 
Sian Baſſa with a great Army , the Arch-Duke 
thought it not yet convenient to let him take 
breath, but on the 28th. of Fuze paſſed Danubim 
to expect the motion of Sian Baſla with his huge 
Army

army, campoſed of Turks and Tartars, and by fres 
quent onſets daily weakned his Camp, nor were the 
Raſcians flow to revolt from the Turkiſh obedience. 
So that having raiſed a confuſed power, to the num- 
ber of Fifreen Thouſand they took many ſtrong 
Places, and obtained two notable Victories, one 
over the Baſſa of Temeſwar, in which himſelf and 
three of his Sa»zacks, and about Nine Thouſand 
five Handred of his Turks were ſlain. And the 
gther over another Baſla that ſucceeded him, upon 
which they ſent to the Arch-Duke to receiye them 
and their Countrey into the Emperours protection, 
and that in conlideration thereof they would main- 
tain Ten Thouiand . Men in the Field, whoſe Propo- 
fals were by the Imperial General accepted. 


About this time the .-Emperour the better to con- 
filt the defence of his Provinces, called a Diet at 
Ritbboric, where in the aſſembly of the German Prin- 
&s, he declared how matters ſtood, and repeated 
the manifold injuries he had ſuſtained by the Turks, 
contrary to the League made with Amwurath, and 
that. amongſt the reſt he contrary to the Law of 
Nations had impriſoned Frederick Creckovitz. his Am- 
baſador firſt at Cortartinople, and cauſed the great- 
elt part of his followers to be thruſt into the Gal- 
lies, and afrerwards to have ſent him with a few 
of his attendants to Belgrade , and thereto have 
kept him in priſon till he ended his dayes. To re- 
Yenge which indignities thoſe daily offered, and 
lachas were like to enſie from the great Army at 
hand, he deſired the Princes to coalider a moſt 
Ipeedy way, and not by delay toindanger the great- 
elt part of Chriſtendoms falling into the hands of the 


mercyleſs Enemy. To which the Electoral Princes 


alter a due conlideratiog, replyed, That they had 
| H h 2 a I'&- 
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a regard to his Imperial Majeſty, and for the pre. 
fervation 'of Hungary, and others his Hereditary 
Countries, as alſo for repreſling the fury of the 
Turks, yet by reaſon of the late dearth, they were 
not capable of maintaining ſuch Forces as might he 
expected , yet beſides their Annual Contributions 
they would for the ſpace of ſix years, grant fich 
further relief as they well hoped would prove fuf- 
ficient for the maintenance of a defenſive War, 
both for the preſent and for the time to come, af. 
ter which reſolves of the Princes the Dzet broke 
up, and all diligence was uſed for increaſing the 
Army, and Fortifying the ſtrong Holds in Hugs 
ria, Auſtria, Styra, and Carinthia, Countries moſt 
obnoxious to the Incurſions of the Turks. 


Sinar Baſla all this while not ignorant of the En- 
perors proceedings, lay withan Army of One Hug- 
dred and Fifty Thouſand Fighting men , between 
Buda and Alba Regalis, frequently ſending out 
Parties to waſt the Countries in poſſeſſion of the 
Emperour, yet with ſuch indifferent ſucceſs that he 
had no cauſe to boaſt, which made the Baſla to raiſe 
his Camp, and in ſight of the Chriſtian Army 
which ſtill attended his motions , battered Dols 
and St. Martins with ſuch fury that within a ſhort 
time they fell into his hands, the Imperialiſts at ſo 
great. an odds not thinking it convenient to hazard 
a Battle to relief their beſieged Friends, and after 
doing other miſchief in their Territories layed 
ſiege to the City of Rab ſcituate on the Southſide of 
Danubvius, where the River dividing it ſelf makes 
moſt fertile Iſland called Schut , about twelve Ger- 
man miles from Yiema, in which Iſland lay the 
Chriſtian Camp. This City was defended by a 
Garriſon of Five Thouſand Men, under the Com- 


' mand. 
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mand of Count Hardeck a more valiant then at this 
time faithful Friend, for when every one ſuppoſed 
the City impregnable, and that the Turks for ma- 
ny dayes had without intermiſſion battered it with 
Sixty pleces of Cannon, and. made ſeveral unſuc- 
cefful aſſaults with the loſs of Fourteen Thouſand 
of their men the ſaid Count, contrary to the minds 
of his Commanders and Souldiers capitulated with 
the Baſſa, and in conſideration of his departing with 


al his Treaſure, delivered that ſtrong piece in his 


tands. For which upon his arrival at Vienna, he by 
the judgement of Sixty of his Peers, had his Head and 
his right Hand ſtricken off, it being proved againſt 
him that he in leiw of the ſurrenger had of the Baſla 
received two bags of Ducats. 


During the ſiege of Rab the Chriſtians in the 
[ſand of Schxt received a great loſs, for Ten Thouw 
fand Turks and Tartars getting over in Boats or - 
ſmimming upon their Horſes, came ſo ſuddainly 
upon their Camp, that having ſlain Two Thouſand 
of them and put the reſt into a great conſternati- 
01, they entered their Trenches and carryed thence 
a booty valued at Five Hundred Thouſand Ducats, 


which loſs for a while after ſore weakned the Chri- 


ſans. Nor were the Turks onely buſie in ſpoiling 
Hmgary, but Ttaly alſo, for with a great Fleet under 
the leading of C:ala Baſſa Amuraths Admiral, they 
furprized Rheginm in Calabria, and utterly razed it, 
after which they ſpoiled all the Countrey about it, 
8 likewiſe the Sea Coaſts of 7aly in many other 
Places, taking ſeveral Ships richly laden in the ſight 
of the Garriſon of Meſſena, and carrying away a 
great number of poor people into. miſerable Capti- 
'ity. 
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Sinan Baſſa- having by this time received new 
ſupplies and repaired Rab, putting therein a »Þ 
Garriſon marched to ©omara, before which he-jn- 
camped , bat upon the approach of Aarthias the 
Arch-Duke with a puiſſant Army of Germans, 8g 
hemians, and Hungarians torelieve it, he raiſed his 
fege not thinking it ſafe at that time to hazarda 
Battle, and by a Bridge of Boats "Tranſported' his 
Army over Danubius to Dolis, where he the follow. 
ing day diſmiſſed them, upon which the Arch-Dike 
without any hinderance coming to Comara, caufel 
the breaches to be Repaired, and then leaving it to 
the proteCtion of the Governour, viz. The Lon 
Bruun, who had faithfully defended it, he departel 
to take a view of the other Cities. > 


About this time S:7:ſzmmd Prince of Tranſfiluayia, 
weary of the! grievous exaCction and. injuries. they 
ſuſtained at - the hands of the Turks: reſolyet 
to caſt off their ſervile yoak which being knowmtd 
certain of the Nobility penſioners to Amurath, they 
ſecretly advertized - him of the Princes purpoks, 
promiling to ſend him in Chains to Gftantinege, 
and with the Turks good liking to ſt up one Bak 
thazor Bator the Princes nigh Kinſman in: his fhead, 
but the Treaſon being diſcovered moſt of the Trat 
tors were. taken and executed, upon which the Za 
ears to the number of Forty Thouſand brake intd 
Tranſitvania burning and deſtroying all before 
them ina fearful manner, which obliged the Prante 
to raiſe the whole power of his Countrey, and & 
crave aid of the Kaſcians and other his Neighbours 
giving freely to his Subjects and Confederate 
what ever they could take from the Turks, who W 
their firſt interprize were ſo ſucceſsful, that ay 
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frprized ſeven of the Turks Gallies: laden (with 
provifion, Rick /Merchandize, -and ſtore vf'Trea- 
fire, and miſſed but narrowly of the-eighth, which 
ws the Admiral which lo was To great tothe 
Tatks » Ss34p Balla upon notice of what had 
jappened is reported to have {aid that if - tho 


allizs had-come to him ini-fafety he conld with  _ 


te Treakire rave bought Yienna, 'as he had done 
Rub, after which the Trunſloanians hightened with 
this ſacceſs marched towards T7emeſwar,- bur hears 
ing that the Tartars were about to return, they 
retired for the defence of their own Countrey ; 
jet by this time headed by their Prince they

drly tumults he found amongſt his Fanizarres

many furious aſſaults (notwithſtanding the threats of

which projeft was not unſucceſſeful, for the ref. 
tate-Bafſa coming on between the hills of St. Geog, 
and St. Thomas near to the Suburbs called the Raſcim 
City, put his Army in order of Battle, as did the 
Chriſtians,when in the mean while the Lord P aifrwith 
his Hungarian horſemen fetching a compaſ; about 
the hill, on the one ſide and the Lord Swartzenhyy 
with ſuch horſe as he had under his command, on the 
other ſide, ſo incloſed the Turks rear,that they could 
not without great danger retire, when-as both Ar. 
mies were orderly ranged, the ſignal of battle ws 
- given; the Turks without any great harm to the 
Chriſtians diſcharged! ſeventeen Pieces of Artillery; 
after which, with ſhowers of Arrows and the ſmoak 
of the Harquibuſes the Sky was darkned, and inz 
trice, not without great ſlaughter, the battle was 
bronght to the ſword, at what time Victory decls 
red for the Chriſtians, the Turks being every where 
moſt miſerably beaten: down, crying out for mercy, 
and flying as they found opportunity, and in theend 
the Baſſa himſelf from his ſtand, perceiving his Ar- 
my in the ront, and that the day was irrecoverably 
loſt, fled for his life, and about midnight recovere 
Buda, with not above twenty of his followers, fil 
ling that City with the laments of ſuch as hadin the

Maria Ghri5tina, daughter to Charles the late Arch

miſed upon his undertaking that Expedition at the 
price of his head, to reduce YValachia, Moldavia, ani 
Tranſylvania, to their former obedience. 


Not long after the overthrow of $S:zar, the Lords 
Eckenberg and Leucowitz. overthrew twenty thouſand

This Letter the Count well enough knew were 
but an outward ſhew of Friendſhip, and therefore 
he thinking it not good to truſt the Infidel, fo lonp 
as he had his Sword in his hand, would not ſo mu 
as dain to return him an anſwer, whereupon he in 
a great rage returned to Belgrade vaunting that if 
Mabomet 1o Commanded, he would the next year lay 
ſiege to Yiewna, and fo much extol'd his exploits to 
the great Sultan, that he commanded publick Tri 
umphs for the ſpace of four days in Co/tantingle, 
for joy of his good ſucceſs in Stira, and ſent the 
proud Baſla a Robe of Gold, and a leaders Staff ft 
with Pearl and prerious Stones. 

The loſs of Caziſia ſore troubled the Chriſtian in- 
ſomuch that Paradiſer the Governour , who had 
ſo tamely yielded it into the hands of the Turks 
coming to Vienna was there impriſoned, and many 
things being proved againſt him, his Enſign Bearet, 
Lieutenant, and the Mayor of the Town, they at 
ter many ftrict Examinations were at the command 
of the Emperour executed. , 

Notwithſtanding the death of the Baſſa of Cars 
mani in manner as aforeſaid, the Rebellion was n0t 
altogether thereby extinguiſhed but ſecretly kept 


alive by the countenance of the Perſia Sophy, 
tha 
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that now It again began as if revived from its 
Eabers to break out into a flame, and in a trice 
fvept away ſeveral Towns, whereupon Aahomet 
{nt to the Perſian to demand for the more aiinrance 
of the League one of his Sons as Hoſtage, which was 
qevilly craken that the Sophy commanded the Turks 
ambaſſador to be {lain, and although that rigorous 
fatence was remitted, yet by the ſecond Command- 
ment of the Sophy he was baſtinadoed, and in deſpite 
of him that ſent him returned with great diſgrace, 
the which though it highly offended Mabomer, yet 
te finding himſelf at that time not in a condition to 
revenge it, only bluſtered a little and to prevent 
the worſt, put ſtrong Garriſons into his Frontire 
Towns. , 

Ano 1601, The Chriſtian Confederates brought 
a ſtrong Army into the Field, for fear of which 
the Turkiſh General propoſed many offers of Peace, 
but ereany was concluded, the faid General 1braim 
Baſſa died, when as the Chriſtians not to omit any 
opportunity took divers ſtrong places, and among[t 
the reſt after a terrible battery , and the loſs of 
Eight Thouſand men Alba Regals, one of the chief- 
eſt and ſtrongeſt Cities of Zungary, into which the 
furious Souldiers entering through Streets of fire 
and over heaps of the ſlain, put all they met tothe 
Sword, few or none except the Baſla being taken 
to mercy, inriched themſelves with a great ſpoil, 
eſpecially the Walloons , who ſpared not to rifle 
the Tombs of the Hungarian Kings, which barbarir 


ty the Turks themſelves had abſtained from. Yet 


hardly was the ſpoil taken but news came that Afar 
Balla made General in the ſtead of Tbraim, was com- 
Ingwith a great Army to relieveit, whereupon Duke 
Mercary drew out his Forces and in a mortal Bat- 
tle ſlew the Baſſa, and moſt of his men, taking his 
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rich Camp, and a great. number of Priſoners, ay 


amongſt the reſt Fifty of the Rebels that fled froy 
Papa, who yet at the inſtance of the {aid Duke were 
pardoned. | . ; 

" The Chriſtians hightened with this ſucceſs, wer, 
now refolved to attempt the recovery of Canjy 
from before which (after they had a long time he 
fieged it, and layed open with their furious battery 
ſeveral breaches, killing in the ſeveral aſſaultsa num. 
ber of Turks)they were by the unſeaſonableneſ of th 
weather obliged to depart, to the great grief o 
the Commanders, though joy of the Souldiers, why 
through the exceſſive Cold that then happened wer 
become unſerviceable , many of them being frozy 
to Death in the Trenches. The Lurks now great: 
Iy diſnaid and almoſt driven out of Hungary, un 
happy chance turned the Chriſtians Swords, upoy 
themſelves for although Afichael the Yayvod of V4 
lachia was reconciled to the Emperour , yet th 
Tranſiluanians deſirous to be Governed by S:giſmud 
their natural Prince, caſt Baſfa the Emperours Lei 
tenant, and by him appointed Governour of that 
Province, into Irons z and immediately ſubmitted 
themſelves to Sigiſmund , and likewiſe impriſoned 
ſeveral of the - Nobility, whom they ſuſpetted to 
favour the Emperour, returning again to the Tur- 
kiſh obedience, and .this by the contrivance of the 
Chancelor of Polonia. Yet at the mediation 
Friends Baſta was ſet at Liberty ; who thoroughly 
inraged at the diſgrace done to him, and the indip: 
nity offered thereby to the Empetour his Maſter, 


raiſed an Army and joyning with A4chael the Vayuu 


invaded Tranſilvania, and in a dreadful Battle over 
threv7 Prince Sig;ſmund with great ſlaughter of hi 
men, upon which Claudzopolis and divers other Ct

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neof Tranſylvania returned to the Emperours obe- 
dience. 


After this great victory the Yayvod ſtill envying 
at the ſucceſs of the Imperialiſts, and ſecretly grud- 
ingagainſt Baſta, by Letters held ſecret correſpon- 
tency with the Baſſa of Temeſwar, intending in 
conſideration of Yalachia, Moldavia, and Tranſtluas 
«9 to become the Turks Tributary, and by the 
aſiſtance of the Bafſa's drive out the Imperialiſts, 
to prevent which it was agreed that he ſhould be 
ent Prifoner to Yiemwma. In order to which a Wat- 
kw Captain was ſent into his Tent with ſixty 
followers, but he making reſiſtance was by the ſaid 
Captain lain, which cauſed a great uproar amongſt 
his Souldiers, but when they underftood the cauſe 
by Letters produced under his own hand, their an- 
ger was allayed , themſelves proteſting that had 
they known ſo much they would long before dif- 
patched him. After the Death of the Yayved the 
Trarfilvanians wholly ſubmitted to themſelves to 
Bs, Yet continued not long in that obedience 
tre ſtirred up by ſome reſtleſs ſpirits they again 
Revolted and Proclaimed Szo:fmind, denying obe> 
dience to any other ; at which ſuddain mutation 
of this unſtable people Baſis not a little trou- 
bled to prevent his being again impriſoned, (as 
he had been formerly by them , withdrew him- 
If with his Followers, into a ſtrons Town on 
the Frontiers , from whence he by Letters adver- 
tized the Emperour of what had: happened, and 


 equeſted him to fend him ſpeedy Aid, whereby 


he might. be able to reduce them to their for- 
tr” abedience. 


During 
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During theſe troubles in Tranſylvania,the Turks ty, 
king the advantage did miſchief in Hungary,yet wer 
often met with by the Imperialiſts, and amongſt the 
reſt the Baſſa of Agria, as he was going to beſiege 
Toccaie with ten thouſand Turks, who being encoy. 
tered by Ferrant Gonzaga the Emperors Lieutenant 
was overthrown, with the ſlaughter of almoſt al 
bis followers; nor was Mahomet the Emperor le 
perplexed with the Carramanian and Natolian Rebel, 
who now getting to a great head under the leading 
of one Scrivano, had given ſeveral overthroms: tg 
his Baſlas ſent againſt them, and ſpread their ox: 
ders wide, drawing into their Confederacy all 4j, 
the Leſſer, and a part of the Greater, and at the 
ſame time the 7anizaries were in an uproar in Cw- 
fantinople, threatning the Emperor and charging 
him with Cowardiſe, and the neglect of his affairs 
to appeaſe whom Czcala Baſſa was obliged to beſtoy 
amongſt them a great ſum of money, and the Mufti 
or chief Mahometan Prieft declaring that all thek 
diſorders happened, for that Mahemet their Prophet 
was ofiended at the exceſs of wine that was drunk 
in the City ; whereupon Proclamation was made 
that upon pain of death all thoſe that had any 
wine in their houſes, the Ambaſſadors of the Chri- 
ſtian Princes excepted, ſhould immediately bring 
it forth and ſtave it ; whereupon ſuch abundance 
was ſpilt, that boats in the high ſtreets might have 
iwamin wine of all ſorts. | o” 

By this time Baf#a having received Forces from 
the Emperor, had ſo ſtraitned the Tranſylvanians 


that Szg:/mund ſent to offer him all the Towns that 


were in his poſſeſſion, at the time of his being &- 
| Pelled Tralvania, of which offer Zachel Moyſes tit 
Princes Lieutenant, having notice, reſolved not to 
ſuffer any agreement ppon ſuch conditions, and

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{fl therefore with the Forces under his Command com- 


poſed of Turks, Tartars, and Tranſyluanians, he ha- 
ed to opprels Baſta in his Camp, but finding him 
as ready as himſelf, a dreadful battle was fought 
between them, wherein Baſfa with his Germans pre- 
vailed, making a great ſlaughter of the enemy; To 
excuſe which raſh aCtion Szgiſmnd ſent ſeveral of his 
Nobility to the Imperial Camp, offering to perform 
what ever he had promiſed, and to go in perſon to 
the Emperor , which once put in practiſe all the 
Countrey returned again to the Emperors obedience, 
nor was FValachia at this time leſs troubled about 
Ekftion of a Yayved, that Province being divided 
into two Factions, the one was for chooſing Radel a 
Noble man, affeC&ting the Emperors intereſt, and the 
other for Eleting Feremias, who had promiſed to 
hold his Province Tributary of the Turk ; where- 
upon many Battles were fought with various ſuc- 
ceſs, but in the end Kedolph affiſted by the Empe- 
rors Forces overthrew his competitor , and ob- 
tained a great Victory ; in which battle two of the 
Turkiſh Baſſas were lain, with all their followers, 
and ſoon after, having overthrown a great power 
of the T artars, he recovered the Principality z nor 
was Hungary free from the Turkiſh outrages, who 
bearing themſelves upon their ſmall ſucceſs, at- 
tempted to ſurprize Alba Regalis, but were by the 
Chriſtians overthrown with great ſlaughter, and 
ſoon after two hundred of their Waggons laden 
with proviſion and Amunition, was taken by Count 
Serinus, ON its way to Carniſia, and about the ſame 
time took Al; Baſſa Governour of Peſth priſoner, 
and with him ſeventy thouſand Hungarian Ducates, 
which Baſſa for his ranſom over and aboye offered 
300000 Sultanies. | EE

150 The Turkiſh Hiſtory. 


Mabemer not a little troubled with the continyg 
news of his Loſſes in Hungary, and reſolving tore 
venge himſelf on the Chriſtians ſent Haſſan Baſly, 
with an Army of one hundred and fifty thouſand 
Turks and Tartars, who upon their arrival, paſſing 
the Dannahius, laid ſiege to Alba-Regalis, of which 
the Count Yſoloz was GOvernour, when railing three 
Batteries, they inceſſantly thundered againſt the 
wall and Bulwarks, and was by the Defendants 
anſwered in the ſame Language, and by frequent 
Sallies, cut of a number of the enemies, but hay- 
ing all their walls on the Weſt fide beaten doivy, 
and moſt of the Souldiers either killed or diſabled, 
the Count himſelf wounded in the thigh , their 
powder being almoſt ſpent, and to hopes of relief, 
they capitulated to deliver t':: Town upon conditi- 
on that they ſhould depart thence with all their 
Goods and be conducted in ſafety to the neigh: 
bouring Garriſon, which was ſworn to by all the 
Turkiſh Commanders ; but having once entred the 
'City, they not only ſpoil and plander it, butde- 
ſtroyed and put to the ſword all the Souldiers and 
Citizens, ſparing none alive but the Count himſelf, 
and ſome few Captains, whom they ſent in Chains 
to Conſtaitinop!e, infomuch that the' ſtreets flowed 
with the blood of three thouſand Chriſtians, in re- 
venge-of this loſs, the Lord Ruſ5worm with thirty 


thouſand men laid fiege to the ſtrong City of 


Buda, and took the baſe Town, where he got ſtore 
of Riches, and afterwards laid hard ſiege to the 
upper City, but finding it a work of great difficut- 
ty, he reſolved to turn' his Forces upon Pesth 4 
ſtrong Garriſon lying on the other ſide the River; 
from whence the Turks with their great Ordnance 
annoyed his Army before Buda, which place he 


without much difficulty won , and then again re- 
turned 
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turned to the ſiege of the upper City of Buda, but 
having loſt eight thouſand of his men, and having 
notice that the Tartars were at hand with a great 
army, reſolving to relieve it;he raiſed his fiege, ha- 
ring firſt repulſed the Yzzar Balla before Peſth, wit h 
the loſs of half his Forces. | 

Scrivano having rent the Turks Dominions in Aſa, 
by taking from them their principal Cities, fell ſick, 
of which ſickneſs he dyed, to the great grief of the 
Rebels, who nevertheleſs ;choſe his younger bro- 
ther to lead them, who ſoon after in a great battle 
overthrew the Turkiſh Army, that was ſent againſt 
him, under the leading of Hafſau Baſla , and ſlew 
the Baſſa himſelf, together with almoſt all his fol- 
bwers ; whereupon Mahomert doubting his Empire 
in Aa, was obliged to withdraw his Forces out 
of Hungary, yet incited the T artars by frequent in- 
roads to bufie the Imperialiſts, till he could be at 
kiſure to return his Captains with a greater power, 
who according to their wonted miſchievous natures 
committed ſundry outrage, burning and deſtroying 
all-in their way, but in the end were moſt of them 
cut-off by the Chriſtians againſt whoſe joynt For- 
&, they were no wayes able to ſtand, as being ra- 
ther inured to ſpoil than fight. 

Anzo 1603 The Turks in the ſeveral Garriſons 
raming abroad in the depth of winter, when Da- 
wbius it elf was frozen over, committed many out- 
rages in Hungaria, but in their return, being met 
by Colonel Coblonitz, a great number or them were 
cut in pieces, and all the booty recovered, 1o that 
for want of Victuals Buda was greatly diſtreſſed, bur 
ke again the change of fortune, for the Turks com- 
ng out of Buda upon the Frozen River, braving Tie 
Garriſon of Peſth, the Souldiers fallyed out upon 
them, but being overpowred were two hundred of 

| them 
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them ſlain, yet this loſs was ſhortly revenged by the 
Garriſon Souldiers, who ſurprizing ſeveral of the 
Turkiſh Nobility, ſporting with their wives in the 
hot Baths not far from Buda, put all the men tg 
the ſword, and ſuffered the women to eſcape na 
ked into the City, to whoſe flight, fear added 
wings, and ſo with the ſpoil of their rich garments 
returned in Triumph,but want of Victuals increaſing, 
they were obliged to feed,upon all: manner of un- 
clean things, when at the fame time their neighbour 
of Buda having received a great- Convoy of Vidtuals, 
derided them, and ſent three or four thundering 
Peals of Cannon over the river againſt the Town, but 
their mirth was ſoon ſpoiled, for by the careleſsnef 
of the Engenier ſeveral barrels of Povvder taking 
fire not only killed a great number of them, hut 
tikevviſe overthrevy four yards of their Wall, and 
thus the Winter - paſked over vvith many skirmiſhes, 
and the taking of ſeveral places in Zungary on either 
fide ; When early in the Spring the nevv Yayvad of 
Valachia over:run the rich Countrey of S:liftria, 
reducing the greateſt part of it to his obedience, and 
toon after Colloninitz, gave the Turks another great 
overthrow, and took a great booty on its way to 
Caniſia, and afterwards laid ſiege to Babox, but find- 
ing it ſtrongly Garrifoned, and furniſhed for a long 
fiege, he withdrew from before it, yet he ſurprized 
many of the Turks and intercepted ſeveral Waggons 
taden with proviſion, about which time news came 
that the FJanizaries were up in Arms at Conſtantine- 
ple, as likewiſe Sphai, and that they committed &- 
veral outrages on the Baſſas, and ſpared not to 
abuſe their maſter, telling him they would (ſeeing 
he neglefted to) reform his Government, ſvvearing 


that unleſs he vyould deliver into their povyer = 
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Cgi Aga, and ſuch others as they ſhould require, 
they would turn all into contulion, which threats fo 
fared the Puſillanimons Tyrant that he was content- 
eto yield to their demands, who having got thoſe 
favorites they moſt inveighed againſt, they with all 
deſpight put them to death ; whereupon the Tyrant 
not to be outdone in cruelty, cauſed ſeveral of the 
Baſla's and chief men of his Court, whom he knew 
the Souldiers aftetted, to be ſlain, which cauſed ſuch 
1 hatred againſt him, that many of his great Baſ- 
{i's conſpired to depoſe him, and {t up his ſon 
Mahomet in his ſtead, which they were the more ani- 
mated to put in practice, for that he had at the ſame 
time made a diſhonourable peace with the Afran Re- 
els, giving moſt of their ring-leaders great Com- 
mands, whilſt thoſe that had faithfully ſerved him 
nere rejected, of which intent of his men of war, 
the Tyrant having notice, cauied his ſon, and 16 
many as he could underftand were any wayes Cons 
cerned therein to be put to death. 

Theſe things happening in the foregoing year, the 
year following the Tartars in great numbers intend- 
ing to invade Hungary, were denyed pallage by the 
Paomans, whereupon they reſolved to make their 
way through Yalachia, with whom the Yayvod had 
many hard conflicts, killing at one time three thou- 
ſand of them, but their-number being great, he was 
forced at length to let them paſs ; who upon their 
arrival in Zungary and Stira, made great ſpoil e'r 
Cllenitz, could take the held, who at length joyning 
with Count Serinus, gave them a fatal overthrow, 
and recovered about five thouſand Chriſtian Cap- 
tives; yet thoſe that eſcaped from the battle roving 
about did great harm, till' ſuch time as they were 
met with by the Lord NVadaſti and his Haffirs, who 
with a furious charge overſet their _— and 
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brought them to final deſtruction, when ſoon after 
Cllonitz, returning fell upon Two Thouſand Turk; 
all or moſt of which he ſlew, and then paſſing 
befieged the Caſtle of Logua which in a ſhort time 
he took, but by negle&t of the Soldiers injoyed not 
long, for the Palizadoes being fired ſet fire to the 
Caſtle and laid it waſt. After which he march 
towards the Caſtle of Boulowvenar, upon whoſe 2 
proach the Garriſon fled, but in their flight being 
met were overthrown with great ſlaughter, and 
ſuch as were taken Priſoners together withall their 
ſubſtance brought back to. the Caſtle, into which 
the Collonel having put Four Hundred Haducjs, 
and Two Hundred Hufſars , returned to Comara, 
where with a great Booty he arrived in ſafety. 
Turning a little from the troubles of Hungary, 
a Countrey ſubject to the continual Inroads of the 
Turks, I ſhall retura to Trauſtlvania, which by this 
time was for the moſt part reduced to the Empe- 
rours obedience. For Moyſes the Rebel after his 
being overthrown by Baſta, doubting his fafety in 
the Caſtle of Solemeſe, delivered it to the Turks 
and fled to Temeſwar, a City in their poſſeſſion of 
which Baa the Emperours Leiutenant having no- 
tice reſolved to recover the Caltle , which the 
Turks ſuppoſed impregnable by reaſon of its {city- 
ation, as being tourded upon a ſteep and hard 
Rock, bat the Germans having by ſtrength of Arms 


drawn their Cannon to the top of a little Hill, not 


far diſtant from it, after a terrible battery made 
had It delivered to them, the Turks well percelv- 
ing they were no longer able to keep it. 


This ſtrong place thus gained many. of leſs ac- 


count that held out againſt Bafta: ſurrendered; 
whereupon afembling the principal men of Tran, 
ſtivanthy 
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ia, heina ſhort Oration admoniſhed them to 
te ſtedfaſt to the intereſt of the Emperour, and not 
to have any regard to the faithleſs and wavering 
Turks, &c- To which they replyed, That they 
were willing to obey the Emperour in all things, 
hut that their people in continual Wars being wa- 
ſed, they deſired him to conſider how little able 
they were to keep an Army in the Field, without 
fhich the Countrey could not be defended ; but if 
the Emperour would protect them, and ſecure them 
with a ſtanding Army, they would yearly pay to- 
mrds the defraying of the charges Fifteen Thou- 
fand Hungarian Ducats, and furniſh them with all 
things neceſſary. It being a thing more Honourable 
and Profitable for a Prince moderately to uſe his 
Sabjects, then for covetouſneſs to devour them in 
one day, and in their loſs to loſe himſelf for ever. 
This their offer was by Bafta accepted, and the 
minds of the people by many perſwaſive arguments 
kept in their dutiful Allegiance to the Emperour- 
But whilſt peace was expected on all ſides Moyſes 
the Rebel, with a great power of Turks and T ar- 
7 entered Tranſfulvania, at ſuch time as Baſis was 
abſent dreaming of no ſuch matter, and ſeizing 
won W:ſceborongh, ſome other places of ſmall im- 
portance, his name began «to ſpread wide. Infſo- 
much that 2Zahomet the Sultan underſtanding what 
ke had done, promiſed to ſend him more Aid, and 
to make him his Leintenant if he proſpered in his 
Wars, which puffed up the Rebel to that height 
that hearing of Baſta being with ſmall Forces in the 
Town of Somoſinar, he reſolved to march thither 
add beſiege him,but that experienced Captain know- 
ing how much it impaired the credit of a General, 
to be incloſed within Walls, upon notice of his 


de- 
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defence departed thence, and after having receive] 
a ſupply of eight Thouſand men from the Yaywod of 
Valachia, he went to oppole the Torrent, but ere 
he could prevent it the City of Clandznople fell inty 
the Rebels hands, who uſed the Citizens with al 
manner of cruelties. Yet at length meeting with 


them before he was aware, fell into their danger, 


not expeCfting them to be above half the number, 


he found them ſo that he not exceeding Nine Thoy. 
{and, and the Rebels not leſs then Thirty Thouſand, 
when he had done all that became a valiant Souldi- 
er retired in good order , leaving his Baggape, 
Tents, and Artilery with the dead Bodies of One 
Thouſand of his men as prey to the Conquerours; 
but they more greedy of the ſpoil then to purſe 
him, fell to plundering the Tents with ſuch eager: 
neſs, that he thereof advertized , and turning his 
recollected Forces ſuddainly upon them, who drean- 
_ ed of nothing leſs entered amongſt them unarmeds 
they were, every one with his hands full of ſpoiles, 
made ſuch a ſlaughter that ſcarcely a third part of 
them eſcaped, ſo that by their careleſsneſs within 
leſs then four hours, the vanquiſhers were vanqui- 
ſhed and amongſt the ſlain fell 24oyſes himſelf, whoſ 
head was after fixed upon a Launce and ft up up 
on the Walls of Caro!ſtaar. 


This Rebellion ſuppreſſed another Rebel aided 


by the Turks Tartars and Cfſacks to the number of 
Six Thouſand, made head about LZippa, but Three 
Thouſand Haducks being ſent out againſt him, his 
Forces were defeated and himſelf, for the ſafety of 
his own Life glad to fly, after which good ſuccels 
One Hundred of the Rebels Inſignes, and the Hork 
on which Meoyſes fought, traped richly with Gold 
and Pretious Stones were as a grateful preſent ſent 
to the Emperour, and afterward the Army _ 
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| the Command of Bafta, being increaſed to Twenty 
#7honſand, he with Five and Twenty pleces of Can- 


100 marched to beſiege Temeſwar,but ere he long had 
vin before it, by his Souldiers eating of green Fruit, 
the Bloody Flux raged ſo in his Camp, that death 
triumphing every where over his men he was for- 


Bcd to depart. 


Spring being come the Chriſtian Army in Hung a- 
1 being Five and Thirty Thouſand ſtrong took the 
field, under the Command of the Lbrd Faſworm, 
who having carefully provided for the ſeveral Gar- 
riſons incamped near to Pefth at what time an Ar- 
ny of One Hundred Thouſand Turks ſhewed it 
kjf on the other ſide the Danubine, for fear of which 
kreral of the Garriſon Souldiers of Peſth fled over 
to Buda, and there were highly entertained by the 
Baſa, who thought to uſe them as decoys to train 
their fellows over, but this project failed though art 
that time their wants were great, though not long, 
for in ſpight of the Turks endeavours to hinder 
them, two Convdys of Proviſion and other ne- 
aries, the one by Water, and the other by Land 
were brought thither, at what time a Turkiſh 
Captain upon ſome diſpleaſure flying from Alba 
kgalis to Rab, informed the Governour that if he 


K nould march thither he would ſhew him an eaſte 


my to ſurprize the Suburbs if not the City it felt, 
whereupon the Chriſtian Souldiers giving credit to 
theInfidel by his direC&ion ſucceeded in taking the 
wburb as they wiſhed, and in it a great Booty, but 
(ſpairing in any further advantage returned with 
great joy to Rab, 

The Rebels in Afia being again in Arms, Maho- 
mt finding himſelf not ſtrong enough to ſuppreſs 
them by Force, laboured by his Ambaſſadors to re- 
L 1 cons 
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concile them: offering ſuch advantagious terms gf 


peace as ſhould to all men ſeem reaſonable, hy 
they not caring to truſt the Tyrant rejeCted his 
offters and would have no peace, whereupon wha 
the Infidels refuſed he thought fit to offer to the 
Chriſtians, but on this ſide he demands ſo unreaſoy. 
able (viz. that in conſideration of: his delivering 
up Aeria and Caniſta he might have Tranſiuany, 
Strigontum and Peſth) that the Emperour would ng 
accord to any peace upon ſuch terms, ſo that th 
treaty broke off, upon which Hoſtilities that fur 
a while ceaſed began afreſh, ſo that Collonirz with 
Six Thouſand Imperialiſts falling upon the Rear 
the Turks Arniy, cut off ſeven Hundred men, takin 
a 'great, ſpoil and many Priſoners, amongſt when 
was Saxur Beg, a man of great repute amongſt the 
Turks, who upon Examination confeſſed the 
fgn Haſſan Baſla had to befiege Strigonium, and Peſth 
and the number of Turks and Tartars that were da: 
ly expected to joyn him, of which General Ruſmirm 
being informed, as alſo of the ſtate of the Turk 
Army, and alſo that upon {ome«diſcontent the Tn: 
tars were returned into their own Countrey, to tht 
great weakening of the Baſſa's Forces, wherefore to 
prevent their putting a Convoy into Buda, It 
cauſed ſeveral Forts to be built, and permitting the 
Turks to paſs cver the Danubius by a Bridge trait 
ed them into an Ambuſh layed in the Flags an 
Oſiers for that purpoſe, ſo that with little loſs 
the part of the Chriſtians, 10000 Turks welt 
flain, drowned in the River, and taken Priſoners; 
ſo that a great booty conſiſting of eighteen Er 
ſigns, two Cornets , four Braſs peices, much ric 
Armour, and many Waggons loaden with Provill 

tell into the hands of the Chriſtians, whore cn 
ur 
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Tyrks were ſo much diſcouraged that they fora long 
while attempted nothing. | 
Affairs ſtanding thus in Hangary, Aſia was ſtill in 
aflame, eſpecially upon the revolt of one of /Maho- 
mtr great Ballas, whom he had- deſpightfully de- 
ſed from being General, of which confuſion the 
Perfian King taking the advantage; layed ſiege to 
Tauris a ſtrong City ,. taken by Amurath from his 
Father, as 1s before-mentioned, the which by the 
Ad of ſeveral Chriſtians, after a terrible battery 
made againlt it he took, 10 that the Turk on every 
ide beſet, was greatly perplexed in mind not know- 
ng which way to turn himſelf, nor fared he bet- 
ter by Sea for the Aſian Rebels, under pretence of a 
feconciliation and tranſporting themſelves into Ex- 
eto ſerve him in Hung aria, ſeized upon many of 
his Gallies ſent to Tranſport them, as alſo the great 
Dike of Florence's Admiral meeting with Amurat 
Ras an old Pirate and Mahomets Admiral overthrew 
his qQuadron of Gallies, taking ſome and. ſinking 
Others, ſo that. few eſcaped : and his great Army in 
Hegary after the loſs of Thirty Thouſand Men in 
divers conflicts with the Chriſtian, atchieving no- 
thing worth mention, except- putting a Convoy of 
Vituals into Buda, returned to Belgrade under the 
covert of darkneſs, in manner : of a fearful flight 
which was no ſooner perceived by the Lord Kuſ- 
z%rm who had often in vain urged the Baſla to fight, - 
but he ſent his Light Horſemen to purſue them 
who cutting off the Rearmoſt for many Miles, re- 
turned with a conſiderable booty , after which he 
ljed ſiege to Hatvarn, and had it (after ſeveral 
ferce aſſavlts delivered into his poſſefiion, the Gar-. - 
bn and Citizens, as it was agreed on marching, aut* 
wee conducted by certain Troops of Huſſars'tp 
Slveck, when, having put a ſtrong Garriſon IO0y 
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and relieved ſuch other places as he thought con. 


venient, and now the depth of Winter coming ox 


he broke up his Army, ſending as a certain token 
of ſeveral ſucceſsful exploits ſixty four of the Turks 
Enſigns, to the Arch Duke Matthias, 1o that till the 
next Spring nothing of moment happened. 

No ſooner was the frozen Earth freed from the 
cold embraces of Winter , but new ſtirs began in 
Tranſilvaniaas likewiſe in Moldavia, where the Tar. 
ears in great number deſtroying the Countrey were 
_ overthrown, and almoſt all of them ſlain ; at what 
time Zellali the chief of the Afran Rebels whom Ma- 
hamet by great rewards had allured to his intereſt, 
entered the Kingdom of Boſna with a great power 
of his followers, where having trained Zefer Baſh 
the Governour thereof into his danger, he ſet upon 
him and ſlew moſt of his men, and ſeized upon the 
Kingdom, upon notice of which ahomet 1n a great 
rage ſent his Letters to him , commanding him 
forthwith to repair to Conſtantinople, but he not 
thinking 1t convenient to truſt the Tyrant with his 
head, he returned for anſwer that he was already 
poſſeſſed of the Kingdom promiſed him for his {er- 
vice, and that he asa Loyal Subje&t would keep it 
to his behoof, with which anſwer Jabomet was 
forced to content himſelf, as fearing that if he ſhould 
goabout to expulſe him by force he would revolt to 
the Chriſtian Emperour, and ſo prove a more dan- 


gerous Enemy to him in Europe then he had done in 


Aſia. Wherefore to prevent the worſt he reſolv-J 
ed if he could obtain ſuch conditions as might futeJ:. 
with hs greatneſs to have Peace with the Emperou!, 


in order to which Commiſſioners met at Buda, and 


-many Preſents were given and received on either} ;

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CHAP. XVIL 


The Life of Achmart the Eighth Emperay 
of the Turks, and firſt of that Name. 


FT IJPon the death of Mahbomer the Third his So 
Achmat then but fifteen years. of Age, wazhy 
the great Baſſa's and men of War faluted Empetdr, 
having purchaſed the good will of the latter at tw 
Millions and a half of Aſpers ; upon which after he 
was ſolemnly Crowned ., he ſent Ambaſſadors ty 
the King of Perſia, as he likewiſe did to the Emye 


ror , but according to. the proud humour of hi. 


Predeceſſors his demands were ſo unreafonable, that 
they would not. be accorded to,, neither in Eirge 
nor 4fiz, whereupon the Turks ere the Treaty wa 
ended with the Emperour , under pretence of 
Friendſhip indeavoured to ſurprize Peſth, but by 
the vigtlancy of the Garriſon Souldiers were.put by 
thetr purpoſe, which Treacherous dealing made ma- 
nifeſt the Treaty was utterly broken off, whereup- 
en great preparations were made for War 01 
either ſide, during which time the Perſian King was 
not idle, proſecuting his Wars had recovered al- 
moſt all that the Turks had taken from his Pre- 
deceſſors. Yet the Turks leſſened his victory, and 


the more to amuſe the Chriſtians ſpread a falſe re-N 


part, that near unto Babylon his Army was over- 
thrown, and himſelf taken Priſoner , not forget- 
ing to magnifie the Forces of their Emperour, who 
indeed for his years was very aCtive in the affairs of 
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government though cruel withal towards his own 
gbjects, and farther they gave it out that at once 
he 1ntended to invade with puillant Armies, both 
Hmgary and Perſia z purpoling to annex them to 
the Ottoman Empire : but thefe great words (though 
in truth the Chriſtians were more negligent in their 
preparations then the occation required) proved but 
air. 

But leaving the Turks awhile I ſhall ſurvey the 
niſeries of the once fertile Countrey of Tranſylva- 
mw, which now through civil diſcord amongſt 
themſelves , and Rebellion againſt the Emperour 
ws ſo Moiled, that Famine coming faſt on them 
for want of the Earths due increaſe , it by long 
continuance reduced them to that extremity that the 
Peaſants and poorer ſort of people, having eatenup 
for dainties all the Dogs, Cats, Mice, Rats, and 
live Horſes, fell to eating ſuch ſtarved Beaſts as 
through want they found to have periſhed in the 
Woods and Fields, and at length when nothing 
was left they fed upon human fleſh, men eating 
men, and Women their Children ; yea Thieves 
and Malefaftors hanged for their Villanies, were by 
the miſerable people cut down and: eaten, to reme- 
dj which the Emperour cauſed to be aſſembled the 
States of the Province ; wherein it, was accorded 
that ali Hoſtilities ſer apart, the Gentlemen of Tran- 
fluania having by their Rebellion forfeited their 
Lives and Lands ſhould be. pardoned as to Life, 
with three fourth' parts of their Lands reſerved 


info them, and thar for ready money they might. 
of the Emperour- redeem the fourth part, Þut con- 


Erning the moveables of ſuch as were dead in the 
flitie.of trouble, and already confiſcared to the Em- 
perour, they ſhould fo remain, and that they ſhould 
Pay their tenths of their Wines-and Fruits to the 
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Emperour, and that no other then the Romiſh Re 
Iligion ſhould be exerciſed in that Province, and that 
Clauſenburg and Cronſtad ſhould within three weeks 
after pay the one Twenty Thouſand Dollars, and | 
the other Eight Thouſand,and that the Governours 
of thoſe Towns ſhould put their Keys into the WK 
hands of the Emperours Leiutenant. And laitly, Ti 
That the Gentlemen who would not be accountedin Wl of 
the number of the Rebels, ſhould for the ſafety of Wl n: 
their perſons take Letters of Pardon from the faid Wn 
Lieutenant. This - pacification gave ſfom« littke MH 
hopes to the diſtreſſed Tranſylvanians, but :* laſted Wl tc 
not long, for the Nobility weary of the German I df 
yoke ſoon revelted from the Emperours oi--tency, 
and again took up Arms, which plunged hem into 
their former miſeries; wherein for a while I mit I 1 
leave them and return again to the Turkiſh af- 
faires. | | : | 

_ The ſeveral Hoſtilities having baniſhed all hopes 
of Peace, ſeveral skirmiſhes paſſed between the 
Chriſtians and Turks, in which the latter were for 
the moſt part put to the worſt, and had teen more 
diſtreſſed had not the Imperial Souldiers mutined, 
and for want of pay ſpoiled the Countrey of 
Auſtria even within the ſight of Yienna, the Sub- 
yrbs of which City they had ſacked, had not the 
rOvernour come againſt them with a great power, 
and forced them to lay down their Arms, cauſing 
theRing-leaders to be puniſhed with death andim- 
priſonment. ' But whilſt theſe things were doing 
Zellaly was driven out of Boſna, by Zeffer Balla {ent 
in order thereto by the Scan with a great power; 
yet. the better to calm his high Spirit, and to make 
the Afar Rebels have a better opinion of the young 
Emperour, he was made Governour of Temeſwar,

za, had ſeized upon ſeveral ſtrong places, driving 
out the Imperial  Garriſons to repreſs whoſe inſo- 
kency Baſka ſent the Haducks, under the leading of 
Hirwal their Captain, who lying in ambuſh for 
them who were but few in number, and eaſily over- 
thrown , as being by Famine bereaved of their 
ſtrength, they were moſt of them put to the Sword z 
after which the Haducks robbed the poor Villagers: 
it their pleaſure, killing ſuch as refuſed to contribute 
to their greedy deſires.

{on priſoner, by ſecret Meſſengers invited the bor- 
dering Nations to revolt from the Turkiſh obedi- 
ence, to prevent which, the ſame Baſla was with ano- 
ther huge Army ſent into thoſe parts, where in x 
ſhort ſpace, he received two ſeveral overthrows, in 
which, beſides what he loſt in the firſt battle, feven- 
ty thouſand Turks periſhed; ſo that now the Terror 
the Perſian breathed.even upon Caſtantinople it igll, 
having over-run the greateſt part of the Turks Do- 

minions in Aſia, at what time Achmat fell ſick of 
the ſmall Pox at Cas Theple, and hardly recovered, 
- when .during the time of his ſickneſs it was agreed 
amongſt the Baſlas that his brother 144ſtapha the on- 
ly ſurviver of the Ottoman family if he had dyed, 
ſhould have been raken out of the Seraglio, where he 
remained no better then a priſoner, and have been 
proclaimed Emperor, nor would the Souldiers be- 
lieve but that he was dead;till ſuch time as he recover- 
. Ing his ſtrength, rode for their better ſatisfaction 
through moſt of the Principal ſtreets of the Imperial 
City. of Conſtantinople. Th

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The Perſian ſtill prevailing, and it being rumour- 
i, that he advanced apace at the head of one 
tndred thouſand fighting men, to whom Bagages 
the diſcontentedBaſla had joyned himlielf, Achmat lent 
Haſſan Beſſa his General to maintain the wars in 
Humpary, and Cicala Baſja (notwithſtanding he had 
en thrice overthrown) againft the Perſian and 4ſt- 
a Rebels but amidſt his great preparation the 
Tartarian Cham ſent him word that he could not come 
ts his aſſiſtance in perſon, but that he would ſend his 
ſon with a great power into Hungary, (now the rea- 
fn that this greac Monarch is 1o ready at all times 
to frve the Turk, is for that they often inter- 
change in Marriages, and that if the Orroman fami- 
ly fail, the Empire deſcends to. the Tartar Cham, and 
lftly, which indeed is the greateſt motive, by Tea- 
ſon of the large Penſion that Prince living ina needy 
Country receives yearly from the Turkiſh Emperor.) 
Tooppoſe the Turks and Tartars, Rodolphus the Em- 
peror ſent Maximilian his nephew in the quality of an 
Ambaſſador to the Pope and Princes of Italy, to 
(fave aid, who upon his arrival at Rome, was ho- 
nourably received, and after having finiſhed his ne-' 
pbtiation, ſent- back with many preſents and a full a 
lurance of a ſpeedy ſupply, the Pope for his part ha- 
ving promiſed out of his Treaſury 150060 Crowns, 
t9be paid towards the defraying the charges of the 
war,in which he was-not leſs then-his word; but by. 
this time the Tartars being upontheir march towards ' 
Hungary, (where Haſſan Baſſa was with a great power 
of Turks arrived) and denyed paſſage through Polo- 
m4, brake violently into Yalachia, miſerably ſpoiling 
and deſtroying the Country, to abate whoſe fury 
the Yalachians aided by Baſtas Forces ſtill follow- 
Ing then in the rear, cut off.a great number of them, 
yet at length they paſſed into Hu»gary, and there 
jyned the Baſſas Forces, whereupon (after - 
Vera 
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veral skirmiſhes, and the taking of ſome (not. im: 
portant) places on both ſides) he ſet down with al 
his power before Srrigomum, to prevent whoſe in. 
trenching, the Chriftians Sallyed out, killing many 


of them, and driving the reſt from their work, 


upon news of which ſiege, Baſta taking a new oath 
of the Tranſylvanians, came with all his Forces ty 
endeavour its Relief, who upon his arrival confront. 
ed the enemy, and raiſing a huge Fort of Earth, 
not far from their Camp, from thence with ſever 
Pieces of Cannon greatly annoyed them, ſo that 
what with continual fallyes of the beſieged, and the 
Skirmiſhes Baſtas Souldiers had with them after a te- 
dious ſiege, and the loſs of twenty thouſand mey, 
the haughty Baſla raiſed his Camp, and departed to- 
wards Bu2a, Ba ſtill following them, and cutting 
off a great number of ſach as marched in the rear, 
ad took ſeveral priſoners of note, yet ſuch was the 
fear, that the Turks brought upon Hatvar, during 
their bzlieging Srrigonium that the Garriſon abin- 
doned it, carrying with them all their moveablez, 
and ſeveral Pieces of Cannon, though the Turks 
had attempted nothing againſt it. | 


Daring theſe troubles in Hungary, Bethlem Hahor, 


chief of the Rebels in Tranſylvania aſliſted by Beck:

accordingly done; nor were they all the troubls 
the Turkiſh Empire ſuſtained , for by reaſon g 
ſome differences between the Baſſas of Damaſcom;

Anno 1605, The troubles in Hungary and Tranj

the coaſt of Barbary took many Turkiſh Gallyes, and 
landing his men in divers places, ſpoiled the County 
and took greate booties ; nor fared the 7Moriſquesor 
new Chriſtians in Spain this year to their contents 
for the Spaniſh King upon a Capricio Baniſhed then 
out of his Dominions to the number of goo thouſand 
perſons, moſt Afcores and Fews, who for profit 
fake had ſuffered themſelves to be baptized, but now 
upon the Publication of the Kings Edit, they wer: 
forced to wander like vagabonds over the face of tit 
earth to ſeek new places to reſide in; at what time 
there happened a conteſt between ley Xequy Kiny 
of Feſs, and Muley Sidarn his younger brother, whicl 
increaſed to that height that mortal wars aroſe,whel 
after many fields fought; the latter prevailed,and pok 
ſeſſed himſelf of the Kingdom, which cauſed the for

that he had ſo . done, but the ores from all parts

Pillars of Marble, and ſquare ſtones of the ſame; 
beautified with two Fountains, on either ſide the 
planchers were gilt with Gold, and the Walls It- 
ameled with flowers, and the flour covered with 
cloath of Gold and filver, ar the entery of which 
ftood ſix Capigz or Royal Porters, two of which 
took the Ambailador by either arm to lead him to 
the Grand Seigneor (a Ceremony pretended for ho- 
nours ſake, but indeed to prevent any vioience, that 
upon ſuch near acceſs may bez offered, and has been in 
uſe ever lince Amurath the firſt was ſtabbed in the 
fields of Cofſovia) and the reſt carryed the preſenis; 
fo that the Ambaſſador having kiſſed the hem 
of the imperious Turks Garment , was carry- 
ed out another way backward, becauſe it ſhouid not 
be ſaid that the Miniſter of any Forrein Prince turn- 
ed his back upon the Emperor, in like manner his at- 
tendants fared, being obliged to withdraw tillthe 
Infidel was more at leiſure, for as then he ſtood 
Peeping out at a window to view ſome diſports 
that were made below for his diverſion and a while 
after being admittedhe delivered his letters written 
in the Turkiſh Language, and ina pithy Oration;

liſts and the Turks, the latter ceaſed not covertly 
to ſtir up diſſenſions, by which means they procu- 
red the revolt of G abriel Battori Vayvod of Tranſilva- 


nia, who-. railing a great power, chaſed Radwille 
Prince 
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prince of Yalach:a out of his Principality,who there» 
upon fled to Conſt antine Vayvod of Moldavia, when re- 
inforced Þy the Moldavian, he returned again, and in 
2 great battle overthrew Gabriel, forcing him to flye 
with his {catered Troops to Hermſtad, where he com- 
mitted many Cruelties under pretence that the Ci- 
tizens went about to deliver him into the hands of 
his mortal enemies. The diviltion ſtirred up Fort- 
gatfie the King of Hungary to paſs into Tranſylvania, 
to reduce the revolted Cities to the Kings obedience, 
but being waylaid, he was forced to travel through 
d&fart places, where through famine and diſeaſes that 
raged in his Camp, moſt of his men dyed ; fo that 
fearing to fall into the hands of thoſe he intended

The Peace thus concluded to the advantage of the 
Turks and diſhonour of the Perſians, the Ambaſſador 
with many rich preſents, was diſmiſſed, leaving all- 
moſt all his Retinue behind him dead of the plague; 
.nor did he long ſurvive them, for upon his arriya] 
at Taurs, his maſter underſtanding upon what dif- 
honourable Terms he had concluded the peace, cauſed 
his head to be cut off, and ſent back the Chians that 
was'come with his Ambaſſador to ſee hinr ſwear the 
peace, ſo that not long after all vaniſhed into no- 
thing. 

During theſe Tranſactions, Roao!phus the Emperor 


died, to ſucceed whom the Eleforal Princes made. 


choice of his brother 4arthias King of Hungary, who 
upon his taking upon him the Imperial ſway, lent his 
Ambaſſadors to Conſtantinople to intreat a confirms 
tion of the peace made between his brother deceaſed, 


and the Sultan, and to complain of the daily out- 


rages committed in his Province of Trarſyivania, but

Aboutthis time the Eſtates of the United Provinces under Prince 
 Marvice, ſent Cornelius Hage their Amballador to Conftantineple with 
Cmmiſſion to treatof the deliverance ofthe © aptive Ho//anders,that 


' tad bin taken by the Turkiſh Gallies, and torcquire free Traitick 1n 
lll the Ports of the 0rtioman Empire in confideration of which to 


propoſe perpetual Amity with the Sultan, in all which he ſucceeded 
ſo well;that the Spanſh King was not a little grieved thereat,though 
himſelf was afterward obliged to enter into League with the Turk. 


Tranſilvania altogether diſquieted , and weakned 
by civil diſcord, the Sziran thought it a fit time to 
reduce that Province to his obedience, and there- 
fore raiſed a mighty Army and marched diredtly thi- 
ther but whilſt he was on his way Fortifying all the 
important places in his paſſage, Coſmo d' Medics 
the great Duke of Tuſcany, ſetting out a Fleet of 
Gallies ſpoiled the Sea Coaſts in the Mediterranean, 
and took many places from the Turks and amongſt 


thereſt the ſtrong City of Agliman, with 2 Gallies 


tnat lay in the Port putting a number of Turks to 
tie Sword by whoſe example an. 1613.the Gallies of 
Scily ſet out and deſtroyed the Turks Gallies in 
the Levant', making terrible ſpoil on the Sea- 
Coaſt landing ſeveral times on the Iſlands of Chzos, 
Samos and Cyprus , taking rich ſpoils and freeing 
Mny Chriſtian Captives, to oppoſe whom Tea 
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Turkiſh Gallies came but after a terrible engagement, 
ſeven of them fell into the Chriſtians hands, and 


one was ſunk, the other two hardly eſcaping under 
the ſhelter of the night. 


Achmats Army arriving in Tranſilvania committed 
many outrages, but upon notice that Bethlem G ahi 
was acknowledged Prince under the protection of 
the Sultan, and had ſent his ſubmiſſion to him, the 
Tempeſt of War grew calm, and the Turkiſh poy- 
er dreadful to the GermanEmpire returned to Cenſtar- 
tznople, at what time S:g:ſmund Battor the Warlike 
Prince of Tranſthvania, who had depoſed himſelf and 


was retired to Prague, there to lead a private Life 


died ; but the Turks upon their arrival at Cnſlar- 
tinople found the Ciry almoſt deſolate by reaſon the 
Plague raged there ſo, that Achmat and all his fol- 
lowers retired themielves to Darut Baſla, till the 
Contagion ceaſed, and thenin great pomp entered 
the City, publiſhing an Edict that all the Dogs 
therein ſhould be tranſported to Scatary in Aſn 
formerly called Ch:rſopol:is, but the Inhabitants of 
that place, not willing to be troubled with ſuch 
Gueſts, although provition was allowed them, hum- 
bly beſought the Emperor to diſpoſe of them elk 
where, ſo that they were to the number of Fifty 
Thouſand put on ſhoar in a deſolate Iſland where 
they all periſhed. The reaſon why they were not 
killed was for that the Zzfti had told Achmat it was 
not lawful, alledging that Dogs had Souls. 

To conclude this year 1613 the Perſian King up- 
on a ſuſpicion that the Armeniars were about to 
reconcile themſelves to the Pope, and yield obedi- 
ence to the See of Rome,which ſuſpicion was ground 
ed upon forged Letters, he cauſed Twelve Hundred 


of them to be put to death, and kept ftraightly 
imprt-

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impriſoned double that number which made the 
Greaſſians » Georgians, and Armenians with other 
raſtern Chr iſtians ſend their Ambaſſadors to Ach- 
mt imploring Aid to protect them irom the rage 
of the Perſians, to counterpoiſe which the Perſiar 
King ſent likewiſe his Ambaſſador, but the Smltar 
mould not admit him to Audience, till ſuch time

Amo 1614. divers direful Prodigies were ſeen in 
Hungary, Sileſia, Auſtria, and other party of Chr:- 
femdom, which greatly amazed moſt people, who 
fippoſed them to be the forerunners of great cala- 
mities but nothing followed except the downfal 
and death of the Nafſuf the grand Vizar, who fel] 
from the top of Honour into the depth of miſery 
by offending his ſoon offended Maſter, and by the 
Sultans Command was by Beſtanges Baſla flain in his 
own houſe, and that Head which during the time 
he ſtood high in the Sz!tans favour, had Governed 
the whole Orroman Empire, ſtricken off and carried 
4a preſent to Achmat, and in his ſtead Mechmer 
who'had Marryed the Szitazs Davghter was made 
thief V1zar. 

Tranſylvania now rent from the German Empire, 
tle Emperour laboured to recover it, and for that 
purpoſe ſent ſeveral traſty Conncelors to deal with 
the Nobility to caſt off the Turkiſh yoke, and to 
turn to their former obedience; of which the 
Turkiſh Szltan getting notice, nt to the Emperor 
to admoniſh him to keep inviolate the peace con- 
tuded between them, and not to meddle in the af- 
fairs of Tranſylvania, though at the fame time, by 
us Hoſtilities in Z2uagary he had manifeſtly broke it, 
Pwhich the Emperor replyed he was on his part 
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reſolvei to keep the peace inviolate though the Sy, 
tan had already broken the Articles of the Teague, 
out as to his tamely parting with his Province of ' 
Tranſyivania confirmed to him by the ſame Leagpye, 
he would reſolve nothing therein till he had conſulted 
Princes of the Empire, with which anſwer the Chiay ; 
returnin g tro Conſtantinople. | ; 
The Emperor Aſſembling the Eſtates, laid before 
them thejuſt Grievances of his Subjects, and the in- 
dignities offered to himſelf, with the manifeſt 
breach of the League on the part of the Turks, in not 
only aſſiſting his Rebels,but with great Companiesef 
themſelves, making great ſpoil in his Hereditary g 
Countries. To which the Eſtates anſwered, that 
with all their power they would maintain the Digni- 
ty of the Emperor,and defend the Empire, of which , 
relolve Achmat was no ſooner advertized,. but the 
better to encourage Bethiem Gabor, to invade the 
Emperors Frontiers, he ſent him a ſtrong power un- 
der the command of Sander Baſſa, with which he 
belieged Lippa,and had it deliveredto him, as he had y 
alſo had ſeveral other places of leis importance,which I ,

Afairs ſtanding thus in Tranſylvania , Moldavia : 
was at the fame afflicted, and brought low by theF y 
Tvranny oof Stephano their YVayvod,who the better to], 
ſecure him in his Eſtate, had cauſed moſt of the No-Jj ,, 
bility to be cruelly and ſhamefully murthered, upony , 
which the 2ldavians difdaining the Tyrants rule} q

thrown 3 after which Aſexander was proclaimed with 
the conſent of all the Nobility Yayved of Moldavia, 
whereupon he ſent Ambaſſadors to the Grand Seigni- 
qur, to inform him that he would do nothing pre- 
judicial to his Imperial Majeſty,but that what he head 
done was at the inſtance of the Nobility, to free 
the Countrey from a Tyrant, but e'r theſe Ambaſ- 
adors could arrive at Conſtantinople they were im- 
priſoned, at the commandment of the Balla of Buda, 
adbeing afterward put into the power OF Stephane, 
he cauſed their heads to be cut off and their bodies 
to be caſt into the Danube, and then having re- 
cruited his Forces, returned again into Mo!davia, 
where in a ſecond battle he was overthrown, and 
moſt of his Army flain, himfelf hardly eſcaping to 
Michna Prince off Valachia ;, but ſoon after Alexan- 
der, having notice that the ſaid Mzchna and Hebra- 
ina Turkiſh Baſla were railing great Forces to afliſt 
Stephano, he ſent Boyartsk.ye his Ambaſſador to Afichna 
tomake him his friend, or at leaſt to perſwade him 
todeliſt from taking part with the Tyrant, but the 
proud Baſla, contrary to the will of the Fayvod Mzch-

and ſent priſoner to Crſtartinople, where upon his 
arival, contrary to the Law of Nations he was con- 
dQ&mned to the Gallies, to excuſe which, the Vay- 
od ſent an Ambaſſador to Prince Alexander, pro- 
miing him that unleG it were by the abſolate com- 
mand of the Grand Siegniour, which he durit not 
Uſobey, he wonld not afliit his Competitor, and art 
the fame time it being rumoured that Berhblem G aber 
NR 3 W 23 
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was likewiſe raiſing Forces to invade Moldavia, the 
Prince ſent an other Ambaſlador to him, who tf: 
the Ambaſiador proteſted his innocency therein, ang 
that he intended no harm to Alexarder his maſter, 
but on the contrary greatly defired his friendſhip, 
and for his fathers ſake would afkiſt kim 1n what lay 
in his power, but that which cauſed a great troubk 
in Moldavia was the death of Prince YViſnowuiskze, why 
was poiſoned by a Greek Prieſt in receiving the $z 
crament, for which the impious aftor was fryed ty 
death in a wyer Chair, having firſt confeſſed that he 
was induced to commit that helliſh exploite, at the 
inſtance of the Princes enemy, who upon the Pricſ 
detection were fled. 

Anno 161.. at the inceſlant intreaty of Stephay 
the Sultan ſent Skinder Baſla with a powerful Armyty 
to reſtore him to the Vayvod-ſhip of Moldany 
whereupon Prince Alexander ſent to his triends s 
well in Polonia as in other parts of Chriſtendom 
Aid him againſt the Common Enemy, and there 
upon received great Aid, eſpecially out of Polon 
under the leading of Prince Cresk, who ſhortly af 
ter Marryed the Princeſs Alexandrina, Sifter tofff 
Prince Alexander , and having refreſhed the Army, 
tne two Princes as joynt Commanders , marchel 
azainſt the Baſſa, and in a ſt battle overthrew hin 
near unto Gchoun, together with the Forces of Ste 
phano, and purſuing their Victory entered Yalach 
where entering Borza without reiiſtance, he was by 
the Eſtates of that Province, intreated to take up 
on him the Yayvedſhip; for that they being weary 
the Turkiſh thraldom, from which AM£fchna the 
Vayvod had abſolutely refuſed to free them, the 
reſolved for that reaſon to chuſe an other, but tix 
Prince refuſed the charge , he, would not depriv 


his friend of his poſſeſſion ,- yet conſented thal 
Prince 
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prince Cherbanne ſon to the late YVayved ſhouid take 
the charge upon him, but whilſt theſe things were in 
gitation Shindar Baſſa had gathered a great-power; 
and proclaimed Mzichna Vayvod of Moidavia, Stephans 
byreaſon of his frequent overthrows, being now fal- 
ſen into diſgrace with the Su/tz7, 2nd on a ſudden the 
fd Baſſa with his multitude 1invironed the Princes 
Camp, where he together with his mother, Prince 
Greckiey and his fair Princeſs Alexandrina were ta- 
ken priſoners, as were all the Camp, except five hun- 
dred Polonians, who under the icading of the Lord 
Ticheviſh cut their way through the Army of the 
Turks, yet for a long time the Princes remained diſ- 
zuiſed amongſt the common priſoners, ia hopes of 
being admitted to their ranſoms, but at length all 
except the Princeſs Alexandrina were carryed to Com 
fantinople ; but ſhe falling into the hands of a Tarta- 
rian Captain, was carryed into Tartary, where ſhe 
was hardly dealt with, till at length ſhe was ranſom- 
& for 3000 Cheguins, having during her Captivity 
been delivered of a fair ſon. 

The year following the Turks ſpoiled the Seacoaſt 
Towns of taly, taking many rich prizes, and had 
the like repayed them by the Chriſtian Gallies in the 
Mediterranean, and greater miſchiefs had infacd had 
not Achmet the Turkiſh Sultan died, having lived 
thirty years, and reigned fifteen, appointed by rea- 
ſon of his ſons minority, his brother Muſtapha 
whom he had a long time kept-priſoner, to ſucceed 
him in the Orroman Empire.

A Chmat being dead /4sſtapha his Brother, (the 
\ Firſt that had been faved alive ſince the foun- 
dation of the Orroman Empire ) ſucceeded 

him by his appointment, his Children of which of 
-1an was the Eldeſt being too weak to {way the 
Scepter of ſo mighty an Empire. So that this M«- 
ftapha, brought from a ſtraight Priſon every day ex- 
pecting Death, now advanced to a Throne to rule 
the Eaſt, forgeting his former devout Life, began 
to Tyrannize over his Subjects more then his Pre- 
deceſlors ; which cauſed him to te hated of many, 
eſpecially for that he impriſoned the French Ambaſ- 
fador and his ſervants, breaking thereby the Law of 
Nations ; upon pretence that they had been inſtru- 
mental in the eſcape of Prince Coreskze out of the 
Black Tower, who by. the aſſiſtance of a Greek 
Prieſt deſcended from the top thereof, on a rople 
Ladder drawn up by a bottom of Packthred brought 
in a Ple to the ſaid Prince by the Ambaſſadors Se- 
cretary,. though contrary to his knowledge, with 
'the Prince likewiſe eſcaped one Riga a French Cap- 
tain, who by the aſliſtance of the ſaid Prieſt, diſgui- 
ſed in Prieſtly Veſtments for that purpoſe prepared, 
got paſlage into /taly, netwithſtanding all the Ports 
were beſet with their purſuers. Nor yas the Am- 
baſſador only impriſoned but his ſervants and him- 
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pfevilly intreated, eſpecially the former, two of _ 
which were put to the torture according to the 
Turkiſh manner, which 1s to Iay them upon their 
felly on a Table, and to beat their Buttocks, the 
Calves of their Legs, and Soles of their Feet, with 
1 fat ſtaff, giving them ere they ceaſe 100 or 200 
flows, yet the Servants confeſſed nothing, where-

Theſe and ſach 
like infolencies, together with the Impriſonment of 
young Oſmaz and his Brethren , made the Grand 
Vizar, who was then on the Confines .of Perſsa to 
haſte to Conſtantinople with his Army, at whoſe ap- 
proach Oſman was taken out of Priſon and Proclaim- 
edEmperour (fo ſuddain are the changes of fortune 
ingreat as well as little affairs) and the proud Swltax - 
Muſtapha inforced for fear of the inraged Souldiers 
tobetake himſelf again to his Cell, or rather Pri- 
{on, where for a while I ſhall leave him, and relate 
what happened during the Reign of Oſmaz, 
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CHAP. AX. 


The Life and Afions of Oſman the Fi 
of that Name , Tenth Emperour of th 
Turks. 


HE Uncle after he had proudly Tyranniz 

for the ſpace of two Months, being depoſed, 

the Nephew was advanced to his Fathers 
Throne , being not full Thirteen years of Ape, 
wherefore he was wholly governed by the Viza 
Baſla, as was alſo the whole Ortomar Empire, when 
the firſt thing of moment that happened was the 
complaint of the French King, by two Gentlemen 
| ſentfor that purpoſe, by whom he demanded reps- 
ration of the new Emperour for the indignity he 
had ſuſtained by the Impriſonment of his Ambaſſ 
dor, and the evil treating of his Seryants, letting 
him underſtand that he could not ſend any other 
Ambaſlador to his Court to condole the Death of 
Sultan Achmat his Father, nor congratulate his com- 
ing to the Empire till he had received ſatisfaction 
from him becoming his dignity. and the wrongs It 
had received in his Ambaſlador. 

The Grand Vizar and Mufti hearing this Embal 
ſie, and conſidering what had paſſed, advertiſed the 
young Emperour to ſend an Ambaſſador to the moſ 
Chriſtian King, to Confirm the League, and to tr 
ſtifie both by Words and Letters , how much ht 


was diſſatisfied for his diſcontent 3 whereaponty 
Chiats 
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(ia was ſent with ample inſtruQtions, and ſo great 
an acknowledgment of the wrong done to the Ba- 
ron of Mole, that the French King reſted fatisfied, 
and calling the ſaid Ambaſſador home, he ſent the 
farl of Sezz to ſucceed him as Ambaſlador at Gnſtaz- 
ynople. 

The War continuing between the Turks and Per- 
fans, about this time a great Battle was fought be- 
tween them, wherein the Turks prevailing put the 
Prfans to flight with the loſt of Ten Thouſand of 
them, and thereupon the Balla General of the Tur- 
kih Army, proſecuting his victory entered into the 
heart of Perſta, waſting with Fire and Sword all 
that ſtood in his way, but at length having through 
daily Skirmiſhes with the Enemy, and Diſeaſes ari- 
ing from want and evil Diet, loſt a third part of 
his Army, he accepted of the Sophies propoſals of 
Peace, which were that he would yearly pay the 
Tribute of Silks, and at preſent relieve his Army 
with all things neceſſary. This Peace concluded by 
the Baſſa was allowed on by the Emperour and Ra- 
tifed at Conſtantinople , whereupon Two Hundred 
Cammels laden with Silks were for many years 
after ſent to the Emperour according to Agree- 
ment. | 


Amo 1618. A fearful Comet was ſeen over the 
City of Conſtantinople, in form like a Turkiſh Scimi- 
ter, placed near unto the Zenith under the Horizon, 
of a fiery colour, appearing very terrible for the 
ſpace of eight nights which made many conjecture it 
the forerunner of great bloodſhed.

with ſome other prime officers, whom they ſaid had 
Counſelled their Emperor to undertake this dange- 
rous Voyage, for which they reſolved to punih 
them with death, charging the Emperor ſtrictly that 
" ſhould neither go to Mecca, nor paſs over into 
Aſia. h 

To calm this Tempeſt the Emperor came forth it 
perſon,and uſed many arguments to perſwade them to 
their duty and Allegiance, promiſing he ſhould lay 
aſide his purpoſe, but now nothing would ſerve thek 
miſcreants, but they muſt have the aforeſaid Officer

« Fthis did not pacifie them, for they clamoured yet 


louder, ſaying they knew them. guilty , and thar 
fhould be ſufficient, whereupon they run to the 
houſe of the Zoja, and not finding him there, plun- 
tered it, and from thence paſling to the Grand Vizi- 
ers houſe, they thought to have done the like there, 
ut finding it fortifyed, they ſet Guards in ſeveral 
parts of the City all night, and the next morning 
came before tn2 Pallace with their Arms, making 
their demands as before z whereupon the Hofſa Ca- 
teleschar and Tefterdar fled, and were not for a time 
found, as likewiſe did the Grand Vizier, with the 
conſent of the Emperor, who promiſed himſelf to 
neather this ſtorm, though in the end he proved too 
weak, yet was the Vizier brought back by a Her- 
mit, a reputed Saint, after he was got into Aſza, 
who truſting to his innocence, reſolved to face the 
Tempeſt, but the rude multitude without reſpeA to 
his Reverend Age, and great Merits, having got- 
ten him into their power, cut him to pieces in the 
light of the Emperor, which he perceiving would, 
though too late, have fled over into Aſza, for now all 
means were cut off, for the Janizaries had ſtopped 
the Port, ard in a great rage deihanded Muſtapha 
the Emperors uncle, who was kept a priſoner in the 
kraglio, and the firſt day of the Tumulr by the 
Emperors command , put into a ſecret vault, with 
two Negro women, where after much ſearch, and the 
racking of ſeveral ſervants to make them diſcover 
him, he was found and born in Triumph: through 
Oo4 the 
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the ſtreets, to the old Seraglio, having not yet bee 
able to lay hands on Oſman, by reaſon he kept hin: 
ſelf within his ſtrengths, but hearing they intend 
to proclaim his uncle Emperor, he at the perſwaſinn 
of the Myft;, putting himſelf in mourning, went 
witha few of his followers, and amongſt them the 
Agaof the Janizaries, tothe old Seraglio, andpre. 
ſented himſelf to the inraged Souldiers with tear, 
beſeeching them to return to their former obedience, 
and Loyalty, offering to make them any fatisfaCtion, 
repenting him of his error, and finally invoke 
them by the merits of his Father and all his Anee- 
ſtors, to have ſome pitty upon him their true maſter, 
This ſabmiſſion a little calmed their fierce natures, þ 
that they began to relent, and had again acknoy- 
ledged their Lord, had not the Aza, ſuppoling to 
Curry favour with the Emperor, ſharply reproved 
them of ingratitude and difloyalty, which again 
raiſed the not extinguiſhed fire, into ſuch a flame, 
that it was no more to be ſubdued ; but firſt having 
ſlain the 49a, and Huzein Baſſa, with ſeveral of 
the Emperors followers of leſſer note, they ſeized 
on his perſon, and carryed him before 14u/tapha, 
manding ſentence againſt him, when as the forſaken 
Prince, pleading tor his life (and the new Emperor, 
not knowing how to condemn,only nodding in token 
that they might do what they pleaſed) They after a 
conſult amongſt themſelves, determined only to 
1mpriſon him whereupon they ſet him on horſe-back, 
an inſolent Spahby changing Turbants with him, and 
carryed him to the ſeven Towers, denying by the 
way a draught of water, and then returning placed 
AMuſtapha in the Throne proclaiming him Emperor, 
and went to Sack the: Houſes of thoſe they. had 
murthered.  ' * Es 4 |

' Myſtapha having once again mounted the Throne I 
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-ndof 2a miſerable Captive made the ſecond time 
Emperor, was perſwaded by D arat Baſſa, a villaire 
miſed to that dignity by the new Emperor, that if 
0ſman lived he would lit unealie in his throne,and that 
the Janizaries cooling on the matter, would again 
alvance him the righttul Heir of the Ottoman Empire, 
whereupon it was concluded he ſhould be made 
ay, the charge of which was committed to this 
wicked Counſellor, who knowing his dignity would 
apire with /uſtaphas , Itrangled young Oſman in 
priſon, after he had reigned three years and ſome 
odddayes, not exceeding ſixteen years of Age, and 
han end was put to the deſign he had to ſubdue the 
German Empire, and afterwards all Ezrope, with ſuch 
ſucceſs he flattered himflf, little reniembring that 
nhen man Propoſes, God dilpoles. 

One thing is worthy of note, a little before this 
Tumult happened, Oſman dreamed that he rid a 
Camel, and being mounted he could nor force him 
to go by fair means nor 1tripes, and that then de- 
ending in a rage to revenge it with his ſword, the 
body of the beaſt vaniſhed, leaving in his hand on- 
ly the head and bridle, at which dream being ex- 
adingly troubled,ke the next day ſends for one of his 
Wrards to interpret it, but he refuſed, periwading 
tim to apply himfelf to the ufty, which he did, 
ad had this Interpretation, viz. That the Camel 
lpnified his Empire, his Riding his abuſe in Govern- 
ment, his deſcenſion or alighting, his depoling, the 
uſhing of the body of the Beaſt, the revolt of his 
ubjects,the head and bridle remaining in his hand on- 
yabare Tirle, and that he ſhould ſhortly dye and 
be his Empire, the empty name only of Emperor

M22 having as has been related, cauſed his 
nephew young Oſman to be ſtrangled in pri- 
ſon, he made ſeveral new Baſſas,diſplacing ſuch as had 
been made by his Predeceſſor, leaſt getting power 
they ſhould revenge the death or Oſmar, nor were 
there ſome wanting that both defired and attempted 
It, _— Mechmet Baſſa GOvernour of Erzurun,

During the conſternation of the Aſian Turks, it 
the death of their Emperor, putting them in fear 
the Empire would be diſſolved, the Perſian King wa 
not idle, but with a powerful Army recovered moſl 


places taken from him, by the Turkiſh Szltars, and 


the like might have been effefted by the Chriſtians, 
had they not been at diſcord amongſt themſelves, Þ 
that, that much dreaded Empire, would have beet 
reduced into a ſmall circumference, which many 
terwards though too late repented. 

The new Swlran altogether governed by his Impe 
rious Officer not yet ſuppoſing himſelf faſt in the 
Throne, conſented to the making away the bre 
thren of Oſman, and children to Achmat the latt 
Emperor, in order to Execute which bloody pur: 
poſe, the Capi-Aga'or Major Domo of the Seraglid 


went to their Lodgings, with a purpoſe to fern

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em, but the children crying out, ſeveral of the 
Fzzes run to their reſcue, and falling upon the me{- 
bizers of death, flew the Capi- ga, and eviliy in- 
ated the others that attended him , and there- 
yon ſent word to the Janizaries and Spahis, who 
qproved of their proceedings , commanding the 
dy of the Aga tobe hanged up in the 7ippodrome, 
$aterrour to thoſe that ſhould attempt the like for 
tie future, and in a rage went to the Pallace de- 
mding Jaſtice on them that had Councilled fo 
micked a purpoſe, but the new Emperor, who dif-

t was altogether ignorant of the matter, and if 
ch command were procured, it was gotten by 
wbreption, which Proteſtation was ealily believed, 
jet Darut Baſla,and the Emperors mother were vehe- 
menly ſuſpeted,when toappeaſe the angry ſouldiers, 
the Baſſa was diſplaced from the Vizierſhip, Hazen 
Baſa placed in-his ſte:d, and the Emperors mother 
hidin the Pallace till the Tempeſt was over, which 
could be no otherwiſe allayed then by a ſhowr of 
Gold Chequins. 

after which,the new Vizier proteſting either to re- 
form the affairs of the Empire, or fall a Sacrifice, did 
alittle reſtore the face of Juſtice, by making exam- | 
ples of ſome, and terrifying others with threats, 
nomuch that he was looked upon as a man fit for 
thoſe Hoiſterous times, nor was that his only aim, 
but he reſolved when once ſettled in his place, to 
remove Afuſtapha, and place orat brother to Of- 
na In the Imperial feat, not thinking himſelf ſafe, 
under a man that was altogether governed by an 
Imperions woman, deſirous of Rule, and was no

During theſe troubles of the Ortoman Empire, the

fred not much from an ideot, ſolemnly proteſted

mas Rowe his Majeſty of Great 374tt21ns Ambaſladorſſ 
then reſident at the Port had given him his faith for " 
his ſecurity, which done, the Duke advanced, and 
upon his arrival at the Port, was magnificently 
entertained by the new V1zier, yet e'r any thing 
was abiolntely concluded, a marter happened which 
had like ro have turned all into nothing ; for on 
the 17 of Fune 1622 Prince Coreshie, who had banfl" 
taken in the late war between Oſman and S:giſmund 
King of Poland, was itrangled in priton at Conſtar 
z:nople, Which put all into murmur and deep conlc 
deration, to what intent 1t was done, when 10 great 
a ranſom might have been had for his releaſe, but 
moſt belteved it was done out of a Politick end, for 
that the Prince being a mortal enemy to the Turks, 
If he ſhould have been fer at liberty, his reſtleſs 
nature would not have ſuffered the peace to have” 
continued long inviolable, yet the urgent affairs of |* 
Poland {o requiring,the Peace was concluded in nine- 
teen Articles, much to the advantage of the Pol- 
ian King, the Turks greatly fearing at that jun- 
ture, the Chriſtians uniting againſt them, might 

diſmember their Empire. 

The new Vizier by this time having won the at- 
feftions of the Sonldiers, reſolved upon his former 
purpoſe of Depoling Muſtapba, and ſetting up 4 
74t Brother to Oſmr, then a child, and the better 
to forward his purpoſe, he cauſed the Aga of the 
Janizaries, and 1everal Officers of the Court to be 
ſeized, as contrivers of the death of Coreskie, whom 
himſelf had commanded to be ſtrangled,which raifed 
another Tumalt ; for the Janizaries running furi- 
cuily to the Court, demanded their Captain, "_ 
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&icBaſa had ordered to bc put to death, and had 
'Oul lone great miſchief had he not been delivered, nor 
8 85..ce they ſo contented, but percmptorily demand- 
a0 4 the head of the Viher, {olemnly proteſting to

 andg:-rook boat and paſled over into 4ſia, whereupon 
y they ſacked his houſe, and found therein great ſtore 
hic of Treaſure, they likewiſe demanded the heads of 
Efreral others, but in the end all was huſhed,yet they 
1 rroceeded to the Election of a new Vitier, making 
Ks choice of one Mnſtapha, a man of a ſoft nature and 
Fn: ally ruled, who ſcarcely durſt do Juſtice for fear of 
ok. offending any man, which proceeding of the infſo- 
T_ knt Janizaries nevertheleſs, cauſed the wiſer {fort of 
"bar 2 to retire from office and imployment, and to the 
og inſufficient daily change and ruine ;, for the Emperor 
x: rſt not move but by the directions of the Souldi- 
:lof ers whoſe creature he was, ſo many inſolencies were 
frequently committed, and all 4a greatly endan- 
rered to be loſt, for at Bagdat antiently Babylon, 
the Captain of the Janizaries killed the Baſla, burnt 
the Mufti, and gave his daughter in Marriage to 
one Fan Beg, pretender toan Antient Inheritance 
o a bordering Province , to cantonize that part 
nor Aſea only ſtood in ſuſpence what to do, but the 
ac [Pominions of the Turkiſh Sultan in Africk, greatly 
wavered, as doubting whom to obey. 

On the 22 of Angſt, an Extraordinary Ambaſla-

tween the Sultan and the Polonmian, the whole ſtrek 
of War would have reſted on him and there. 
fore he deſired to be excuſed, adding that he meant 
not long to conſerve the peace, therefore deſired 
that he and the Baſla of Buda might have it in 
joynt Commiſſion to raiſe ſuch Forces as they 
thought convenient to invade the Empire , when 
opportunity oftered , but this requeſt not agree- 
ing with the intereſt of the Sultan it was mt 
kcted. | 


About this time the 7anizaries in a tumultuary 
way came to the Court and demanded all the 
Offices of gain, and to be Stewards of the Reve- 
nues of the Churches which are great as likemik 
to take the Farms of Cuſtoms wherein they com- 
niitted many outrages , the Vilſters not daring to 
deny them any thing they demanded. They drunk 
Wine 1n the ſtreets without prohibition contrary 
to their Law, and exacted money of the Chriſtt 
ans to purchaſe it, and if denyed took it by force, 
and murthered without being puniſhed, and when 
at any time complaint was made the Magiltrates 
anſwered they durſt not Ineddle with them, that 
hed murthered their King, and the Baſla's them 
ſelves deiired the complainants patience , telling 
them that they would bear a part with the genera 
ſufferance. | 

About the ſame time the 7anizaries in the Gallles 


which rid before Smirma commanded by Hal! _ 
aſtauits 
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Jaulted againſt his will the houſes of the Chriſti- 


fn Conſuls, infomuch that the Engliſh Conſul with 


il thoſe of that Nation, were forced to run naked 
fom their Lodgings, and fave their lives by ſwim- 
ning to the Admirals Gally, upon which'the maſter- 
7k Turks ranſacked the lower part of the houſe 
there, making ſpoil to the value of Two Thou- 
nd Dollars. The French ſuſtained more loſs, and 
the Venetians at leaſt ten Thouſand Dollars, the 
Conſul having likewiſe one of his men cut in pieces, 
jor could the Admiral either by threats or intrea- 
ties reſtrain theſe outrages, but was forced for the 
prevention of further miſchief to put to Sea. 


In Afi there were three Rebellions, one at Ba- 
ah another at Arzirum upon the borders of 
erſia, and a third at Meſopotamia , which threat- 
ned the ruine of all 4/2 ; yet to prevent the worft 
kreral new ofſhcers were made, and an Army ral- 
kd in Grecia, in order to paſs the Helleſpont, but in 
the end nothing was done more then aſſembling to 
little purpoſe , all the Turkiſh Forces on Emrope 
ide, which ſo impoveriſhed the Treaſury that the 
Ike had not formerly been known, nor were any 
Exactions and Extortions omitted to raiſe mony 


for defraying the neceſſary charges. 


About this time came to the Court of Poland, an 
Ambaſſador from the great Duke of Mrſcovy to in- 
treat a peace, which was hardly granted by reaſon 
kreral Letters of the ſaid Ambaſſadors being in- 
kreepted , plainly demonſtrated that at his firſt 
ktting out his deſigns were orherwiſe, upon notice 
that a Peace was conciuded with the Sultan, he 


kigning himſelf ſick upon the Frontiers, had ent 
for new inſtructions.

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Darut Baſſa who had married Stiltan Mauſtapha\ 
Siſter falling into the diſpleaſure of the Vifier, he 
ſo dealt with the Spahrz, that coming to the Court

was upon his knees, every woman expecting the 
fatal blow, the Fanizaries at the inſtance of the 
Sultans Mother reſicned him and carryed him ty 
their Colledge , promiſing him their proteCion, 
for which he beſtowed amongſt them Forty Thoy- 
{and Chequins. But that availed not; for ſoon af: 
ter he was taken thence and carryed to the pri. 
{on where he had murthered young Oſmar and there 
ſtrangled, now the better to pleale the Polonian 
and obſtruct the cauſe of War for the fature, the 
Ambaſlador was not only diſpatched with ſeveral 
Noblemen of Poland, who had ſince the late War 
remained Priſoners, but it was likewiſe concluded 
that 7ehan Begh, the Tartarian Prince, Author of 
the War ſhould be depoſed, and Ifichmet Geheray 
his Coſen, and firſt of the Blood, late Pritoner at 
the Ryodes, ſhould iucceed him in that large King- 
don. 


Ajca was ſtill in doubt to be loſt for that Abaſs 
Baſſa Governour of Arzirum, with an Army of 
one kundred thouſand Horſe and Foot had fiezed 
1uP0n moſt of the Provinces, though without doing 
any harm to the- inhabitants, but whereſoever he 
found any of the 7anizarties he ſacrificed them to the 
Ghoſt of the dead Emperour, he as he faid being by 
Sod appointed the revenger of his Death, and for 
that cauie he had taken up arms declaring that he 
would come to the Port and demand Juſtice upon the 
Murtnerers, and that if he was found a T raytor -

hut if tho he accuſed were found guilty, he would 
ke execution done, nor did the Nobility of Conftar- 
imple much diſapprove of his march, rather eſteem- 
ing him a friend then an Enemy, who came to deli- 
yer them from the Tyranny of the 7anizaries, 
whoſe inſolencies were inſufferable. Yet to prevent 
the worſt it was reſolved that 24utapha ſhould be 
depoſed, the 7anizaries not gainſfaying it, for that 
they well knew they alone ſhould be expoſed to the 
firy. of the Baſla, at the rooting out of whoſe order 
he chiefly aimed, though he had likewiſe other de- 
fgnes which 'were to wreſt the Grand Viſierſhip 
from him that held it, and make himſelf Governour 
of the young Prince Brother to . Oſman, whom he 
intended to advance to the Empire yet rather for 
ſew then otherwiſe the Souidiers were ordered to 
p36. the Helleſpont in great numbers, but the Tan- 
zaries would not ſtir for two reaſons, firſt for that 
the time of receiving their pay was at hand, and 
ſecondly fearing alone to be expoſed to the fury of

Abaſſa Baſla notwithſtanding' the ſpeci- 
bus ſhews he made to march againſt the Perſians,

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linger'd greatly,which gave the Janizaries a ſuſpiciq 
that he had contrived the matter only to draw then 
into his danger, and then to deſtroy them as he ha 
formerly purpoſed, which opinion of theirs ha 
turned all again into confuſion, had he not at that 
inſtance reconciled himſelf to the Grand Y':ſeer, and 
proteſted that he would not hurt the Farizarin, 
but uſe his Arms in defence of the Empire. So tha 
by ſwearing three times on the Alcorar, that ng 
violence ſhould be done on either fide, all animoſitie 
vaniſhed, the Government of Arzirum being con. 
firmed to him, and he allowed a competent numher 
of Souldiers to guard the frontires , as likemik 
places of truſt beſtowed upon moſt of his chief 0f. 
ficers, but upon the Farnizaries putting many of his 
Friends to the Sword who had yielded themſelves 
to the Grand Viſier, he in a rage fell into their

Upoa the approach of great Viſiter towards the 


Province of Babylon, the King of Perſia ſent to de 
ſire a Treaty of Peace, which was only to protrat 
time, It in the end coming to: nothing, yet the 
Princes of Georgia ſent their Ambaſſadors, as wil- 
ling to be freed from the Perſian yoke, which Am- 
baſſadors were kindly entertained by the Vitſtr, 
their demands granted, and the Biſhop of Calcedon 
their Countrey man ſent back with them to ſee the 
Peace Ratified ; upon which they raiſed a great Ar- 
my, and invaded the Territories of Perſia, to op- 
poſe whom the King ſent part of his Army under 
the leading of his great Leiutenant, who joyning 
Battle was overthrown, with the loſs of {ſeven 
thouſand of his men , which greatly incouraged 
the Viſiter, ſo that he reſolved the next year to be- 
ſiege Babylon, in which was a Garriſon of eight 
thouſand Perſians, beſides the Citizens who: were 
five times the number, yet early in the Spring. 


Amo 1626. having refreſhed his Army, he pitch- 

ed his Camp before that great City , but as they 
were making their approaches Twenty Thouſand 
Perſian Horſe , who attended the motion of the 
Turks, fell into the Viſters quarter doing great ex- 
cution, and by that means troubled the whole Ar- 


my, bat in fine the Perſians were obliged to retire, 


yet not before they had ſlain about Six Thouſand 
Turks,upon which a muſter was taken of the Army, 
which was found much leſs then was expected for 
that a number of the Spahs and 7anizaries that were 
in- 
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nroled, had forborn to undertake that dangerous, 
1nd ſo often fatal Expedition, and ſeven Princes of 
the Arabs Tributaries to the Grand Signeour hav- 
ing raiſed their power, refuſed to advance any 
firther then the Borders of their Principalities, al- 
edging that they durſt not difpleaſe the poſſeſſors 
of Babylon, but. were ready to obey if the-City fell 
into the hands of the Turks, which weakneſs known 
to the Perſian King he drew thither the ſtrength of 
his whole Kingdom, and running Trenches round 
out the Turks Camp, beſieged it in ſuch manner 
that all Proviſions and Succors was cut off, and in- 
fead of hoping to win the City, they were ſolict- 
tous of nothing more then how to retreat. This 
danger of the Army was made known to the Emperor 
and Dzvano at Conſtantinople, but nothing was done 
till it was too late, for through want. and diſeaſes 
the Army was ſo waſted, that they were no wayes 
thle to make head againſt their Enemies ; beſides a 
eat number of them were ſlain in the frequent 
allies the beſieged made out of the City, and the 
Perfians Incurſions > who ſeldom failed to beat up 
one quarter or other of the Camp, and hearing of 
w ſupplies durſt advance, or were in 2 probability 
to relieve the half ſtarved Souldiers,. who had left

ſpace of ten dayes, in which time ſeventy thouſang 
Turks and Tartars fell by the Sword, when to cafl 
the odjum upon the Baſla's, and to fave his credit 
at the Port the Viſier cauſed three of their headstg 
be ſtricken off This great blow canſed the revolt 
of many Cities, upon the Frontires of Perſia, and 
indangered the revolt of all Aſia. The Turks not 
having received the like blow, fince the overthroip 
of Bajazet the firſt by T amerlane the great, which 
cauſed a general heavyneſs throughout the City of 
Conſtantinople , few therein but loſt one Friend or 
other in this unfortunate War, of which the Em: 
perour of Germanies Ambaſſador taking advantape 
preſſed for a ſpeedy concluſion of Peace, and labout- 
ed to croſs the purpoſe of the Tranſylvanian Prince; 
but in the interim the Imperial and Tranſylvanian Ar- 
mies_being abroad, on the 16th. of Otober neatts 
the River Graz a mortal Battle was fought betwey 
them, wherein the latter was put to the rout, and 
in paſſing confuſedly the River over two Bridgts 
layed for that purpoſe , Six thoufand were lai 
drowned and taken.

Ghian Geray to that Kingdom, and to expell 
Mechmet Han, in order to which the Captain 
Baſſa once more prepared the Fleet of Gallies, & 
that for a year the dediterranean was like to be in- 
cumbred, and the. Turkiſh Empire ingaged in ſo 
many troubles, that every thing ſeemed to work 
towards its ſubverſion, but great bodies have ſtrong 
LuCations and die not with one fit, and ſuch was 
the blindneſs and miſery of the times that whulſt 
the Chriſtian Princes contended in ambitious and 
envious rather then juſt quarrels, none of them had 
leaſure to puſh down that Enemy who ſtood totter- 
ring on the brink of ruine, nor to vindicate the 
Chriſtian honour, nox the Holy Land oppreſſed and 
poſſeſſed by a Tyrant, that only ſubſiſted by their 
diſſentions. | 
About this time great differences aroſe betweel 
the Greek and Romiſh Churches, about ſuperiority 
and forms of Worſhip, which was ſtrongly mat 
tained by either party, inſomuch that for a long 
time (to the ſcandal of the Chriſtian Religion) -

niſioners at Conſtantinople , who being Enemies to 
toth alike, nay, even tv the very name of Chriſt, 
moving no otherwayes then they were bribed, 
wghing to ſee the ſimplicity of the Chriſtians, to 
mke them Arbitrators of that which they nothing 
more deſired then to deſtroy, but in the end after 
nfnite Treaſure ſpent, the Pope proved the richer, 
and therefore prevailed to have tach of his Clergy

tes, and the like in the Turkiſh Empire reſtored, 
checially the Jeſuits who had been thruſt out of St. 
Bmnets Church and Monaſtery in Galatia, concern- 
inz the reſtitution of whom the Grand Signeour, 
7the inſtance of the Freach Ambaſſador ſent his 
letters mandatory: to Afar Baſſa Captain of the 
Fs, and to the Cadee of Galatia. 

About this time Sir Thomas Row, Amuaſſador at 
the Port for His Majeſty of Great Britain, procu- 
rd leave to depart, by whom the Grand Signcour 
kat this following Letter.

With this Letter and ſeveral preſents, Sir Thoma 
Rowe 1mbarqued -on the Sampſon Frigat, in ordert0 
ſail for England, but coming before Malta, and be- 
ing there becalmed, four Gallies came out of the Hi 
ven and ſet upon the Engliſh Veſſel, but after ſera 
Hours hot diſpute were forced to retire with th 
Jols of thirty ſix Knights of the Order, _—

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mndred ſixty four common Souldiers and Rowers; 
yhen 12 the Sampſon only one Jew a Paſſenger was 
jilled, and about ſix men wounded, yet the Ship 
was grievoully rent with Culverin ſhot, and had 
ren loſt had the Sea been outragious. 

Sir Peter Wyche His Majeſty of great Brittains 
wy Ambaſſador at Cſtantinople, had not long con- 
tied there before ſome diſturbance happened, oc- 
aloned by one WilkiamBundock an Engliſh Captains 
aking a Ship belonging to the Port, as ſhe was fail- 
ng to Meſſma, which cauſed the owners to demand 
yith much clamour reparation, inſomuch that the 
(mnacham or Chief Officer of the Port, cauſed an 
Imbargo to be layed upon two Engliſh Veſſels then 
ding at Anchor in the Haven of Conſtantinople, nor 
could the Ambaſſador procure their releaſe with- 
out a promiſe of reparation for the dammages ſu- 
tained, and that the .A&tor ſhould be puniſhed, nor 
would the inſolent Souldiers though no way inte- 
reed therein till five hundred Dollars were beſtow-

ſlain, himſelf hardly eſcaping, and now the Grand 
Signcour ſuppoling Regeb Baſla ('though indeed he 
was not) the Author of the late tumults, ſent for 
him into the Seraglio and there cauſed him to he 
ſtrangled. "i 

About this timea fight for the ſpace of four hours 


was maintained by two Engliſh Merchantmen, ao 


painſt thirty of the Turks Gallies, till at laſt the 
Engliſh finding themſelves too weak for ſuch odds 
fired their Veſſels and caſt themlelves over board, 
where many of them periſhed, and thoſe that were 
taken up put to the Cares; in this fight a thouſand 
Turks were lain, and amongſt them ſeveral Begs 
and men of note, of this apparent injury done by 
the Turks, His Majeſty of Great 5r:tain by hisLet- 
ter complaiied to the Grand Signeour , requiring 
that thole that were taken Captives might be reſto- 
red to. their Liberty, that 1o a right underſtanding 
might continue, but the Turks alledging that the 
| Voyage of the two Ships were unlawful, by reaſon 
they Traded in the Levazt for Corn, the Ambaſlz- 
dor could little prevail, and had much ado to fave 
the lives of the Captives. Yet in the end to hinder 
the diſſolution of the Turkiſh Trade, and to pleaſe 
the Grand Signeour , a Decree paſſed in the Star 
Chamber prohibiting the Corn Trade in the Levant, 
upon which ſeveral of the Captives were {et at 
Liberty. 
Three dayes after this ation, a Firc happened in I 
Conſtaatinople which conſumed Seventy Thouſand I 

Houies. 
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The Perſian War yet continuing, that King with 
mir: great Army beſieged Var, a ſtrong Gity upon the 


(onfines of Dzarbecher, the news whereof arriving 
athe Port,great preparations were race to prevent 
that important place from falling into the hands 
of the Perſians, it being Decreed that all the Feghs 
of Aſa, ſhould repair thither with ſuch ſorces as 
they could leavy, and endeavour its releif, ard to 
ojn them the Grang Vitter paſſed over with all Ex- 
wean Souldiers, but ere any thing conld be done 
theCity was taken, whereupon the Viſter marched 


towards Aleppo, exacting great ſums of money, and 


the better to furniſh himſelf, ſent the Gadee a flaye 
to Cpres, and fiezed upon all his Trealure. 

Soon after the Turks under pretence of the Chri- 
fans riſing, fiezed all their Arms, making it death 
to thoſe in whoſe houſes any were fourd after a 
time prefixed, nor content with this they banged a 
ſmetian Merchant only tor his Money, ard Imprt- 
ſoned all the Chriſtian Merchants in Conſtantinople, 
ktting a ranſom of two thouſand Dollars upon cach;, 
and that if the money was not payed in tour dayes 
they ſhould be executed. The four Ambaſſadors 


of England, France, Holland, ard Venice were like- 


ne convented before the Baſſas in the Arenal, and 
Charged for building a Houſe and Chappel without 
kave from the Grand Signeour, to have done it in 
contempt of his Imperial Majeſty, and much ado 


they had to eſcape being impriſcned, but in the end 


on the Chappels being demeliſhed, ard all the 
irmes they had in their Houſes delivered to an ot- 


tcer appointed to receive them, the Grard Signe- 
our was pacified, though indeed this was uted only as 
4 trick to extort mony from them. 

This being the preſent ſtate of things in the Im- 


ferial Port, the Engliſh AmbeſReder inthe behalf 
ot 
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of his King and Nation, made known the juſt rt 
ſentments of his Maſter, for the affront offered ind 
the perſon of him his Ambaſlador, as likewiſe gif 
the reſt exclaiming of injuſtice, inſomuch that thſ$ 
Captain Baſla told them that inaeed the proceeding 
were too rigid, and that for the future care ſhoult 
be taken to prevent the like, as for their Armes tz 
ken away he ſaid they had been ſeen by the Gran 
Signeour, and therefore could not be reſtore 
bur that they had liberty to buy more, and th: 
money exacted of the Merchants could not # 
that time te reſtored by reaſon of the urgent occz 
ſion of the ſtate, and therefore intreated themty 
be pacified, but the French Ambaſſador was io fa 
fallen into the Grand Signeours diſpleaſure that hi 
Death was determined, the execution whereof ns 
with much danger to the diſſwaders deferred, an 
upon ſecond thoughts changed into an Imprifot 
ment, the cauſe of which was for that he had fiere 
upon fixty thouſand Dollars ſent by the Town 0 
Marſeilles, to pay his Predeceſſors Debts contratt 
ed 1n Conſtantinople , which money he converted to 
his own uſe, thereby defrauding the Creditor an 
obliging them to clamonr for Turkiſh Juſtice,whic 
in 1t ſelf is cruelty and oppreſlion. 

Theſe inteſtine troubles gave the Perſians Libert 
to make themſelves Maſters of many ſtrong plat 
which greatly alarumed the Orroman Empire, ink 
much that great preparations were every whet 
made, the Grand Signeour in perſon intending t0 
take the Field. Bur ere the Army could be raikt 
and all things gotten in a readineſs , the Perſia 
were far advanced, and taken many places of imp! 
tance, and amongſt the reſt Rezvan a ftrong plac 
Garrifoned by the Turks, taken from the "oy 
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z year before, putting all they forind therein to the 
ord and Ranſom. 

The report of theſe loſſes arriving,ere the Grand 
ggneour had put himfelf in a readineſs to accompa- 
1 his Army, he layed aſide his purpoſe of going in 
rſon, and full of diſcontents remained at home to 
conſult his own ſafety, which was now threatned 
mth ſuch a ſtorm, that to ſhun it was not imagi- 
xd a poflibility in humane Providence,for the Soul- 
fers that were abroad began to expreſs their diſ- 
contents, refuſing to receive their pay or to be com- 
manded by the Grand Viſiter, for the Turks War 
with the Perſians unwillingly, there being no other 
@ſ for their invading each other then the emulati- 
om of greatneſs, which has ſucceſſively fired the 
Lords of thoſe two myghty Empires. Beſides the 
Turks ſeldom meet in Perſia with any plentiful 
ſpoils, {o that they are neither incited by their own 
treeneſs, nor allured by the hopes of any large re- 
ward. But on the contrary to the Wars of Hun- 


© zy and Poland, they haſt as to fome delightful 


Ipectacle, induced thereto by a ſuperſtitious zeal, 
smaking religion a ground for their attempts, and 
a aſſurance of large ſpoiles, where the Countries 
abound in all manner of Plenty. 

| This danger of the Souldiers mutiny abroad 
reached not preſently the ears of the Grand Signe- 
cur to terrifie him with the apprehenſions of a dou- 
ble ſtorm, for he had enough to do with the 7ars- 
wines, who now began to ſuſpect another deſign 
0 foot for the extirpation of their order which 
made them caſt off all obedience, and ſet the great 
Gity of Conſtantinople in an uproar, which obliged 


| the Citizens every where to provide for their ſafe- 


tles, for the unruly Souldiers having gotten the 


knack of making and unmaking Emperors at their 


plea- 
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pleaſure, were grown to that height of inſoleny 
that they ſuppoſed the center of Government t; 
reſt in themſelves, and each individual man of they 
thought himſelf ſuperior to any Officer in the Fn. 
pire, infomuch that they accounted the Grand Sip 
neour:but as their Steward intruſted by them with 
the Government, and that his Life and lafety 
wholly depended on their pleaſure, which he wel 
perceiving knew-no better means to render then 
tractable, then by diſtributing large ſums of money 
amongſt them, which nevertheleſs at this time much 
availed not, for being bent on miſchief they plunde 
red the houſes of ſeveral Merchants and rich Burgh; 
killing and wounding ſuch as reſiſted them,andin a {4 
ry ran to the Palace demanding iuch Favourites s 
they named which being genyed, they preſently 
fell into a conſultation about depoling their Emye- 
rour.' Nay, ſo far proceeded that many perſwad- 
ed to take away his Life as they had done his Bro- 
ther Oſmans, but. fo divided were they 1n their 
Councils, that they could come to no reſult at that 
time, but foon after aſſembling 1t was propoſed, 
that if the Grand Signeour would make amends by 
ſome acknowledgmeart -of his ill intents toward 
them, and confirm their Order and Priviledges, his 
Government (he being one that was not inſenſibl 
of their power) might prove advantagious to ther 
but that if his diſpolition reſted yet undiſcovered, It 
might render the courſe of their Lives obnoxtous to 
incertainties, for the Grand Signeour in the begit- 
ning of his Reign, not exceeding fifteen years of 
age expreſſed a natural inclination to aftion, which 
wits his years increaſed, and this had ſettled ſome 
good opinion of him in the unruly Souldiers, whoſe 
defire is War that by plunder they may inriclt 
themiclves.

Heyducks, who living moſtly upon ſpoil greatly en- 
dammaged the Turks, but in the end a right under- 
tanding being created between the Emperour and 
tle Zanizaries by the mediation of the great Offi- 
ers of the Court a Reconciliation was made, though 
not without a wonderiul maſs of money diſtribut- 
« amongſt the latter, who frequently mutiny for 
10 other purpoſe then by ſuch means to inrich 
ttemſelves, well knowing thar the Grand Signeour 
tas no other way to appeaſe them, then by diftri- 
nting large ſumms of mony amongſt them z nor 
mere the Soldiers abroad {atisfied till they had facrt- 
iced to their revenge the chief Treafurer of the 
army, the two 4ga's of the Spahi”s and the Chiaus

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Baſſa of the Zamzaries, nor till a new Viſiter wk 
ſent to diſcharge the Old one, and to lead them'to 


the Perſian War. 


During theſe troubles an Ambaſſador from the 
King of Perſia arrived at Conſtantinople, with many 
Rich preſents, which cauſed him to have the ſpcedi- 
er Audience, and promiſe of an honourable Peace, 
bur whilſt the Treaty held, the Gf/acks driven out 
of Poland by King Uladiſians, had fiezed upon Aſaca 
ſtrong City of the Grand Signeours, ſcituate upon 
the mouth of the River Tana, upon the declining 
of a Hill, which they pillaged and afterward For- 
tified, keeping poſleiion thereof for the ſpace of 
four years, at what time the Turk again recovered 
It, as alſo great troubles aroſe in Tartary, upon the 
Tartar Hans putting to death the Baſla Iufr:, and 
Cad: of Caffa, for reproving him of Cowardi#, for 
thereupon the Grand Signeour ſecretly maintained 
Caatimeri and his faction againſt him, who with

of Peace, of which the Emperour ſent and Ambaſſ- 
dor to Gnſtantinople, but the Turks being aſhamed 
what had happened, eſpecially of their evil ſucceh 
would not admit the Ambaſſador to his Audience 
unleſs the Emperor would firſt agree to pay a yearlj 
charge of one hundred thouſand Rix-Dollars tothe 
Port, not by way of Tribute but of Preſent,in which 
unreaſonable demand they took more confidence for 
that. they well perceived the Emperour was intar- 
gled in his Wars with Sweden, the Chriſtians dif 
ſenſion -being ever advantagious to the Turks.

Now the year 1644. beginning Rogorckie Prince of

of War, on the 14th. of «guſt in the following yegr 
2 Peace was concluded, and ſoon after the Grand 
Signcors Mother ruling all in effect cauſed the Grand 
Vilier to be put to death, thereby to render her 
Authority more dreadful to the reſt, and cauſed her 
Son to appoint Mahomet Balla of Damaſcus Grand 
Viiter 11 his ſtead, who was altogether at her devo- 
tion as being firſt promoted to the Baſla-ſhip of Dx 
maſcns, at her inſtant ſute to her Son Aorat Prede- 
ceſlor to this Emperor. 

Whilſt theſe matters were in agitation the Tar 
tars forgetful of their late Peace, made an incur- 
fion with thirty thouſand men into Ruſſia, againſt 
whom Kon:ſpolsk; having made head with twenty 
thouſand Horſe and Foot defeated them , killing 
twelve thouſand , and taking three thouſand Pri 
ſoners purſuing the remainder to the Borders ol 
Valachia, in like manner W:ſnowick a noble Polandrr 
happily encountering another party of Tartars, 8 
they were returning from the ſpoil of a part of 
Aoſcovia, killed ten thouſand of them, and recove- 
red a great booty, ſending the reſt naked into their 
own Countrey. The Polonians thus prevailing the 
Grand Signeour to curry favour with the Polonzan 
King, depoſed the Tartar Han from his ſoveraignty; 
which cauſed various diſcourſes, but upon the birth 
of the Grand Signeours fourth Son that wonder 
ceaſed, nor was that all which changed the ſcene of 
admiration, for about this time fix Gallies of the 
Turks paſſing from Conſtantinople to Alexandria were 
taken by the Knights of Malta, which greatly 11-

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cnſed the Grand Signeour againſt the FYenetrans 
who had 1t 1n charge according to the League con- 
cluded between that Stgnory and the Port, to guard 


| thoſe Seas, inſomuch that under pretence of deſtroy- 


ing the Iſland of 24a/ra, this and former grievances 
induced the Grand Signeour to' make great prepa- 
ration for the Invaſion of Candia formerly called 
Grete, yet the Yenetian Baiio or Amoaſſador was 
areſſed at ſuch a rate as he ſuſpe&ted no ſuch Trea- 
chery, but the ſtate growing jealous upon notice 
of the great Naa] preparation, provided cautiouſly 
for the ſafety of their Iſland. 

During theſe preparations the Grand Signeor fol- 
lowed his Laſcivious courſes keeping his female Court 
in ſuch ſplendor,that his greateſt Treaſure was ſpent 
therein, nor wgs all the Silks of 7taly ſufficient to 
fufice his Women, but upon the falſe rumour that 
the deſign was againſt the Malteſians, they were not 
idle but 1n the beſt manner Fortified their chief places 
of trength,yet in the end the ſtorm fell not there bur 
upon Candia, for the Fleet of a hundred Gallies, 
and fifty great Ships with three hundred Saicks, moſt 
of the latter being preſſed for the tranſportation 
of Souldiers being arrived at Sc:o after refreſhment 
of the Army conſiſting of ſeven thouſand 7anizaries, 
fourteen thouſand Spahzes, fifty thouſand Timariots, 
three thouſand Pioners, beſides Cooks, Bakers aud 
other neceſſary followers ſet fail for Napols Dz Ro- 
nagnia, and having ſtayed there ſome time weighed 
Anchor and touching at divers Iflands, fome belong- 
Ing to the Yenerians, and others not, they at length 
came to Candies (having taken a Yenerian Veſſel laden 
with Ammunition, and bound for Ketimo by the 
nay) where no longer being able to hide their in-

ate of the new Moſch, 
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The next day the 7anizaries ariling in like tumult 
as before, demanded of the Mzft: whether according 
to their Law 1brahim as a Fool, Tyrant, and one 
unfit to wield the Orroman Scepter, ought not to he 
depoſed. To which the Maftz gave anſwer in the 
affirmative, and cauſed 15-ahim to be ſummoned the 
next day to appear in the Divano toadminiſter Juſtice 
to his Subjects, and Souldiers who expected it from 
him. But the Sultan ſuppoling he had ſufficiently 
Jatisfied the Souldiers by putting the Grand Vilier 
out. of office, laughed at the ſummons the Mufti had 
made him which being ſeconded by a Ferfa (which 
is apoint of Law reſolved by the Mrfr:, who is the 
mouth and Oracle of the Law, viz. that the Grand 
Signeour called to account is obliged to appear be- 
fore the Juſtice.) The Sultan in high diſdaign tore 
the paper, threatning the head of the Mrftz, but it 
was now too late he having ſurely fortified himſelf Yi 
with the power and ſtrength of his rebellious com- fi 
panions.

The Reign of Mehmet or Mahomet ty 
fourth of that Name, and Thirteenth Em.

_ depoſed and murthered as in the foregy. 
ing Chapter is related,//ehmet or rather Mahon 
his Eldeſt Son of the Age of ſeven years ſupplyed the 
empty Throne, during whoſe minority which was 
to continue ten years longer, His Grand Mother, 
the Grand Viſier and twelve Baſfa's took into their 
hands the Reins of Government, and after many 
debates reſolved to continue the War with the 
Venetians which Ibrahim deſigned to conclude the 
treaty of Peace in order thereto being far advanced 
and the Ambaſlador of that Signiory, then at. the ; 
Port impatiently expecting an end of his negotiz 
tion, but whilſt theſe afiairs were in hand the unrt- 
ly Spahi”s not having received the Largeſs uſually þ 
beſtowed amongſt them at the Inſtallment of a new 
Emperour, making 1t their pretence the better top ,, 
colour their diſcontents, that they were reſolved 
to revenge the death of the murdered Emperou! R 
whoſe fall the Farizaries had occaſioned, inſomuch : 
that a great difference arole between thoſe two ory. 
ders, the former being the beſt Horſemen, and the 
atter the beſt Footmen, =nd although many labour 
ed 10 appeaſe that Tempeſt which threatned th " 
diſmembering the Empire. Yet many skirmilhc te 
happened between theſe contrary FaCtions = - 
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treets of Conſtantinople, in which ſome hyadreds 
were ſlain, but the Spahzes being for the moſt part 
worſted at length abandoned the Ciry. 

Theſe animolities and diviſions amongſt the Tur- 
wh Souldiers, gave the Yenetians opportunity to 
rrovide for their defence, as expecting nothing leſs 
then a War, for that their Ambaſſador had been 
capped up in Priion for demanding Audience, and 
chains Put upon him, but at the intreaty of the 
other Chriſtian Amoailadors there retiding he was 
frat Liberty. Yet to affront him the Grand Vi- 
fer cauſed his Dauzerman or Interpreter to be execy- 
ted, and his body thrown our at the Caſtle Window, 
rich barbarous act is frequent amongſt the Turks, 
ether to pur a diſgrace npon the Ambaſſador, or to 
terrifie thoſe Interpreters that they ſhall not dare 
toſpeak any thing after an Ambaſſador thoagh up- 
on his Audience, that ſhould be ungrateful to the 
brand Signeour, which cauſes them many times to 
mince their words and not render a true interpre- 
tation. 

Theſe matters widening differences between the 
Pmetians and the Turks, great preparations were 
made on either ide, the former with all diligence 
reinforcing Candza, and the latter to hinder it; fo 
that many skirmiſhes happened by Land and Sea, 
tllat length the Baſſa Governour notwithſtanding 
the Venetian Fleet blocked up the Dardaneles, hay- 
Ing received a recruit of 1500 men laid fiege to the 
trong City Candia, and battered it with many pieces 
of Ordinance, till at length having taken a ſmall 
fort that flanked it, he lodged his men therein juſt 
86 Gallies of Malta arrived with 620 Voluntiers,and 
6 Knights of the Order, who beat out the Turks 
wth great ſlaughter, yet they retook it again aad 
Planted the Orroman colours upon the higheſt Bull- 
CE 3 wark 
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wark which 0 inraged the Chriſtians that ſallyingſyi 
with all their force they drove the Turks from thlth 
Walls with great ſlaughter, regained the piece, ani 
cauſed the Baſſa with ſhame and loſs to raile the liepeſlth 

The Wars growing hot in Cand:ia, the diſcorfir 
tents between the Spahi and Zanizaries that was hell 
fore ſuppoſed to be appeaſed grew hot again, an; 
much ſlaughter happened between thoſe inveterary; 
factions, when to pacifie the latter the great ViſeWn 
was depoſed and executed. Yet that little avail 
nor was that all for ſeveral of the Baſla's denyet n 
to return the Tribute of their Provinces, 2lledgingÞ 
they would reſerve it till the Grand Signeour wad: 
agc,and then be to him accountable both for principal 
and intereſt, nor were the Wars in Boſaa, DalmatulC 
Foſcolo, and other places on the Yernerian Frontire 
neglected, but continued with doubtful ſacceſs,and 
great ſlaughter, yet part of the Ottoman Forces 01 
that {ide were diverted by the Cof/acks, who at tht 
inſtigation of the 7artar Han covered the Black 
with their Boats and committed many outrages It 
fmuch that Conſtantinople trembled at their ap 
proach as fearing a ſack by the hands of thoſe reſ- 
late people, but in the end having gotten a rick 
booty they returned to their ſtation.

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the hands of the Turks in the Reign of Solymar the 
Magnificent, Anno 1565. he then belieging it with 
an Army of {ix hundred thouſand Men, in defence of 
which MVicholas Serins great grand father to this 
Count, immortalized his fame and memory with the 
loſs of his Life. This place the Count reſolved tg 
take and ſacrifice ſach barbarous Turks as would 
not by a timely ſurrender ſubmit to his mercy, to 
the Ghoſt of his Anceſtors, but when he had a long 
time battered it, and it at a point to yield, news 
was brought that a great number of Turks and 
Tartars were on their way to releive it, whereupon 
calling a Council of War 1t was therein concluded 
that 1t was not ſafe to hazard a Battle, and thereby 
indanger what was already acquired, but rather give 
place to neceſſity and return with ſuch ſpoiles as 
they had which indeed were very great. 

Whilſt this renowned Champion in the Chriſtian 


cauſe ſo bravely behaved himſelf on the one ſide, | 


the affaires in Tranfilvania ſucceeded not fo well for 
the Garriſon of Clovinopols wanting pay mutined and 
delivered up that important place to Apafe, which 
rouzed the Germans out of their Lethargy, and 
made them begin to beſtir themſelves, and the grand 
Sizneour mad at the loſs he had ſuſtained by the 
Arms of Serins, ſent ſharply to reprove the Yer of 
nezligence charging under ſevere penalties to bt 
more vigilant for the future, but in ſpite of all he 
could do, the Count on whoſe plumes fledged victo- 
ry fat perching, having a while taken breath pluck- 
ed other plum2s from the Turkiſh Empire ; when to 
exaſperate him the Viſier ſent ſeveral Troops to 
take his new Fort of Serniſwar, yet not. ſo covertly 
but that he had notice thereof, and immediately 
diſpatched a meſſenger to his brother Peter Sermh 


(whom he had left to guard the frontires bid 
a 


Ee 
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at that time proſecuting his good ſucceſs in Hunga- 
jy) to be in a readineſs to receive them which 
young Prince no leſs couragious then his brother, 
ktting upon the Turks as they were palling the 
{traits of Aorlac he killed two thouſand of them, 
took fifteen hundred Priſoners and put the relt to a 
diſorderly flight. 

Upon news of this ſucceſs the Count reſolved to 
beſiege Carrſia, and in order thereunto went dit 
evifed, onely accompanyed with fourtcen of his of- 
ficers to take a view of its ſtrength and ſcituation 
but was not ſo private therein,burt that the Turks had 
kcret intelligence of his purpoſe, and layed an Am- 
buſh of five hundred Horie ſome diſtance without 
the Walls to intrap him, but providence ſo order- 
ed it, that by the ſwiftneſs of his Horſe he broke 
through them, when at the noiſe 300 of his Crotiar 
Horſe coming up he faced about and valiantly at, thz 


head of his Troop, charged the Enemy and made of 


them ſuch Naughter that few of them eſcaped deaths 
or bondage. Amongſt the ſlain one was found 
compleatly armed, with a ſilk twiſted Cord of di- 
vers colours about his waſt, who by the Captives 
was reported to have taken a ſolemn Oath to bring 
the Count bound in that Cord, and to have layed 
him at the Viſiers feet, but in this as in moſt hu- 
main affairs it was obſerved that when man propo- 
ſeth God diſpoſeth- 

After this ſucceſs the Count. made known his in- 
tention of War againſt the Turks, deiiring his ap- 
probation who by the 2dvice of the Diet at Katwben 
approved of his proceedings,and ſent him ſupplies of 
Men and Money, to peri:ſt in his enterprizes,where- 
upon he fat down betore Cariſta, and battered it fu- 
riouſly.,but for want of the fupply promiſed he at 
the approach of the Turkiſh Army which was very 
numerous raiſed the fiege. Tre 
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The Diet was not idle in ſtudying and contriving 
the preſervation of the Empire, but finding them: 
ſelves too weak, adviſed the Emperor to ſend hisfi 
Ambaſiadors to his Majeity ot Great Brittarn, His 
Majeſty of Poland, and the Princes of 1aly, to con- ft! 
tribute towards the deience of Chr:terdom, who all 
freely, either with Men or Money, 1ngaging in the 
common cauie an Army of Four Thouſand Thirty 
Seven Horie and Sixteen Thouland Nite Hundred 
Ninety One Foot was Imbodied, and were promiſed 
ſucceſs the rather by reaſon of the Rebellion in Egyy, 
where ſeveral of the Begs had taken up Armes, and 
driven out the Baſſas, yet the difference amongſt the 
Chriſtian Commanders retarded their ſucceſs, and 
eſpecially ſome affronts put upon the renowned Count 
Serint, which not being taken notice of by the Em- 
peror, he ſuppoied he connived at them, and there- 
fore retired from the Army, which put a great ſtop 
to their proceedings, upon which the Turks incou- 
raged beſieged many places, but with ſmall ſucceſs, 
for in the end Huſaein Baſſa, General of the Turks 
Army being incountered by Count So:ſe chief Com- 
mander of the 1mperiais, he was overthrown with 
great ſlaughter of his men, when flying to Srr:goni- 
m he was denyed enterance, and obliged to March 
to Newhuſe!l, where he was received, the Garriſon 
there being thin, and the tempeſt of War at that 
time threatning that place. 

Soiſe animated by this ſucceſs beſieged Barcan 4

Thirty Five of the Viſiers Pages, and Three Hun- 
dred of his Guard, Fifty 74nizaries, Three Thou- 
fand Spahes, Fifteen Hundred Boſnachs, Eight Hun- 
dred Albanians. Six Hundred Crotians and Hungari- 
ans ſubjeft to the Turks, Two Hundred and Fifty 
Valachians and Moldavians, Six Hundred T artars, 
fifteen Hundred Anaro!ians, and Four Thouſand o- 
ther Aſtaticks, in all Seventeen Thouſand ; Of the 
Chriftians were ſlain about Three Thouſand, the 
chief of which were the Count of Naſſau, Cha#les 
Count Bracondorf, Count Fulchire General of the 
Artillery, and Collonel Pleiter with his Leiutenant 
Collonel, and Serjeant Major. 

This great overthrow cauſed the Turkiſh Forces 
to Mutinye, declaring the War to be undertaken up- 
01 an unjuſt quarrel, alledging that the Total E- 
clipe of the Moon had before prefſaged their evil 
ſucceſs, nor could the Vilier appeaſe them, or ſecure 
lis own Life without a promiſe to uſe his utmoſt in- 
tereſt for an accommodation of Peace between the 
Empires, yet kept not his word, but immediately 
ent his Commands to the Princes of 1o!davia and 


FValachia, who had retired to return to the War, 


whereupon though very unwillingly they returned, 
after which the Turks Turk Serniſwar, the Imperials 
not ſo much as vouchſafing to relieve it, which fo 
afliſted the Noble Mind of the Count Serini, that 
EraW - 
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growing Melancholly, to divert himſelf he often. 
uſed Hunting, when one day Chaſing a Bore, whonf 
he wounded in ſeveral places, the furious Beaſt turn. 
ed upon him, and with his Tusk ſtruck him on then 
Knee, which made him fall to the ground, when bel, 
fore he could recover himſelf with a ſecond ſtroke, fl 
. hewas mortally wounded in the head, and ſoon after 
dyed in the Armes of one of his Pages; This waf 
the end of this valiant Captain, whom his Enemies 
could never ſubdue, to the great grief of all worthy 
Chriſtians, and the joy of the Turks, whoſe Mor- 
tal Enemy he was, a man in dangers moſt couragious, 
in War valiant, and Patient in labour, in peace cour- 
teous, and moderate in his pleaſure, and in fine he 
was accompliſhed with all thoſe vertues that renders 
a man compleat. | 

After the death of this Count, the Peace betwea N, 
the Empires was concluded, when as the Grand Seig- 
niour being at leaſure, plotted the deitruction of his 
Brothers, but at the per{waſion ofthe /Luphr; altered 
his Reſolution. | 

About this time the Grand Viſter indeavoured to

This ſlaughter for a while greatly diſcouraged the 
Turks, but in the end recovering breath, they made 
a ſtrong affault upon one of the Forts of St. Andre, 
and gained it,preſling onto the Baſtion of Sabionera 
to the Weſt with a force of ten thouſand men hav- 
ving the advantage of three batteries, each conliſt- 
ing of ten pieces of Ordinance, and the next night 
gave a general aſlault with all their Forces to the 
Baſtions of Panigra, Sabionera, and St. Andrea, to- 
gether with the great Fort of St. Demerrims, but 
the beſieged were armed with ail caution and vigt- 
lence againſt ſurprize, and with that condutt and 
valour 
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_ yalour that they gave the Enemy three gallant re. 

pulſes with much flaughter and confuſion, bug yet 
This ſucceſs was diminiſhed by the loſs of the Count 
de Maur an experienced Venetian Captain, who af- 
ter proofs of an invincible courage. loſt his Life in 
defence of the Chriſtian cauſe, but not long after 
the Marqueſs Grnaro and the Barron Spar arriving 
with a recruit Of three thouſand men, as if they in- 
tended to requite the Turks laſt aſſault, made fo 


reſolute and ſucceſsful a ſally, that they killed about | 


two thouſand Turks, amongſt whom were divers 
Commanders of note. 


About this time whilſt the Grand Signeour was 
at Lariſſa, news came of the near approach of the 
Excelle::iilmo Abuiſſe de Molino Ambaſſador from 
the Yenetiaz Republique with Propoſitions of 
Peace, but the haughty Turks before they would 
admit him to a nearer approach then a days jour- 
ney, would firſt be reſolved whether or no he 
brought with him the Keys of Candia, to which it 
was replyed by the Interpreter, that he was not ca- 
pable of giving them fatisfattion in that particular 
being but a menial Servant, to whom the ſecrets of 
State and reſolutions of great men were not com- 
mitted, his office being only to render faithfully 
the words and ſenſe of his Maſter, and not to en- 
'terinto the private thoughts, and Cabinet of their 
Councils. To which the Ch:macam proudly. and 


barbarouſly replyed, That he ſhould go tell his Ma- F' 


ſter that unleis he brought the Keys of Cana7a tits 
head ſhould pay for it, and that he preſumed not in 
perſon to approach nearer unto the Court. So the 
Ambaſſador remained at a diſtance till he received 
orders to paſs over into Canaia, there to treat with 
the Vifier, who weary of the tedious liege willingly

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gave him Audience hoping that he came to treat 
about a ſurrender of the City, which in any caſe 
he deſired as fearing notwithſtanding his. bravadoes 
he ſhould be forced to raile his ſiege without ſug- 
ceſs, bur he only offered Suda and a conſiderable 
imme of money, which not redounding to the glory 
of tne Viſiter, by reaſon that might have been had ere 
the War began, he would come to no agreement, 
for the Ambaſlador inliſted that Candia being main- 


J tained by the Armes of Forreign Princes it could 


not without their conſent be ſurrende:ted, but that 
al the reſt of the Iſland ſhould be the reward of 
their Blood and labour, and although the Vitier af- 
terwards propoſed in lieu thereof, the Yenetians 
hould ave free Licence to rebuild Pa/eo Caſtro, yet 
the final anſwer of the Ambaſſador was, that Cand:a 
nas Capable of no conditions but what were impoſed 
mM 1t by force of Armes. 

About this time the French King by reaſon of the 
many indignities put on him in the perſon of his Em- 
ſſador, recalled him without daigning to ſend ano- 
tier to negotiate his affairs at the Port, which great- 
amuſed the Turks, as judging he intended to re- 
renge the affronts received at Conſtantinople upon the 
toman Forces before Candia, as indeed in ſome mea- 
bre he did, and might have been the preſerver of 
that important Bulwark of Chritenaom to this day,

ches, following the Execution even to the heart of 
their Camp, but whilſt fortune ſeemed thus to fa-

Sixthly, Thatduring this time of Truce, no Per- 
ſn whatſoever ſhall tranſgreſs his Limits, and he 
that doth, ſhall be treated as an Enemy. 

Seventhly, Thar ſo ſoon as thoſe Articles ſhall 
t& ſubſcribed under the White Flag, all As of Ho-

Eighthly , That for ſecurity of performance of 
theſe Articles, Three Hoſtages be mutually given 
0n the one ſide, and the other. 

Ninthly, That for better aſſurance, that the Ve- 
wtians will uſe all their indeayours to imbarque their

Tenthly, That for Eſfecting hereof ali Ships, i 
Galleys, and other Vellels may freely approach nntgff!

Eleventhly, That the Venetian Fleet may remain 
at Sranaia, or at any other Ifland in the Archipelago, | 
until ſuch times as they are diſpatched, or that things 
are duly prepared for their departure. 

Twelfthly, That all Commiſſions given by the 
one ſide or the other be revoked, and that whoſo- 
ever within the ſpace of Forty days ſhall commitany. 
Hoſtility againſt the Tenour of theſe Articles, ſhall 
be puniſhed with capital puniſhment. 

Thirteenthly, That ſo toon as an Embaſſador 
from Verice ſhall arrive at the Port, all Slaves and 
Priſoners taken under the Vezer:an Colours ſhall be 
freed and releaſed. 

Fourteentnly, That what Depredations ſhall be 
made at Sea or Land after tneſe Articles, ſhall be ſub- 
ſcribed, and before the publication thereof, ſhall be 
faithfully made good and reſtored. 

Fifteenthly, That a General pardon be given to 
the ſubjects on both ſides, who have acted contrary 
to their Faith and Allegiance during this War. 

Sixteenthly, that in virtue of theſe capitulations, 


the former Articles be confirmed, which were made} : 


in the year 1571, and that no Tribute or Preſent 
be demanded by the Port, unleſs ſuch as has for- 
merly been payed for, ſuch Iflands as the Vernerians 
hold in the Archipelago. 

Seventeenthly, That two Copies of them be 
made, one in the Turkiſh Language ſubſcribed by the 
Viſier, Sealed with the Grand Signiours Signet, and 
another in the /talian Language, under-wrote bj 
the Captain General, and Sealed with the Seal of the 
Republique of Venice.

ration, and may with time prove a place of ad- 
vantage to the further increaſe of their Weſtern Em- 
greſs of their Arms. 

The News of Cand:z's ſurrender being publiſhed 
greatly rejoyced the Turk, who groaned under the 
Taxattons levyed for the maintenance of that War, 
as likewiſe ridded the Grand Signeour of a great 
part of his care, inſomuch that he gave himſelf on-

But as to the renewirg the Capitulations 

the Chimacam. ialling at the Grard Signeours teet, 

implored, That that particuler might be deferred 
ur;till the arrival of the great Viter, whoſe proper 
power and Ct it was to make War and Peace, and 
thereiore for him to meddle about capitulations, 
was to invade the Viſiers Authority, which he durfſt 
not dc without putting his Life in danger, or at 
leaſt rendering his perion cbnoxicus to his irrecon- 
cileabie Ciipicature ; with which the Grand Signeour 
being ſatished,ordered that ther pariicu:arſhould be 
referred 10 the Grand Viſter. the rerewing of which 
was reſerved for the ca: ard Cru of SIT Sobn 
Finch, who ſucceed a in the Embally eitcr the death 
of Sir Damel Farvy. 

Anno 1670. the Grard Viter kaving diſpoſed the 
affairs of Candia, ifbarked for Scio, where havirg 
ſtayed ſome dayes reveliing in all exceis and drun- 
kenneſs he 1c]! inte a ſurfeit, which put fuch an en- 
mity between Wine and him that by icme other 
motives exaſperated, he inrerdicted the drinking of 
It upon ſevere penalties througiout the Orman Em- 
pire. The Turks generally being given to take 
Opium, which ſort of drovie intoxication they ior 


[the meſt part hold beyord the charms of Wine, but 


this prohibition continued rot long. | 
The Vilier paſſing trem Sc:o {ailed to Reodefio, and 
| from 
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from thence to Adrinople, where he was received 
in a manner of Triumph by the Grand Signeour, 
who expreſſed the more then ordinary fatisfaCtion 
he conceived not only in the conduCt of his affaires, 
but that he was ſafely returned from a tedious and 
bloody War. 

About the beginning of the following year they: 
netian Ambaſſador 2rrived at the Port, to ſettle and 
confirm the Treaty, as to the eſtabliſhing the Fron- 
tiers in Dalmatia, Albania, and other parts of the 
Venetian Territories, In which there aroſe ſuch dif. 
putes between the borderers on either ſide, that ſome 
skirmiſhes happened after the Articles of Cznd:a were 
ſab{cribed ; The Ambaſlador being introduced with 
all due ceremonies, complained of ſeveral outrage 
done to the Subjects of the Yeretians, whereupon 
cor:m' Tioners 0n either part were appointed to meet 
betw. cen Climno and Cliſſa, to adjuſt matters as they 
faw convenient, but ſuch was the fury of the people 
that without regard to the honour of the Grand Sig- 
neour or tne Senate, they ſeized upon ſeveral places 
which they alledged to be their peculiar Patrimo- 
nies, fearing that no peace made to the advantage 
of t1eir Superiours ſhould exclude them their right, 
but. in the end the Turks who were the chief Agp- 
greſlars were put to flight by a power of Yenerians 
ſent for that purpoſe, and V/uph Bey their Comman- 
der and chief perſwader to the infringement of the 
Peace was ſlain, after which the Commiſſions were 
granted and made more ample then formerly, for 
determining the right of the Signory and Empire 
on the confines of Dalmatia, and other Countries 
adjoyning, and on the 27th. of Fzly, conferring in 
a Tent ietup for that purpoſe, after much debate 
many boundards were athxed, but that which was 
moi iniifted on , was Yerpeely a fſinall Fortreſs - 
£ne 
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the top of a Hill once belonging to the Yenetians, 


which at the beginning of the War they abandoned, 
as coſting more to maintain or defend, then the 
yalue or conſideration of it, which the Turks poſ- 
kſſing averred ir to be theirs by the Law of Arms, 
arguing ſtrongly , that any other Nation might 
have ſeized on 1t to the prejudice both of the YVenet:- 
415, and the Subjects of the Grand Signeour. Theſe 
debates had like to have created new Hoſtilities, 
but Mamut Baſſa dying in the middle of the Treaty, 
and Chuſaien Baſſa commiſſioned in his ſtead, who 
was of a milder and more flexible temper, dithculties 
that o>jtrufted a concluſion were removed, and on 
the 24th. of OZober, 1671. in open Divan held in 
the Campaigne of Salina all things were concluded, 
and Coppies cf the Agreement ſubſcribed and inter- 
changeably given. And in this manner the difference 
about the confines were concluded, and the long War 
between the Yeretizns and the Turks ended. 

About this time a Turkiſh Envoy ſent to the 
French Court returned, bringing with him an Am- 
baſſador from the King called /o»ſteur de Nointel, 
who with three Men of War and a Fireſhip failing 
through the Helleſpont, and coaſting along the Pro- 
poxutts refuſing to ſalute the Seragl:o unleſs he was firſt 
faluted, a nicety not required by any Ambaſſador 
before him, which not being granted lay off at Sea, 
as being refuſed by the Officers of the City as Am- 
baſſador, but in the end the Viſter prudently con- 
jidering that for a meer punctitio 1t was not covent- 


ent nor ſafe to exaſperate the French Nation, nor 


thereon to ground a War, whereupon he gave. or- 
der he ſhould be received with the uſual Ceremony, 


and conducted to his Audience, nor was the info- 


lency of the French Souldiers and Sailors who com- 
mitted many onrages on the Coaſt taken notice of,

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or if they were it was fo that they were diſſembled, 
and although whilſt the Ships lay before the City 
a hundred ſlaves from on board the Turks Gallies, 
and out of the City eſcaped by getting on board 
and amongſt them Monſter de Peau-jena Kuizht of

— TheArmies now approaching, and the Poles ha- 
ving had exadt Intelligence of what had paſſed in the 
Turks Camp; The Battle was begun at what time 
the Prince of Aeldavia inſpired with revenge charg 
ed furiozſly upon Chuſeain Baſſa and wounded him, 
requiting thereby the wound he had received of him. 
The heart of the fight continued for the ſpace of fit 
teen hours, in which none behaved himſelf more v 
liantly then did Solymar Bafſa the Beglerbeg of Boſnk, 
yet having that day ſix horſes killed under him, and

This vi&ory thus happily obtained, the ſtrong 
Fortreſs of Chotin was ilurrender'd to the Poles, and 
many other places of leſs importance, for the loſs 
of which, and the overthrow of his Army , the 
Grand Seignior was ſo highly diſpleaſed with Chuſa- 
ein Baſla, that he cauſed him to be impriſoned, de- 
prived him of all his Eſtate and Honours, and cauſed 
him to be layed in chains, denying him the ule of 
Phyſitians, or any others, unleſs ſuch attendants as 
brought him neceflaries; and thus was this nroud 
Baſſa, who but a while before Lorded it over Princes, 


plunged into the depth of miſery. 


The joy of this great victory that had ſoelevated 
the Poles, was ſoon damped upon the death of their 
King, who departing at a juncture, when the Ene- 
my who by this time had recruited, was at hand with 
a powerful Army, and the Nation not well ſettled 
cauſed divers fears in the people, yer the Army not 
to be idle divided into divers parties, and in the depth: 
of Winter, a time-wherein they well knew the Turks 
would not travel , entered Meldavia, - blocked up 
Keminitz., and brought away great booties, ſpoiling 


all intheir way, till ſuch time as the Spring coming 


on, the Turks with multitudes came againſt them, 
and obliged them to'retire, at whiat time the Tar-

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zars committed divers outrages upen their Frontiers, 
carrying away much People and Cattle, burning and 
deſtroying all before them, the which though it in- 
cenſed the Tartar Han, yet feigning himſelf ſick up- 
on ſome diſpleaſure received, he refuſed to take the 
field in perſon, though the Grand Seignior had com- 
manded it, yet that that might not obſtruct the 
progreſs of the Ottoman Armes, the Great Viſier ſent 
him his own Phyſitian, an /al:an of great experience, 
who found him overwhelmed with deep Melancholly, 
but with Cordials and Medicaments ſoon raiſed him 
to his former vivacity. | 


Keminitz, all this while blocked up, was by the ap-

Hungary. being torn with civil diſſentions, the

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Sejgniors protection, ard to become his Tributaries, 
which made the Turks haſten to ſettle their affairs, 
that they might be the better at Jeaſure to take the 
advantage of thoſe inteſtine troubles, for the redu- 
cing the reſt of that ſpacious Kingdom to the Orte- 
man obedience, and the better to ſecure his new Con- 
queſts, he removed a part of the Cefſacks with all 
their ſubſtance to the banks of the Black Sea, there 
aſſigning them Lands, and as for the 47menians and 
7ews that dwelt in Reminitz, he tranſplanted them 
to Philopolis, Adrinople and Conſtantinople, giving the 
youngeſt and luſtieſt of either Sex as a prey to his 
Souldiers, who ſold them for flaves throughout the 
Turkiſh Empire, and then returning with his Army 
to Adrinople, there to watch all advantages, heloon 
after disbandoned part of his Aſian horie as charga- 
ble and troubleſom, but whilſt theſe projects inState 
were broaching, great differences aroſe between the 
Latin and Greek Church about the poſleſſion of the 
Holy Sepulchre at 7eruſalem, which had been ſopoſ- 
kſled by thoſe of the Roman Catholick Religion tor 
many years, but now at the inſtance of Panajots the 
Vifiers Interpreter a zealous Greek, the latter were 
preferred, and after a long controverſie and much - 
Money ſpent, the Greek obliged the Romaniſts dwel- 
lng in thoſe parts to pay them tribute for ſuch pla-

as he ſhould be at leafure to imploy his Armes on that 
tide 
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ſide, hoping that an accommodation with Poland 
would inſne, but found not the Poles ſo forward 
therein as heexpected, for the Wars ſtill continued 
though not with ſuch violence as before, which gaye 
the Grand Selgnior leave to Solemnize the Marriage 
of his Daughter with Ral-ogli, (which in the Turk- 
iſh Language ſignifies the Son of a ſlave) who was 
his great Favourite and Baſla of agreſia, as alſo to 
Circumciſe his Son, the former being 17 years of 
Age, and thelatter 12, toſ{olemnize which, the Fe- 
ſtivals were appointed on the 16th. of ay, Ann 
1675. when in the Morning the Grand Seignior with 
the young Prince his Son went to their Tents, which 
were pitched in a Plain before the City exceeding 
Tich, round which all the great men of the Court 
had their Pavilions placed, amongſt which was raiſed 
a ſtately Throne covered with a Canopy of Cloath 
of Gold, placed beneath the umbrage of two Elmes, 
which ſhining with many Lamps in the night made 
a glorious ſhew, and in this Seat of State the Sultan 
placed himſelf in the Morning, being accompanyed 
thither by all the Baſſa's then reſiding ar Conſt antin- 
ple, and by the repreſentatives of thoſe that were ab- 
ſent, who according to their degrees kifled his Robe, 
and in ſilken Purſes deliver a note of what Preſents 
they had brought, which were put into the hands 
of the Treaſurer to ſee them duly received, oppoſite 
to the Tents were ſeveral Poles fixed, on which by 
night many Lamps were hung, giving a glorious 
Light, by which were exerciſed ſeveral tricks of ac- 
tivity, as Wreſtling, Dauncing, Singing and Come- 
dies, Fireworks there were in abundance, but not 
effeftually made ; The' Night being paſſed, in the 
Mornng the ſeveral Trades paſſed before the Tents 
one after another, every one making their Preſents, 


and bearing Pageants, Muſick all the while _— 
after 
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after whom came a Cavilcade of all the chief Offi- 
cers, and amongſt them the young Prince flaming 
with Diamonds, Rubies, and other precious Stones, 
and before them paſſed Twenty Four ſmall Nachils 
or Pageants, and two large, one higher than any 
Ship-Maſt, ſupported :by a Hundred Slaves, and 
were afterward ſet before the Seraglio. On the 
27:h. being Mabomet their Impoſtor Prophets birth- 
day, the Grand Signior went publickly to the doſeb 
of Sultan Selim, with no other Attendance than 
thoſe of his own Court, his Pages richly clad in 
Cloath of Gold, carryed eacha Feather ſtudded with 
Jewels of great value z after the Grand Signior rode 
the young Prince, who that night was circumciſed : 
During this Feſtival, a great number of peopte had 
their Provifion at the expence of the Grand Signior, 


and about Two Thouſand being at that time cir- 
cumciſed, every one of them had a Quilt (given him 
with a Penſion of three Aſpers a day for Life. 


The Solemnity of the Circumciſion ended, the 
Feſtival for the Marriage of Rwl-Ozls with the young 
Princeſs, which Ceremony in forme and manner ac- 
cording to the Turkiſh faſhion was thus, The Kuz- 
lier Aza or Black Eunuch of the Women was Bride- 
groom or Compere to the Princels, and the Lord 
Treaſurer to Rul-Ogl;, both which in the Name of 
the Bridegroom and Bride went before the Kedeleſ- 
cher or Chief Judge, who wrote the Articles of 
Marriagey and paſſed them into an Aft, which done, 
the Preſents were ſent, and firſt thoſe from the Bride- 
groom to the Bride, which were a great number of 
Beaſts and Birds made in Sugar, Thirty Mules laden 
with two Cheſts of Sweet-Meats a piece, and about 
each of their necks a Sattin Veſt for the Muliter ; 
after them went ſeveral men, carrying Pots of Sher- 
bet, or Water and Sugar boiled, which the o_ 
or 
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for the moſt part drink z next, a Hundred men car- 
Tying Veſts of Silk, Sattin, Velvit, and Cloath of 
Gold, then five Horſes laden with rich Furniture, 
followed by men, bearing Cloath of Gold Veſts, 
with ſable Loops richer than the former, for the 
Loops and Buttons were imbroidered with rich Pearl, 
and on the top of each were a Rubie Diamond, or 
Saphier: Theſe likewiſe carryed Shoos, Boots, and 
Pattens for the Bagneo, all covered with Pearl, as 
likewiſe two dreſſing Boxes with Chryſtal Glaſſes, 
and a Cap in form of a Crown, a little Cabinet im- 
broidered all over with Pearl, Eight Girdles {et 
with Emraulds, Rubies, and Diamonds, a large Dia- 
mond Ring, a pair of Pendants of two great Em- 
raulds, with many other things of value. 

Theſe Preſents ſent by the Bride-groom, the Grand 
Signiour, as his Daughters Dowry , according to 
the cuſtom of the Eaſtern: Countreys, uſhered with 
a Caval-Cade of all the Grandees ſent to the Bride- 


grooms-houſe, two Gardens made of Sugar, Forty | 


little Nachils, Eighty Six Mules laden with rich 
Furniture for a Houſe, Ten Men with dreflings, as 
Boots, Shoes, &c. Imbroidered with Pearl and pre- 
tious Stones, after them were carryed the Jewels ſt 
on Girdles, Bracelets, and the like ; then came 
Twelve Coaches laden with Slaves, and Thirty 
Six Black Eunuchs, theſe were ſucceeded by a Caval- 
cade, in which was the Bride riding in a Coach co- 
vered with Plates of Silver, and drawn by ſix Hor- 
ſes, the ſides adorned with Golden ſtreams ; before 
which, went the chief Eunuch of the Women, after 
followed four Coaches with fix Horſes a piece, each 
carrying two Eynuchs; ſome diſtance from them; 
came: the Brides Mother in a Coach covered with 
Plates of Silver, attended by Ten other. Coaches 3 


the night following, the Bride was conducted to the 
NuP- 
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 INuptial Chamber, in Ceremony only as not- being 


jet ripe for conſummation of Marriage, though in 
England of late, the Virgins think themſelves wron- 
zed to ſtay to her Age unmarried. 

' The Ceremony thus performed, great was the re- 
joycing demonſtrated by Fire-works , Shews, and 
funding of Muſical Inſtruments ; After which, the 
Grand Signiour on ſome private conſiderations, 
though to the wonder of the whole Court, remo- 
red the great Treaſurer to the Baſſa-ſhip of Grand 
Cairo, and appointed the Efendi, or Judge-Advocate: 
of the Fanizaries to ſucceed him in the Office of. 
Treaſurer; and now the publick Treaſury by the 
ate Wars, and coſtly Ceremonies being almoſt emp- 
tied, divers ways were uſed to recrute it with Mo- 
ney, ſome was procured by the Sale of great pla- 
es, from which thoſe that would not largely con-: 
tribute, were thruſt, and ſome again extorted from 
the poorer ſort, whilſt to ſave charges the Seder- 


I ty Millitia wasabridged in their penſions, and ſome 


utterly caſt off, ſo that in a while, a great maſs of 
Money was heaped together, and Forces ſent to the 
Frontires of Poland. 

About this time the Republique of Geroa's reſident 
at Gnftantinople, for want of that due Income that 
was expected to accrue by Trade, contracting large 
Debts, and haviug ſeveral debts contracted by his 
Predeceflors deceaſed, contratted likewiſe with the 
Turks of Conſtantinople, a great Man of War that 
brought him thither, upon the Republique refuſing 
to pay, was feized, and layed up in the Arſenal, 
nor could a releaſe be procured, till Thirty Three 
Thouſand Dollars, part of the contrafted Debt was 
payed and ſecured, which ſo diſcouraged the Geno- 
ways, that it has ever ſince damped their Trade in 


the Orroman Dominions, and now the Grand Signe- 
our 
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our moved by chief Cuſtomer reſident at Smyrna, caſt. 
ing his Eye upon that Scale af Trade, brought him, 


in great Revenues by way of Cuſtom ; the better to 
beautifie it, and reſtore its antient Luſtre, built a 
Bafaſteen or Exchange, as likewHe a Cuſtom-Houſe 


Erected on Piles in the Sea, ſending his abſolute . De- 


cree, that all Merchants Ships ſhould -there unlade; 
and make due enteries, which greatly perplexed the 
Merchants, who before were wont to land their 
Gaods' on their own Keys, but in vain was their com- 
 Plaints, for the Grand Signiour would not admit of 
any reverſal, but by his Ralya declared that rather 
than he would be diſobeyed in his. own Dominions, 
he would blow up the Port and Town, upon which 
_ anfer the Merchants deſpairing of ſucceſs, were 
content to unlade their Ships at the Cuſtom-Houſe, 
or there to make a trueEntery of the Goods in their 
Boats; for the Cuſtomer being ſenſible that- there 
was-not . water enough for the Ships to ride at the 
Key, was content, to diſpenſe with divers matters 
that the Innovation might fit more eafie on: the 

Merchants. Lo Cos 
Things being at this paſs, the Grand Signior after 
ſixteen years abſence from Conſtantinople, which had 
rendered that City almoſt diſpeopled, returned: thi- 
ther to the great Joy of the Gnftantinopolitans, and 
. frequently took his pleaſure on the River in his 
Barge, or on the Boſphorws in his Galley, ſtrictly 
commanding that no Chriſtian Miniſter ſhould be 
{uffered to dwell upon the Banks of the latter, a pro- 
hibition never before made by any of his PredeceF- 
ſors, when ſoon after his arrival, . the Captain Baſla 
dyed, and Zxy4 Ahmet Baſſa Og: ſucceeded him, and 
loon after Tb-ahim, Baſla General of the Forees on 
the Borders of Poland dyed, . nor was the great V1- 
lier far from the Brink of the Grave, by renſon of 
| DO 
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his immoderate drinking of Wine and Strong-Wa- 


ters, which made him incident to the Dropſie and 


ſaundice. 

The new Baſla-of Cairo by this time having en- 
tered on his Office, uſed great diligence to ſettle the 
Revenues of that Kingdom, hoping thereby to pleaſe 
the Grand Signior, of whoſe favour ſince his remo- 
al from Treaſurer, he ſtood doubtful, but ſo ſe- 
rere he was in his ExaCtion, that the Egyprians not 
xcultomed to be ſo uſed, complained of his ri- 
zour to the Begs or great Lords of Egypt, who: 
though they receive the Turkiſh Baſſas, pay Tri- 
bute, and own them their chief Governours, yet are 
They in themſelves Abſolute Lords in their reſpe- 
tive Provinces; for that Kingdom is rather aw 
ariſtocracy, than a Monarchy. Theſe great Men 


mach diſpleaſed at the proceeding of the Baſſa, 


which tended to Tyranny and Oppreſlion, took up 


Arms, and drew after them a great multitude , 
#* Ivith which they aſſaulted the Baſla's - palace, enter- 


ed it, and dragging him thence,: caft him into Pri- 
fon, which .news flying with.all haſte to the Ortomare 
Court, filled all with fear and confuſion, upon ap- 
prehenſion that Egypt was revolted ; buta while af- 
ter the truth of the matter being rightly underſtood; 
the Grand Signior with all ſpeed ſent a new Baſſa 
with gentle Letters to pacifie the Begs, and reſtore 


things to their former tranquility, promiſing that 


reſtitution ſhould be made for all injuries ſuſtained, 
which meſſage of Grace and Favour made all former 
dicontents vaniſh, and reſtored aright underſtand- 
ing, inſomuch, that theimpriſoned Baſla was ſet at 
Liberty, and ſhipped to Candia,where the Grand Sig- 
niour had appointed him Governour ; the people 
without any further giſturbance returning to their 
obedience: 

Ahout 
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About this time happened the unfortunate fall of 


Cheſme- Aga, a man of great repute amongſt the 
Turks, which was after this manner, a woman cal- 
Jed Sultana Sporche, with which Sultan Ibrahim had 
had to do with her in her youth ; being now turned 


Baud, bought many beautiful Female Slaves, which. 


ſhe broughtup to Singing, Dancing, and many other 
Exerciſes, and then for money, yielded them up to 
the Luſt of the Great Men of the Court ; one a- 
mongſt which for her Wit and Beauty being 
greatly famed, the Grand Signior ſent for her, but 
the Sultana fearing to looſe her, by whom ſhe got 
dayly gain, and doubting the Grand Signiour would 
Put her into his Seraglio, admoniſhed her to a ſullen 
coynels, as likewiſe to declare that ſhe was a free- 
woman, which by the Turkiſh Law ought not to. 
be defiled, nor carnally know any man, unleſs ſhe 
be married ; which part ſhe played ſo well, that 
the Grand Signior ſent her back with diſdain and 
reproach to her Miſtreſs, who was not a little glad 
of her eſcape ; but ſo it happened, that the aforeſaid 
Aga ſoon after caſting his Eyes on her, and deligh- 
ted with her quaint Diſcourſe, fell inamour'd with 
her, and treated of Marriage, which the Wench 
highly approved, but her Miſtreſs would in no wife 
confent to it, declaring that ſhe/was: her Bond-wo- 
man, and not at her own diſpoſal, which for a time 
put a ſtop to the proceedings ; but: ſoon after .the 
Lover contrived away to bring their deſigns to pals; 
for the Aga having taken her private Lodgings, 'ſhe 
under. the ſhelter of the night made her eſcape, but 
upon her being miſſed, her Beldame ' charged him 
with conveying away, and concealing her ſlave; 
which he for a while denyed ; but ſhe ſetting many 
ſpies over him, at length found them together, and 


charging an Officer with them, cauſed them to be _ 
' ryec 
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ryed before the Great Viſiter, who ſent to the Grand 
vignior to know his pleaſure therein, of which the 
kga having ſome miſtruſt, told the Vitier that he 
expected no other ſentence then that of Death from 
the Grand Signior, only he deſired that his beloved 
Miſtreſs might be ſpared, for he was ſure he ſhould 
live in her ; nor were his fears in vain, for ſoon af- 
ter came a fatal Decree for his Execution , and 
nt the Woman to the Seraglio. This cruelty of 
the Sultans as moſt conjecftur'd, proceeded from the 
diſdain, he conceived that the Wench ſhould refuſe 
his proffered kindneſs, and imbrace the love of his 
Slave, for ſuch the Sultans account the greateſt men 
in the Empire. | 
The Grand Signior having ſpent moſt part of the 
Winter at Conſtantinople, early in the Spring retur- 
ned to Adrizople, though the better to comfort the 
Cnſtantinopolitans, who by reaſon of the ſenſible de- 
ay of Trade that muſt thereon inſte, mourned his 
abſence ; he preſumed about Autumn to return a- 
pain, and for his reception cauſed a new Seraglio 
to be founded, and ſo ſetting forward, accompani- 
edwith a great train of Nobility, and amongſt the 
reſt, the great Viſiter, he marched towards Grnſtanti- 
wple, but by the way the Viſier dyed, having de- 
ſroyed himſelf by intemperate drinking Wine and 
fot Spirits, his Body accompanied with a flender 
Train, was brought back to Conſtantinople, and there 
red in the Sepulchre of Old Ruperlee his Fa- 
ter. 

The Great Viſier dead, the Seal was given to 
Kara Muſtapha, Baſla, who for many years had ex- 
eciſed the Office of Chimacam, or Deputy to the 
breat Viſier, being a Man of courteous behaviour, 
mie and affable, not given to Covetouſneſs nor 
Cruelty, but as ſoon as we eg promoted, he ſent to 
ay the 
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the deceaſed Viſiers Servants to condole the Death 


of their Maſter, promiſing them to take them into 
his care 2nd protection; moſt of which he after- 
wards promoted to Honourable places, to ſich ag: 
vantaze, that by their dependency on him, they k- 
cured both him and themſelves from the malice of 
ſach as envyed the advancement : Long he had not: 
been fetled in his place, e're he cut off the Chief 
Pay-Maſters head for bringing falſe Money intothe 
Exchequer, and had given another the ſame mea- 

- ſare, had not his Life been redeemed at Forty Pur- 
ſes of Money, or Twenty Thouſand Dollars, rhongh 
thereby his place was not regained, nor was dili- 
gence leſs in looking after the corruption of Minl- 
ſters of State, diſplacing and depoſing all fich as he 
found remiſs in their duty, or that for Jucre or'/gains- 
ſake oppreſſed any of the Grand Signiours Subje&tz, 
or ſuch ſtrangers as traded in any part of his Domi- 
nions. 

But by the Example of this man it may be ſeen 
how Power and Greatneſs can alter the diſpoſition 
of Men, and make them ſwell with Pride almoſt 
to burſting, for finding the Reins on his neck, with- 
out reſtraint, he took upon him the Power and 
Office of the Sultan, it being more difficult to gain 
acceſs to him, than to the Su/ran himſelf, and in 
imitation of their Maſter, the ſub-Officers gren 
proud and inſfolent; inſomuch , that the face of 
things, contrary to moſt mens expectations wete 
changed ; and this haughty behaviour was ſhewe 
eſpecially towards forraign Minifters, whoſe Inter 
preters were not admitted as formerly to 'privat]: 
Audiences or Conferences about their Afﬀairs, bil 
only at the publick Divan where their Arzes or Me 4, 
morials were to be preferred, which was always af 
lowed to the Subjects 'of the Grand Signiour; h þ 
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thoſe of Tributary Nations, when they Petition 
mo for juſtice; which Judgment was not only caft up- 
fter-F on interpreters, but on the perſons of the repre- 
1 26-F fntatives themſelves; an inſtance of which was ſeen 
y K-Mf in the Frezch Embaſſador, who at the time appoin- 
© OL ted coming to receive his Audience , was rudely 
| n0t | crouded and joſtled by a company of unmanner- 
-Nief ly Chianſes, wiio regarded 'tne repreſentative of 10 
O the great a King at no other rate than they did one 
me-JJ of the Grooms, or Laquies of the Sultan. Be- 
Pur-F ing come to the Seat of Audience, he perceived the. 
0ugh F Stool ſet for kim, was ſet beneath the Soffra, and 
dilt- that of the Vitiers upon it 3 whereupon he comman- 
ini-F Jed one of his Servants to place it equal with that 
SIM of the Great Viliers, which he had no ſooner done, 
NSF hut it was brought down again by one of the Vi- 
ets, ters Pages, whereupon the Embaſlador ſeizing the 
oY Stool, carryed it up and fat upon it. The report : 
whereof coming to the Viſlter, who was in his reti- 
ring Chamber, he ſent word that he would not 
come into the Chamber of Audience till the Stool 
was ſet in the place appointed, whereunto the Em- 
baſador replyed that he might diſpoſe of his Chair 
3s he pleaſed, but not of his Perſon, when in the 
Itterim Chiaxs Baſhe came in bauling Calder, Calder, 
which is take it away, take it away ; at which un- 
expected noiſe the Embaſſador ſtanding up to ſee 
what the matter was, had the ſtool taken from un- 
der him ; whereupon he in a great rage flung. out 
of the Audience Chamber, cauling the Preſents which 
*q hebrought to be again returned with him, and fo 

j thounting his Horſe, departed to his Lodging. 

Soon after it was by ſome of the Oihcers intima- 
'J ted to Sir John Finch, His Majeſty of Great Britans 
5 7 Embaſſador, that he might if he pleaſed, receive 
TY Audience of the Viſiter ; but upon notice what had 
The 772 han» 
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happened to the French Embaſlador,he excuſed his go. 
ing,on pretence of an indiſpoſition of body: But how- 
everYVenetian, Dutch and Genoan Reſidents were content 
_ (the better to curry favour with the Yer) to be ad- 
mitted to Audience on thoſe terms which the Vitſter 
would vouchſate to allow them ; for though during 
the time, he was Chimacam, as is aforeſaid ; he was 
meek and humble , yet being placed in the higheſt 
dignity next the Sultan, the unexpected Exaltation 
made him ſo far forget himſelf, that his pride knew 
no bounds. 

Theſe things happening, and no hopes of acco- 
modation with Poles, who by this time had Elefted 
Sob:eski for their King, great preparations were made 
for the carrying on that War. The Tartar, Han, 
in order thereto receiving expreſs command to take 
the Field, whichearly in the Spring he did,and enter- 
Ing Lithuania, committed many outrages, but being 

incountered by Sixteen Thouſand Poles, and Coſſacks 
his Army was put to the rout, and in great confuſion 
obliged to repaſs the Neifter, leaving behind him all 
the booty, which conſiſted moſtly of People and 
Cattle, during which, the Bafla of Kemenitz, with 
a great Body of Horſe made an Inroad even to the 
Walls of Leopolis, which cauſed the King to ſend his 
Queen and Children to Cracow, reſolving to give 
the 7urks Battle, and in order to ſtrengthning his 
Forces, ſummoned all the Po!;ſh Nobility to repair to 
his Standard, putting himſelf and ſuch Troops as 
he had between the City and the Enemy, the better 
to alienate the fears of the peopie, who upon the 
approach of the 7urks, who burnt up all before them, 
had fled, and left the City deſolate , had not the 
Gates been cloſed upon them. 

Tine Turks percelving the great preparations that 
were maxing againſt them, thought fit "ay ſuch 
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hooty as they had gotten to retire into Vckrania, but 
in their retreat were charged by the King with ſuch 
bravery, that Seven Thouſand of them were killed, 
and 2 great number of Captives reſcued to their 
unſpeakable joy. 

They finding the Turks were reſolutely bent to 
carry on theWar, and that the Kingdom was greatly 
weakned by the Provinces they had already rent 
from it, the better to ſtrengthen himſelf by Alliance, 
by the Advice of the Senate, ſent his Embaſſador to 
the Court of the Czar of Moſcovy, to ſolicite Aid 
againſt the common Enemy, who upon his arrival 
was received with great expreſſion of Joy, and due 
Ceremony being dayly heightened with fair promi> 
ſs to expect great matters, but in the end, nothing 
worth mention came on 1t, yet it ſo wrought upon 
the Turks, that for the better preſervation of what 
they had already required the Viſier began to be in- 
tent on peace, but his propoſitions were ſo unrea- 
ſonable, that the Poles generouſly refuſed them, and 
early in the Spring prepared to take the Field with 
a puiſſant Army, yer could not ſo ſoon draw them 
together, but that the Tartars living on the Frontires, 
pyning with ſome, reyolted Gfſacks, committed di- 
vers out-rages, burning about Two Hundred Villages, 
carrying away a great number of Chriſttans into mi- 
krable captivity, whilſt Poal:z groaned under the 
oppreſſion of the - Turks, who now turned their 
clemency into rigour , killing and carrying away 
xreat numbers of theſe diſtreſſed: people, burning 
their Houſes, and robbing them of the ſmall 
matter they had left in ſuch a manner that that 
fruitful Countrey was layd almoſt defolate ; to op 
poſe which Torrent, the King drew out his Forces: 
and by fair promiſes and large gifts procured Thre: 
Thouſand Coſlacks to joyn him when paſſing th 
£2 9 Nieſ':

Weiſter, and falling upon -the Straglers as they at 
pleaſure were ravaging the Countrey, expecting ng 
iuch matter, and killed Five Thonfand , amongſt 
whom icll One Balſa and Two Sanziacks ; but upon 
notice the 7artars 13. great number was entered the 
heart of Poland, leaving fome of his Troops under 
the Command of Witzowitzizz, his Lieutenant Gene- 

ral, he poſted to oppoſe them, but upon notice they 
were Forty Thouſand lead by Expert Tarkiſh Com 


manders; hedrew near to Leopv!zs to encourage that | 


City, w hich otherwiſe terrified at the approach of 
ſo great an Army might have been deſerted, when 
finding the Tartars made divers halts, having pat a 
Garriion into theCity,and giv en ſuch neceſſary orders 
as he thought convenient, he marched towards then, 
and having notice by his Scouts that they approech- 
ed, he commanded his Army to extend large in Front, 
and the Wings of Hor to lie off, that they might 
ſcem more in number than they were ; he reſolutely 
deſcended from a ſmall Hill into the Plain, and after 
having thrice proclaimed the Name of Jeſus at the 
Head of his Troop, tell like an unexpected Tempeſt 
upon the Infidels, inſomuch that the Front of their 
Army was overthrown, before the Rear could come 
up to their aſſiſtance ; which putting them into a great 
confuſion, when perceiving the reſerves advance to 
charge them in the flank, and ſuppoſing the whole 
power of the Kingdom at hand, by reaſon of great 
ſhout from the Hills made by the Ruſtick, ſet there 
for that purpoſe; they firſt gave back, and in the 
epd betook themſelves to plain flight,, caſting away 
many of their Arms and Bazgage to make the {wit- 
ter retreat, upon whom the Po/onian Horkmen fol- 
lowed hard, making great ſlaughter' of them for 
the ſpace of Twelve Miles; but night coming On 
to prevent the pariuzrs from falling intoany — 
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that might for that purpoſe be layed, the King 
cauſed the retreat to be ſounded, and returning to 
the City Victorious, he was received with all ex- 
peeſſions of joy, and the next day commanded a 
publick Thankſgiving for the Victory fo miracu- 
louſly obtained. » --. | 

- In this Battle Ninety Fhonſand T artars, Turks, 
Mildavians and Yalachians were ſlain, Seven Hundred 
taken Priſoners, and a great booty recovered ; of 
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the Poles fell only Seven Hundred , their whole 


Force not exceeding Six Thouſand. The reaſons 
mere gathered from ſome of the Priſoners why the 
Tartars, &c. were lo ſuddenly diſcouraged, were 
two, firſt for that abour ten in the Morning of the 
ame day making a Halt, abundance of Snow and 
Hajl fell upon their Army, and round about them 
none was feen to fall, which they took az a had 
Omen. Secondly, that when they perceived the 
large Front of the Po:z/» Ariny which extended near 
4Mile ; they verily believed'it to be the fore-run- 
ner of the Forces of the whole Kingdom, which they 
had beard were in Arm3, and therefore having ſo 
far adyanced into the Countrey, end left miny Ene- 
mies at their backs, they feared to be incloſed, 
which occalioned their haſty and diforderly 're- 
treat. | 

. The reiterated Lofles, and the deſire the Grand 
Signmior had to polleſs himieli of the reſt of Hun- 
gary «.whok divilions gave him a profpect ot: re- 
ducing 1t' to'nis Obedience, made him more wil- 
lingly hearken to the propoſals of the Poliſh Em- 
ballador, ſo that in the end, upon much the f:me 
Articles as thoſe that had before been broke, the 
Tribute accepted, a peace was concluded, in which 
the Moſcovite would fain have been included, but he 
failing to help his Neighbour Prince in kis greateſt 
£7 4 Extre- 
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Extremity, was thought unworthy both by the 
Poles and Turks ; infomuch, that ſoon after diviſions 
ariſing amongſt the Bowyers, and great Men of that 
Dukedom) the T artars taking the opportunity there- 
of, over-run a great part of the Countrey, carrying 
away all that came to hand; but another party ſoon 
after attempting the like, were fought with, and 
moſt of them cut off, or drowned in repaſling the 
Boryſthenes. TA | 

About this time the differences between the Vilier 
and the French Embaſſador greatly encreaſed, not- 
withſtanding the mediation of divers Chriſtian Mi- 
niſters then reſiding at the Port. The one Inſiſting 
to take his place during his Audience on the Saf- 
fora, and the other as obſtinately refuſing to permit 
it, inſomuch that the Embaſlador grew greatly 
ditcontented that the Honour of his Maſter ſhould 
be ſo much impaired, yet in hopes of a better treat- 
ment, he once more reſolved to attend his Audi- 
ence, being introduced, the Chair was brought and 
ſet at the Foot of the Saffora, the which while he 
was with his own hands about to remove, the Vi- 
fiers Servants hindred him, wherefore in a rage he 
took up the Cuſhion and flung it over his head, 
which happened to fall upon the Great Viſier, who 
grievouſly reſenting the Afront, cauſed him head 
and Shoulders to be thruſt out of the Audience- 
Chamber, whereupon the rude Officers (without re- 
ſpect to his Character, or the Law of Nations , 
which renders the Perſon of an Embafſador Sacred 
and Inviolable) ſo roughly handled him, that he kept 
his Chamber for ſeveral days. | 

Theſe are the moſt remarkable occurrences that 
have happened ſince the beginning of this Emperors 
Reign over the Eaſtern Empire, till 1680, the rela- 
. tion of which 1 have partly received from Authors 
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of undoubted Credit and Reputation, and partly 
aſſerted of my own knowledg, many of the Trani- 
actions of this Emperors Reign happening during 
my abode in thoſe Countries; But to proceed. | 
Anno 1680. the Grand Seignior arriving at Adri- 
nople about the middle of December, and being reco- 
yered of an Ague that had ſometime afflicted him, 
he commanded his Viſier Batla to draw his Forces to- 
gether from all parts of his Empire, cauſing the 
horſes tail to be hung out, which is a certain ſign that 
the Grand Seignior or Grand Vitier intends to take 
the Field, and in order to defray the charges, great 
ſums of Money were every where exaCted, the Grand 


Viſier labouring more earneſtly therein that he might 


again recover the Grand Seigniors favour , from 
which he was fallen, with theſe Forces he intended 
to invade uſcovyearly in the Spring, and to proſe- 
cute that War till he had compelled the Czar to ſub- 
mit to ſuch terms of peace as he himſelf ſhould pro- 
poke, and at the ſame time diſpatched Achians to the 
Emperor of Germany, to treat on the behalf of the 
Hungarian Male-contents, whom he declared he muſt 
take into his protection, it their propoſals for l1i- 
berty of Conſcience was by the Imperial Diet then 
ſitting at Ratzbor rejetted, and ſoon after him fol- 
lowed the Biſhop of Sebeſtini, the Count D? Perro- 
zi, and two or three others of. leſs note Deputed by 
the Hungarians, to treat about the ſame matter, but 
their demands ſeeming unreaſonable, they were dif- 
mifled without the fatisfaction they expected. 

About this time uley Hamer Nephew to 1uey 
Iſmale King of Morocco and Fef}, aſliſted by a number 
of Renegado Turks and Moors, muſtered his Army 
near S#uz, andadvanced to give his Uncle battle, bur 
near Morocco many of his followers deſerting him, 
and his horſemen in which his chief ſtrength confſiſt= 
| ed,

ed, being overthrown near to Alarach he fled to Tu. 
zi, and was there received into protection by the 
Governour, from whence he ſent divers of his Fa- 
vourites and followers to Gnftantinop/e to pray the 
Grand Selgniors aid againſt his Uncle, who as he al- 
ledged unjuſtly detained thoſe Kingdoms, bur he be- 
ing a Prince of no Fortune, and leſs power, he no- 
thing prevalled therein, yet his Rebellion proved ad- 
vantagious to the Garriſon of T7 angier, the Aeurs 
being thereby diverted;whilſt the Eng/zſh rebuilt ma- 
ny of their Forts ruined a few months before, and 
were difincumbered of: thoſe traubleſome neighbours; 
who had folong beleagured them, nay more in the 
end, 1t occaſioned a firm and laſting peace. | 
_ The French Merchants Trading in the Levant, ha- 
ving ſuſtained great dammage by the Pirates of 77:- 
poly, and amongſt other Veſlels the Saita Sophia, la- 
den at Alicant with Sait and Spaniſh Wool Gi: ner way 
to Verice, a great brigantine bound for /deſſma, and. 
a Petach of Ragzy,. &e. to revenge that Injury, and 
reduce thoſe Tyrbiſh Pirates to obedience, ſeveral 
Ships and Gallies vere fitted out at Marſelles, under 
the command of the Barron of. Q2zeſue, who com-! 
ing before the Port of Tr:p:ly ſent his Boat on ſhoar, 
and in 1t ſeveral Officers,. in the; Name of the moſt 
Chriſtian King, to demand Reſtitution for the dam- 
mages ſuſtained by the French Merchants, but receiv- 
ing no other anſwer then that of the-Cannon from 
the Caſtles that guard the, Port, he cauſed the boat 
to be haled back, and with many-broad fides fired 
npon the Town, but by reaſon of: the diſtance did 
no conliderable dammage, but whilſt.he was cruzing, 
he had notice that ſeven Tripolean Men of War .rid 
at Anchor in the Port of Sczo, or Chzes,, an iſland 
belonging to the Grand Signior,, whereupon he ſtood 


away from the Coaſt of Barbary, and failed thither 
upon

upon whoſe approach the Turks ſlipped their An- 
chors, and ſnugged. cloſe. under the Caſtle, where 
notwithſtanding ” hey were miſerably torn by the 
ſhot from the French Gallies, which their Admiral 
perceiving put out a Flag of Truce, and offered to 
deliver without ranſom all the French flaves that 
were on board, with two prizes he had lately taken, 
but the Barron would not hearken to theſe offers, 
well knowing they could not eſcape him, yet not 
thinking it ſafe to venture too near the ſhoar, he. 
blocked them up; and fent to Trzpoly to let the Go- 
yernour underſtand what danger their Ships were 
in, and that nothing could deliver them out of his 
hands , but fatisfattion for the wrongs ſuſtained, 
and adelivery of all the French Captives ranſom free, 
and immediately to conclude a peace, bat receiving 
no ſatisfattory anſwer , he reſolutely entered the 
Port with his Gallies,. and after having beaten down- 
a great part of the Caſtle, and:demoliſhed many 
ſtately Edifices, he ſunk two of the Slips, took one; 
and fired the reft, in which Action he'loſt but Ther- 
ty of his Men, but of the Turks there periſhed Eight 
Hundred. | 

This News mats known to the Grand Vier; he' 


inftantly ſent for the French Ambaflador reſiding at 
 Cnftant:nople, and after having rated him, and ſe- 


verely threatned him with death, unleſs reparation 
was ſpeedily made for the dammage ſaftained tn the 
Grand Seigniors Port, he cauſed him to be confined, 
impriſoning likewiſe many of his ſervants, norconld 
he obtain his Releaſe till he had purchaſed his peace 
at the price of Three Hundred Purſes of Money, 
each Purſe being accounted Five Hundred Dollars, 
yet the loſs of theſe Ships wrought fach effes, that 
the Tripoles ſoon after concluded a yy with the 
French. 

Mat- 
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Matters being at this paſs, and the troubles in- 
creaſing In Hungary, Count Teckely ſtill oppoſing 
himſelf againſt the Emperors Intereſt, and uſeing his 
utmoſt endeavours at the Port to have himſelf pro- 
claimed Prince of Tranſylvania, the Emperor thought 
good to ſendan Ambaſſador to the Grand Seignior 
to put him in mind of the league between the two 
Empires, deſiring that it might be kept inviolable, 
not any ways infringed by his giving countenance 
to his Rebels in Hungary, which Ambaſſidor upon 
his arrival had his Audience of the Grand Viſier, and 
a promiſe made him, that a ſtrict command ſhould 
be ſent to all his Beg/erbegs and Sanzacks on the fron- 
tiers, not upon pain of loiing their heads to aid or 
countenance the Male-contents, and being afterwards 
with the Grand Viier, he aſſured him that the Grand 
Selgniors reſolution ſhould be maintained, that there- 
by the peace and friendſhip Eſtabliſhed between 
the two Empires might continue, yet theſe ſpecious 
pretences were to no other end intended then to 
protract time, to make their own terms with the 
Rebels, for ſoon after without the leaſt provocati- 
on the Tables were turned, and not only aſliſted 


them with all-manner of Warlike proviſion, but, 


with Men and Money, in conſideration of ſeveral 
Towns to be put into their hands: when taken ; They 
likewiſe made great preparations at Belgrade and 
Buda under' pretence of depoſing Abafti Prince of 
Tranſylvania, and cauſing divers Fanizaries to be atti- 
red like Hungarians, and to ſerve Count Teckelyas his 
uard. 
y The Turkiſh.Pyrates of Argiers having broke 
the peace ſometime ſince made with his Maje- 
ſty of Great Brittain, and taken ſeveral Engliſh 
Veſſels (and amongſt others, theſe by name, vzz. the 
Anne of London, the John of Exeter, the mo -" 
06= 
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Colcheſter, the Poſt-horſe of London, the Roſemary 
of Tarmouth, the William of London, the amity of 
Plymouth, the Forture of London, the Unity of Barn- 
fable, and the Mary Land Merchant, which laſt fought 
two Algerize Men of War almoſt one whole day; 
but at laſt taking fire, ſhe, together with moſt of 
her men periſhed) To curb their inſolency, the Vice- 
Admiral #erbert with the Squadron of his Majeſties 
Frigates under his command was appointed to cruze 
in thoſe ſtraights, who with ſuch ſucceſs hap- 
pened on thoſe roving thieves, that within the ſpace 
of two years he took and deſtroyed forty of their 
Ships, recovering a great number of Chriſtian Cap- 
tives, and brought thoſe Pyrates ſo low, that not 
only they, but thoſe of Tr:pole and Safly were obli- 
ged to truckle, and receive ſuch terms of peace as 
the Vittor would allow ; Amongſt the many ingage- 
ments that happened, during the ſpace aforeſaid, this 
is remarkable, on the 8th. of April 1681. Captain 
Booth in the Adventure Frigate, cruzing to the Lew- 
ard got ſight of a great Turks Man of War, with a 
prize, which ſhe towed at her Stern, the which 
upon a more full diſcovery,-proved to be the Golden 
Horſe of Argiers, mounted with upwards of Forty 
Guns, and Five Hundred and Eight Men, command- 
ed by one Aerat Raiza a Dutch Renegado, with 
which about Ten in the Morning near Cape de Gal, 
he began a ſharp fight, which continued till about 
Three in the Afternoon, when the Algerine having 
her Main Maſt ſhot by the Board, and her Captains 
Thigh broken with a Musket Bullet, the Turks were 
about to yield, but ſeeing a freſh Ship with Turkiſh 
Colours (which afterwards proved to be his Maje- 
ſties Frigate, the none-ſuch Captain Wheeler Com- 
mander) they took new courage, and continued the 
hght with extraordinary Reſolution till night, at 
vw hat 
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what time the A!gerine had One Hundred and Twen- 
ty of her men wounded, and near as many killed, 
all her Maſts ſhot by the Board, and five or ſix foot 
deep of water in the Hold, Captain Booth having 
likewiſcall his rigging cut in pieces, and every thing 
out of order, and apprehenſive of ingaging in that 
condition with the ſaid freſh Ship, which he ſuppo- 
kd to be an Enemy, commanded the Calabaſh Fire- 
ſhip (then attending him leaſt the prize ſhould eſ. 
Tape) to burn which of them ſhe could moſt con- 
veniently grapple , which had been put in Execy- 
tion, had not the Fireſhips Boat been in the night 
time accidentally ſtaved, next Morning by break of 
day Captain Wheeler came up, and being within half 
culvering ſhot, put ont the Ezgliſh Colours, and 
bearing directly npon the Algerine, ſiezed her with- 
out firinga Gun ; By this action thirty ſeven Erglih 
Captives were redeemed, and of Dwich and Spamards 

OreHundred and Thirteen. 

The Mzfcovite by this time beginning to dread the 
Tempeſt of War that was ready to fall upon him, 
and not able of himſelf to re{iſt ſuch a nower as the 
Grand Seignior had raiſed by reaſon of inteſtihe 
troubles, and deſpairing to be aided by the Polonrans, 
whom he had ſome years before deſcrted in their 
greateſt neceſſity, he thought it the 1afeiſt to con- 
clude a peace, which by Preſents, and many intrea- 
ties he procured to be ratified for the ſpace of twen- 
ty years; It being the rather conſented to by: the 
Grand Seitgnior, that he might be at iciſare to turn 
his Armes upon Aungary, 11 which ſo many of his 
Predeceſlors have been foiled. | 

Leopold the Emperor finding by experience that 
he had giyen roo much credit to the Faithleſs T wrks, 
and It was but too apparent that they aided his Re- 


bels; He thought it convenient to call a Diet at 
Oat 
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 Ode#bnrg, there to indeavour a Reconciliation, and 


put an end to the inteſtine troubles, which the Hnm- 
varian Nobility likewiſe urged, and requeſted him 
to be preſent in the like Royal Robes as the Kings 
of Hunzary were wont to apparel themſelves in, but 
he not conſenting thereto, after ſome debate, and 
many particulars offered, the Aſſembly broke up 
withour concluting any thing, whereupon Count 
Tecke!y ſiezed on ſeveral Garritons on the Banks of 
the #274, and ſent to the Baſſa of Buda to haſten 
the Forces he had in a readineſs, for that he would 
have no peace with the Emperor unleſs his own pro- 
pofals were granted, upon receipt of which Letter, 
Seventeen Thouſand Twrks paſſed the Danubizs, and 
made great ſpoil, burning and deſtroying all the Vil- 
lages for the ſpace of Fourteen Miles, till Teckely 
moved with the cryes of the poor Country people, 
who fled like Sheep before them, he ſent an expreſs 


to the Baſla that commanded them, to reſtrain them 


from ſpoiling the Countries. 

The news of theſe proceedings greatly troubled 
the Emperor, then infeſted with the Freach who in- 
camped upon the Rhzze, and had ſerzed upon Straſ- 
burp a free City of the Empire, yet tike a prudent 
Prince he ufed many perſwaſions to reduce the Re- 
bels to their former obedience, publiſhing his decla- 
ration, wherein he promiſed them all convenient 11- 
berty for the exerciſe of their Religion, and that 
they ſhould have a Palatine, a native of Hungary of- 


fering likewiſea general pardon for all chat had pa- 


ſed, but this availed not, for 7 eckely aiming at . the 
principality of Tr4nfi!vania (which he muſt utterly 
deſpair of obtaining if he diſpleaſed the Grand Seig- 
nior) rejected all theſe reaſonable conceſſions, al- 
ledging that he would not truſt to promiſes which 
were notlikely to indure longer than he had power - 
to 
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toright his Countrymen, upon which the Emperor | 


cauſed a detachment of Seven Thouſand Horſe and 
Foot to be drawn out of his Army, then incamped 


alongthe Rhine, to have an eye upon the motions of | 


the French, to theſe Seven Thouſand he added three 
new raiſed Regiments, and ſent them to joyn with 
Count Caprara his Lieutenant General in Hungary, 
which reinforcement made the Rebels keep in a bo- 
dy, who before had divided themſelves in ſeveral 
parties, and took in many {mall Towns, poſſeſſing 
themſelves of two Silver Mines, and one of the 
ſtrongeſt Berg Towns daily expecting Six Thouſand 
Tartars, who were on their way, under the leading 
of Hames Emir Han their Captain. 

About this time the Grand Seigntor fearing the 
power of the Auſcovite ſhould refund on part of his 
Dominions, uſed great diligence by his Agents to 
procure a Reconclliation, the which was the eaſier 
hearkened to by reaſon of the differences ariſing be- 
tween the grandees, threatened an inteſtine War, 
whereupon in 44ay 1681. a Truce was concluded for 
the ſpace of Twenty years, though contrary to the 
Opinion of the Polonians, who by a conjunction with 
the numerous Forces of that Dukedom, were in 
'hopes to gain more eaſie conditions at the Port then 
in the Articles between them and the Grand Seigni- 
or were included, inorder to which that King had 
aſſembled a Dzer at Warſaw, which after Sixteen 
weeks conſultation, by reaſon of the perverſeneſs 
of a deputy of Lythuania, broke up without reſoly- 
Ing on any one point referred to their conſideration. 

About the beginning or the year 1682. The Em- 
peror diſpatched a Miniſter to Count Teckeley, who 
was fortifying divers places againſt him, to treat of 
an accommodation as himſelf had required, but he 
having received an Aſſurance from the Port of _ 
Gran 
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Grand Signiours protection declared that he had not 


| full power to treat, of himſelþ, but muſt be obliges 


to take the advice of the Balla of Of in that af- 
fair, and move according to the directions he ſhould 
receive from the Port, having :wholly thrown him- 
ſelf upon the Grand Signiors, and therefore refer- 
red all to the ſacceſs of Count Capraras Negotiati- 
on at Conſtantinople. RR 

Vice Admiral Herbert having obliged the Algerine 
Pirates to a complyance, the treaty of peace was 
about the latter end of pri! brought by Captain 
Almyer for his Majefties Approbation and Ratificati- 
on, both which being had, the Treaty both Honou- 
rable 2nd advantagious to the Ergiſb Nation was 
returned, the fucceſs againſt thete Rovers having 
been ſuch as has given reputation to his Majeſties 
Arms in thoſe parts, and will paſt doubt give them 
cauſe to value his Majeſties Friendſhip for the 
ure. - 

The ſeaſon for Action advancing, the Emperor 
cauſed Six Regiments of Foot, and two of Horſe 
to march for Hungary, to inable Count Caprara to 
oppoſe the Turks that had imbodied themſelves 
near Ofen, as likewiſe about Sezluck, between great 
Waradin, and the River 7 hezs, which - parties upon 
their uniting were further inforced by the Troops 
of Count Teckeley, and Abaftie Prince of Tranſylua-. 
ia, and for the better aſſurance of the former, the 
Grand S1gniour cauſed to be placed about him One 
Thouſand Farizaries as a. Guard to his perſon , 
which many did at that time believe it was to no 
other end then to ſecure him in the interelit. of the 
Port. Theſe Forces of Turks, Hungarians, and Tran- 
ſyloanians meeting, it was. in the Baſſa's Tent con- 
cluded that fince the German Forces were not conſi- 
derable on that ſide, they. ſhould divide 1ato two Bo- 
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many :daey with twelve pieces of Cannon, carrying 
the out-work by ſtorm; but perceiving his Camp an- 
noyed by the ſhot from the City 3; into which 
Count S$:raſoldo had put Five Hundred Men he re- 
moved his Battery to a ſmall Hill which comman- 
ded it, and from thence playing furiouſly, he beat 
down a great number of Houſes, and layed open a 
great breach in the Wall, which obliged the beltieged 
after many Sallies, and a reſolate defence to Ccapi- 
tulate for their Lives and Liberties which were 
granted, and leave given for as many as would, to 
take ſervice under his Enſigns, but whilſt the Soul- 
diers haſtily entered, whether of purpoſe , or by 
chance, a Mine near the breach took Fire, and blew 
up ſeveral of the Techeleyans, which ſo inraged them, 
that they fell upon the Garriſon , and put many of 
them to the Sword &'re their fury could be ſtayed ; 
the Citizens to redeem themflves frombeing plan- 
dred, payed Fitty Thoufand Crowns, and two days 
ag Eſpiers ſurrendred to the Count. 

During this Action, the Balla beſieged Zathmar, 
which after divers attempts they carryed by force, 
putting many to the Sword, and carrying away a 
conſiderable number of all Sex and Ages into miſe- 
rabfe caprivity. JF 

Count Tecketey upon this ſacceſs, ſent Summons 
from his Camp near Lewenz, to ſummon the Hnnga- 
742u Nobility to appear in Arms, but by the Indu- 
try of the Imperial Miniſters, he failed for the moſt 
part in hisexpectation, few obeying his Orders, yet 
many of the inferiour 'rank came to increaſe the 


namber of his Forces : F vPon notice of which Count 
- Caprara, 
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Capra/a, and Count Srraſoldo joyned their Forces, and 
marched to oppoſe the Forrent e're it ſwelled too 
high. - The Emperor ient likewite an Expreſs to the 
Palatine of Hungary to raiſe the Ban and Areirban of 
that Kingdom, and to march with all ſpeed againſt 
the 7 #rks who had paſſed the W120, and cauſed the 
Governour of Chaſcaw to be imprifoned, as being ac- 
cuſed of not having defended that Ciry to Extremi- 
ty, and now the Armies b<ing within view of each 
other, there was great expectations that the ive 
would have been a foughten Field, but it proved 
otherwiſe; for after ſome light skirmiſhes had paſt, 
the Imperialiſts finding themſelves too weak, quit- 
ted their Camp at Arſo!, and retired toward St. 
Crozx, which ſo diſcouraged the Garriſon in Lewentz, 
that they abandoned it, and retired to places of 
greater ſtrength, fo that it became a prey to the 
Enemy. 

All this while the Turks having beſieged Flecke, 
after divers Afaults and great ſlaughter of their 
Men, had it delivered into their hands on the S1x- 
teenth of September, the Garriſon making articles of 
ſurrender without the conſent of the Governour, 
who upon his refuſing to fign the capitulation, was - 
made a Priſoner of War, and the Turks unwilling 
to put this Fortreſs into the hands of the Hangari- 
ans, as by Articles was agreed; and on the other 
ſide ghe Hungarians being loath that the Turks 
fhould poſſeſs fo ſtrong a place in the heart of the 
Kingdom ; it for ſome time occaliioned great conteſt, 
but 1n the end both parties concluded to demoliſh it, 
which was accordingly done. | 

During theſe Tranſaftions, his Imperial Majeſties 
Embaſlador at the Port was flattzred with a pro- 
mile of renewing the League between the two Em- 
Pires, and conducted to his Andience with the uſual 
: | A422 Cere- 
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Ceremonies, which was only to protract time till 
the Turks had poſſeſſed themſelves of ſach ſtrong 
places as might render them formidable, and give 
them hopes of annexing all Hungary to the Orto- 
man Empire z but the German Princes perceiving 


their drift, ſent ſeveral of their own Troops to * 


reinforce the Imperial Army under the Command of 
Count Caprara, with whom the Count Stroſoldo re- 
fuſing to joyn, in order to give the Turks Battle 
near Lewentz,, fell into the Emperors high diſplea- 
ſure being ſent for to Vienna, and for a while is ſu- 
ſpended, but upon his ſubmiſſion was again reſto- 
red to fayour. 

Winter approaching, Count Teckely ſent Four 
Huffars to Count Caprara, to procure of him a paſ- 
port for the ſafe paſſage of ſuch Deputies as he in- 
tended to ſend to the Emperor to treat of a Truce 
which Huſlars were by the Counts expreſs Command 
Impriſoned till ſuch time his /-perial Majeſties plea- 
ſure was known therein z but in the end they were 
releaſed, and the Deputies permitted to paſs un- 
controuled, when after many debates a Truce was 
concluded for two Moneths, whereupon Count 
Teokley by reaſon of the Difference between him, 
and the Prince of Tranſylvania retired with the 
oreateſt part of his Troop to a ſtrong place, which 
together with ſome others in dowrie with the Prin- 
cels Ragotsks, whom this year he had married. The 
Turks for the moſt part Wintered in Temeſwar, Bu- 
da, and New Hauſel, and the Imperialiſts on the Fron- 
tires of Auſtria, and ſo ended the Campaign for this 
year.

Amo 1683. Early in the Spring, the Imperialiſts | 
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ſter reſiding in the Polonian Court, dealt ſo effettual- 
ly with that King, that he reſolving no longer to 
fit {till and fee the Infidels and Rebels infult over 
his Neighbouring Countries, on the ſecond of April, 
purſuant to a treaty on foot ſigned an: alliance with 
the Emperor, by which he obliges himſelf to take 
the Field with between Thirty and Forty Thouſand 
Horſe and Foot, to att offenfively againit the Turks, 
and defenſively againſt all other enemies to the Ger- 
man Empire, in conſideration of which, the Empe=- 
ror binds himſelf to have an Army of Sixty Thou- 
ſand Men in readyneſs upon all occations, immedi- 
ately to pay Twelve Hundred Thouſand Florins, and 
that himſelf, and the Queen Dowager of Poland dif- 
claim all Pretenſions to the Crown of Poland, and 
that neither Potentate enter into a treaty with the 
Tarks tending to Peace, but with a joynt approba- 
tion 3 And that both ArmiesaCt ſeparate, unieis Cra- 
cow or Vienna be beſieged, and then with United 
Forces to fall upon the Enemy, into which Altiance 
it is expected the Czar of Auſcovy will ſhortly enter 
to revenge the outrages done him by the Twks and 
Tartars, who ſince the late Diviſions have made di- 
vers incurſions into his Countries. This Alliance 
made known to the Grand Seigntour greatly perplex- 
ed him, inſomuch that he ſent orders to all the Baſ- 
{a's, Begs or Sanzacks of Europe, to raiſe what For- 
ces they could to attend him in the Field, himfelf 
reſolving inſtantly to march to Belgrade, whither 
the Great Viſter with an Army of 60000 Horſe and 
Foot marched before to joyn with the Tartars, un- 
der the leading of Tarter Han or Cham, and then to 
cover ſuch places as Count Teckely (who now ſeems 
jealous of the Turks) ſhall beſiege.

- and Szleſta, to ſecure thoſe Countries againſt the in- 
- curſionof the Enemy.

x againft the Turks, and Hungarian Rebels Count 
7 Teckee the better to ſecure himſelf and reinforce his 

Army fent out ſummons to the Nobility once more 
to bein Armes and as occaſion ſerved to oppoſe the 
Imperaliſts, but moſt of them kemed unwilling to 
comply therein as abhorring to bear Armes againſt 
their Lawful Soveraign. 

Whilſt matters were thus carryed on that ſide the 
Kigg of Sweeden has obliged himſelf to aſſiſt the Em- 
perour with ſeven thonſand Horie and Foot, four 
thouſand of which he intends to raiſe in Germany, and 
the reſt in his 6wn Countries, nor w1ll the Elettcr of 
Bavaria Who 1s inall likelihood ſhortly to marry the 
Emperors Daughter, be wanting to ſend his Forces 
2fain!t the common Enemy. 

The King of Poland the better to compleat the 
Quota, he intends to ſummon the Arrearban of that 
Angdomy all the Nobility ſhewing a ready comply 
ance 
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ance to attend in the Wars,. his Army to the number 
of thirty thouſand muſtering near Leopol he advan- 
ced againſt the Turks, who made divers incurſions 
into his Territories.on the Ukrair, aparty of whom 
advancing too far he cut off killing three'bundred 
and raking a like number of Priſoners, and tollow- 
ing the ſucceſs of his Arms, he 4s preparing to be- 
ſiege Camnechk, a ſtrang Fartreſs taken from the Poles 
by the Turks ſome years before, and ſent an Expreſs 


. to Count Teckley to inform him of the Alliance made 


with the Emperor, .and to let him knowthat unleſs 
he does immediately make Peace with his Imperial 
Majeſty, .he ſhall be oblized :to treat him as .an 
Enemy. : 

Theſe Menaces cauſed Teckley to draw vp his 
Troops with great diligence, and ſend immediately 
tothe Viſier of Buda for ſuch.Forces.as by the Grand 
S1zneours. appointment were :to :joyn' kim, that he 
might the better be able to defend himſelf till the 
groſs of the Ottoman Army (reported to-confitt af 
one hundred and fifty thouſand men) could arriye, 
and unmediately diſpatched his Secretary to the Em- 
perors.Court to-crave a truce, but the propoſals 
were ſo inſignificant that he nothing prevalled. 
For the Emperor i in perſon having been at the Ran- 
dezvous near Presburg in Hungaria, was fo well ſa- 
tisfied with the order of his men that he altogether 
contemned the Forces of the Enemy. Yet t9 ap- 
pear like himſelf. he cauſed a general Pardon athird 
time to bepubliſhed indemnitying all Hungarians and 
Germans, that have been actually 1n Armes: againſt 
him, and any ways concerned in the Hungarian Re- 
bellion both in Perſon and Eſtate, in conſideration 
of their ſpeedy {ubmiſſion.and obedience-for the fu- 
ture, upon which many layed down their Arms and 
made an.ingenyous acknowledment of their difobedi- 
Aaazs : '£1GE 
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nce to the:Palatine whom the Emperour impowred 
o receive their: ſubmiſſions. £5; 

About this time a'Crorian having put himſelf into 
the ſervice of the Turks at Zzgerth, a ſtrong Garri- 
ſon on that Frontiers, and intinuated himſelf into 
their confidence he .put what he had before deſigned 
in practice, which was to fet their Magazine on Fire, 
and having ſucceeded. therein made his eſcape dur- 
ing the general conſternation thereby occaſioned. 
This Magazine ſtored with all manner of Provitions 
as well as warlike Furniture, was computed ſuffici- 
ent for the maintenance and furniſhing thirty thou- 
iand men for the ſpace of two years, which the 
Turks defirous to ſave, flocked about it to extin-» 
guiſh the flame but to their fatal coſt, for the pow- 
der conſiſting of two thouſand Barrels taking fire, 
deſtroyed five hundred of them, and beat down moſt 
of the houſes in the City, renting in ſander the walls 
in divers places, the blow being heard 6 leagues di- 
ſtant from that place. 

The Duke of LZorrazn having been to take a view 
of Rab and Comorra, on the 6th of ay returned to 
the Army, at what time it was greatly augmented 
by voluntary ſupplies, who not able to ſee their 
bleeding Country over run by barbarous infidels , 
whilſt they ſtood unconcerned for its defence, joyn- 
ed with their Lawful Sovereign to oppoſe the com- 
ing tempeſt of deſtructive foes, willingly joyned in 
the defence of the Chriſtian canie, which a few raſh 
men, under pretence of Conſcience, though indeed 
out of an ambitious deſire of Sovereignty, have ex- 
poſed them to all the calamities that attend on miſe- 
rable War. 7

The Grand Viſiter arriving with part of the Orto- 


71an Forces at Belgrade, the place appointed for the 
General Rendezvous, the Grand Seignior on the 207, 


of 
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of Aprilſet forth from Adrinople, attended by a nu- 
merous train of his great Officers, and 80000 7ar- 
zaries, Spahies, Timariots, Aſaphies, and others inu- 
red to the Turkiſh Wars, and by ſpeedy marches 
came to the place appointed, though by reaſon of 
the exceſſive rains and noyſom vapours thereby occa- 
foned, 6000 of his men periſhed by the way, nor 
fared that part of the Army the great Yilter lead 
much better, for paſling the Dravas many of the 
Souldiers were drowned, and much of the taggage 
loſt. 

The Polonian King deſirous to bring Count Teckely 
over to the Emperours intereſt, lent an Agent to 
treat with him about a Reconciliation, to hearken 
to which at firſt he ſeemed inclinable, but upon preſ- 
ſing the matter more home, it appeared he did it 
only to gain time, till he could joyn with the Tar- 
ztars, which the Viſiter of Buda had aſſigned to aft in 
conjunction with him in the upper Hungary, but part 
of the imperial Troops not to give him that oppor- 
tunity, under the command of Major General Schutz, 
have poſted themſelves between him and the Nieſter, 
which the Tartars who march in two bodies muſt 
paſs before they can enter that part of Hungary, 
who a little before their taking, that poſt had de- 
feated a party of Turks belonging to the Garriſon 
of Newhenſe!, killing 7000, and taking 200 Priſon- 
ers; The Poliſh Troops of Voluntiers on the Banks 
of Danubins, meeting with 5000 Tartars, the fore- 
runners of the Army overthrew them, killing 1000 
of them, and forcing the reſt to take the River, in 
paſling which moſt of them periſhed, which fuccels 
{0 heightned the Poles, that purſuing their good for- 
tune they paſſed the River, at a place fordable they 
fell in with a Turkiſh Convoy of 600 Mules, laden 
with Proviſion and Ammunition, going to the Camp 
at 
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at Belgrade, which they took and converted to their 
own uſe, killing and putting to flight fuch as had the 


charge of them, upon notice of which the Polonian 
King, to appear more forinidable to the Turks, Tar. 


raxrs and Hungarian Rebels, commanded 2 new Regi- | 


nents to be raiſed, one at the charge of his Queen, 
and the other at the charge of Prince Alexander his 
Eldeſt Son, himſelf allotting our of his Patrimonial 
Eſtate 100000 Crowns to be diſtributed amongſt his 
Army, and to raiſe 800 Hſars expert at haudling 
Lannces. 

On the I 1th, of May the Imperial Army after ha- 
ving Randizvouzed at Preſourg, paſling from Keiſer 
marched towards, and incamped between that For- 
treſs and Comorra to oblerve the motions of the Turks, 
who wereimbodyed near Newhauſel! to the number of 
x5009, daily expecting a detachment of the Viliers 
Army uponits march to joyn with them, the Viiter 


at the ſame time being incamped at Greick; Weiffere {| 


burg, expecting the arrival of the Grand Seignior, 
who was ſome days marching behind. 

During theſe proceedings T ecke!ly ſuddei:l; collet- 
ing his Troops, layed ſiege to the ſtrong Caltle of 
Dazowitz,, in which was the Barron foarnel with a 
Garriſon of 250 Tnperia'ifts and Hungariazs, yet af- 
ter 2 furious battery with 8 pieces of Cannon, he 
made himſelf maſter of that important place, making 
the Governour and the Germans found therein Pri- 
ioners of War, when to prevent his further proceed- 
ings on that ſide, the Pallatine of Hungaria received 
orders tojoyn Major General Schutz, who had paſled 
the Waas to meet the Prince of Lubomershi, who ad- 
vanced with the 6000 Polonien Horſe before menti- 
-oned, whereupon the Vifier of Buda ſummoned Count 
Teckely to joyn the Turkiſh Troops under -his com- 
mand, which he refuſed to do, making ſeveral pre- 
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tences to excule it of which the King of Poland ta- 
king notice ſent a Letter to the Count to adviſe him 
to quit the engagement he has with the Turks, 
(which in concluſion will turn to his ruin) and make 
his peace with the Emperour, whilſt his free grace 


I is offered him ; the which had ſuch an effectual ope- 


ration that many were of opinion he would have 
cloſed with the Imperial oftered Grace, but after 
ſome debate and new incouragement from the 
Grand Si1gnior, hereſolved to perliſt in his rebellious 
purpoſe of oppoting the Emperours intereſt, where- 
upon the Duke of Lorrain who has abſolute power 
to act as he ſees convenient for the advantage of 


the Empire, fent orders to the Palatine to draw down, 


his Troops and intrench himſelf on the banks of the 
Waag, to ſecure the paſſes where the River is Ford- 
able, as ikewiſe tothe Vice-Roy of Crotia to raiſe 
new Forces for the increaſe of thoſe already under 
his command, and to keep diligent watch upon the 


Frontires of that Province to prevent any incurſions. 


About this time Z athmer was regained, and young 
Count Serine (true Heir to the valourot his immor- 
tal Anceſtors) appointed Governour thereof which 
has put the Turks out of all hopes of recovering it. 

The Duke of- Zorrain having notice that the Turks 
were imbodying themſelves near Gran, raiſed his 
Camp on the. 24th. of May and marched towards 
them,reſalving to give them Battle before the Grand 
Viltier(who together with the Aga of the 7anizarzes, 
was on his march) could arrive in thoſe parts, ha- 
ving for that purpoſe ſtored his Army with all ne- 
ceſlary Proviſion and Ammunition ſent up the Danu- 
þius in boats from Yienna, but during theſe prepara- 
tions the Turks had fo ſtrongly lodged themlelves 
upon the Counterſcarp to the number of 25coo,that 
Ae thought it not convenient to attack them in their 

| | ſtrength, 
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ſtrength, but having made a detachment of 13 men 
commanding them to paſs the Danrb:us, and inveſt 
Dewhauſel a ſtrong place about > 7.cagues from Ke. 
mora, whilſt the reſt of the Army followed in good 
order, with a train of 80 pieces of Artillery, moſt 
of which carry bullets of between 30 and 40 pounds 
weight , which made Count Techeley draw off to- 


wards Tohay, ſtill declining to joyn the Turks un- 


der the command of the Viſier of Buda, -inſomuch 
that the Bafſa of Offer tearing to be expoſed to the 
Fury of the Imperialiſts {ent a Meſſenger to the Duke 
of Lorrainto propoſe a Ceſfation of Arms for 14 days, 
which the Duke would in no wiſe hearken to, as 
well knowing it was but to protract the time till a 
greater power arrived in AHz»gary, and when It was 
urged that the Grand Signeour intended to obſerve 
the Peace with the Emperor, till the prefixed was 
expired, but the Duke repiyed that the Turks by 
their unjuſt Hoſtilities and manifeſt outrages had 
broken it long ſince, ſo that now they muſt expe&t 
no other favour then the Sword would allow them, 
whereupon he diſpatched orders to Count Caprara 
to batter Newhauſel reſolving to carry it by ſtorm, 
if it ſhould fail to be delivered by capitulation hav- 
' Ing already overthrown a party belonging to that 
Garriſon, who were returning ſrom ravaging the 
Country laden with great booties, upon which ſuc- 
ceſs 2 parties were ſent out to burn the Bridges of 
Gran, and Efſezniek which they ſucceſsfully attempted 
burning the former, and poſſeſſing themſelves of the 
latter, guarded by 7o0o Turks, moſt of which were 
killed or taken priſoners. 

The Count Caprara His Imperial Majeſties Ambaſ- 
Jador at the Port,is by order of the Grand Signeour 
looked narrowly after, not differing much from a 
confinement, leaſt during theſe Hoſtilities he m_— 
vwith- 
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withdraw himſelf, nor could the interceſſion of the 
Lord Shandois His Majeſty of Great Brittains Ambaſ- 
ador reliding at the Port on his behalf remove the 
ſuſpition conceived, &c. Thus far having related im- 
partially the ſucceſs of the Chriſtian Armes againſt 
the Turks, I ſhall leave them ingaged in a bloody 
and donbtful War,and conclude ſo much of this years 
Campaigne as to the 4th.of Ze, 1683. has occurred 
with an exact account of all the Imperial Forces. The

So that the general Liſt of Horſe and 
Foot ſtands thus, viz. at the Camp 396963In theEm- 
pire,16712 inthe upper Hungary,7 532 making in all 
78540 men not accounting the Hangarian Troops 
under the command of the Palatine,nor thoſe in Crotia 
commanded by the Vice-Roy, nor the 6000 Poloniar 
Horſe brought into the Emperours ſervice, by the 
Prince of ZLubornirskz, which in conjunttion will ren- 
der the Emperors total Forces no leſs then 100000 
hghting men. The Turks Army together with the 
Tartars and Hungarians under the command of Count 
Teckley, being accounted no leſs then 250000.

Hs in the ſuccinct Series of this Hiſtory related 
the Original of the Ortoman Empire, and its 
Growth from time to time, till it arrived to the vaſt 
Extent it at this Day is found; I ſhall now proceed to 
give the Reader a View of the Grandeur of it, and by 


what means it is ſupported, in the Deſcription of the 


Grand Seignior's Port or Palace, Government, Officers, 
Riches, Forces, Religion, and the like. 

The Turks originally a People of Scythia, ſuppoſed 
to have ſprung from the Ten Tribes carried into Cap- 
tivity, as is in the former Part of this Hiſtory related, 
. began their Second Empire in Af:a under Orhoman, a- 
bout 1300; and ſpreading wide, entred Europe, ſeizing 
at length upon the'pleaſant City of Conſtantinople, ex- 
pelling the Greek Emperour, and making it the Imperial 
Seat of the Orhoman Sultans, now dignified by the Title 
of Grand Seigniors : A Deſcription of which City, and 
of _— or Imperial Port or Palace, take as fol- 
loweth. 


Conſtantinople, built by Conſtantine the Great, is accor- 


ding to the Opinion of many, fixteeen Miles in circuit 
called by the Turks, Stambul or Stombolda ;, the Sea bea- 
ring upon it on the North and” South ſides, and on the 
Eaſt 
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Eaft it is divided from 4/i4 by a large Channef, which 


runneth from the one Sea to the other, being ſeven 
Miles in length, called the Srraights of Boſphormy. The 
City is built upon the declining of a Hill ; for Buildings 
comparable to any in the World : But above all, beau- 


tified with ſeven Moſques ſtanding upon ſeven little Hills, 


founded by ſeven of the Ottoman Emperers ; of which, 


' that of Sultan Solymarn is moſt famous : And the Sera- 


glio, now made the Grand Seignior's Palace, which is 
three Miles in cucvit, ſtandeth on the North fide, ha- 
ving on the one ſide of i: ihe Sea, and on the other the 
Haven ; the ot::i two Parts being encompaſſed with 
the Building 9i the City. This Palace, Port, or Sera- 
olio, which you pleaſe, (for a!] theſe Names it bears) 
has within it many Gardens, Otchards, Meadows, 
W oods, pleaſant Groves, Fountains, and all things elſe 
that can render it delightful. The Entrance is through a 
Gate of Iron into a large Court,. where on the left hand 
ſtands a Building like a Txrkiſh Moſque, which is uſed 
as a Store-houſe for Arms and Proviſion ; on the Right, 
are ſeveral fair Gardens palazadoed in, from which they 
paſs to another Court, with a Gate like unto the for- 
mer ; upon which hang many Targets, Scymitars, and 
other Weapons of War, many Porters attending z 
through which they paſs into another large Court, plan- 
ted with Cyprus-Trees; where many Deer are kept : 
which Court is ſurrounded with a Cloyſter, which is 
in lengch 680 Foot, and in breadth 500; paved with 
Marble, leaded over, and ſupported by 140 Pillars of 
White and Gray Marble curiouſly wrought, ſtanding | 
npon Baſis of Copper, with Capitals of the like Met- 

tal. On the North ſide ſtands the D:v.4no, or Council- 
Houſe, where the Grand Vizier, and ſuch others as are 


by the Grand Seignior appointed his Councellors, four

In this Seraglio the Grand Seignior has many Cham- 
bers hung with Cloth of Gold, gilded Skins, and Ta- 
peſtries made of Silk and Gold ; wherein are lively 
repreſented the Wars of the Ortoman Emperours. His 
Lodging - Chamber is garniſhed with divers Precious 
Stones of great value ; and conſtantly attending him 
{ſix young Men, who do Service in his Chamber, and FF

Sixthly and laſtly, The Boſtang; Bafſa, or Chief Gar- 
diner z who is Captain of the Famoglans, and fteers the 
Grand Seignior's Barge. When ever he goes by Water, 
he hath a Protogero or Lieutenant, and many Gardiners, 
to attend him, which are called Boftangi ; who are fre- 
quently liſted in the number of Fanizaries, when fitted 
thereto by hard Labour, &c. 

Theſe Six Officers have no Authority out of the Se- 
raglio; yet the greateſt Baſſa's fear them, for that they 
being always near the Emperour, frequently incenſe 
him againſt them to their DeſtruCtion. 

Near unto the Grand Seignior's Perſon, are common- 
ly fix Mutes, Men born both Deaf and Dumb, with 
whom he makes himſelf Paſtime. There are found 
likewiſe about thirty four more of the ſame Tribe, which 


" the keeps as Executioners of his Wrath ; for upon the 
kaft Command, they will ſtrangle the greateſt Baſſa of 


the Court, or otherwiſe make him away, it being their 
frequent Practice. 

Within the Seraglio are: kept to the number of five 
hundred, ſuch Youths as are taken up for Tribute-Chil- 
dren in Grecia, and other Parts of the Empire; all 
Sons of Chriſtians, who taken young ſrom their Parents, 
re inſtructed and brovghtup in aivers Arts ; and taught 

ore eſpecially to manage all ſorts of Weapons, and 
be perfe& in the Mahomerarn Superſtition > few of 


&- them being above eight Years of Age at their firſt En-

ance. Of theſe, ſome they make 7Zanizaries; others 
B b b are 


are preferred to Offices of Truſt, and come to great 
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Preferment : But none of them may, on Pain of Death, 
ſtir out of the Serag/zo, till the Sultan thinks them of a 
fit Age, and ſufficiently qualified for his Service. He 
has in like manner eighty Mutaferache, or Launce-Bea- 
rers, who carry his Launce jz and are ſubject to the Com. 
mand of none but himſelf. 

He hath in continual pay a thouſand Eunuches, whom 
the Twrks call Hundirni; many of which are imployed 
to attend his Virgins and Concubines in the Seragl.o, 
They are nor only deprived of their Genitors, but in 
their Youth they have their whole Privities ſmoothed off 
by their Bclies : And in their Turbants they bear a 
Silver Quill or Crue, through which they evacuate their 
Urine. * This Inhuman Barbarity was firft commanded 
by Solyman the Magnificent, who grew jealous of them 
upon his obſerving a Gelding back a Mare ; gathering 
from thence, that his Eunuches though they had loſt their 
Genitor, might yet dalliance with his Females. 

The Seraglio of Women is within the Palace, in 
which are conſtantly five hundred Virgins, the choiceltY pg 
Beauties that can be procured, being all Daughters toy, 
Chriſtians, taken from their Parents when they are a- If 
bout eight Years of Age or under; none above are ad} 
mitted, leſt they ſhould be debauched ere they eter. Pp 
Theſe are brought up to curious Works: And when 
at any time the Grazd Seignior is defirons to havean) 
of them brought tv his Bed, he the Day before giveyg,, 
notice to the Captain of the Eunuches ; who commandyy +, 
thoſe under him to put them in order, and array them}.

carrying Bows and Arrows, 
fof Foot-men, called Perichi, wonderful ſwift of Foot ; 
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ſure is to ſignifie by. ſuch Tokens) into a Coach,' and 
carry them to his Lodgings ;. where they are gorgeouſ- 
ly attired, and uſed as he has occaſion for them: Af- 
ter which they return, not to the Seraglio of the Virgins, 
but have other Lodgings appointed them. And when 
by reaſon of the Failure of Tribute-Virgins, the Sera: 
glio grows empty, they purchaſe the Faireſt they can 
find in the Market of Conſtantinople, whither they are 
brought to be ſold as Slaves. 

Another Seraglio there is, in which the Grand Seigni- 
or keeps his Sultana's or Sultaneſſes, and their Children 
as likewiſe, ſuch other Concubines, of whom for his de- 
light he hath choſen from amongſt the Virgins. He never 
marries; but when any one is brought to his Bed fide, 
he gives her a Golden Hcad-tire, and ten thouſand Aſ- 
pers; cauſing her to live apart, daily increating her Main- 
tenance. The firſt that bears him a Child, is called 
the Szltana or Sultaneſs, and is accounted Miſtreſs of 
the reſt of his Women ; and by him, for the molt part, 
beſt beloved. The reſt that hath been brought to his 
Bed, and with whom he hath dalliar:ced, are returned 
back to their ſeveral Apartments, there to expe@ the 
Ifue ; and if they prove not with Child, then are they 
jive in Marriage to his Slaves ; whom for their ſakes 

e advances to great Dignity, for the moſt part. 
He hath three hundred So/lacchi, who march conti- 


nually about his Perſon; and make (as it were) his* 
E Guard, being under the Command of the 424 of the 
T 7anizaries;, ail of them attired in Linnen-Garments 


hanging duwn beneath their Knees; and over them 
quilted Waft-Coats, with half Sleeves of Taftety, iDa- 
mask, or Sattin ; and on their Heads Caps and Feathers, 
There are anorner ſort 


whom he imploys in the natore of Lacquies, or Foot-

of the ſame tyed faſt about them; upon their Heads 
wearing Caps like Butter-pots ; with a Silver Pike ſtan- 
ding out before, in the nature of a Horn. 

The Porters of the Court, that give Attendance there, 
are four thouſand ; and are attired like the 7anizaries, 
having over them three Capigs Baſſa's. 

The Grand Seignior” 
Government ſo tyrannical, that his Subje&s term them- 
ſelves his Slaves; none of them being ſure of his Life 
or Goods beyond his Pleaſure z for without any Try- 
al or Procefs, he puts to Death whom it pleaſeth him, 


unleſs reſtrained by the Souldiers, who often reſcue | 


their Minions out of his Hands, and oblige him to par- 
don them. | | 

Their Sutes are few, and thoſe very ſhort, they rare- 
ly being permitted the Favour of Advocates to procra- 


ſtinate Matters from coming to a ſpeedy Reſult ; tho? |} 


commonly he who can bribe moſt, fares the beſt: For 
the Turks are of all Nations the moſt Avaricious, doing 
no Man a Kindneſs unleſs they are fee'd ; though they 
have the leaſt Gertainty of any People, to keep what 
they have gotten, all (as is aforeſaid) being at the Diſ- 
poſal of the Prince. They puniſh Crimes with great 
Severity, and ſo ſpeedily, that it is obſerved that ſel- 
dom any Theft or Murther is committed by any prt- 
vate Turk , but what Outrages do happen in the City, 


or elſewhere, are committed commonly by the Grect- 


ans, and thoſe that are not of the Progeny of the 
Turks. 

The GFand Seignor's Chief Councellor is the Great 
Vizier.z who wears his Signet, and 1s tiled his Lieu- 
tenant ; every Divano-day giving him an exact Account 
what is ſaid and done : Nor dare he difſembtle in ought ; 
for that the Grand Seignior has a Window, from whence 
he can ſee and hear, and yet not be ſeen himſelf ; which 
Window looks into the D:ivano, When this Yizier 1s 

| ſent 


s Power is ſo abſolute, and his | 
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ſent-abroad, which never happens unleſs to be General 


* of an Army, or upon ſome ſuch Jike important Occa- 


ſion ; at what time he appoints his Lieutenant to offici- 
atc in his Abſence, who is called the Chimacham. 

Next unto the ZBaſa's, (of which there are ma- 
ny diſperſed throughout the Empire, to manage the Af- 
fairs thercof) are the Beglerbegs, or Lords of Lords : 
They are Men of great Authority, and have the Com- 
mand of great Kingdoms and Armies ; under whoſe O- 
bedience are divers Sanzacks, which are ſent as Gover- 
nors into Provinces, during the Princes Pleaſure ; being 
Men of great Experience ; for the moſt part, comman- 


1 ding over the Spahi and Timariots, tne Turks chief Horſ- 


men, whom they continually exerciſe to render them 
the more expert. The Chief of theſe Beglerbegs, is 
the Beglerbeg of Romania or Grecta, undcr whoſe Conm- 
mand are twenty one Sanzacks; next to him is the Beg- 
lerbeg of Buda, who hath under his Command thirteen 
Sanzackhs: The Bezlerbeg of Temeſwar has under his 
Command cight Sarzacks : The Beglerbeg of Boſna hath 
under his Command nine Sanzacks : The Beglerbegſhip 


| of Gffe or Capha, who reſideth in Tanrica Cherſoneſus, 


aud commandeth over the Sazzacks near unto the great 
River Tanas, and the Fenns of Mactis, which was at 
firſt but a Sazzackſhip, and depended upon the Begler- 
beg ſhip of Grecia;, and is indeed rather a Beglerbegſhep 
in Name, than in Power. "Theſe Beglerbegs, or Lords 


_ of Lords, great Governours of the Txrkijþ Empire in 


Europe, beſides the Sanzacks, have under their Com- 
mand 257000 Timariots or Horſe-men, who are bound 


. for certain Lands alotted them by the Grand Seignior, 


out of his.Conqueſts, to ſerye in che Wars upon all Oc- 


The Beglerbegs, or Great Commanders of the Turk's 
Empire in Aſa, are thirty innumber ; under whom are 
a proportionable number of Sanzacks, and not leſs than 
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400000 T:mariets. The Beglerbegs commanding the 


" Taik's Empire in Africa, are four, and have under 
them fourteen Sanzacks, and ſixty two thouſand Tima- 


riots. Beſides theſe Timariot-Horſemen, there are the | 


Spahi, whoare for the moſt part Exrepeans, being ſuch 
as were brought up in their Infancy, or taken Captive: 
As likewiſe, Spathoglantans,Silitfarians, and wes 0m 
"Who have likewiſe Lands, or Annual Penſions affigned 
them ; for which they are bound to ſerve in the Wars : 
for no Man in the Orrozan Empire can have any Lands, 
or Yearly Revenues that way, but muſt be ready, or 
ſend others in his ſtead ; it being held, that the whole 
Empire in Fee ſimple, is the Grand Seigniors : No Man 
being -permitted to buy or injoy any Lands longer, than 
-it pleaſes his Prince : Nor can any one claim a Pro- 
priety to a Foot, urlefs by the Donation of the Grand 
Seignior, or his Aſſignment ; and that laſt, at longeſt, 
but during the Natural Life of him, to whom it is fo 
given or aſſigned. Theſe Horſemen march under a 
' white Banner, being armed with ſtrong Coats, Bows, 


ES. | 
Another ſort of Horſemen there are, called Caripicey, 
- not exceeding eight hundred ; who ftill ride near the 
Grand Scignior, as his Life-pguard, in the middle of 
the Battalion of the Zanizaries ; and are the beſt Horſe- 
men accounted of all others, being (for the moſt part) 
Sons of the Great Commanders. 

As for his Foot Forces, the chief Strength conſiſts of 
Fanizaries, Who are Children taken from their Chri- 
ſtian Parents, and inured in their Youth to all manner 


of Hardſhip, taught all the Uſe of Arms, and trained] 


up in all Warlike Diſcipline, till they are adjudged 
fit to be inrolled for the War. ' Theſe are taken up 
in Exrope, no Children born either in Aſia or Africa 
being aEmitted .into- their Seminary. Theſe Men al- 

FE,  -.- Ways 
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and Arrows, Culeverings, Scymitars, and Battle Ax-| 
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ways incloſe the Perſon of the Grand Seignior at what 
time he marches with his Army; and are the laſt that 
fight, unleſs urgent Neceſlity require it. They wear 


- white Caps, carry Harquibuſles, and ſharp Scymitars ; 


who ſince their firit Inſtitution have been the chief Snp- 
porters of the Tarkiſh Empire; but of late they are 
much degenerated from their former: Diſcipline, giving 
themſelvcs up whotly to Eaſe and Fleaſure ; yet keep 
themſelves in good order, for the mo!t part. There 
remains twenty four thouſand of them in C:2/tantinople 
and a far greater number in divers Places of the Empire. 
They are commanded by their 4ga, or Captain, to 
whom nothing 1s fo fatal as their Love for him; for 
then tae Grand Seignior has him in miſtruſt, and well 
Is it if he be not made away. They ſeep together an 
great Ha!js, their Bets being placed on either ſide 
and all thofe. of a Squadron feed at one Tabte; the 
Youngzr ever ſerve the Elder : And if any one of them 
be abſent from his Lodging in the Night, unleſs upon 
publick occaſion, then is he the next day ſeverely cud- 


. geiled, and neverthcleſs obliged to kiſs the Hand that 


beat him. Their Imploys are different in time of Peace ; 
for ſame wait upon Ambaſſadors, others upon Mer- 
chants and Conſuls, others again upon ſuch as travel 
through the Zurk;ſh Empire. They likewiſe arreſt Ma- 
lefattors, and ſee good Order kept, being feared of all 
Men; inſomuch that if they buy any thing, they will 
have it at tneir own Price, the Vender not daring to-re- 
fuſe it. They have great Power in their Princes Ele- 
ftion 3 no Emperour thinking himſelf ſafe in his Throne, 
till they approve of him: So that to gain their good 
Opinion, every new Emperour at his entring upon the 
Government, diftributes large Sums of Money ameng(t 
them, and increaſes their Stipends. 

Though the chief Strength of the Turkiſh Foot For- 
ces reſts in the Farizaries ; un are there another ſort 
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of Foot-Men, called Aconices ; which isa Forlorn Hope. 
Theſe receive :no Pay, but have free liberty to plun- 
der ; fo that they deliver the fifth Part to the Grand 
Seigniour. Amother kind there are, called Aſapi; who 


are but of ſmall Account, and rather uſed as Pionters, - 


than to encounter the Enemy ; yetare they oftcn thruſt 
into the Front of the Battle, with their Bodies to blunt 
the Enemies Swords, or to ſcale the Walls of Towns; 
that by being ſlaughter'd, their Dead Bodies may fill 
up the Ditches, and ſo give the 7anizaries opportuni- 
ty on their Dead Carkafſes to mount the Bullwarks. 
The Grand Seignior keeps in continual Pay fx thou- 
fand Gunners, whom the Turks call Topegs; and for 
the Guard of the Powder and Shot, upon the March of 
the Army, twelve thouſand Men are kept in pay, cal- 
led Jebegs. | | 
The Grond Seignior hath likewiſe certain Officers at- 
tending on him, to the number of three thouſand, whom 
they call Ch:aus ; which at&t in the Nature of Serjeants at 
Arms. Theſe Men are well efteemed, and are often 
employed in Embaſſies to Forreign Princes : They al- 
ſo carry Letters or Commendations from the Grand 
Seignior, or his Chief Vizier; and are impower?d to 
apprehend Malefattors : But never go to the Wars, un- 
leſs the-Grand Seignior be there in Perſon. They are 
commanded by a Chiaus Baſſa, who is of ſuch Credit 
with all Men,that when he is ſent by the Grand Seignior 
to any Baſſa, Sanzack, or Caddi, to have any Man's 
Head cut off, though he have no Warrant in writing, 
yet his Authority is not diſputed. = © 


Thus have I ſet down the Land Forces of the Turkiſh 
Empire ; in number fo great, that in ſhew they ſhould 
breed Confuſion, and ruin themfelves ; yet ſuch is the 
Order and Diſcipline, that in that point they give place 
to none, They live ( for the moſt part) on a little Bread 
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baked in the Aſhes, with Rice and Powder of Fleſh 
dried in the Sun. Wine is forbidden them by their 


Law, though ?tis often drunk by them in private, e- 
ſpecially the Great Commanders. No Women are 


ſeen in their Armies. In their March they obſerve a 


wonderful Silence ; and all the Soldiers are governed by 
the Beck of the Hand, or Shew of the Countenance. 
Quarrels and Thefts are ſeverely puniſhed. When they 
March they dare not enter any Corn-field or Vineyard. 
The Valiant are afſured of Preferment, and the Cow- 
ard of Puniſhment. | 

As for the Grand Seignior's Naval Forces, they are 
great; he having of late, for Gain-ſake, allured many 
Chriſtian Carpenters and Shipwrights to his Arſenal, 
and hath a great number of Men trained up in Marine 
Afﬀairs, by being continually imployed aboard his Gal- 
lies at Rhodes, Cyprus, and Mitylene and Alexandria. 
He has alſo at his Beck the Pirates of T uns, Tripoley, 
Sally, Arzire, and other Places ; from amongſt whom 


- he chooſes his prime Commanders in Marine Af- 


fairs. _ | 
_ To maintain theſe great Forces, it is requiſite a won- 
derful Maſs of Money ſhould be imployed, which is the 
Sinews of War, and without which ſo great an Empire 
could not be: kept in frame, though many are of opini- 
on, that the,Grand Seignior's Annual Revenues exceed 
not eight Millions ; meaning thereby, that which is 
collected of his Subjed&s, and upon the account of Cu- 
ſtoms : For which they give theſe Reaſons : Firſt, That 
the Turks have no care but of Arms ; the which do ra= 
ther ruin, than enrich a Country. Secondly, They con- 
ſume ſo many Men in their Enterprizes, that they ſcarce 
leave a ſufficient number to manure the Land ; infomuch 
that the Subjects deſpairing to injoy their Wealth, and 
neceflary Commodities, which they might get by their 
Labour and Induſtry, employ not themſelves to work 
nor 
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nor traftick, more than by neceſſity they are conftrain- 
cd: For they argue, 'tis to no purpoſe to labour for 
another, their Lives and Eſtates being daily expoſed 
to the Mercy of their Prince : And for this Reafon, many 
fpacious Countries 'in the Tiarkiſh Empire lie waſte; 
which negle& frequently cauſes a Dearth. A Third 
Reaſon that is given, why the Grand Seipnior's Reve- 
nues are no greater, 13, for that when he Conquers a- 
ny Country, he aſſigns the Lands therein to his Tima- 
710ts, who ſerve in the Wars, and are no otherwiſe li- 
able to accommodate their Prince. 

But although his ordinary Revenues amount to no 
great Sum, in conſideration of the large Circuit of his 
Empire; yet his extraordinary Profits accraing by 
Confiſcations, Preſents, (for no Stranger may approach 
his Preſence empty handed )and Mony raifed upon Places 
and Offices of Truſt, amonnt to a far greater Sum than 
what has been mentioned. Nor are the 'Sums ſmall, 
which he draws from the Princes their Tributaries, 
that are not abſolutely under his Juriſdidion ; as ol- 
davia, Vallachia, and Tranſylvania, with many more. 
So that inall, moderate Writers affirm, That his Cof- 
fers are yearly ſupplied with twenty Millions : The 
Management of which is left to the Defterdax:, or chief 
Treaſurer, who has many Sub-officers under him. | 

\ Thus much having been ſpoken of the Forces, Re- 
venues, and great Officers; I ſhall now proceed to 
give the Reader a View of their Religion, if it may 
without offence be ſo termed ; which they call the Law 
of their great Prophet. | | 
* As for their Religion, it began in the time of Hera- 
clius the Emperor ; at what time the Hereſie of Aris 
and IVeftorins ſpread it ſelf: to whoſe Infamons Pro- 
ſelytes Mahomert the Impoſtor, born in Arabia, joyn- 
ed himſelf z impioufly denying the Divinity of Chr:/?, 
and proclaiming himſelf a Prophet ſent from God, draw- 
x 18g ; 
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ing a Multitude after him : Infomuch that ſuch as would 
not receive his impious Tenents by fair means, he 
compelled by force : And the better to ingratiate him- 
ſelf with the lewd and licentious ſort of People, he to- 
lerated all manner of Luſt, and Worldly Delights. By 
the Law this Impoſtor left, and that now has overſpread 
two Parts of the World, a Diftin&ion is made between 
clean and unclean Meats, to content the Fews, who are 
the greateſt Merchants in the Orroman Empire. They 
alſo maintain Circumciſion, but not at the Expiration of 
Eight Days, according to the Fewiſh Cuſtom 3 bur ar 
the End of Eight Years, when the Infant is able to 
make a Confeſſion of his Belief; and lifting up his Fin- 

cr to ſpeak theſe words in the Arabick Tongue, viz. 
There # but One God, and Mahomet ts his Prophet one 
God, and equal Prophets, The Circumciſtion ended, 


they feaſt three Days. As for the Female Children, 


they at eight Years old ſpeak-the ſame words; but are 
not capable of Circumciſion. If any Chriſtian turn A- 
poſtate, and deny his Redeemer, which (to the loſs of 
their Souls) too many do, only to avoid Taxations and 
'Tribute, they are led through the Town .or City, 
where they dwell in great Triumph, many People pre- 
ſenting them with Gifts, as they paſs, to encourage 
them to perſevere in what they have undertaken. And 
for the Men, at what Ape focver they are, they muſt 


'be: Circumciſed. 


The Law of Mahomet is contained in his Alchorans 


wherein he confefſeth One God, and honoureth Feſus 


Chriſt as a great Prophet : But impiouſly denies him 


to be the Son of God. 


The Turks by their Law are forbid to worſhip Ima- 


'ges, or to have any placed in their Moſques : The whole 


Series of the Alcoran being full of Fables and Fictions, 


much like to thoſe the Poets feigned of the Elizinm- 


Shades; indulging Men in all Senſuality during this 
| | | Life, 
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Life, and promiſing them a Paradiſe, where they ſhall 
enjoy the like more perfedaly after Death. 

Their Sabbath is kept on our Fryday. Thcy keep 
Lent thirty Days; during which ſpace they eat nothing 
in the day-time, but take their Repaſt after Sun-ſet, 
abſtaining from Wine and Women, This Lent is 
called by them Ramaden. 

They likewiſe obſerve an Eaſter, called Bayran ; 
which continues for the ſpace of the three Days, though 
not always prefixed by reaſon they begin it in the New 
of the Moon. | | 

They have no Bells in their Moſques; neither do * 
they ſufter the Chriſtians to have any that live amongſt 
them. When they enter the ſaid Moſques, they leave 
their Shooes at the Door, and take them again when 
they return, Where ſoever they ſit or ſtand in their 
Religious Houſes, they have Tapeiiry or Mats under 
them, as not thinking their Feet holy enough to ſtand 
in that Place, during the Reading their Law ; and if 
they look back, or ſcratch their Head till the Orizon is 
ended, they think they have loſt the Benefit they were 
at that time to receive by their coming thither. They 
are not much addi&ed to Learning; yet of late they 
have broupht up their Children to uſe the Arabick 
Tongue, in which their Law is written. 

By this Law they have leave to marry as many. Wives 
as they can maintain; and when once any of them 
proves with Child, her Husband may not carnally 
know her till ſhe is delivered. They have certain Mar- 
ridges contracted during Pleaſure, which they call 
Kebin, moſtly pra@iſed by Strangers ; who may, for 
a certain Sum of Money, have the Uſe of a Woman 
during his Pleaſure: Yet when he turns her off, if 
ſhe have any Children, he is bound to keep them, A 
Tark having had to do with a Chriſtian Woman , 


bota of them upon Convidtion are to ſuffer Death, ga 
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ſeſs ſhe add fin to ſin, by renouncing her Faith. The 
like is to be obſerved between a Chriſtian, and a Tur- 
kiſh VVoman; though either Offence, by bribing the 
Cadd;*s or Judges, may be omitted. 

They allow of Divorce in caſe of Barrenneſs or In- 
continency. > 

The chief Interpreter of theſe Laws, is the 1fuphrs, 
or Arch-Prieſt, who is choſen by the Grand Seignior ; 
and is greatly reverenced amongſt the Turks, being 
Head of their Church, and Decider of all Controverſies 
ariſing in matter of their Superſtitious Religion. His 
Eminency is ſuch, that all the Baſſa's are ſubject to his 
Dire&ion. He abaſeth himſelf not ſo much as to fit in 
the Divano; only paſſing through it, when he is ſent 
for by the Grand Seignior ; who at his approach riſeth 
from his Seat, (an Honour not allowed to any other) 
and then they ſit together, and familiarly diſcourſe of 
their Afairs. 

The next to him are the Cadileſquires, or Taliſmen 
Two Dodtors of the Law, whoſe place it is to Examine 
the Cadd:'s or Judges, who are diſperſed throughout 
the Provinces of the Empire, and are always attendant 
upon the Grand Seignior : The one of them having 
Juriſdidtion over all the Exropear Cadd:'s, and the other 
on thoſe reſiding in 4/ia; there being few Cities, or 
great Towns, in which one of the Cadd:'s have not 
their Reſidence there, to hear and determine Matters 
of Controverſie ariſing between Man and Man. The 
Cadileſquires are likewiſe Soveraign Judges within their 
own Juriſdiction, in all Cauſes belonging to their Reli- 
Sion, as it were Patriarks. They are of great Au- 
thority, and have places in the D:ivano, and in Coun- 
cil with the Baſſas, conſult the weighty Aﬀairs of the 
Empire. | 

Thereis a third Degree of Church-Men, not belong- 
ing to their Law, called als; which they —_ 

their 
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their Biſhops, and are directed in their Aﬀairs by the 
Aduphti. T heir Office is to place and diſplace Church. 
Men as they ſee it convenient. 

Another ſort there are, called the Nuderi/ſs, who 
att in the nature of Suffragans, and have under them 
ſeveral young DoCQtors of the Law, who are their Diſci- 
ples, called 1Vaips ; who are, in the Abſence of the Cad- 
a;'s, conſtituted to hear and redreſs Grievances. 

After theſe are the Zag:, who are employed to write 
their Books, they in no wife allowing them to be Prin- 
ted; and inferior unto theſe are the Caſſz, who read un- 
to them what they write, &c. | 

Theſe are their ſeveral Degrees of Lawyers, and 
Church-Men ; for the Turks are governed by a kind 
of Eccleſaflical Law, according to their Alchoran, 
Many Colledges they have, which they cail 1edreſ- 
ſe"s, fituatz not only in Conſtantinople, but in divers 0- 
ther Cities. 


And thus, Reader, have I related the Succinct Series 
of This Hiftory, as near as can be gathered from Au- 
thors of undoubted Credit, and my own Knowledge : 
And now nothing more remains, but to make known 
the Vaſtneſs of the Orroman Empire ; which is, for the 
molt part, the Subje& of Thus Hiſtory. 


Know then, that ſince the Reign of Ottoman, firſt 
Founder of the Tarki/b Empire, it has proudly built it 
ſelf upon the Four Monarchies of the V Vorld, viz. tae 
Aſſyrian, Grecian, Perſian, and Roman Empires ; - for 
they enjoy Babylon, and all Chaldea, with the King- 
dom of Media, a great part of Perſia, all Greece, with 
the Kingdom of Ezypr, and the greateſt Part of Ara- 
bia; the Iſlands of Cyprus, Rhodes, 7Aitylene, Negros 
' pont, Ch:o or Scio, Candia, and many others: The 

Empire 
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Enipire of Trepezond, the Kingdoms of Cilchss, now" 
called Mingrelia, Tunts, and- Argeirs, Dalmatia, Illyrias 
and T7iballenia; the Countries of Tranſylvania, Wat- 
lachia, Moldavia, and Bulgaria: A great part of 
Hungary, and many other Countries, which hold of 
the Empire, and pay Tribute to the Grand Seignior z 
who in Europe hath all the Sea-Coaſt from the Confines 
of Epidaurus, the utmoſt Boundard of his Empire in 
Europe, Weſtward, unto the Mouth of the River Ta» 
nats, now called Don; with all that lieth between the 
City of Buda, and Conſtantinople: and Southward, 
all the Sea-Coaſt from Yelex or Be!zs, the Boundard 
of the Kingdom of Fez, unto the Arabian Gulphy 
or Red-Sea; and ſo proportionably every way : The 
Greatneſs of which may be better conje&ured by 
the Greatneſs of ſome part thereof; for the Meere 
of Mats, which is all at the Grand Seignior's Com- 
mand, is in Compaſs one thouſand Miles; and the 
Enxine, or Black Sea, in Circuit two thouſand ſeven 
hundred Miles: The Mediterranean-Coaſt, which is 
ſabje& unto him, is in Compaſs upward of eight thou- 
ſand Miles. But to ſpeak of his whole Territory to- 
gether, he paſſeth in his own Dominion from Tau- 
ris to Buda three thouſand two hnndred Miles ; and 
the like Diſtance from Derbert to A4dena: From 
Balſera, upon the Perſia; - Guiph, to Tremiſend in 
SO is accounted little leſs than about four thou- 
ſand. 

Yet that this great Empire will not long conſiſt, 
but like thoſe that have preceded it, Þe again brought 
to nothing, the Turzs tnemſeives have divers Prophe- 
fies: Nor is Sacred Writ filent in this Matter 5 ma- 
ny of the Prophets plainly foreteliing irs Riſe and 
Fall ; which will undoubtedly be manifeſteds when 
God (in whoſe deep Counſels ine ria Revolutions

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of Empires and Kingdoms are from Eternity ſhut up) 
ſhall in his Infinite Wiſdom ſee fit time, to the un- 
ſpeakable Comfort of the poor afflited Chriſtians, that 
groan under the Oppreſſion and Tyranny of thoſe 
proud Infidels, Enemies to the Name of our Lor 


and Saviour Jeſs Chriſt, God bleſſed for ever-more,
